An  ordinance  to  change  the  grade  of  Covington  street  between  Hughes 
and  Montgomery  streets. 

Section  1.   Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  Grade  of  Oov- 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  City  Co'm-ington    street 
missioner  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  empow-to  e  c  an?e  ' 
ered  to  change  the  grade  of  all  that  portion  of  Cov- 
ington street,  lying  between  Hughes  and  Montgomery 
streets;  provided,  that  the  consent  of  the  owners  of 
a  majority  of  the  front  feet  of  ground  to  be  affected  Proviso- 
by  said  change,  be  first  obtained  in  writing  and  de- 
posited in   the  office  of  the  City  Commissioner  ;  and 
provided  further,  that  the  parties  desiring  said  change 
shall  enter  into  bond  indemnifying  the  city  against  To  give  bond. 
any  damages  which  may  be  claimed   by  any   person 
or  persons  in  consequence   of  said  change  of  grade  : 
provided  however,  that  the  city  incur  no  expense  by 
reason  of  said  change  of  grade. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted  and  ordained, 
That  all  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsis- 
tent with  this  ordinance  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
repealed.

An  ordinance  in  relation  to  contracts  to  be  made  hereafter  with  the 
corporation  of  Baltimore. 

Section  1 .  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  hereafter  when- 
ever the  city  officers  or  any  of  them  shall  advertise 
for  sealed  proposals  for  any  public  work  or  contract, 
of  any  kind  whatsoever,  pursuant  to  existing  ordin- 
ances or  resolutions,  or  to  such  as  may  hereafter  be 
passed,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  officer  so  adver- 
tising to  lay  the  sealed  proposals  received  by  him 
or  them,  according  to  the  advertisement,  before  the 
Mayor  of  the  city,  who,  with  the  Comptroller  and 
City  Register  shall  proceed  to  open  them,  and  award, 
in  all  cases,  to  the  lowest  bidder,  whose  security  for 
the  execution  of  the  work  according  to  contract,  or 
the  performance  of  the  contract,  as  the  case  may  be, 
in  the  judgment  of  the  Mayor,  Comptroller  and  Re- 
gister, or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  be  sufficiently 
responsible  to  insure  the  performance  of  the  work  or 
contract  according  to  the  stipulations  thereof  respec- 
tively ;  provided,  however,  that  no  bid  shall  be  opened 
from  any  person  who  has  theretofore  failed  in  the 
performance  or  due  execution  of  any  contract  he  may 
have  been  engaged  in  with  the  corporation  of  Balti- 
more. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That 
all  such  proposals  shall  be  opened  at  such  time  and 
place  as  may  be  publicly  designated  by  advertise- 
ment, in  the  presence  of  such  persons  as  may  choose 
to  attend.

Preamble. 


An  ordinance  supplementary  to  ordinance  No.  10,  approved  9th  March. 
1855.  supplementary  to  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  ordinance  provid- 
ing for  the  appointment  and  compensation  of  an  Auditor,  prescribing 
his  duties,  and  for  other  purposes." 

Whereas,  by  ordinance  No.  8,  section  7,  approved 
26th  February,  1857,  it  was  enacted  that  the  office 
of  City   Auditor   should   cease   on   the  first  day   of 
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March,  1858;  and  whereas,  it  appears  that  there  is 
a  large  number  of  accounts  remaining  open  or  unpaid 
on  the  books  in  said  office,  being  for  taxes  levied  for 
or  in  the  years  1847,  1848,  1849,  1850,  1851,  1852, 
1853,  1854,  1855  and  1856,  the  greater  portion  of 
which  is  deemed  worthless,  but  of  which  the  sum  of 
$65,000  is  estimated  by  the  Auditor  as  collectable  if 
suitable  provision  is  made  for  that  purpose — the  un- 
collectable  and  worthless  portion  of  these  taxes  being 
such  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  they  are  principally 
from  assessments  on  mortgages,  judgments,  furni- 
ture and  other  intangible  personal  property — and  for 
the  collection  of  all  accounts  that  can  be  realized, 
and  the  closing  up  and  having  abated  of  all  the 
others  on  the  books  now  in  that  office — it  is  deemed 
expedient  that  the  office  of  City  Auditor  should  be 
continued  for  eighteen  months  longer;  that  is  to  say, 
until  the  last  day  of  August,  1859,  for  the  express 
purpose  of  closing  up  the  books  now  in  that  office, 
and  for  the  collection  or  preparing  for  abatement  and 
having  abated  of  all  accounts  now  open  on  the  books 
in  said  office  so  that  they  may  all  be  closed  up  en-

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  bv  the  Mayor  To  extend  port 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  John  Boyd  and  warden's  line. 
Messrs.  Baker  Brothers  &  Co.  be  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  and  permitted  to  extend  the  port  warden's 
line  at  their  property  situated  and  lying  on  the 
Spring  Gardens  Ferry  Branch,  and  to  erect  wharves; 
the  said  wharves  to  be  completed  within  two  years 
from  the  approval  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  2.   And  be  it  further  enacted  and  ordained,  Boundariesde- 
That  the  extension  as  provided  for  in  the  first  section  signated. 
of  this  act  shall  commence  from  a  point  on  the  south-  ■ 
east  side  of  Warner  street  at  the   distance  of  three 
hundred  and  sixty-five  feet  southwesterly  from  the 
southeast  corner  or  intersection  of  Warner  and   Os- 
tend  streets,  and  which  place  of  beginning  is  designed 
to  be  at  the  original  port  warden's  line  at  the  present 
old  wharf,  and  running  thence  forty-seven  and  a  half 
degrees  west,   bounding   on   Warner  street,   or  the 
present  port  warden's  line  as  established,  one  hun- 
dred and  seventy  feet  to  the  range  of  the  northern- 
most side  of  William  street  as  laid  out  under  ordin- 
ance No.  54,  approved  June  17,  1850,  and  running 
thence  south  forty-two  degrees,  east  one  hundred  and 
ninety-two  feet,  until  it  intersects  a  line  drawn  south-  ■ 
westerly  parallel  to  Warner  street  from  a  point  on 
the  southernmost  side  of  Ostend  street  one  hundred

And  be  it  further  enacted  and  ordained, 
That  the  wharf  to  be  erected  as  provided  for  in  the 
first  section  of  this  act,  shall  be  of  good,  sound  tim- 
ber, constructed  in  a  strong  and  substantial  manner, 
upon  piles  secured  with  good  and  sufficient  ties  well 
sheathed  and  fastened,  so  as  to  prevent  the  earth 
from  falling  into  and  filling  up  the  harbor,  and  filled 
up  in  such  manner  as  will  prevent  the  water  or  any 
other  offensive  matter  from  settling  or  stagnating 
upon  the  premises,  and  thereby  endanger  the  health 
of  the  neighborhood. 

Section  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted  and  ordained, 
That  in  case  John  Boyd  and  Baker  Brothers  &  Co. 
shall  fail  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the 
first,  second  and  third  sections  of  this  ordinance, 
then  the  same  shall  be  void  and  of  no  effect. 

Section  5.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That 
all  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  with 
this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed.

An  ordinance  to  open  and  condemn  an  alley  situate  between  Eataw 
street  and  China  alley,  and  between  Henrietta  and  Montgomery 
streets,  to  be  called  Pimlico  alley. 

Whereas,  application  has  been  made  to  open  and  Preamble, 
condemn  an  alley  situate  between  Entaw  street  and 
China  alley,  and  between  Henrietta  and  Montgomery 
streets,  to  be  ten  feet  wide,  and  notice  having  been 
given  of  said  application  as  required  by  the  act  of 
Assembly  of  Maryland,  No.  226,  passed  December 
session,  1838,  entitled  "An  act  to  vest  certain  powers 
iu  the  corporation  of  the  city  of  Baltimore  in  relation 
to  streets,"  and  believing  that  the  public  convenience 
requires  the  same  should  be  done;  therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  Pimlico  ailej 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  commis-to  be  opened, 
sioners  for  opening  streets  in  the  city  of  Baltimore 
be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  to 
condemn  and  open  an  alley,  ten  feet  wide,  to  be  called 
Pimlico  alley,  situate  between  Eutaw  street  and 
China  alley,  and  between  Henrietta  and  Montgomery 
streets,  starting  from  Montgomery  street  and  run- 
ning to  Henrietta  street,  the  opening  to  be  a  continu- 
ation of  an  alley  as  now  partially  opened;  provided, Proviso, 
however,  that  the  benefits  for  the  said  opening  and 
condemnation  shall  be  assessed  only  upon  the  parties 
owning  property  on  the  line  of  said  alley,  except 
upon  the  party  owning  the  thirty  feet  of  ground 
next  adjoining  the  north  line  of  Henrietta  street,  if 
the  commissioners  for  opening  streets  shall  in  their 
judgment  consider  it  equitable  to  do  so. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted  and  ordained,  Duty  of  Com- 
That  the  said  commissioners  for  opening  streets  shall misjionew. 
proceed  in  all  respects  in  condemning  and  opening 
said  alley  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  an  or- 
dinance entitled  "An  ordinance  to  provide  for  exer- 
cising certain  powers  vested  in  this  corporation  in  re- 
lation to  streets  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,"  approved 
April  30,  1850,  and  the  Collector  and  Register  of  the 
city  shall  also  perform  such  duties  in  relation  to 
streets  as  are  required  of  them  by  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance.

Whereas,  George  Peabody,  an  American  citizen, 
and  now  a  resident  of  London,  has  empowered  the 
trustees  of  the  Peabody  Institute  to  bestow  certain 
premiums,  in  money  and  gold  medals,  to  the  yearly 
graduates  of  the  male  and  female  high  schools  who 
shall  be  found  deserving  of  the  same;  and  whereas, 
by  the  provisions  of  section  14,  of  No.  38  revised 
ordinances,  1850,  the  sanction  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  is  required  to  the  conditions  under  which 
such  donations  shall  be  accepted  ;  therefore, 

Section  1.   Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor    c  mmission_ 
and   City   Council  of  Baltimore,  That   the   commis-ers  authorized 
sioners   of   public   schools    be    and  they  are    hereby  to  receive  Pea-

Description  of  Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
property  to  he  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  all  real  and 
assesssed.  personal  property  in  the  city  of  Baltimore ;  all  chat- 
tels, real  and  personal;  all  goods,  wares,  merchan- 
dize and  other  stock  in  trade  at  home  or  not  perma- 
nently located  elsewhere:  the  interest  or  proportion 
in  all  ships  and  other  vessels,  whether  in  or  out  of 
port,  owned  by  persons  resident  of  this  city  and 
others;  all  debts  secured  by  or  due  on  judgment,  de- 
cree, mortgage,  bond,  bill  of  exchange,  promissory 
note,  due  from  solvent  debtors;  all  stock  or  shares

An  ordinance  for  the  appointment  of  agents  to  represent  the  city  of 
Baltimore  in  the  receipt,  administration,  sale  and  liquidation  of  Bal- 
timore's interest  in  the  estate  of  the  late  John  McDonogh.  of  Louis- 
iana, deceased;  and  for  the  appointment  of  a  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  McDonogh  Educational  Fund  and  Institute. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Brantz  Mayer, 
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William  8.  Peterkin  and  Thomas  L.  Emory  be  and  Agents  ap- 
they  are  hereby  appointed  agents  of  the  city  of*  Bal-i)0inted- 
tiinore  for  the  receipt,  administration,  sale  and  liqui- 
dation of  the  portion  of  the  estate  of  the  late  John

Preamble.  Whereas,  George  Peabody,  Esq.,  of  London,  formerly  of 

Baltimore,  has  recently  made  a  munificent  donation  for  the 
purpose  of  founding  an  institute  in  the  city  of  Baltimore, 
the  design  and  objects  of  which,  are  set  forth  in  a  letter  from 
Mr.  Peabody,  to  certain  persons  therein  named,  of  wdiich 
the  following  is  a  copy : 

First  Letter  of  Mr.  Peabody. 

Baltimore,  February  12,  1857. 

Mr.  Peabody' s  Gentlemen  :  In  pursuance  of  a  purpose  long  entertained 
first  letter.  ])y  mGj  anc[  whicn  \  communicated  to  some  of  you  more  than 
two  years  ago,  I  have  determined,  without  further  delay,  to 
establish  and  endow  an  institute  in  this  city,  which,  I  hope, 
may  become  useful  towards  the  improvement  of  the  moral 
and  intellectual  culture  of  the  inhabitants  of  Baltimore,  and 
collaterally  to  those  of  the  State ;  and  also  towards  the  en- 
largement and  diffusion  of  a  taste  for  the  fine  arts.  My 
wishes  in  regard  to  the  scope  and  character  of  this  institute 
are  known  to  some  of  you  through  a  personal  communica- 
tion of  my  purpose  ;  in  the  sequel  of  this  letter,  I  shall  fur- 
ther advert  to  that  subject.  In  presenting  to  you  the  objecl 
I  propose,  I  wish  you  to  understand,  that  the  details  propei 
to  its  organization  and  government,  and  its  future  contro] 
and  conduct,  I  submit  entirely  to  your  judgment  and  discre- 
tion ;  and  the  perpetuity  of  that  control,  I  confide  to  you 
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and  your  successors,  to  be  appointed  in  the  manner  pre-  Mr.  Peabody's 
scribed  in  this  letter.  first  letter- 

I  request  you  to  accept  this  trust,  as  my  friends  amongst 
whom,  I  hope  there  will  ever  be  found  the  utmost  harmony 
and  concert  of  action,  in  all  that  relates  to  the  achievement 
of  the  good  which  it  is  my  aim  to  secure  to  the  city. 

You  and  your  successors  will  constitute  forever  a  board  of 
trustees,  twenty-five  in  number,  to  be  maintained  in  per- 
petual succession,  for  the  accomplishment,  preservation  and 
supervision  of  the  purposes  for  which  the  institute  is  to  be 
established.  To  you  and  your  successors,  therefore,  I  here- 
by give  full  and  exclusive  power  to  do  whatsoever  you  may 
deem  most  advisable,  for  the  foundation,  organization  and 
management  of  the  proposed  institute ;  and  to  that  end  I 
give  to  you,  and  will  place  at  your  disposal,  to  be  paid  to 
you  as  you  may  require,  for  the  present,  three  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars,  to  be  expended  by  you  in  such  manner  as  you 
may  determine,  to  be  most  conducive  to  the  effective  and 
early  establishment,  and  future  maintenance  and  support  of 
such  an  institute  as  you  may  deem  best  adapted  to  fulfil  my 
intentions  as  expressed  in  this  letter. 

In  the  general  scheme  and  organization  of  the  institute,  I 
wish  it  to  provide: 

First.  For  an  extensive  library  to  be  well  furnished  in 
every  department  of  knowledge,  and  of  the  most  approved 
literature ;  which  is  to  be  maintained  for  the  free  use  of  all 
persons  who  may  desire  to  consult  it,  and  be  supplied  with 
every  proper  convenience  for  daily  reference  and  study, 
within  appointed  hours  of  the  week  days  of  every  year.  It 
should  consist  of  the  best  works  on  every  subject  embraced 
within  the  scope  of  its  plan,  and  as  completely  adapted,  as 
the  means  at  your  command  may  allow,  to  satisfy  the  re- 
searches of  students  who  may  be  engaged  in  the  pursuit  of 
knowledge,  not  ordinarily  attainable  in  the  private  libraries 
of  the  country;  it  should  be  guarded  and  preserved  from 
abuse,  and  rendered  efficient  lor  the  purposes  I  contemplate 
in  its  establishment,  by  such  regulations  as  the  judgment 
and  experience  of  the  trustees  may  adopt  or  approve.  I  re- 
commend, in  reference  to  such  regulations,  that  it  shall  not 
be  constructed  upon  the  plan  of  a  circulating  library;  and 
that  the  books  shall  not  be  allowed  to  be  taken  out  of  the 
building,  except  in  very  special  cases,  and  in  accordance 
with  rules  adapted  to  them  as  exceptional  privileges. 

Second.  I  desire  that  ample  provision  and  accommodation 
be  made  for  the  regular  periodical  delivery,  at  the  proper 
season  in  each  year,  of  lectures  by  the  most  capable  and  ac- 
complished scholars  and  men  of  science,  within  the  power  of 
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Mr.  Pcabody's  the  trustees  to  procure.  These  lectures  should  be  directed 
first  letter.  to  instructions  in  science,  art  and  literature;  they  should  be 
established  with  such  regulations  as  in  the  judgment  of  the 
trustees  shall  be  most  effectual  to  secure  the  benefits  expected 
from  them,  and  should,  under  proper  and  necessary  restric-. 
tions,  be  adapted  to  preserve  good  order  and  guard  against 
abuse,  be  open  to  the  resort  of  the  respectable  inhabitants, 
of  both  sexes,  of  the  city  and  State ;  such  prices  of  admission 
being  required  as  may  serve  to  defray  a  portion  of  the  neces- 
sary expenses  of  maintaining  the  lectures,  without  impair- 
ing their  usefulness  to  the  community. 

In  connection  with  this  provision,  I  desire  that  the  trus- 
tees, in  order  to  encourage  and  reward  merit,  should  adopt 
a  regulation  by  which  a  number  of  the  graduates  of  the  pub- 
lic high  schools  of  the  city,  not  exceeding  fifty  of  each  sex 
in  each  year,  who  shall  have  obtained  by  their  proficiency 
in  their  studies  and  their  good  behavior  certificates  of  merit 
from  the  commissioners  or  superintending  authorities  of  the 
schools  to  which  they  may  be  attached,  may,  by  virtue  of 
such  certificates  be  entitled  as  an  honorary  mark  of  distinc- 
tion to  free  admission  to  the  lectures  for  one  term  or  season 
after  obtaining  the  certificates. 

I  also  desire,  that  for  the  same  purpose  of  encouraging 
merit,  the  trustees  shall  make  suitable  provision  for  an  an- 
nual grant  of  twelve  hundred  dollars ;  of  which  five  hundred 
shall  be  distributed  every  year  in  money  prizes,  graduated 
according  to  merit,  of  sums  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars,  nor 
more  than  one  hundred  for  each  prize,  to  be  given  to  such 
graduates  of  the  public  male  high  schools  now  existing  or 
which  may  hereafter  be  established,  as  shall  in  each  year, 
upon  examination  and  certificate  of  the  school  commissioners 
or  other  persons  having  the  chief  superintendence  of  the 
same,  be  adjudged  most  worthy  from  their  fidelity  to  their 
studies,  their  attainments,  their  moral  deportment,  their 
personal  habits  of  cleanliness,  and  propriety  of  manners; 
the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  to  be  appropriated  to  the 
purchase,  in  every  year,  of  gold  medals  of  two  degrees,  of 
which  ten  shall  be  of  the  value  of  ten  dollars  each,  and 
twenty  of  the  value  of  five  dollars  each,  to  be  annually  dis- 
tributed to  the  most  meritorious  of  the  graduating  classes  oi 
the  public  female  high  schools;  these  prizes  to  be  adjudged 
for  the  same  merit,  and  under  the  like  regulations,  as  th( 
prizes  to  be  given  to  the  graduates  of  the  male  high  schools 
the  remaining  five  hundred  dollars  to  be  in  like  manner  dis 
tributed  in  money  prizes,  as  provided  above  for  the  graduate: 
of  the  male  high  schools  in  the  same  amounts  respectively 
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to  the  yearly  graduates  in  the  school  of  design  attached  to  Mr.  Peabody's 
the  Mechanics'  institute  of  this  city.  first  letter. 

To  render  this  annual  distribution  of  prizes  effective  to  the 
end  I  have  in  view,  I  desire  that  the  trustees  shall  digest, 
propose  and  adopt  all  such  rules  and  provisions,  and  procure 
the  correspondent  regulations  on  the  part  of  the  public  in- 
stitutions referred  to,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  accom- 
plish the  object. 

Third.  I  wish,  also,  that  the  institute  shall  embrace  with- 
in its  plan  an  academy  of  music,  adapted  in  the  most  effec- 
tive manner  to  diffuse  and  cultivate  a  taste  for  that,  the 
most  refining  of  all  the  arts.  By  providing  a  capacious  and 
suitably  furnished  saloon,  the  facilities  necessary  to  the  best 
exhibitions  of  the  art,  the  means  of  studying  its  principles 
and  practising  its  compositions,  and  periodical  concerts, 
aided  by  the  best  talent  and  most  eminent  skill  within  their 
means  to  procure,  the  trustees  may  promote  the  purpose  to 
which  I  propose  to  devote  this  department  of  the  institute. 
They  will  make  all  such  regulations  as  in  their  judgment 
are  most  likely  to  render  the  academy  of  music,  the  instru- 
ment of  permanent  good  to  the  society  of  this  city.  As  it 
will  necessarily  incur  considerable  expense  for  its  support,  I 
desire  that  it  may  be,  in  part,  sustained  by  such  charges  for 
admission  to  its  privileges  as  the  trustees  may  consider  pro- 
per, and  at  the  same  time  compatible  with  my  design,  to 
render  it  useful  to  the  community;  and  I  suggest  for  their 
consideration,  the  propriety  of  regulating  the  conditions  of 
an  annual  membership  of  the  academy,  as  well  as  the  terms 
of  occasional  admission  to  the  saloon,  if  they  should  con- 
sider it  expedient  at  any  time  to  extend  the  privilege  of 
admission  beyond  the  number  of  those  who  may  be  enrolled 
as  members. 

Fourth.  I  contemplate,  with  great  satisfaction,  as  an  aux- 
iliary to  the  improvement  of  the  taste,  and  through  it,  the 
moral  elevation  of  the  character  of  the  society  of  Baltimore, 
the  establishment  of  a  gallery  of  art  in  the  department  of 
painting  and  statuary.  It  is,  therefore,  may  wish  that  such 
a  gallery  should  be  included  in  the  plan  of  the  institute,  and 
that  spacious  and  appropriate  provision  be  made  for  it.  It 
should  be  supplied  to  such  an  extent  as  may  be  practicable, 
with  the  works  of  the  best  masters,  and  be  placed  under 
such  regulations  as  shall  secure  free  access  to  it  during  stated 
periods  of  every  year,  by  all  orderly  and  respectable  persons 
who  may  take  an  interest  in  works  of  this  kind;  and  partic- 
ularly that  under  wholesome  restraints  to  preserve  good  order 
and  decorous  deportment,  it  may  be  rendered  instructive  to 
artists  in  the  pursuit  of  their  peculiar  studies  and  in  afford- 
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Mr.  Peabody'sing  them  opportunity  to  make  drawings  and  copies  from  the 
first  letter.  works  it  may  contain.  As  annual  or  periodical  exhibitions 
of  paintings  and  statuary  are  calculated,  in  my  opinion,  to 
afford  equal  gratification  and  instruction  to  the  community, 
and  may  serve  to  supply  a  valuable  fund  for  the  enrichment 
of  the  gallery,  I  suggest  to  the  trustees  the  establishment* 
of  such  exhibitions  as  far  as  the}7  may  find  it  practicable 
from  the  resources  within  their  reach. 

Lastly.  I  desire  that  ample  and  convenient  accommoda- 
tion may  be  made  in  the  building  of  the  institute  for  the  use 
of  the  Maryland  historical  society,  of  which  I  am  and  have 
long  been  a  member.  It  is  my  wish  that  that  society  should 
permanently  occupy  its  appropriate  rooms  as  soon  as  they 
are  provided,  and  should  at  the  proper  time  when  this  can 
be  done,  be  appointed  by  the  trustees  to  be  the  guardian  and 
protector  of  the  property  of  the  institute ;  and  that  if  it 
accept  this  duty,  and  in  conformity  with  my  wish,  shall  re- 
move into  and  take  possession  of  the  apartments  designed 
for  its  use,  it  shall  also  be  requested  and  empowered  to  as- 
sume the  management  and  administration  of  the  operations 
of  the  several  departments  as  the  same  shall  be  established 
and  organized  by  the  trustees.  That  it  shall,  at  a  proper 
time  in  every  year,  appoint  from  its  own  members  appro- 
priate and  efficient  committees,  to  be  charged  respectively 
with  the  arrangement  and  direction  of  the  operations  and 
conduct  of  each  department  in  the  functions  assigned  to  each 
by  the  trustees.  That,  in  the  performance  of  these  duties, 
it  shall  keep  in  view  the  purposes  which  it  is  my  aim  to 
promote,  give  due  attention  to  the  details  necessary  to  ac- 
complish them,  and  adopt  suitable  measures  to  execute  the 
plan  of  organization  made  by  the  trustees,  and  carry  into 
full  and  useful  effect  my  intentions  as  disclosed  in  this 
letter. 

The  trustees,  after  the  historical  society  shall  have  ac- 
cepted these  duties,  shall  nevertheless  possess  a  full  and 
complete  visitorial  power  over  the  proceedings  of  the  society 
touching  the  subjects  I  have  confided  to  the  board.  To 
guard  against  any  misapprehension  which  might  lead  to  a; 
conflict  between  these  bodies,  I  beg  it  to  be  understood  that 
in  this  agreement,  I  intend  the  power  of  the  board  to  be 
adapted  to  the  organization  and  general  direction  of  the  de- 
partments, and  that  of  the  society  to  their  operations  and 
conduct  in  conformity  with  such  organization  and  general 
direction.  I  hope  that  the  board  of  trustees  and  the  society 
will  always  act  in  the  discharge  of  the  functions  I  have  asj 
signed  to  them  respectively,  with  a  liberal  spirit  of  concert 
and  co-operation,  and  with  a  harmonious  and  united  deter- 
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mination  to  render  the  institute  an  agency  of  enduring  ben- Mr.  Peabodj's 
eiit  to  the  community  in  which  it  is  placed.  first  letter. 

If  there  be  any  legal  incapacity  in  the  Maryland  histori- 
cal society  to  assume  and  perform  the  duties  which  it  is  my 
wisli  it  should  undertake,  the  trustees  will  be  careful  to 
wait  until  that  impediment  is  removed,  by  the  grant  of  pro- 
per power  to  that  end  by  the  legislature,  before  they  commit 
these  duties  to  that  body.  And  if  at  any  time  hereafter, 
that  society  should  become  extinct,  it  will  be  the  duty  of  the 
trustees  then  existing  to  assume  to  themselves  the  ministra- 
tion and  management  of  the  several  departments  of  the  in- 
stitute in  the  details  I  have  here  assigned  to  the  care  of  the 
society. 

The  trustees  will  make  such  provisions  out  of  the  moneys 
I  have  now  placed  at  their  disposal,  and  out  of  such  as  I 
may  hereafter  give- them,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  pur- 
chase of  the  ground  and  the  erection  of  the  building  for  the 
institute;  and  will  also  in  due  time,  make  all  suitable  pro- 
vision for  the  investment  of  the  several  funds  required  for 
the  repair,  preservation  and  insurance  of  the  building  and 
other  property  connected  with  it;  for  its  fuel,  lighting  and 
furniture;  for  the  service  of  the  library  and  apartments  be- 
longing to  it :  for  the  yearly  purchase  of  books ;  for  the  ser- 
vice, management  and  expense  of  the  lecture  department; 
for  the  charges  and  support  of  the  academy  of  music;  for 
the  support,  maintenance  and  gradual  increase  of  the  gal- 
lery of  art;  for  the  supply  of  the  yearly  prizes  to  the  grad- 
uates of  the  high  schools,  and  the  school  of  design;  and  for 
all  proper,  contingent  or  incidental  expenses  of  the  institute, 
in  whatever  branch  the  same  may  be  needed.  In  the  per- 
formance of  this  duty,  I  wish  them  to  make  a  specific  desig- 
nation of  the  fund  appropriated,  from  time  to  time,  to  each 
department,  as  well  as  of  that  for  the  general  service  of  all; 
and  that  these  several  appropriations  be  made  in  such  pro- 
portions as  the  necessities  of  each  department  may  require 
and  the  means  at  the  disposal  of  the  trustees  may  allow. 
And  it  is  also  my  wish,  in  connection  with  this  subject  of 
the  funds  I  have  directed  to  be  supplied,  that  they,  as  well 
as  whatsoever  I  may  hereafter  supply,  shall  always  be  held 
under  the  control  and  guardianship  of  the  trustees,  in  con- 
formity with  such  regulations  as  they  may  adopt  for  their 
preservation,  appropriation  and  investment,  from  time  to 
time,  in  the  administration  of  the  trust.  x4lik!  that  when 
the  Maryland  historical  society  shall  assume  the  manage- 
ment of  the  departments  as  I  have  mentioned  above,  the 
trustees  shall  put  at  their  disposal,  in  each  year,  the  amount 
they  shall  have  appropriated  for  each  service,  as  hereinbe-

first  letter.       appointed  destination. 

These,  gentlemen,  are  the  general  instructions  I  have  to 
impart  to  you  for  your  guidance  in  the  laborious  duties  I 
have  committed  to  your  care.  You  will  perceive  that  my 
design  is  to  establish  an  institute  which  shall,  in  some  de- 
gree, administer  to  the  benefit  of  every  portion  of  the  com- 
munity of  Baltimore,  which  shall  supply  the  means  of  pur- 
suing the  acquirement  of  knowledge,  and  the  study  of  art 
to  every  emulous  student  of  either  sex  who  may  be  impelled 
by  the  laudable  desire  of  improvement  to  seek  it;  which 
shall  furnish  incentives  to  the  ambition  of  meritorious  youth 
in  the  public  schools,  and  in  that  useful  school  of  design 
under  the  charge  of  the  Mechanics'  institute,  by  providing 
for  those  who  excel,  a  reward,  which,  I  hope,  will  be  found 
to  be  not  only  a  token  of  honorary  distinction,  but  also  a 
timely  contribution  towards  the  means  of  the  worthy  candi- 
date who  shall  win  it,  for  the  commencement  of  a  successful 
career  in  life;  which  shall  afford  opportunity  to  those  whom 
fortune  has  blessed  with  leisure,  to  cultivate  those  kindly 
and  liberalizing  arts  that  embellish  the  character  by  im- 
proving the  perception  of  the  beautiful  and  the  true,  and 
which  by  habituating  the  mind  to  the  contemplation  of  the 
best  works  of  genius  render  it  more  friendly  and  generous 
towards  the  success  of  deserving  artists  in  their  early  endea- 
vors after  fame. 

For  the  fulfilling  and  preserving  of  the  trust  I  have  con- 
fided to  you,  my  wish  is  that  you,  gentlemen,  or  as  many  of 
you  as  may  accept  this  appointment,  will  meet  together  at 
as  early  a  day  as  may  be  convenient  for  you,  and  take  such 
measures  for  your  own  organization  and  government  as  you 
may  find  necessary,  making  a  record  of  your  acceptance  and 
of  all  proceedings  you  may  adopt.  That  if  your  full  num- 
ber of  twenty-five  should  be  rendered  incomplete  by  the  re- 
fusal of  any  of  you  to  accept  the  appointment,  you  will  as 
soon  as  practicable,  fill  the  same  by  the  selection  of  the  neces- 
sary number  from  a  list  of  two  hundred  names  selected  from 
the  ranks  of  your  most  worthy  fellow  citizens,  which  I  here- 
with furnish  you,  and  which  list  I  desire  you  to  enter  upor 
your  record  for  future  use. 

I  also  desire  and  request  that  if,  at  any  time  hereaftei 
during  the  life  of  the  present  generation,  vacancies  should 
occur  in  your  number  of  twenty-five,  by  death,  resignation 
incapacity  to  serve,  or  removal  from  the  State,  you  and  youi 
successors  shall  fill  such  vacancies,  by  judicious  selectioi 
from  the  list  above  mentioned  of  such  person  or  person: 
therein  named  as  may  then  be  living  and  may  be  qualified 
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by  capacity  and  good  standing  in  the  community,  to  per-  Mr.  Peabody's 
form  the  duties  required;  and  when  in  after  time,  this  gen- second  letter, 
eration  shall  have  passed  away,  I  desire  that  your  succession 
may  be  preserved  by  the  appointment  to  vacant  places  in 
your  board,  of  such  of  your  sons,  or  the  sons  of  those  on 
the  list  I  have  given  you,  as  may  then  be  accessible  to  the 
choice  of  your  successors,  and  may  be  worthy,  from  their 
personal  qualifications  and  good  repute  in  Baltimore,  to  as- 
sume the  charge  of  the  institute.  And  finally,  when  these 
sources  shall  fail,  I  desire  that  the  succession  in  the  board 
of  trustees  shall  be  ever  maintained  by  the  careful  selection 
from  time  to  time,  of  such  eminent  and  capable  citizens  of 
Baltimore,  as  may  be  willing  to  administer  to  the  service  of 
this  community,  by  the  devotion  of  a  portion  of  their  time 
to  a  work  which,  I  earnestly  hope,  may  be  found  to  be,  both 
in  the  influence  of  its  example  and  in  the  direct  administra- 
tion of  its  purpose,  a  long,  fruitful  and  prosperous  benefac- 
tion to  the  good  people  of  Baltimore. 

I  must  not  omit  to  impress  upon  you  a  suggestion  for  the 
government  of  the  institute,  which  I  deem  to  be  of  the  high- 
est moment,  and  which  I  desire  shall  be  ever  present  to  the 
view  of  the  board  of  trustees.  My  earnest  wish  to  promote, 
at  all  times,  a  spirit  of  harmony  and  good  will  in  society ; 
my  aversion-  to  intolerance,  bigotry  and  party  rancor,  and 
my  enduring  respect  and  love  for  the  happy  institutions  of 
our  prosperous  republic,  impel  me  to  express  the  wish,  that 
the  institute  I  have  proposed  to  you,  shall  always  be  strictly 
guarded  against  the  possibility  of  being  made  a  theatre  for 
the  dissemination  or  discussion  of  sectarian  theology  or  party 
politics;  that  it  shall  never  minister,  in  any  manner  what- 
ever, to  political  dissension,  to  infidelity,  to  visionary  theo- 
ries of  a  pretended  philosophy  which  may  be  aimed  at  the 
subversion  of  the  approved  morals  of  society  ;  that  it  shall 
never  lend  its  aid  or  influence  to  the  propagation  of  opinions 
tending  to  create  or  encourage  sectional  jealousies  in  our 
happy  country,  or  which  may  lead  to  the  alienation  of  the 
people  of  one  State  or  section  of  the  Union  from  those  of 
another.  But  that  it  shall  be  so  conducted,  throughout  its 
whole  career,  as  to  teach  political  and  religious  charity,  tol- 
eration and  beneficence,  and  prove  itself  to  be,  in  all  contin- 
gencies and  conditions,  the  true  friend  of  our  inestimable 
Union,  of  the  salutary  institutions  of  free  government,  and 
of  liberty  regulated  by  law.  I  enjoin  these  precepts  upon 
the  board  of  trustees  and  their  successors  forever,  for  their 
invariable  observance  and  enforcement  in  the  administration 
of  the  duties  I  have  confided  to  them. 

And  now,  in  conclusion,  I  have  only  to  express  my  wish, 
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that,  in  providing  for  the  building  von  are  to  erect,  yon  will 
allow  space  for  future  additions,  in  case  they  may  be  found 
necessary,  and  that  in  its  plan,  style  of  architecture,  and 
adaptation  to  its  various  uses,  it  may  be  worthy  of  the  pur- 
pose to  which  it  is  dedicated,  and  may  serve  to  embellish  a 
City,  whose  prosperity  I  trust  will  ever  be  distinguished  by 
an  equal  growth  in  knowledge  and  virtue.

Mr.  Peabody s  Gentlemen — In  the  organization  of  the  institute  to  be  es- 
secoud  letter,  tablished  in  this  city,  in  conformity  with  a  plan  adopted  by 
me,  I  have  confided  its  government  to  a  board  of  tuistees, 
twenty-five  in  number,  to  be  preserved  in  constant  and  per- 
petual succession  by  their  own  selection  and  appointment. 
And  as  from  the  nature  of  the  duties  required  of  them,  they 
are  necessarily  limited  within  a  compass  which  excludes  a 
large  number  of  those  whom  I  should  be  glad  to  interest  in 
the  success  of  the  undertaking,  I  have  thought  I  might  ill 
some  degree,  assure  myself  of  this  advantage,  by  placing

community,  with  whom,  from  my  long  residence  abroad,  .

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list  for  record,  to  be  preserved  by  them  for  the  purpose,  so  Mr.  Peabody's 
long  as  it  may  present  persons  qualified  to  perform  the  trust,  second  letter, 
of  supplying   the  means  of  selection  of  the  best  citizens  for 
such  vacancies  as  must  occur  in  the  board. 

I  venture  to  assure  myself,  gentlemen,  that  you  will  allow 
your  names  to  be  retained  on  that  list  for  the  contingency  I 
have  contemplated,  and  that  you  will  regard  this  appeal  to 
your  aid,  in  that  contingency,  as  a  proof  of  my  respect  for 
the  position  you  hold  in  the  confidence  of  this  community.

of  said  act,  to  sell  at  public  sale  on  the  twenty-third  day  oi

|  An  act  to  incorporate  the  Baltimore  City  Guard. 

] .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  That 
James  H.  Millikin,  Alfred  W.  Thompson,  Joseph  P.  War- 
ner, Lloyd  B.  Parks,  David  C.  Woodburn,  Emerson  L. 
Matthews,  Daniel  J.  Emich,  Thomas  R.  Jeffereys,  Ellis 
Coleman  and  Frisby  Lloyd,  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  and  all 
other  persons  who  are  now  members  of  the  military  company 
known  as  the  Baltimore  City  Guard,  and  their  successors, 
be  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  by  the 
name  and  style  of  the  Baltimore  City  Guard,  and  by  that 
name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  defend,  in  any  court  of  law  or 
equity  in  this  State,  shall  have,  make  and  use  a  common 
seal,  and  the  same  break,  change  or  renew  at  pleasure;  maj 
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take,  hold  and  possess  real,  personal  and  mixed  property, 
not  exceeding  in  value  fifty  thousand  dollars,  by  gift,  grant, 
purchase,  bequest  or  devise,  to  be  used  for  the  general  pur- 
poses of  the  organization,  and  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof, 
to  grant,  sell,  transfer,  lease  and  convey,  and  may  ordain 
and  establish  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  as  they 
may  deem  necessary  or  proper  for  conducting  the  affairs  of 
said  corporation,  and  shall  not  be  contrary  to  the  constitu- 
tion and  laws  of  the  United  States  of  America  or  of  this 
State. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  said  organization  shall  have  May  form  bat- 
power  to  form  a  battalion  to  be  composed  of  not  less  thantahon- 

five  companies,  which  companies  shall  be  designated  by  the 
numbers  one,  two,  three,  four  and  five,  and  shall  consist 
respectively  of  not  less  than  thirty  men,  nor  more  than  sixty- 
four  men,  rank  and  file,  and  that  the  members  of  each  com- 
pany shall  have  power  to  elect  one  captain,  a  first  lieutenant, 
and  the  commanding  officer  of  the  battalion  shall  appoint  a 
second  and  third  lieutenants,  when  in  his  judgment  such  ad- 
ditional officers  shall  be  required ;  and  when  two  companies 
shall  have  been  duly  organized,  they  shall  have  power  to 
elect  a  major,  and  when  four  companies  shall  be  so  formed, 
they  shall  have  power  to  elect  a  lieutenant  colonel ;  all  of 
the  above  mentioned  officers  shall  be  elected,  commissioned 
and  qualified  as  officers  of  like  grades  in  the  volunteer  militia 
of  the  State,  and  at  any  meeting  or  at  any  parade  of  said 
battalion  the  senior  officer  present  shall  have  command  or 
preside. 

3.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  commander  of  said  bat- Entitled  to  a 
talion  shall  be  entitled  to  have  a  staff,  consisting  of  an  ad- staff- 
jutant,  a  quarter  master,  a  pay  master,  and  a  surgeon,  who 

shall  rank  as  officers  of  the  like  grade  in  the  United  States 
army,  and  shall  be  duly  commissioned  by  the  governor  of 
the  State. 

4.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  said  battalion  shall  be  separate  independent  of 
from  and  independent  of  any  and  all  other  military  organi-otber  miiitary 
zations  or  commands  whatever  in  the  State,  and  shall  "be0l=amza  lon&- 
subject  solely  to  the  direct  call  of  the  regularly  constituted 

civil  authorities,  for  the  suppression  of  insurrection  or  riot, 
the  repelling  of  invasion,  or  the  enforcement  of  the  execution 
of  the  laws,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  constitution 
and  laws  of  the  State. 

5.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  said  battalion,  immediately  upon  Certain  days 
its  organization,  shall  fix  certain  days,  not  less  than  four  in  t0  be  fixed  for 
number,  upon  which  in  each  and  every  year,  and  at  such 

hours  and  places  as  may  be  specified  it  shall  meet  for  parade 
ind  military  exercises ;  which  clay,  place  or  places  and  hours 
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the  battalion  may  change  from  time  to  time,  provided  the 
number  of  days  be  not  less  than  four  in  each  year ;  and  each 
company  of  said  battalion  shall  make  such  parades  with  not 
less  than  thirty  men,  rank  and  file,  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
same  annual  appropriation  which  may  be  voted  to  volunteer 
companies,  not  of  the  battalion,  by  the  city  of  Baltimore,  un- 
der the  act  of  assembly,  passed  at  January  session  of  1853,' 
chapter  343,  and  the  companies  of  said  battalion  shall  always 
be  entitled  to  the  immunities  and  privileges  now  enjoyed  by 
or  that  may  hereafter  be  granted  to  any  military  organiza- 
tion by  the  general  assembly  of  the  State. 

6.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  said  battalion  is  authorized  to 
receive  in  addition  to  its  complement  of  officers  and  men, 
one  hundred  contributing  or  honorary  members,  each  of 
whom  upon  the  payment  of  ten  dollars  annually,  shall  be  en- 
titled to  all  the  privileges  and  exemptions  originally  granted 
to  the  officers  and  men  of  the  first  light  division  of  Mary- 
land volunteers,  and  by  the  act  of  assembly  passed  at  De- 
cember session,  1845,  chapter  69,  to  the  honorary  or  con- 
tributing members  of  the  Eagle  artillery  company  of  Balti- 
more. 

7.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  Baltimore  city  guard 
is  hereby  excepted  from  the  operation  of  the  provisions  of 
any  act  of  assembly,  which  provides -for  a  general  military 
organization,  and  which  may  be  inconsistent  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from 
and  after  the  day  of  its  passage.

1839,  the  president  and  visitors  of  the  Maryland  hospital 
were  enjoined  to  make  the  institution  exclusively  a  lunatic 
asylum,  to  appropriate  one-half  of  its  capacity  to  the  accom- 
modation of  pauper  lunatics  of  the  State,  to  he  treated  at 
the  expense  of  the  county  sending  such  lunatic  paupers,  the 
expense  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  pauper

lunatic;  and  whereas,  the  cost  of  supporting  the  said  pauper 
lunatics  at  the  price  of  one  hundred  dollars  each  has  annu-

and  make  a  cash  expenditure  which  it  is  entirely  unable  to 
meet;  and  whereas,  some  of  the  streets  of  the  city  of  Balti- 
more will,  if  opened,  pass  through  the  hospital  buildings 
and  prevent  the  use  of  the  establishment  for  a  lunatic  asy- 
lum;  and  whereas,  such  streets  ought  not  to  be  opened  so 
long  as  the  general  assembly  thinks  proper  to  continue  said 
hospital  as  a  lunatic  asylum,  or  without  the  consent  of  the 
State;  therefore, 

1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  That

MAYOR'S  MESSAGE. 


Mayor's  Office,  City  Hall, 
Baltimore,  January  18_,  1858. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Members  of  the  First  and  Second  Branches 
of  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen  : 

The  day  appointed  by  law  for  the  meeting  of  the  two  branches 
of  the  City  Council  finds  yon  again  about  to  enter  upon  the  im- 
portant duties  confided  to  your  charge.  In  reviewing  the  events 
of  the  past  year,  we  have  just  reason  to  be  thankful  to  an  all 
wise  Providence  for  a  continuation  of  his  bounties.  Not  only 
has  this  city  enjoyed  uninterrupted  health;  but  the  financial 
embarrassments  which  have  resulted  so  disastrously  in  many 
of  our  sister  cities  have  not  been  marked  by  the  same  serious 
effects  upon  our  industrial  and  business  classes.  There  is  no 
city  in  the  Union  where  trade  and  the  pursuits  of  labor  have 
been  conducted  upon  a  more  substantial  and  healthy  basis,  and 
the  necessity  for  contraction  consequent  upon  the  late  monetary 
crisis,  although  attended  with  a  temporary  inconvenience,  will 
find  us  prepared  to  react  whenever  a  return  of  the  public  confi- 
dence shall  justify  a  resumption  of  the  active  pursuits  in  which 
we  have  been  heretofore  engaged.  While  in  all  the  cities  North 
of  us,  manufacturing  and  mercantile  operations  have  been  in  a 
great  measure  suspended,  and  large  numbers  of  workingmen 
thrown  out  of  employment,  and  in  some  of  them  the  most  serious 
disturbances  have  taken  place,  it  has  been  our  good  fortune  to 
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pass  through  the  crisis  without  material  departure  from  our  ac- 
customed routine.  If  the  profits  of  labor  have  been  curtailed, 
as  they  undoubtedly  have  been,  a  course  of  prudence  and  econo- 
my has  enabled  our  people  to  withstand  the  shock  without  seri- 
ous or  lasting  detriment. 

The  re-organization  of  the  city  government,  so  strongly  urged 
on  a  former  occasion,  has  been  completed  since  my  last  annual 
message.  In  all  the  departments  a  decided  improvement  has 
taken  place.  The  office  of  Comptroller  has  fully  realized  the 
expectations  which  had  been  formed  of  its  usefulness,  and  has 
already  been  attended  with  the  most  important  results  to  the 
city.  The  active  supervision  which  it  exercises  over  the  dis- 
bursements of  the  public  monies — as  well  as  the  proper  construc- 
tion and  execution  of  contracts,  has  furnished  a  check  which  was 
much  needed  in  the  large  and  complicated  operations  in  which 
the  city  is  always  involved.  The  removal  of  the  records  to  the 
new  Hall,  has  enabled  the  heads  of  the  different  bureaus  to  sys- 
temize  the  business  of  those  various  departments ;  and  the  im- 
portant papers  connected  with  the  property  and  general  trans- 
actions of  the  municipal  government,  have  been  lodged  in  safe 
depositories,  and  so  arranged  as  to  be  readily  accessible,  when 
required  for  reference.  The  withdrawal  of  a  large  amount  of 
clerical  duty,  which  under  the  old  system,  devolved  upon  the 
Mayor,  has  enabled  him  to  exercise  a  more  active  supervision 
over  the  general  affairs  of  the  city.  It  is  with  some  pride  that 
I  refer  to  the  system  and  good  order  which  characterize  all  the 
departments  of  the  service  under  the  new  organization,  and  the 
praise-worthy  zeal  and  efficiency  of  the  officers  in  charge  of  the 
bureaus. 

The  finances  of  the  city  have  been  somewhat  deranged  owing 
to  the  failure  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Kailroad  Company  to 
make  its  usual  dividend  in  October  last,  say  $105,000  and  the 
Pittsburg  and  Connellsville  Kailroad  Company  to  pay  the  interest 
upon  the  loan  to  that  Company,  amounting  to  $30,000.  It  has 
been  my  great  desire,  by  keeping  the  various  departments  of 
the  city  government  within  the  limits  of  their  respective  appro- 
priations, to  pay  off  the  whole  floating  debt,  in  order  that  at 
the  commencement  of  each  fiscal  year,  we  may  base  our  levy 
upon   the  actual   expenditures  required  to  carry  on    the  gov-

eminent.  The  habit  of  throwing  the  wants  of  one  year 
into  the  estimates  of  another  is  always  calculated  to  mislead, 
and  has  subjected  the  treasury  to  great  embarrassment.  Du- 
ring the  past  fiscal  year  no  new  debts  have  been  incurred 
and  a  strict  regard  to  economy  has  everywhere  prevailed. 
Much  credit  is  due  to  the  Comptroller,  for  his  active  co-operation 
in  bringing  aJ)out  this  result,  as  well  as  the  officers  having 
charge  of  the  other  departments. 

The  whole  indebtedness  of  the  city  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal 
year,  other  than  its  bonded  debt,  including  arrearages  of  former 
years,  and  the  interest  borrowed  on  the  first  of  January  to  make 
up  the  deficiencies  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  and  Pittsburg 
and  Connellsville  Companies,  together  with  the  balance  due  on 
the  new  jail,  say  $52,645.69,  is  stated  by  the  Register  at  $352,- 
000.  Against  this  there  are  uncollected  taxes  in  the  hands  of 
the  Collector,  believed  to  be  available,  amounting  to  $300,000, 
and  in  those  of  the  Auditor,  say  $80,000,  making  an  aggregate 
of  about  $380,000. 

With  fair  success  these  ought  to  be  made  available,  and  the 
whole  floating  debt  paid  off  without  encroachment  upon  the  levy 
of  the  present  fiscal  year. 

It  is  apparent  from  the  above  exhibit  that  with  reasonable 
economy,  after  the  present  year,  and  with  no  unforeseen  contin- 
gencies, to  interfere  with  our  prospects,  the  finances  of  the  city 
must  go  on  to  improve,  and  the  increase  .  in  the  value  of  per- 
sonal and  real  estate,  may  be  expected  from  year  to  year  to 
make  a  decided  reduction  in  the  rate  of  per  centage  required  to 
meet  our  necessary  expenses. 

The  late  suspension  of  specie  payments  by  the  banks  of  this 
city  has  not  been  productive  of  the  distress  and  inconvenience 
so  confidently  predicted  by  some.  It  was  in  fact  a  just  and 
unavoidable  measure  of  relief  to  our  mercantile  and  industrial 
classes.  The  financial  revulsion  which  has  recently  swept  the 
length  and  breadth  of  our  land,  is  in  my  opinion,  referrable  to 
a  policy  beyond  the  control  of  the  banks.  The  utter  prostra- 
tion of  the  public  credit,  carrying  with  it  commerce  and  manu- 
factures and  the  wages  of  labor,  may  be  traced  to  a  narrow 
system  of  finance  originating  with  the  general  government, 
which  cannot  fail  to  work  its  own  remedy  in  due  season. 
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During  the  two  last  quarters  the  interest  on  our  city  debt  has 
been  paid  in  a  depreciated  currency.  I  would  strongly  recom- 
mend that  in  future  the  Register  be  empowered  to  meet  the 
interest  on  our  indebtedness,  when  it  is  demanded,  in  gold  and 
silver. 

The  report  of  the  Collector  contains  important  suggestions 
which  I  recommend  to  your  especial  notice.  The  subject  of  a 
modification  in  the  existing  laws,  regulating  the  collection  of 
the  city  taxes  will  require  your  early  attention.  In  my  hist  an- 
nual message,  I  deemed  it  my  duty  to  refer  to  the  great  inconve- 
nience to  which  the  city  was  subjected,  by  the  want  of  prompt- 
ness on  the  part  of  the  tax-payers  in  meeting  their  assessments. 
With  all  the  activity  displayed  by  the  Collector  and  his  agents, 
this  evil  still  exists.  The  large  amount  outstanding  in  the  of- 
fice of  the  Auditor,  say  $546,353  74,  as  will  appear  by  the  report 
of  that  officer,  scattered  over  a  series  of  years,  shows  how  griev- 
ously the  city  has  suffered  by  delays  in  the  collection  of  her 
taxes. 

By  the  ordinance  approved  May  20,  1850,  it  is  provided  that 
"from  and  after  the  first  day  of  November  in  each  and  every 
year j  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Collector  to  enforce  the  pay- 
ment of  all  taxes  remaining  unpaid,  by  distraint  or  otherwise." 

By  a  subsequent  ordinance,  approved  April  14,  1857.  this, 
limit  is  extended  to  the  first  of  January. 

It  is  evident,  under  the  provisions  of  this  last  ordinance,  that 
unless  a  heavy  discount  is  held  out  to  the  tax-payers,  the  wants 
of  the  city  can  never  be  promptly  met.  The  policy  of  increas- 
ing the  discount,  as  a  general  rule,  is  at  best  questionable,  and 
unless  it  should  be  placed  at  a  limit  greatly  beyond  the  market 
value  of  money,  it  must  prove  inoperative  in  supplying  the 
means  to  carry  on  the  government. 

During  the  present  year,  owing  to  the  large  amount  of  obliga- 
tions falling  due,  some  advance  in  the  rate  of  discount  heretofore 
allowed  for  prompt  payment,  will  be,  in  my  opinion,  unavoida- 
ble. 

The  only  effectual  remedy  in  the  future  for  the  inconvenience 
growing  out  of  the  provisions  of  the  present  laws,  will  be  to  fix 
the  payment  of  all  taxes  within  a  period  of  sixty  or  ninety 
days  after  the  levy  shall  have  been  made. 
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The  city  government  cannot  go  on  without  the  means  of  de- 
fraying its  necessary  expenses,  and  the  system  which  has  here- 
tofore prevailed  must  always  leave  her  treasury  in  an  unsatis- 
factory and  crippled  condition.  It  will  be  for  your  honorable 
body  to  determine  which  of  the  above  suggestions  it  will  be 
prudent  to  adopt  as  a  permanent  arrangement  for  the  future. 

The  total  levy  for  the  year  1857,  after  deducting  abatements, 
amounted  in  the  aggregate  to  81.000,000.  Of  this  has  been  col- 
lected 8600,000  leaving  the  balance  outstanding  on  the  first  of 
January  $400,000. 

The  report  of  the  Auditor   shows   an  uncollected  balance  of 

[6,353  71.  The  collections  during  the  year  have  amounted 
to  $292,405  16.  The  balance  in  the  Auditor's  office  is  believed 
to  be  in  the  main  worthless.  Not  more  than  about  880,000 
of  the  whole  is  reported  to  me  as  available.  These  arreara- 
ges have  been  kept  alive  upon  our  books  from  year  to  year  and 
have  led  to  deceptive  calculations  and  estimates  on  the  part  of 
members  of  the  Council.  I  would  strongly  recommend  that  a 
suspense  account  be  opened,  and  that  the  Auditor  be  in- 
structed to  remove  from  his  list  of  uncollected  taxes,  all  that 
are  known  to  be  worthless,  so  that  they  may  be  no  longer  classed 
among  the  assets  of  the  city. 

In  order  to  avoid  the  confusion  to  which  it  may  lead,  by 
throwing  these  arrearages  back  upon  the  office  of  the  Collector,, 
I  would  recommend  that  further  time  be  allowed  to  close  up 
the  affairs  of  that  office,  under  such  instructions  and  limitations 
as  may  seem  advisable. 

The  ordinances  authorizing  the  use  of  the  credit  of  the  city. 
to  meet  the  large  amount  of  floating  obligations  existing  at  the 
date  of  my  last  annual  message,  will  render  it  indispensable,  in 
order  to  provide  for  the  prompt  payment  of  the  notes  of  the  city 
at  maturity  in  April  next,  that  the  levy  of  the  present  year 
should  be  made  at  the  earliest  practicable  day.  I  would  there- 
fore suggest  that  this  subject  be  referred  to  the  proper  committee 
with  instructions  to  report  with  all  reasonable  despatch. 

The  committee  appointed  at  the  last  session  of  the  Council, 
to  procure  the  passage  of  such  laws  by  the  legislature,  as  were 
required  to  equalize  the  standard  of  taxation,  by  a  new  assess- 
ment of  the  real  estate  within  our  limits,  I  respectfully  recom- 
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meud  be  made  complete  by  filling  the  vacancies  in  the  first 
Branch,  and  instructions  given  to  see  that  no  delay  may  take 
place  in  procuring  the  necessary  legislation.  Our  city  has  greatly 
increased  in  population  and  wealth  since  the  date  of  the  assess- 
ment under  which  we  are  now  acting,  and  which  forms  the  basis 
of  the  present  levy.  It  is  confidently  anticipated,  that  the 
application  of  a  just  and  uniform  standard  of  valuation  to  all 
parts  of  the  city,  by  practical  judges,  will  add  the  addition  of 
an  amount  little  short  of  $25,000,000  to  the  existing  basis.  If 
to  this  increase  we  could  couple  the  capital  exempt  from  taxa- 
tion represented  by  persons  living  upon  the  suburbs  of  the  city, 
but  beyond  its  chartered  limits,  and  whose  business  pursuits 
are  carried  on  in  our  midst,  it  ought  to  be  safely  assumed  that  our 
legitimate  basis  of  taxation  might  be  enlarged  from  its  present 
limit  to  $135,000,000. 

It  is  entirely  competent  for  the  Legislature  to  pass  an  act 
defining  what  shall  be  deemed  a  residence  Avith  a  view  to  taxa- 
tion. A  person  having  his  office  in  the  city,  and  transacting 
business  within  her  chartered  limits,  is  as  much  bound  to  share 
the  expenses  of  its  government  as  he  who  contributes  under  the 
construction  of  the  law  as  it  now  stands. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Health  shows  the  operations  of 
that  department  during  the  year.  I  am  happy  to  bear  witness 
to  the  praise-worthy  activity,  vigilance  and  professional  skill  dis- 
played in  its  management.  The  amount  of  labor  performed  has 
exceeded  that  of  the  preceding  year,  and  upon  a  more  limited 
appropriation,  which  I  am  happy  to  say  has  only  been  exceeded 
by  a  small  amount.  Early  in  March,  at  the  request  of  this  de- 
partment, I  directed  the  Marshal  of  Police  to  detail  a  sufficient 
number  of  special  policemen  to  examine  all  premises  where  nui- 
sances were  supposed  to  exist.  From  March  to  August,  in  ad- 
dition to  a  great  number  of  premises  attended  to  by  verbal  noti- 
fication, written  notices  were  served  upon  8,117  persons.  This 
order  was  attended  with  the  most  decided  advantage  in  facilita- 
ting the  operations  of  the  Board.  The  health  of  the  city  has 
been  preserved  in  a  remarkable  degree ;  and  there  has  been  a 
total  absence  of  all  diseases  which  could  be  in  any  manner  at- 
tributable to  a  want  of  attention  in  the  Health  Department. 

The  notice  of  your  honorable  body  is   directed  to  the  im- 
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pdrtance  of  some  coercive  action  in  relation  to  persons  who 
refuse  to  be  vaccinated  when  called  noon  by  the  physicians  ap- 
pointed for  that  purpose.  The  recent  prevalence  of  small  pox 
in  the  suburban  sections  of  the  city,  has  been  attributed  in  part 
to  tins  cause.  Persons  have  obstinately  refused,  when  in  the 
very  midst  of  the  disease,  and  have  eventually  fallen  victims  to 
its  ravages.  The  public  safety  requires  that  such  a  state  of 
things  should  not  be  permitted  to  exist. 

I  would  also  direct  your  attention  to  the  recommendation  that 
there  should  be  a  certified  and  authentic  statement  given  prior 
to  granting  permits  for  the  interment  of  persons  dying  within 
the  city  limits — of  the  name,  age.  color,  sex,  social  condition, 
place  of  birth,  residence,  (including  street  and  number)  and 
disease  of  the  deceased.  The  want  of  such  statistics  has  been 
complained  of  as  a  serious  omission  in  our  mortuary  records. 

In  accordance  with  the  resolution  of  your  honorable  body, 
approved  April  23,  1857,  the  commissioners  on  the  part  of  the 
city  and  county  have  advertised  a  sale  of  the  property  jointly 
held  by  them,  on  the  23d  of  March  next.  The  city  of  Balti- 
more has  experienced  the  want  of  a  proper  institution  under  her 
exclusive  control,  where  she  can  introduce  such  modifications 
and  reforms  as  may  be  suited  to  a  charity  of  this  description. 
The  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  this  property,  it  is  hoped,  will 
enable  her  to  re-organize  the  present  plan  :  and  your  attention 
will  be  directed,  at  an  early  day,  to  the  adoption  of  measures 
looking  to  that  object. 

T  nsuited,  as  the  present  building  is  to  the  purposes  to  which 
it  is  appropriated,  the  greatest  credit  is  due  to  the  able  board 
of  management  for  the  manner  in  which  they  have  discharg- 
ed their  trust.  The  admirable  system  which  everywhere 
prevails — the  cleanliness  which  marks  its  domestic  arrange- 
ments— the  humane  treatment  of  the  unfortunate  inmates  who 
have  been  driven  by  disease  or  poverty  to  seek  a  shelter  under 
its  roof,  have  made  it  an  inviting  refuge  for  the  poor  and  dis- 
abled, rather  than  a  place  of  punishment  and  privation.  Such 
an  institution  cannot  receive  too  large  a  share  of  the  attention 
of  your  honorable  body.  It  is  the  first  duty  of  humanity,  in 
the  midst  of  the  plenty  with  which  we  are  blessed  as  a  commu- 
nity, to  lend  a  helping  hand  to  those  who   have  been  compelled 
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by  poverty  or  want  to  throw  themselves  upon  the  public  charity. 

It  is  not  the  least  of  the  evils  of  the  foreign  immigration  with 
which    the  city  has  been  oppressed  for   years,  that    so   large  a 

space  in  this  institution  has  been  appropriated  to  immigrants 
from  foreign  lands,  who  have  been  designedly  cast  upon  our 
shores  without  the  means  of  subsistence  or  the  ability  to  labor 
for  themselves.  It  is  no  small  subject  of  complaint,  that,  in 
addition  to  the  claims  of  her  own  poor,  the  city  of  Baltimore  has 
been  subjected  to  the  necessity  of  providing  a  refuge  and  sup- 
port for  this  influx  of  the  pauper  population  of  the  old  world. 

Experience  has  satisfied  me  that  in  re-organizing  this  institu- 
tion, provision  should  be  made  for  the  confinement  and  safe  keep- 
ing of  vagrants  who  infest  our  streets  without  visible  means  oi' 
support,  and  also  for  employing  in  profitable  pursuits,  able- 
bodied  men  and  women,  who  may  be  found  capable  of  contribu 
ting  towards  the  support  of  the  institution. 

The  construction  of  a  substantial  wall  around  the  buildings: 
the  establishment  of  suitable  work-shops  and  prisons  ;  the  intro- 
duction of  a  system  of  labor  adapted  to  the  strength  and  capacity 
of  the  inmates,  will  add  a  new  and  valuable  feature  to  the  pro- 
posed plan  of  the  institution,  and  exercise  a  most  salutary  influ- 
ence in  facilitating  the  police  regulations  of  our  city. 

Not  less  worthy  of  your  generous  support  is  the  House  of  Re- 
fuse. This  noble  institution  continues  to  meet  the  most  sanguine 
expectations  of  its  founders.  During  the  period  of  its  active 
operations,  311)  inmates  have  found  a  refuge  within  its  walls. 
The  expense  of  maintenance  is  stated  at  21)  39-100  cents  per  cap- 
ita per  day.  It  is  highly  important  that  a  permanent  annual 
income  of  at  least  825,000  should  be  promptly  provided  for  the 
support  of  this  institution,  to  be  increased  hereafter  with  the 
growth  of  our  population,  and  this  should  be  shared  by  the  State 
and  city.  Xo  one  can  adequately  estimate  the  value  of  this 
charity,  or  the  influence  which  it  exercises  as  an  auxiliary  in 
guarding  the  morals  of  our  youth  who  are  deserted  by  their 
parents,  or  are  found  wandering  upon  the  public  highways, 
without  guidance  or  protection. 

The  Eeport  of  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools  will  be 
found  to  contain  its  usual  interesting  statistics.  It  is  with  great 
pleasure  that  I  feel  it  my  dutv  to  bear  testimonv  to  the  increas- 
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ing  prosperity  of  this  department  of  our  city  government.  Having 
on  repeated  occasions  witnessed  the  exercises  in  the  schools  es- 
tablished in  the  different  sections  of  our  city.  I  feel  well  assured 
that  no  labor  has  been  spared  by  the  Board  of  Commissioners 
in  building  up  a  system  suited  to  the  wants  and  condition  of  all 
classes  of  our  people.  One  of  the  surest  safeguards  of  our  free 
institutions  is  the  direction  of  the  public  mind  by  an  expanded 
and  practical  system  of  popular  education.  The  only  aristoc- 
racy known  to  our  political  and  social  organizations,  is  that 
of  intellectual  power  and  culture.  The  successful  employment 
of  mechanical  labor ;  the  projection  and  accomplishment  of  en- 
during works  of  improvement;  the  profitable  cultivation  of  the 
soil;  the  development  of  the  latent  resources  of  a  State,  whether 
agricultural,  mineral  or  manufacturing,  all  rest  upon  the  funda- 
mental ground  work  of  popular  education.  The  authorities  of 
a  State  or  city  may  well  afford  to  bestow  patronage  when  it  is 
repaid  in  the  improved  moral  and  intellectual  power  of  the 
people. 

The  report  of  the  commissioners  for  removing  obstructions 
trom  the  channel  of  the  Patapsco  river,  contains  the  important 
announcement  that  by  the  termination  of  another  year  the 
channel  will  be  available  for  all  commercial  purposes.  The 
excavations  during  this  year  have  amounted  to  o00,G20  cubic 
yards,  being  more  by  129, 575  than  the  work  of  last  year.  I 
would  direct  your  attention  again  to  the  remarks  presented  in 
mv  last  annual  message,  and  the  importance  in  a  national  point 
of  view,  of  procuring  a  sufficient  depth  of  water  for  the  largest 
class  of  war  steamers.  This  could  be  done  at  an  expenditure 
of  less  than  8200,000  by  the  general  government.  The  value 
of  a  great  naval  depot  in  this  city — accessible  as  this  would  be 
to  the  coal  region  of  western  Maryland — cannot  be  too  highlv 
estimated  by  the  government — and  our  representatives  in  Con- 
gress should  lose  no  opportunity  to  urge  the  requisite  appro- 
priations. 

The  work  in  our  immediate  harbor  has  been  conducted  with 
praise-worthy  vigor,  and  the  Port  Warden's  report  will  show 
with  what  diligence  that  officer  has  devoted  himself  to  the 
public  service.  The  channel  is  reported  of  a  uniform  depth  of 
twenty-four   feet   from  Locust   Point  to  Chase's  wharf,  being 
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about  one-half  its  length.     An  appropriation  is  asked   to  com- 
plete the  whole. 

The  ordinance  approved  July  11,  1857,  entitled  an  ordinance 
to  authorize  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  to  provide  for 
an  increased  supply  of  water  to  the  city  of  Baltimore  from  Jones* 
Falls,  agreeably  to  a  plan  heretofore  reported  to  the  Council  by  I 
Mr.  Jas.  Slade,  Civil  Engineer,  has  been  fully  entered  upon  ac- 
cording to  the  intention  of  the  Council.  A  board  was  appointed, 
and  the  preparation  of  the  line  entered  upon  on  the  first  of  Au- 
gust last. 

The  views  of  the  property-holders  not  according  with  those  of 
the  commissioners,  it  was  found  necessary  to  resort  to  condem- 
nations in  order  to  obtain  the  right  of  way,  and  the  result  has 
only,  within  a  short  time  past,  been  reported  to  the  board  for 
final  action. 

The  amount  of  property  condemned  is  §224,975,  which  is  ex- 
pected to  be  reduced  when  the  actual  locations  are  decided  upon 
to  about  §200,000.  This  does  not  much  exceed  the  estimate 
heretofore  made  by  those  to  whom  this  subject  has  been  entrusted. 

The  commissioners,  in  viewr  of  the  great  depression  of  our  city 
securities,  did  not  feel  authorized  to  throw  so  large  an  amount 
of  bonds  into  the  market  for  sale,  and  an  offer  was  made  to  pay 
in  bonds  at  their  par  value,  provided  the  property-holders  would 
agree  in  a  body.  The  majority  of  the  land-holders  have  so  agreed, 
and  it  is  expected  that  the  residue  may  be  induced  to  come  in, 
so  as  to  enable  the  board  to  proceed  with  the  work  at  an  early 
day. 

The  line  is  now  ready  for  contract,  and  will  be  commenced  as 
soon  as  a  final  agreement  is  entered  into  with  the  owners  of 
property  on  the  line  of  the  survey. 

The  fire  department  requires  re-organization,  and  I  doubt  not 
that  the  appointment  of  a  committee  of  your  body,  to  confer 
with  a  representation  from  this  important  interest  would  be 
attended  with  much  practical  benefit  to  all.  I  regret  to  say 
that  I  have  been  compelled  in  some  instances  during  the  past 
year,  to  exercise  the  power  which  the  Council  have  placed  in  my 
hands,  in  preventing  outbreaks  and  collisions  in  our  streets. 
The  disturbances  which  have  taken  place  are  mostly  referrable 
to    persons   running  with   the  engines,  and  for  whose  acts  the 
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companies  do  not  hold  themselves  responsible.  It  is  highly  im- 
portant that  some  measures  should  be  adopted  to  guard  against 
the  recurrence  of  these  proceedings.  The  firemen  of  this  city 
have  too  high  an  appreciation  of  what  is  clue  to  themselves  and 
the  patriotic  fraternity  to  which  they  belong,  to  feel  indifference 
in  any  measure  of  reform  which  may  protect  them  against  acts 
of  lawlessness  and  violence. 

By  a  resolution  approved  October  6th,  1857,  the  City  Com- 
missioner was  directed  to  stop  the  work  on  the  new  jail,  and  to 
appoint  an  arbitrator  to  act  in  conjunction  with  one  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  H.  R.  &  J.  Reynolds,  to  determine  what  compensa- 
tion should  be  paid  to  the  contractors.  In  accordance  with  these 
instructions,  Mr.  X.  T.  Dushane,  on  the  part  of  the  city,  and 
Mr.  J.  D.  Emory,  on  the  part  of  the  Messrs.  Reynolds,  pro- 
ceeded to  assess  the  value  of  the  work  done  and  the  materials 
furnished,  and  not  being  able  to  agree,  an  umpire  was  called  in, 
and  finally  reported  the  whole  cost  of  the  present  building, 
including  materials  upon  the  ground,  at  8102,415  39,  of 
which  amount  was  still  due  to  H.  R.  &  J.  Reynolds,  $52,645  72. 
The  official  proceedings  connected  with  the  arbitration  will  be 
communicated  to  your  honorable  body.  The  origiual  contract 
under  which  this  building  was  commenced,  contemplated  an  ex- 
penditure of  §102,000,  and  it  will  appear  by  the  agreement  enter- 
ed into  by  my  predecessor  that  provision  was  made  in  accordance 
therewith  to  meet  the  demand  upon  the  city  treasury. 

It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  so  unauthorized  a  direction 
should  have  been  given  to  the  original  action  of  your  body, 
and  it  remains  for  you  now  to  determine  what  is  best  to 
be  done  to  relieve  the  city  from  the  embarrassment  of  providing 
for  so  heavy  an  outla}'. 

Under  the  authority  conferred  by  the  resolution  of  your  last 
session,  to  ascertain  "what  alteration  of  the  present  plan  of 
construction  of  the  new  jail  can  be  adopted  to  reduce  the  cost 
thereof,"  I  appointed  the  architects  of  the  original  plan,  Messrs. 
Thomas  &  J.  W.  Dixon  to  co-operate  with  the  City  Commis- 
sioner in  making  such  changes  and  curtailments  as  the  present 
state  of  the  building  would  seem  to  justify.  The  expenditure 
already  incurred  was  so  large  as  to  make  it  advisable  that  what 
had  been  done  should  not  be  lost  to  the  city.     The  plans  and 
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estimates  which  have  been  prepared  by  these  architects,  pro- 
viding, it  is  believed,  a  better  jail,  both  in  architectural  outline 
and  practical  suitableness,  will  be  submitted  at  an  early  day, 
and  will  be  attended  with  a  saving  to  the  city  of  more  than 
8100,000. 

The  building  has  been  securely  protected  against  injury  from 
exposure,  and  may  be  re-commenced  whenever  the  financial 
arrangements  can  be  made  to  proceed  with  the  work. 

The  ground  owned  by  the  city  in  and  about  the  jail,  is  greatly 
more  than  is  needed  for  any  purpose  to  which  it  can  be  usefully 
applied.  I  am  advised  that  the  State  will  wajit  a  considerable 
enlargement  in  the  space  required  for  the  Penitentiary  adjoining 
this  property;  and  it  may  be  worthy  of  consideration  whether 
an  agreement  may  not  be  entered  into  by  which  a  portion  of  the 
jail  lot  may  be  disposed  of,  and  the  proceeds  appropriated  to- 
wards defraying  the  cost  of  the  building  now  in  progress.  I 
would  respectfully  recommend  that  the  subject  be  referred  to  a 
committee  to  ascertain  what  arrangement  can  be  made  in  refer- 
ence to  a  sale  of  a  portion  of  this  property  to  the  State,  or  to 
other  parties. 

The  estimated  cost  of  the  plan  submitted  by  the  Messrs.  Dixon, 
has  been  the  result  of  practical  enquiry  into  every  item  of  expen- 
diture. In  proceeding  with  the  work,  upon  the  improved  plan, 
which,  in  my  opinion,  cannot  now  be  avoided,  I  would  recom- 
mend that  the  work  be  proceeded  with  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Messrs.  Dixon,  as  soon  as  a  contract  is  made,  and  the 
necessary  financial  arrangements  matured. 

I  would  recommend  also,  that  the  award  to  the  Messrs.  Rey- 
nolds be  confirmed. 

The  report  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company 
shows  the  gross  earnings  of  the  main  stem  of  that  road  to  have 
been  $4,616,998  95,  and  an  increase  of  $231,047  08  over  the 
preceding  year.  On  the  Washington  Branch  the  gross  earnings 
are  stated  at  $454,459  84.  The  clear  net  revenue  for  the  fiscal 
year  on  the  Main  Stem,  the  report  states  at  $1,207,717  64  or 
nearly  twelve  per  cent,  on  the  capital  stock,  and  on  the  Wash- 
ington Branch  at  $250,379  19.  The  reason  for  passing  the 
dividend  in  October  is  thus  explained:  "Whilst  the  large  net 
earnings  of  the  past  six  months  would  not  only  seem  to  justify 
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but  to  require  a  dividend  for  that  period;  yet,  on  a.  calm  and 
dispassionate  survey  of  the  present  general  financial  and  com- 
mercial embarrassments  and  unc  it  is  deemed  judicious 
to  defer,  for  the  present,  its  declaration,  until  the  restoration 
and  active  prosecution  of  mercantile  operations  ensures  the 
continuance  of  the  company's  revenn     . 

The  extra  dividen  ]  of  $3,000,000  in  the  bonds  of  the  company, 
which  occupied  so  large  a  share  of  ihe  attention  of  the  last 
Council,  is  still  in  a  state  of  suspense.  "Its  delivery  to  the 
Stockholders,"  says  the  report,  "was  restrained  by  legal  process. 
and  its  legality  now  awaits  the  decision  of  the  courts." 

I  would  particularly  invite  your  attention  to  that  part  of  the 
City  Commissioner's  report,  which  relates  to  the  proceedings 
against  the  Northern  Central  Railroad  Company,  and  their  re- 
fusal to  comply  with  the  established  grades  of  the  city. 

The  Pittsburg  and  Connellsville  Railroad  Company,  I  regret 
to  say,  gave  official  notice  on  the  loth  of  November,  that  they 
were  unable  to  meet  the  interest  on  the  one  million  loan  to  that 
company,  due  on  the  1st  of  January,  and  the  same  was  provided 
by  the  city.  This  loan  was  made  by  the  City  Council  by  an 
ordinance  approved  June  24th,  1853.  On  the  10th  of  June, 
1856,  an  ordinance  was  passed,  "changing  the  form  of  said  aid 
from  a  guarantee  by  the  city  of  said  company's  bonds,  into 
the  city  of  Baltimore's  own  bonds,  the  latter  to  be  issued  in 
substitution  of  the  former." 

The  arrangement  with  the  Pittsburg  and  Connellsville  Rail- 
road Company,  under  this  ordinance,  was  made  and  the  bonds 
nearly  all  exchanged  before  the  commencement  of  my  term  of 
service.  My  agency  has  extended  only  to  a  co-operation  with 
the  Commissioners  of  Finance  in  carrying  out  what  had  been 
already  determined  upon  by  the  Council. 

The  report  of  the  president  of  the  company,  which  will  be 
submitted  for  your  consideration,  will  be  found  to  contain  a  full 
explanation  of  the  plans  and  operations  of  the  company,  and 
the  causes  which  have  led  to  their  suspension.  I- regret  that  no 
very  encouraging  prospects  are  held  out,  either  of  a  prompt  com- 
pletion of  the  road,  whereby  the  city  of  Baltimore  might  derive 
some  return  for  this  large  outlay,  or  the  productiveness  of  that 
portion  which  has  already  been  put  in  operation.     The  road  in 
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its  present  unfinished  state,  is  dependent  upon  local  support, 
and  must  so  continue,  unless  a  state  of  things  should  occur 
which  I  am  now  unable  to  anticipate. 

I  have  received  assurance  from  the  president  of  the  company 
that  from  and  after  the  date  of  the  suspension,  all  the  net  earn- 
ings of  the  finished  part  of  the  road  will  he  paid  into  the  city 
treasury.  These  he  estimates  as  equivalent  to  the  interest  upon 
at  least  one-half  the  loan,  say  $30,000  per  annum.  Upon  this 
point  I  can  hazard  no  opinion. 

It  will  be  advisable  to  refer  this  subject  to  a  special  committee 
of  your  body,  who  may  find  it  necessary  to  visit  this  road,  and 
report  upon  what  is  best  to  be  done.  The  city  is  now  at  lib- 
erty to  foreclose  her  mortgage,  and  thus  take  possession  of 
the  road;  but  it  will  be  for  you  to  consider,  whether  this  would 
be  advisable  under  the  circumstances,  and  at  the  present  time. 
In  the  event  of  a  sale,  the  city  would  have  to  become  the  pur- 
chaser, as  it  can  hardly  be  foreseen  that  any  individual  or  cor- 
poration would  incur  the  responsibility  of  providing  an  amount 
of  more  than  §3,500.000  to  complete  the  work  and  make  it 
productive.  It  seems  to  me  that  a  specific  pledge  of  the  net 
revenue,  with  a  power  reserved  to  regulate  the  salaries  and 
expenses  of  this  road,  would  answer  every  present  purpose, 
and  place  the  city  in  possession  of  all  that  she  could  hope  to 
accomplish  by  a  sale. 

The  communication  which  I  found  it  my  duty  to  make  to  the 
public,  prior  to  the  last  State  election,  in  reference  to  matters 
connected  with  the  working  of  the  new  police  system,  renders 
it  unnecessary  for  me  to  go  into  any  detailed  statement  of  the 
operations  of  that  department.  It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that 
party  prejudice,  stimulated  and  kept  alive  by  an  overheated 
party  press,  has  been  permitted  to  exercise  so  large  an  influence 
over  a  respectable  class  of  our  citizens,  in  making  up  their 
estimate  of  its  character  and  efficiency.  Surely  there  is  no 
man  in  the  city  of  Baltimore  who  could  be  charged  with  the 
administration- of  its  affairs,  who,  with  the  power  at  his  com- 
mand to  prevent  it,  would  willingly  see  the  peace  of  the  city 
disturbed,  or  give  any  countenance  to  those  who,  by  acts  of  vio- 
lence, would  bring  discredit  upon  its  government.  It  is  hardly 
a  fair  subject  of  complaint  that  I  have  followed  what  has  always

been  a  fixed  custom  both  in  the  Federal,  State  and  Municipal 
governments,  in  making  appointments  to  office  from  the  domi- 
nant party  by  whom  I  have  been  charged  with  this  trust.  If 
this  is  an  evil,  it  has  been  one  of  long  duration.  In  the  selec- 
tion of  the  materiel  of  which  this  department  is  composed,  I 
have  encountered  difficulties  which  must  always  attend  the  es- 
tablishment of  such  a  force.  In  securing  the  aid  of  competent 
and  reliable  persons,  I  have  been  obliged  to  depend  upon  others 
in  whom  I  have  confidence,  and  to  whom  the  appointees  are  per- 
sonally known.  The  removals  that  have  taken  place  since  the 
organization  of  the  corps,  and  are  still  going  on  from  time  to 
time,  show  that  mistakes  have  been  occasionally  committed; 
and  that  when  they  become  apparent,  the  disposition  exists, 
and  the  opportunity  is  sought  to  apply  a  prompt  corrective.  In 
giving  protection  to  the  person  and  property  of  our  citizens,  I 
have  endeavored  in  every  instance,  where  a  demand  for  my  inter- 
ference has  been  made  from  whatever  quarter,  to  exact  the  most 
rigid  observance  of  the  laws.  That  the  city  of  Baltimore  has 
been  subjected  to  scenes  of  occasional  lawlessness,  cannot  be 
denied.  But  it  may  be  denied  that,  in  this  respect,  she  has 
differed  from  her  sister  cities  of  the  sea-board,  where  the  police 
organiaztions  have  been  far  more  powerful  than  our  own.  The 
progress  of  crime  throughout  the  country  has  been  for  months 
past  unprecedented  in  our  history.  The  most  extraordinary 
efforts  have  been  made  to  check  its  growth  and  demoralizing 
influence;  and  additional  guards  have  been  provided  both  in 
New  York  and  Washington,  to  aid  in  restoring  order,  and  pre- 
venting outbreaks  which  have  become  so  frequent  in  their  streets. 
Since  the  establishment  of  our  present  corps,  there  has  been  no 
serious  outbreak  or  attempt  at  riot,  that  has  not  been  promptly 
met  and  effectually  suppressed. 

In  my  first  annual  message  to  your  honorable  body,  I  ex- 
pressed the  opinion  that  the  establishment  of  an  efficient  police 
force  was  only  the  first  step  towards  the  preservation  of  the  public 
peace  and  the  prevention  of  crime.  Subsequent  events  have 
confirmed  me  in  this  opinion.  Where  notorious  offenders  are 
delivered  over  to  the  civil  authorities  from  day  to  day  and  from 
week  to  week,  and  are  released  on  the  security  of  respectable 
citizens,  or  by  the  exercise  of  the  executive  clemency,  or  find

their  way  back  into  the  streets  without  adequate  punishment, 
it  can  hardly  he  charged  upon  the  city  government  and  the 
police,  that  they  alone  are  responsible. 

There  are  now  at  large  in  the  city  of  Baltimore  men  who 
are  well  known  to  the  police,  who  are  frequent  prisoners  in  the 
station  houses,  who  if  the  power  existed  under  the  law  to  hold 
them  to  a  proper  accountability,  would  effectually  terminate  a 
recurrence  of  scenes  which  are  the  constant  source  of  embar- 
rassment to  its  officers. 

Bo  far  as  my  own  efforts  could  be  made  effectual.  I  have  done 
mv  best  to  give  vigor  to  this  arm  of  the  service.  I  believe 
that  it  compares  favorably  with  similar  organizations  in  our 
sister  cities.  1  have  invited  scrutiny  into  the  conduct  of  the 
men,  and  have  directed  the  most  summary  punishment  in  all 
cases  of  misconduct.  I  have  insisted  upon  the  strictest  impar- 
tiality in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  and  have  instituted  the 
daily  custom  of  submitting  duplicate  reports  to  the  Mayor  in 
person,  in  order  that  a  uniform  discipline  may  be  applied  to  all. 

It  may  be  necessary  at  a  proper  time  to  enquire  whether  some 
action  may  not  be  had  to  strengthen  this  arm  of  service. 

1.  By  the  organization  of  a  Mayor's  court,  as  soon  as  the  con- 
stitutional authority  can  be  obtained,  with  summary  power  to 
interfere  in  all  cases  where  the  wilful  disturbance  of  the  peace 
by  notorious  and  hardened  offenders,  and  the  safety  of  person  and 
property,  demand  such  interference. 

2.  By  the  application  of  proper  punishment  in  all  cases  of 
arrest. 

3.  By  the  prohibition,  under  a  heavy  penalty,  of  the  carrying 
and  use  of  concealed  weapons. 

The  limits  prescribed  to  an  annual  message,  and  the  space 
allotted  to  other  and  not  less  important  subjects  of  municipal 
concern,  prevent  me  from  commenting,  as  T  could  desire,  upon 
the  recent  message  of  the  late  Governor  ol^  the  State  of  Maryland. 
The  incidents  connected  with  his  visit  to  this  city  are  too  well 
known  to  require  repetition  here. 

In  his  effort  to  present  a  satistactory  defence  of  his  interven- 
tion, he  has,  I  regret  to  say,  impeached  the  good  name  of  the 
city  of  Baltimore;  and  has  chosen  to  arraign  the  character  .'in- 
efficiency of  its  municipal  government. 
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*•!  bad  been  invited,  says  his  Excellency,  to  exert  the  extreme 
executive  authority,  in  a  community  notoriously  without  suffi- 
cient or  effective  municipal  power  for  the  protection  of  its  citizens 
against  outrage  and  violence,  and  for  the  execution  of  its  own 
laws;  and  when  in  obedience  to  my  own  sense  of  duty,  I  as- 
sumed the  Unwelcome  task,  I  found  a  complaining  people  more 
willing  to  submit  to  the  grievances  which  oppressed  them,  to 
the  lawlessness  which  disfranchised  them,  to  the  terrors  which 
overawed  them,  than  to  rally  in  their  strength,  and  to  vindicate 
their  outraged  rights  and  insulted  honor.  Justly  and  truly  in- 
dignant at  such  a  result,  I  resolved  to  maintain  my  own,  and 
pursue  the  purpose  I  had  undertaken.  In  this  resolve  I  was 
sustained  by  a  few  gallant,  earnest,  and  faithful  men,  and  by 
the  spirit  with  which  one,  at  least,  of  the  military  officers  was 
responded  to  in  the  district  assigned  to  him.'"' 

A  resort  to  those  who  had  the  misfortune  to  differ  with  his 
Excellency  in  political  sentiment,  might  have  satisfied  him, 
that  in  times  of  high  party  excitement,  the  impressions  of 
one  class  might  have  been  met  by  those  of  another:  and  the 
conflict  of  testimony  thus  invited  might  have  warned  him  of 
the  untoward  result  of  which  he  complains.  It  was  no  small 
source  of  disappointment  that  he  found  it  necessary  to  adminis- 
ter so  severe  a  rebuke  to  those  upon  whom  he  threw  himself  for 
support.  Reproach  could  hardly  have  attached  to  the  city  of 
Baltimore,  because  her  citizen  soldiery,  acting  under  a  high 
sense  of  patriotic  duty,  left  him  with  a  reduced  force,  which  for 
all  purposes  of  practical  efficiency,  must  have  been  powerless  in 
our  streets;  nor  did  it  attach  to  that  large  and  overwhelming 
majority  of  independent  voters,  who,  under  a  similar  sense  of 
duty  at  the  ballot  box,  gave  expression  to  their  unqualified  dis- 
approbation of  his  measures.  The  city  of  Baltimore  required 
no  interference  to  instruct  her  in  the  duties  and  responsibilities 
of  her  high  position.  Keeping  herself  balanced  in  her  calm  judg- 
ment of  occurring  events,  she  was  ready  to  defend  her  dignity 
and  her  rights  whenever  occasion  required  it;  and  the  Governor 
soon  found  to  his  surprise,  that  the  " complaining  people  who 
were  willing  to  submit  to  the  grievances  which  oppressed  them, 
to  the  lawlessness  which  disfranchised  them,  to  the  terrors  which 
overawed  them,"  were  only  a  fraction  of  the  people  of  Balti- 
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more  whom  be  expected  would  have  rallied  to  his  support.  The 
presence  of  six  thousand  armed  men,  with  the  appointments  of  a 
military  organization,  thrown  into  our  streets  or  in  contact  with 
the  polls  on  the  day  when  our  citizens  were  engaged  in  the  ex- 
ercise of  the  highest  privilege  known  to  freemen,  in  violation  of 
the  chartered  rights  of  our  city,  and  in  substitution  of  its  power,  % 
would  have  been  an  event  not  soon  to  be  forgotten  in  the  politi- 
cal history  of  our  State. 

The  city  of  Baltimore  is  a  free  city.  Her  charter,  dating  from 
1796;  was  the  work  of  men  who  bore  a  part  in  the  perils  of 
the  revolution.  Her*  traditions — her  monuments  inscribed  with 
the  names  of  those  who  fell  in  her  defence,  abundantly  show 
that  she  was  the  last  to  be  confounded  by  the  din  of  military 
preparation.  Brave,  geuerous,  patriotic,  jealous  of  foreign 
domination,  the  admitted  isolation  of  the  Governor,  amidst  such 
a  people  and  in  such  a  community,  was  an  unpropitious  ground 
work  on  which  to  submit  his  cause  to  the  arbitrament  of  an 
enlightened  public  judgment. 

My  plans  for  the  maintenance  of  the  peace  of  this  city,  during 
the  visit  of  the  Governor,  were  communicated  to  the  friends  of 
that  functionary  at  the  Mayor's  office,  after  the  date  of  my  reply 
to  his  first  letter,  at  the  instance  of  a  committee  of  our  citizens 
who  intervened  for  that  purpose.  I  had  no  desire  to  withhold 
from  any  citizen  the  fullest  information  in  regard  to  my  ar- 
rangements, and  I  could  have  felt  anxiety  (assured  as  I  was  of 
the  almost  united  public  sentiment  by  wliich  I  was  sustained) 
in  the  midst  of  the  alarming  excitement  which  was  known  to 
prevail,  only  for  his  own  safety,  and  the  safety  of  the  military 
companies  who  were  called  upon  to  do  service  on  the  day  of  the 
election,  under  his  illegal  proclamation.  When  the  announce- 
ment was  made,  by  a  special  messenger  from  Washington, 
that  two  thousand  stand  of  arms  had  reached  that  place,  from 
the  Governor  of  Virginia,  destined  for  use  in  this  city,  it  was 
a  subject  of  grave  solicitude  in  what  manner  I  should  allay 
the  feeling,  already  too  much  inflamed,  which  this  last  act  of 
imprudence  was  so  well  calculated  to  provoke.  While  it  required 
all  the  influence  I  was  capable  of  exerting,  both  in  my  personal 
as  well  as  official  capacity,  to  keep  back  and  hold  in  check  the 
outburst  of  an  excited  multitude,  I  could  not  fail  to  recognize 
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the  responsibility  of  renewed  instructions  to  the  Chief  of  Police, 
to  enjoin  increased  vigilance  upon  the  men,  to  guard  against  all 
demonstrations  of  violence.  Amidst  the  "official  embarrass- 
ment," to  which  he  refers  in  his  message,  caused  by  a  failure 
to  secure  the  support  of  those  to  whom  he  had  looked  for  sym- 
pathy, no  one  felt  more  anxiety  than  the  Mayor  of  the  city. 

It  seems  almost  useless  for  me  to  refer  in  this  place  to  the 
charges  of  riot  and  lawlessness,  which  it  has  become  so  common 
at  home  and  abroad,  to  hurl  against  this  city.  Party  crimina- 
tion and  recrimination  have  marked  all  periods  of  our  history. 
The  dominant  party  has  ever  been  the  monster  of  oppression, 
and  is  despised  and  hated  in  proportion  to  the  success  with 
which  it  holds  its  power  and  maintains  its  ascendancy. 

The  florid  picture  presented  by  his  excellency  shows  to  what 
extent  persons  at  a  distance  have  been  misled  by  the  statements 
of  a  licentious  press.  If  that  picture  has  created  surprise,  in 
no  quarter  has  it  been  greater  than  here,  among  those  who 
were  witnesses  of  the  scenes  which  his  excellency  has  attempted 
to  describe.  If  it  be  true  that  in  the  elections  to  which  he  has 
referred,  democratic  voters  have  been  the  sufferers,  it  is  a  sig- 
nificant fact  known  to  our  people,  but  never  yet  satisfactorily 
explained  or  accounted  for,  that  in  one  of  these,  at  least,  the 
only  disabled  victims  were  the  officers  of  police,  tvho  tuere  hilled 
or  wounded  by  the  fury  of  their  assailants. 

It  is  well  known  that  until  within  a  few  years  past  this  city 
has  been,  with  but  casual  intermissions,  under  democratic  rule. 
That  party  held  possession  of  its  patronage  and  its  offices.  In 
the  fierce  conflicts  which  marked  their  struggles  with  their  old 
whig  adversaries,  they  were  charged,  with  what  truth  the  rem- 
nant of  that  paty  can  best  answer,  with  maintaining  their  exist- 
ence by  force,  whenever  occasion  required  it.  It  was  charged 
that  notorious  fighting  men  infested  the  polls ;  that  clubs,  whose 
effect  encouraged  a  spirit  of  turbulence,  intimidated  the  people ; 
that  peaceable  citizens  were  deprived  of  their  franchise ;  that 
frauds  were  perpetrated  without  hindrance ;  that  houses  were 
sacked,  printing  offices  outraged,  and  other  acts  of  lawlessness 
permitted  to  go  unpunished  by  those  in  whose  hands  the  author- 
ity rested. 
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This  state  of  things,  so  loudly  complained  of  at  the  time,  Led 

to  the  p  by  the  Legislature  in   1837,  of  a  law,  directing 

the  registry  of  the  names  and  residence  of  voters — as  an  effectual 
means  of  correcting  these  evils. 

At  a  subsequent  period,  by  an  ordinance  of  the  City  Council. 
approved  June  30.  1856,  an  attempt  was  made  to  arrange  a 
division  of  the  several  wards  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  to  pre- 
vent undue  crowding  at  the  polls,  and  thus  facilitate  the  voting 
in  the  different  precincts. 

With  the  aid  of  these  important  measures,  it  can  readily  be 
seen  that  much  of  the  confusion  which  has  prevailed  at  the  rc- 
ceut  elections,  might  have  been  effectually  prevented;  but  it  is 
well  known  that  the  former  measure  was  repealed  by  democratic- 
votes  in  1839,  and  the  latter  thwarted  by  a  well  known  move- 
ment of  the  democratic  party  in  the  City  Council  in  1850. 

The  journals  of  the  council  will  show  that  from  the  eighth  of 
August.  1856)  until  the  eighth  oi  October  of  the  same  year,  a 
quorum  of  that  body  was  steadily  defeated  by  the  absence  of  a 
number  of  the  democratic  member.-. 

It  may  be  that  frauds  have  been  perpetrated  as  the  Governor 
supposes.  But  these  are  incident,  in  a  more  or  less  de- 
gree, to  all  the  elections  that  have  ever  taken  place  in  our  city, 
and  have  been  confined  to  members  of  no  particular  party.  It 
may  be  that  owing  to  the  crowded  state  of  some  of  the  wards, 
native-born  citizens,  in  some  instances,  struggled  to  take 
precedence  of  the  foreign,  who  only  a  few  days  before  had  been 
admitted  to  the  rights  of  citizenship. 

AY  bile  such  occurrences  are  common  to  all  excited  elections, 
his  Excellency  would  have  found  that  the  repudiated  laws  to 
which  I  have  referred,  would  have  done  more  to  restore  order 
and  prevent  fraud,  than  the  bayonets  of  all  the  military  that 
could  have  been  thrown  into  our  streets. 

A  resort  to  military  force  in  time  of  peace  by  the  governing 
power  of  a  State,  must  always  be  viewed  with  alarm,  and  our 
constitution  has  clearly  defined  the  powers,  as  well  as  the  re- 
straints imposed  upon  its  executive  in  cases  of  great  emergency. 
The  whole  theory  of  our  government  is  opposed  to  the  applica- 
tion of  military  force,  unless  in  strict  subordination  to  the  civil 
power,  and  an  attempt  to  wrest  from  a  community  like  this, 
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comprising  one-half  of 
Maryland,  the  direction  and  control  of  its  municipal  regulations, 
is  a  violation  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  the  government 
under  which  we  live,  and  could,  only  be  accomplished  by  revolu- 
tion and  bloodshed.  It  is  much  to  be  regretted,  that  the  spirit 
of  our  people  was  so  much  mistaken,  as  to  favor  the  expectation, 
that  a  body  of  six  thousand  men.  or  even  double  that  number, 
could  be  thrown  in  contact  with  the  polls  on  the  day  of  an  elec- 
tion in  direct  violation  of  law,  without  determined  resistance  on 
their  part:  and  that  in  the  event  of  such  resistance  the  military 
could  have  been  able  to  maintain  their  ground  in  opposition  to 
a  united  public  sentiment.  The  power  of  all  free  government 
rests  with  the  people.  So  jealous  has  been  the  State  of  Mary- 
land in  the  delegation  of  her  power,  that  she  has  provided  the 
most  ample  safeguards  for  her  protection  against  usurpation  er 
abuse.  The  military  arm  is  held  subject  to  her  control  by  a 
wise  provision  of  her  constitution,  which  prohibits  the  Executive 
from  commanding  in  person  without  the  express  assent  of  the 
Legislature.  The  whole  spirit  of  our  constitution  and  declara- 
tion of  rights  proclaims  this  feature  of  popular  sovereignty, 
whether  in  reference  to  limited  communities  or  the  State  at  large. 
The  constitutional  provision  which  imposes  upon  the  Executive 
the  duty  of  seeing  that  the  law#  are  faithfully  executed,  is  a 
civil  and  not  a  military  requirement — looking  to  the  courts  and 
the  Legislature,  and  not  to  the  employment  of  force.  "In  all 
cases  and  at  all  times,'*  says  our  declaration  of  rights,  "the 
military  ought  to  be  under  strict  subordination  to  and  control  of 
the  civil  power." 

The  Governor  seems  to  be  somewhat  confused  in  his  under- 
standing of  this  plain  declaration: — "In  authorizing  the  use 
of  the  military,"  says  his  message,  "the  Executive  necessarily 
acts  as  commander-in-chief,  but  under  the  constitution,  he  can- 
not of  his  nature  forego  in  the  minutest  degree,  his  civil  capa- 
city." That  is  to  say,  the  9th  section  of  the  2nd  article  of  the 
constitution  expressly  provides  that  "the  Governor  shall  not 
take  the  command  in  person  without  the  consent  of  the  Legisla- 
ture.'' He  admits  that  in  ordering  the  use  of  the  military,  the 
Executive  acts  as  coiinnander-in-chief.  and  seems  to  concede  that 
his  power  is  exhausted  when  he  orders  the  military  to  be  enrolled 
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and  called  out.  "The  direct  military  command  of  the  forces," 
continues  his  message,  "must  be  in  the  officers  commissioned  by 
him.  And  the  extreme  resort  to  be  determined  upon  in  the 
actual  emergency,  is  left  entirely  to  the  judgment  and  discretion 
of  these  officers.'' 

Now,  if  the  power  to  regulate  the  peace  of  the  city  or  to  fire 
upon  its  populace,  is  to  be  left  to  the  judgment  and  discretion  of 
the  military,  what  becomes  of  the  prohibition  in  the  declaration  . 
of  rights  to  which  I  have  referred?  The  Governor  admits  that 
he  loses  his  civil  capacity  the  moment  he  orders  i:the  use  of  the 
military,"  and  the  military  is  prohibited  from  acting  unless  in 
"direct  subordination  to  the  civil  power." 

When  the  Governor  issued  his  proclamation  ordering  his 
officers  to  preserve  the  peace  of  the  city,  without  reference  to 
its  legally  constituted  authorities,  he  virtually  abrogated  the 
powers  of  the  Mayor,  and  placed  the  citizens  under  military 
government.  But  he  did  more.  In  calling  upon  the  military 
"to  preserve  the  peace  of  the  city,"  he  threw  himself  in  direct 
conflict  with  the  provisions  of  the  constitution,  which  prohibits 
the  Governor  from  taking  the  command  in  person  without  the 
consent  of  the  Legislature,  and  in  conflict  also  with  his  own 
construction  of  his  powers,  as  inferred  from  his  message. 

The  act  of  the  Governor  ir%calling  out  the  military,  in  antici- 
pation of  a  state  of  lawlessness,  which  he  had  been  led  to  be- 
lieve might  occur,  without  the  sanction  of  the  local  authorities 
of  this  city,  but  in  direct  conflict  with  the  known  purpose  of  its 
municipal  head,  was  a  palpable  misconception  of  the  powers  of 
that  officer.  In  this  opinion,  I  have  been  sustained  by  the  high- 
est legal  authority  in  the  State. 

It  will  be  for  your  honorable  body  to  consider  whether  it  may 
not  be  proper,  to  urge  the  passage  of  an  act,  which  may  guard 
effectually  against  such  mistakes  in  the  future.  The  power  of 
placing  a  great  city  under  military  supervision,  with  the  dis- 
astrous consequences  which  it  must  always  entail  upon  its 
mercantile  and  industrial  classes,  can  never  be  suffered  to  rest 
on  disputed  authority,  or  constitutional  implication.  Where 
the  people  of  this  city  will  know  how  to  defend  themselves. to 
the  last  extremity  against  an  invasion  of  their  rights — whether 
by  State  or  Federal  interference,  they  claim  it  as  due  from  the 
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constituted  authorities  of  their  own  State,  that  they  should  be 
placed  beyond  reach  of  contingencies  in  the  future,  which  if 
permitted  to  occur  may  lead  to  scenes  of  violence  and  bloodshed. 
During  the  pendency  of  the  order  calling  out  the  military  on 
the  occasion  to  which  I  have  referred,  the  greatest  credit  is  due 
:o  the  people  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  for  their  co-operation  in 
the  peaceful  measures  of  the  municipal  government,  and  the 
oraise-worthy  forbearance  with  which  they  awaited  the  result  of 
i  proceeding,  which,  while  it  received  the  sanction  of  no  very 
arge  portion  of  our  own  citizens,  has  met  the  unqualified  dis- 
ipproval  of  conservative  men  throughout  this  country. 

In  presenting  this,  tine  last  annual  message,  which  I  shall  be 
jailed  upon  to  make  to  your  honorable  body,  as  Mayor  of  the 
;ity  of  Baltimore,  I  must  invoke  a  continuance  of  your  kind  co- 
deration  during  the  remainder  of  my  unexpired  term.  In  ac- 
cepting this  post,  you  will  do  me  the  justice  to  believe  that  I 
lave  been  actuated  by  no  contracted  or  selfish  views.  The  many 
•eforms  which  I  have  deemed  it  ray  duty  to  bring  to  your  notice 
—all  of  which  have  been  inaugurated  with  your  sanction  and 
ipprobation,  will  be  left  to  speak  their  own  comment.  In  the 
nidst  of  the  embarrassments  with  which  I  have  been  surrounded, 
t  has  been  a  source  of  deep  mortification  io  me,  to  have  encoun- 
ered  so  intolerant  and  uncompromising  a  spirit  on  the  part  of 
nany,  who  under  the  excitement  of  violent  partizan  prejudices, 
mve  withdrawn  all  sympathy  and  co-operation  from  the  muni- 
cipal government. 

The  city  of  Baltimore  compares  favorably,  in  the  conduct  and 
norals  of  her  people,  with  her  sister  cities  of  the  sea-board,  al- 
hough  exposed  in  a  greater  degree  than  some  of  them,  to  the 
lemoralizing  influences  of  a  mixed  immigration.  The  police 
:ecords  will  show  that  crime  is  not  more  frequent:  that  the  per- 
sons and  property  of  her  citizens  arc  as  safe;  and  that  the  vigi- 
ance  and  severity  of  her  discipline  are  as  rigorously  enforced, 
[t  is  a  humiliating  fact,  that  the  attacks  upon  her  government 
md  her  people,  which  have  been  used  to  cripple  her  trade  and 
swell  the  triumph  of  her  commercial  competitors,  have  origin- 
ited  in  her  midst,  among  partizan  presses  who  claim  to  feel  an 
interest  in  her  welfare. 
4 
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It  will  be  a  subject  of  grave  enquiry  with  your  honorable  body- 
touching  the  future  welfare  of  this  city,  whether  the  Legislature 
mav  not  he  induced,  by  a  call  of  a  convention  of  the  people,  at 

an  early  day.  to  lend  its  co-operation  in  abolishing  the  law  whin 
now  admits  the  foreign  immigrant  to  a  participation  in  the  affairs 
of  your  government.  This  city  has  been  exposed  for  years  past 
to  a  tide  of  immigration  which  lias  been  steadily  increasing  upon 
us.  The  large  majority  of  the  people  of  this  city,  to  whom  I 
owe  my  elevation  to  this  post,  while  they  claim  to  abridge  1 
constitutional  right  of  the  naturalized  citizen,  believe  that  tht 
guardianship  of  our  free  institutions  should  be  confided  to  thos( 
who  from  habit  and  education  have  tyeen  taught  to  understam 
and  appreciate  their  value.  In  this  belief  they  are  sustained  b; 
some  of  the  purest  and  most  illustrious  men  of  our  republic,  a 
all  periods  of  her  history. 

Experience  has  shown  that  unless  something  is  done  to  pre 
tect  us  against  the  inroads  of  this  foreign  element — claiming  t 
hold  the  balance  of  power,  and  to  give  direction  to  importar 
measures  of  public  and  domestic  policy,  the  harmonious  workin 
of  our  system  may  be  greatly  interfered  with,  if  not  serious] 
endangered,  and  the  just  claims  of  the  rightful  owners  of  so 
trampled  under  foot  by  men  who  are  alike  aliens  to  our  langua' 
and  our  laws.

Brandies  of  the  City  Council: 

In  accordance  with  section  9  of  ordinance  No.  8,  of  revised  or- 
linanccs,  approved  May  20th,  1850,  the  Register  herewith  pre- 
ents  his  annual  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  treasury  at 
he  close  of  the  past  year,  with  estimates  of  receipts  and  expen- 
ditures for  the  present  year. 

By  his  summary,  accompanying,  it  will  he  seen. that  the  re- 
eipts  for  the  past  year  have  amounted  to  two  millions  four  kuri- 
red  and  forty-nine  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty-four  dollars 
nd  fifty-nine  cents,  including  a  balance  on  hand  on  the  first  of 
anuary,  1857,  of  one  hundred  and  thirty-two  thousand  one 
undred  and  seventy-eight  dollars  and  five  cents. 

The  disbursements  for  the  same  period  were  two  millions 
iree  hundred  and  forty-two  thousand  three  hundred  and  eighty

The  Pittsburg  and  Connellsville  Railroad  Company  having 
failed  to  provide  for  the  interest  on  the  "one  million  loan," 
maturing  the  1st  of  January,  under  ordinance  No.  8,  section  10, 
I  borrowed  the  money  to  meet  the  same.  I  hold  as  a  sinking- 
fund  for  redemption  of  the  loan,  twelve  thousand  five  hundred 
and  eighty-seven  dollars  and  fifty-six  cents.  It  would  be  advi- 
sable for  you  to  give  some  instruction  concerning  that  fund. 

In  a  former  annual  statement,  I  suggested  that  a  sinking 
fund  be  established  for  the  redemption  of  the  stock  issued  for 
rebuilding  the  court  house,  and  again  invite  your  attention 
thereto.

which  is  distributed  among  nearly  four  thousand  persons.  By 
law,  only  fifteen  days  are  allowed  to  balance  the  accounts,  trans- 
fer the  above  number  of  names,  state  the  amount  of  sttfck  held 
by,  and  the  interest  due  to  each  and  every  name,  while  the  labor 
and  responsibility  devolve  on  one  person  only. 

I  respectfully  suggest  that  the  books  for  the  transfer  of  stock 
be  closed  on  the  10th,  instead  of  the  15th  of  the  month  ;  or,  that 
I  may  be  authorized  to  employ  an  additional  clerk,  two  months 
in  the  year,  to  assist  in  making  up  the  quarterly  dividend  state- 
ment. I  also  suggest  that  the  fiscal  year  close  on  the  31st  day 
of  October,  instead  of  the  31st  of  December,  as  the  time  at  pre- 
sent allowed  is  too  short  for  a  thorough  examination  and  accu- 
rate statement  of  the  annual  receipts  and  disbursements, 
amounting  now  to  nearly  five  millions  of  dollars;  and  it  will  be 
borne  in  mind  that  the  Register  cannot  complete  his  statement 
until  he  has  received  those  of  the  several  departments. 

The  expenses  of  the  courts  were  increased  about  the  20tb  of 
June,  by  the  judges  of  the  several  courts  allowing  an  increase  of 
pay  amounting  to  fifty  per  cent,  to  all  the  bailiffs,  making  the 
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present  pay  of  each  officer  three  dollars  per  day,  and  increasing 
the  expense  on  that  item  nearly  five  thousand  dollars  per  an- 
num On  the  return  of  the  expense  hook  of  the  Criminal 
Court  for  the  May  term.  1857,  I  found  that  in  thirty-six 
cases,  where  the  judges  had  appointed  an  attorney  for  the  de- 
fendant, an  allowance  of  six  dollars  and  sixty-six  cents  had 
heen  made  in  each  and  every  case,  being  twice  the  amount  here- 
tofore allowed.  But  upon  investigation,  I  have  heen  unable  to 
find  any  law  authorizing  the  judge  to  make  that  allowance  or 
any  other  compensation  for  defendants'  counsel,  I  therefore 
refused  to  allow  more  than  has  heen  heretofore  paid. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  annual  appropriations  made  to 
the  several  dispensaries,  as  also  appropriations  for  other  similar 
institutions,  should  he  provided  for,  and  taken  from  the  levy 
imade  for  city  poor — that  levy  not  "being  limited  in  amount  and 
embracing  the  whole  city,  whilst  the  direct  tax,  from  which  they 
have  heretofore  heen  taken,  is  limited  in  amount  and  embraces 
only  part  of  the  city. 

I  respectfully  suggest  the  propriety  of  petitioning  the  General 
Assembly  of  Maryland  for  power  to  levy  a  police  tax,  which 
shall  embrace  the  whole  city,  that  being  protected  by  the  police, 
while  the  expense  is  borne  by  those  only  owning  property 
within  certain  bounds,  and  thus  exempting  over  six  millions  of 
property,  at  the  present  low  valuation,  from  paying  for  police 
service. 

By  ordinance  No.  59,  approved  June  18,  1852,  entitled  "An 
ordinance  to  provide  for  the  removal  of  obstructions  from  the 
channel  of  the  Patapsco  river/'  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars, or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  was  appropriated 
for  the  removal  of  certain  obstructions  in  the  channel  or  bed  of 
the  Patapsco  river  beyond  the  limits  of  direct  taxation. 

The  said  ordinance  was  in  compliance  with  an  act  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  Maryland,  chap.  29G,  passed  May  26, 1852,  and 
from  the  several  levies  made  for  the  above  named  purpose,  the 
collections  have  amounted  to  sixty-two  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  twenty-three  dollars  and  eighty-one  cents,  being  twelve 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  twenty-three  dollars  and  eighty-one 
cents  over  and  above  the  amount  appropriated,  which  the  Auditor 
estimates  that  a  further  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars  will  be  col- 
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lected.  Would  it  not  be  advisable  to  make  some  disposition  of 
the  same. 

By  ordinance  No.  2,  section  2,  approved  December  31,  185G, 
I  have  closed  the  account  as  trustee  for  the  new  jail  fund,  by  the 
payment  of  the  stock  held  in  trust  to  the  contractor  for  the  new 
jail. 

The  amount  required  from  direct  tax,  after  allowing  the  esti- 
mates of  the  Collector  and  Auditor,  as  well  as  all  supposed  re- 
ceipts for  the  current  year,  will  be  one  million  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eighty-three  dollars  and  fifty  cents.

I  respectfully  reply  to  you,  regarding  the  several  enquiries 
made  under  date  of  the  1st  instant. 

1st.   The  amount  of  arrearages  for  the  year  1857? 

2d.  The  aggregate  arrearages  of  taxes  for  1857,  appearing  by 
the  books  of  the  office,  and  unpaid  on  the  1st  of  January.  1858, 
is  as  nearly  as  I  can  calculate  §406,000,  of  which  I  estimate  as 
collectable  during  the  present  year,  $300,000. 

3d.  The  estimated  deductions  for  prompt  payment  of  taxes  for 
the  levy  of  1858.  This  will  depend  upon  the  action  of  the 
Council  and  the  rates  allowed,  but  at  the  former  allowance  I  am 
safe  in  saying  from  $22,000  to  $25,000.

5th.  There  is  at  present  no  pump  tax  in  this  office,  and  I  can- 
not report  upon  what  may  be  open  upon  that  book  in  the  Audi- 
tor's hand. 

6th.  The  amount  of  due  bills  now  in  my  possession,  for  com- 
missions on  paving  tax,  (due  by  the  different  contractors,  amount! 
to  $6,200)  and  the  large  number  held  by  me  at  the  time  of  my 
last  report,  has  been  passed  over  into  the  hands  of  the  Comptrol- 
ler for  settlement,  to  whom  I  must  refer  you  for  information 
relative  to  them  particularly.

Amount  of  taxes  on  wells  and  pumps  unpaid  appears  to  be 
$7,469  74.     I  estimate  as  collectable  during  this  year  $2,000. 

The  great  bulk  of  the  arrears  of  taxes  on  the  books  in  this  of- 
fice now,  is  on  mortgages,  judgments  and  other  personal  proper- 
ty, which  has  been  carried  forward  through  the  books  from  year 
to  year,  and  now  present  the  appearance  of  a  very  large  amount 
of  taxes  unpaid,  but  which  in  fact  are  totally  worthless.  Some 
course  should  be,  in  my  judgment,  adopted  to  close  these  accounts, 
either  by  empowering  the  Auditor  or  directing  the  Appeal  Tax 
Court  to  do  so.

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The  arrears  of  taxes  on  the  books  in  this  office  on  the  1st  of 
January,  1858,  I  estimate  at  $546,353  74.  The  hulk  of  these 
unpaid  taxes  consists  of  taxes  on  mortgages,  judgments  and  other 
descriptions  of  personal  property,  a  large  portion  of  which  is 
utterly  worthless;  other  portions  can  only  he  recovered  by  liti- 
gation, and  there  is  no  fund  at  my  command  to  pay  costs  of  suits 
or  other  expenses.  A  very  considerable  amount  of  these  arrears 
of  taxes  run  back  for  several  years,  and  present  the  appearance 
of  a  large  indebtedness  by  tax-payers,  when  in  truth  little  or 
nothing  can  be  collected  for  the  reasons  before  stated,  that  the 
bulk  of  the  indebtedness  is  taxes  on  mortgages,  judgments,  &c. 
Such  of  these  unpaid  taxes  as  are  totally  worthless  should,  in 
my  judgment,  be  abated,  and  all  the  accounts  on  the  books  in 
this  office  closed. 

I  would  respectfully  urge  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  by  your 
honorable  body,  authorizing  me  to  close  these  numerous  insol- 
vent accounts,  or  require  the  Appeal  Tax  Court  to  do  so.

City  Comptroller's  Office, 
Baltimore,  February  6,  1858. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor 

and  City  Council  of  Baltimore: 

Gentlemen — 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  ordinance  No.  8,  ap- 
proved February  26,  1857,  creating  the  office  of  City  Comptrol- 
ler, and  prescribing  his  duties,  I  herewith  present  for  your  con- 
sideration the  following  report,  which  is  as  full  as  could  be 
made  under  existing  circumstances. 

You  are  aware  that  the  provisions  of  said  ordinance  did  not 
commence  operation  until  the  1st  day  of  March,  185*7,  being 
two  months  after  the  commencement  of  the  city's  fiscal  year, 
and  ending  the  31st  clay  of  December,  1857,  embracing  a  period 
of  ten  months. 

In  entering  upon  the  duties  imposed  by  the  above  ordinance, 
I  endeavored,  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  to  adopt  a  system  that 
was  simple,  yet  efficient  in  its  operations,  being  a  new  depart- 
ment of  the  city  government,  and  changing  in  a  great  measure 
the  usual  routine  of  business  in  the  different  departments. 
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As  you  no  doubt  must  be  aware,  I  experienced  considerable 
difficulty  in  properly  organizing  this  department  of  the  city  gov- 
ernment. It  affords  me  much  pleasure  in  saying  that  after  pro- 
perly understanding  the  position  of  the  office  and  the  duties 
under  said  ordinance,  the  heads  of  all  the  departments  readily 
adopted  the  system  instituted,  and  all  bills  or  contracts  entered 
into  by  the  corporation,  through  its  officers,  pass  a  thorough 
examination  before  an  order  is  given  to  the  Register  for  pay- 
ment. 

I  would  here  state,  that  in  the  examination  of  contracts  for 
paving  and  bills  for  cross  streets,  I  have  been  put  to  much  trou- 
ble and  a  vast  amount  of  labor,  on  account  of  the  defective 
system  of  receiving  the  beds  of  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  with- 
out a  plat  showing  the  claims  and  possession  of  the  parties 
ceding. 

I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  no  deed  for  streets,  lanes  or 
alleys  be  accepted  in  future  without  a  plat  showing  the  claims 
and  possession  of  the  parties  so  ceding,  and  that  the  City  {Sur- 
veyor be  required  to  make  a  copy  of  all  such  plats  in  an  atlas 
of  the  size  of  those  in  the  City  Commissioner's  office,  and  that 
he  sign  said  copies  in  his  official  capacity,  and  charge  the  par- 
ties ceding  with  the  expenses  of  said  copies. 

Table  A  will  exhibit  the  balance  in  the  treasury  on  the  first 
of  March,  1857,  to  have  been  one.  hundred  and  sixty-seven 
thousand  three  hundred  and  ninety-one  dollars  and  ninety-four 
cents,  (§167,391.94),  and  also  the  monthly  receipts  from  1st  of 
March  to  31st  of  December,  1857,  to  have  been  two  million 
one  hundred  and  sixty-six  thousand  three  hundred  and  sixty- 
one  dollars  and  twenty-one  cents  ($2,166,361.21),  including 
the  above  balance. 

The  disbursements  for  the  same  period  will  be  shown  in  the 
above  named  table  to  have  been  two  million  and  fifty-nine  thou- 
sand two  hundred  and  eighty-six  dollars  (82,059,286),  leaving 
a  balance  in  the  treasury  31st  of  December,  1857,  of  one  hun- 
dred and  six  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-six  dollars  and 
eighty-four  cents  ($106,866.84). 

Table  B  will  show  the  amouut  of  moneys  received  on  account 
of  interest  of  stock,  &c,  and  also  the  disbursements  for  the 
same  account;  and  I  would  take  this  occasion  to  submit  that  in 
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view  of  the  unnecessary  complication  of  the  Register's  accounts 
with  those  of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance,  and  the  several 
stock  accounts  generally,  with  the  sinking  funds  appertaining 
thereto,  an  ordinance  be  passed  giving  to  the  Commissioners  of 
Finance  the  control  and  supervision  of  the  entire  stock  depart- 
ment of  the  city  finances.  The  supervision  of  this  important 
department,  as  at  present  organized,  being  assigned  in  part  to 
the  Commissioners  of  Finance,  and  in  part  to  the  Kegister,  with 
doubtful  limits  as  to  the  power  of  either,  lacks  that  unity  of 
responsibility  and  system  indispensable  to  an  efficient  control 
and  accurate  exhibition  of  its  accounts.  An  existing  ordinance 
provides  that  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  pay  over  to  the 
Register  the  uroceeds  of  certain  stock  issues  authorized  by 
themselves,  thus  complicating  the  Register's  accounts  with 
those  which  properly  belong  entirely  to  the  Commissioners  of 
Finance.  The  Register  is  ex-officio  clerk  to  the  Commissioners 
of  Finance.  An  ordinance  authorizing  him,  as  such,  to  receive 
and  disburse  the  funds  of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  hereto- 
fore paid  over  to  him  as  Register,  with  the  proviso  that  the 
hooks  of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  shall  record  in  detail 
all  moneys  received  and  disbursed  on  the  stock  account,  would 
place  the  stock  department,  now  an  extensive  and  important 
one,  under  a  properly  defined  supervision  and  control;  and  I 
would  also  recommend  that  the  books  for  the  transfer  of  stock 
be  closed  on  \he  10th  af  the  month,  thereby  giving  the  stock 
clerk  or  deputy  Register  five  additional  days  to  make  up  his 
quarterly  dividends. 

Table  C  will  give  the  expenses  of  the  several  courts  of  Balti- 
more city,  and  also  the  removed  cases  to  Baltimore  county  Cir- 
cuit Court. 

Table  D  will  show  the  amount  of  moneys  paid  on  account  of 
the  new  jail.  All  other  particulars  you  have  in  the  award  of 
the  arbitrators,  and  the  amount  necessary  for  the  completion  of 
die  new  jail,  in  the  report  of  the  Messrs.  Dixon,  architects. 

Table  E  will  exhibit  the  expenses  of  the  police  department, 
embracing  a  period  of  two  months  from  the  1st  of  January  to 
lie  1st  of  March,  1857,  under  the  old  system,  and  ten  months 
inder  the  new  arrangement. 

Table  ¥  will  show  the  operations  of  the  City  Commissioner's 
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department  for  the  past  year — the  amount  of  appropriations, 
and  the  amount  drawn  under  their  several  heads;  also,  the  bal- 
ance  due  from  appropriations,  which  you  have  in  a  statement  in 
the  report  of  the  City  Commissioner  presented  to  your  honora- 
ble body  at  the  commencement  of  the  present  session.  The 
suggestion  of  the  commissioner  in  reference  to  compelling  any 
person  or  persons,  who  wish  to  introduce  water  into  their  pfe- 
mises,  is  a  subject  that  should  command  the  early  attention  of 
your  honorable  body.  The  bad  condition  of  the  streets  at  the 
present  time,  is  owing  in  a  great  measure,  to  the  want  of  pro- 
per attention  or  sufficient  law  to  make  the  owners  of  property 
responsible  for  the  proper  repairing  of  the  street  opened  for  the 
purpose  of  tapping  the  main  pipe  of  the  water  department.  An 
ordinance  looking  to  this  would  result  greatly  to  the  interest  of 
the  city,  and  the  streets  would  present  quite  a  different  appear- 
ance. 

Table  G  will  exhibit  the  amount  appropriated  for  the  harbor ; 
also,  the  amount  paid  out  on  account  of  the  different  objects 
therein  stated. 

The  contract  for  building  the  iron  steam  tow  boat  "Balti- 
more,'" for  the  harbor,  has  been  completed  by  the  contractors, 
Mes'srs.  Murray  and  Hazlehurst,  and  been  in  use  some  months, 
and,  from  the  reports  of  the  Port  Warden,  answers  well  the 
purposes  for  which  she  was  intended,  and  payment  has  been 
made  on  the  part  of  the  city  as  per  contract,  out  oij  the  proceeds 
of  the  sale  of  the  old  city  yard. 

The  contract  for  the  building  of  the  iron  steam  dredging 
machine  by  Mr.  Cooley,  of  Philadelphia,  has  been  completed  in 
accordance  with  contract  and  received  on  the  part  of  the  city  by 
the  City  Commissioner,  and  given  in  charge  to  the  Port  War- 
den for  service,  and  settlement  made  as  above. 

There  has  also  been  built  by  the  Messrs.  J.  N.  &  P.  H. 
Midler,  eight  dumping  scows,  similar  to  those  used  by  the  com- 
missioners for  deepening  the  channel  of  the  Patapsco  river,  and. 
the  contract  complied  with,  as  stated  above,  for  six  of  them. 
The  other  two  have  been  settled  for  out  of  the  proceeds  of  sale 
of  old  steam  dredge. 

The  contract  for  re-building  the  wharf  on  the  south  -side  of 
Back  Basin,  as  far  as  the  contractor  is  concerned,  is  finished, 
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and  the  work  has  been  done  in  accordance  with  contract.  The 
number  of  9S5  feet  of  first  class  wharf  property  for  landing  lum- 
ber, coal,  wood,  etc..  ought  to  yield  a  large  annual  revenue  to  the 
city.  That  part  of  the  contract  for  re-building  about  two  hun- 
dred feet  on  the  south  pier  is  not  completed,  owing  to  the  con- 
tinued high  tide,  but  will  no  doubt  be  completed  early  in  the 
spring.  The  wharf  on  the  north  side  of  the  Back  Basin  has 
been  repaired  at  a  cost  of  about  §2,000,  the  whole  making  a 
very  valuable  wharf  property. 

The  ordinance  No.  59,  approved  June  18,  1852,  appointing  a 
hoard  of  Commissioners  for  deeping  the  channel  of  the  Patapsco 
river,  and  appropriating  fifty  thousand  dollars  for  the  removal 
of  obstructions  in  said  river,  will  be  seen  by  table  H,  to  have 
drawn  from  the  city  $62,733  91,  being  $12,733  91  over  the 
amount  authorized  under  said  ordinance. 

There  has  also  been  received  from  the  State  Treasurer,  and 
paid  over  to  the  commissioners  appointed  in  the  above  ordinance, 
|86,298  48.

Table  I  will  show  the  amount  appropriated  for  the  Health  De- 
partment, also  the  amount  paid  for  the  same  during  the  year. 

Table  J  is  a  summary  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of 
the  Water  Commissioner's  department.  This  department  ap- 
pears to  have  drawn  twenty-seven  thousand  four  hundred  and 
thirteen  dollars  and  forty-four  cents  ($27,413  44)  over  and  above 
receipts.  Included  in  the  balance  due  by  Water  department  ap- 
pears a  charge  of  $10,000  brought  over  from  the  books  of  1855, 
which  deducted  from  the  above  leaves  a  balance  of  $17,413  44. 
You  have  also  in  said  statement  the  receipts  and  disbursements 
of  the  new  Water  Board. 

Table  K  exhibits  the  receipts  and  disbursements  on  account  of 
public  schools  for  the  year  1857,  showing  a  balance  in  favor  of 
the  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools  on  the  31st  of  December, 
of  819,968  71. 

Table  L  shows  the  expenses  of  corporate  elections. 

Table  M  will  show  the  amount  received  from  the  levy  for  citv

poor,  and  the  amount  paid  to  the  board  of  trustees  ;  also,  the 
amount  paid  for  insane  poor  at  the  Maryland  Hospital  and 
Mount  Hope  Institution. 

Table  iST  will  show  the  number  of  foreign  passengers  arrived 
at  this  port  during  the  year,  the  amount  of  commutation  tax. 
and  the  manner  of  its  disposal. 

Table  0  will  exhibit  the  amount  paid  for  public  printing  and 
general  incidentals  ;  also,  the  amount  paid  the  members  of  the 
two  branches  of  the  City  Council,  and  their  several  officers. 

The  receipts  from  tonnage  and  wharfage,  as  per  return  of  the 
Harbor  Masters,  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  table  P. 

Table  Q  will  show  the  amount  of  moneys  collected  by  Wm. 
T.  Valiant.  City  Collector,  from  the  levy  of  the  year  1856,  and 
up  to  the  31st  of  December,  1857,  on  account  of  the  levy  of  1857. 
I  received  during  the  past  year  from  Wm.  T.  Valiant,  Esq., 
City  Collector,  due  bills  in  favor  of  the  city  to  the  amount  of 
fourteen  thousand  three  hundred  and  thirty-four  dollars  and  fifty- 
nine  cents  ($14,334  59.)  Of  this  amount  there  has  been  settled 
since  they  were  put  in  my  hands,  ten  thousand  three  hundred 
and  thirty-six  dollars  and  thirty-nine  cents  (810,360  39,)  leav- 
ing yet  unsettled  three  thousand  nine  hundred  and  sixty-eight 
dollars  and  twenty  cents  ($3,968  20.)  A  part  of  this  balance 
is  now  in  a  way  of  settlement.  It  will  be  remembered  that  these 
due  bills  have  been  accumulating  in  the  office  of  the  different 
Collectors  since  1850,  and  being  put  in  my  hands  I  effected  set- 
tlements to  the  following  amount:

Table  R  will  exhibit  the  receipt  of  city  taxes  from  William 
Fuller,  Auditor,  for  the  year  1857,  from  the  books  of  1847  to 
1856.  inclusive. 

Table  S  will  sht>w  the  amount  received  into  the  city  treasury 
from  licenses  for  the  sale  of  bacon,  puddings  and  sausages, 
cheese,  oranges,  billiard  tables,  ten-pin  alleys,  dogs,  pawn- 
brokers, bagatelles,  flour,  meal,  omnibuses,  hacks,  wagons, 
drays,  carts,  ordinaries,  (as  per  return  of  clerk  of  Court  of  Com- 
mon Pleas,)  theatres,  city  seal,  and  vaults  and  areas. 
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Table  T  will  show  the  amount  of  net  receipts  into  the  treasury 
from  the  licenses,  rents  and  per  diem  rents  of  the  several  mar- 
kets of  the  city,  as  per  return  of  the  clerks  of  markets. 

Tables  U  and  V  will  show  the  amount  of  annual  and  special 
appropriations  to  fire  companies.  The  amount  of  special  appro- 
priations to  the  several  companies,  as  named,  is  payable  out  of 
the  levy  of  1858.  Notes  being  given  during  the  past  year, 
payable  in  1858,  interest  is  to  be  added,  which  will  make  the 
amount  something  more  than  is  exhibited  in  the  table. 

Table  W  will  show  the  whole  amount  of  wharf  property,  ex- 
clusive of  that  on  the  south  side  of  the  basin,  which  is  used  for 
the  city  yard,  and  that  some  years  since  leased  for  a  term  of 
years  to  John  Kettlewell,  and  assigned  by  him  to  Mr.'Stimp- 
son. 

The  large  amount  of  wharf  property  belonging  to  the  corpo- 
ration, some  of  which  is  very  valuable,  should  yield  a  much 
larger  revenue  to  the  city  than  it  does;  and  I  have  no  doubt 
that  if  some  action  were  taken  to  bring  this  property  before  the 
business  community  for  lease  or  rent,  a  very  handsome  increase 
would  be  added  to  the  finances  of  the  city. 

Table  X  will  show  the  amount  of  annual  rents  received  by 
the  Commissioners  of  Finance  for  the  use  of  sinking  fund;  also, 
the  location  of  the  property  so  rented  or  leased. 

The  receipts  for  opening  and  closing  streets,  under  an  ordi- 
nance of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council,  is  an  assessment  made 
by  the  commissioners  for  opening  streets  under  said  ordinance, 
on  property  immediately  benefited  by  the  opening  or  closing  of 
any  street,  lane  or  alley;  and  the  proceeds  are  appropriated  to 
the  payment  of  expenses  and  damages  incurred  in  said  open- 
ing or  closing.  In  the  opening  of  Covington  street,  the  receipts 
have  not  met  the  expenses  and,  damages  of  said  opening  by 
about  two  thousand  dollars,  which  is  owing  to  the  refusal  of 
one  of  the  purchasers  of  property  sold,  not  complying  with  the 
terms  of  sale.  These  facts  have  been  brought  to  the  notice  of 
the  City  Counsellor,  and  he,  I  believe,  is  making  arrangements 
to  enter  suit.

Dear  Sir — 

In  making  my  annual  report,  I  deem  it  proper  to  call  your  at- 
tention to  the  lines  and  grades  of  the  Northern  Central  Railroad 
Company.  Ordinance  No.  55,  approved  June  20,  1854,  by  vir- 
tue of  which  the  Northern  Central  Railroad  Company  are  now 
constructing  their  road  to  tide-water,  requires  (section  6)  their 
grades  to  be  established  by  the  City  Commissioner  before  they 
can  proceed  lito  lay  all  or  any  portion  of  their  road.''  They  ig- 
nored this  section  entirely,  and  had  cut  into  the  hill  from  Harris' 
creek  to  a  point  north  or  Monument  street,  before  any  steps  were 
taken  by  the  city  authorities  to  stop  them.  They  then  denied 
the  authority  of  the  city  to  interfere  with  their  grade,  except 
upon  streets  which  were  open  and  the  grades  established. 

I  advised  the  City  Commissioner  to  compel  them  to  establish 
their  grades  under  section  6  of  the  above  ordinance.  Mr.  Job] 
P.  Kennedy,  the  then  President,  applied  for  the  grades,  but  th< 
City  Commissioner  after  having  the  necessary  profiles  run,  dk 
not  succeed  in  getting  their  engineer  to  appoint  a  day  to  decid( 
upon  them  ;  after  considerable  delay,  finding  their  engineer  wa.c 
still  out  of  town,  and  they  were  about  laying  down  their  track 
they  were  stopped  by  injunction. 

Without  going  into  minute  detail,  it  is  necessary  for  me  t< 
state,  that  the  Northern  Central  Railroad  grades,  as  now  pro 
jected,  are  not  such  as  will  suit  either  the  city  or  property  holders 

Their  grades  vary  from  level  (which  necessarily  occasion  drain 
to  carry  off  the  surface  water)  to  48.7  feet  per  mile  (which  oc 
curs  at  a  point  between  Harris'  creek  and  Monument  street)- 
where  the  cross-streets  have  a  very  heavy  descent  from  the  wesi 
ward — and  as  this  descent  of  48.7  feet  per  mile  is  in  favor  of  c 
in  the  direction  of  the  coal  trade,  it  is  evident  as  the  loaded  trai 
on  a  heavy  down  grade  could  not  be  seen  until  a  vehicle  was  o: 
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the  company's  limits  almost — it  would  not  be  possible  to  stop 
the  train  in  time  to  prevent  an  accident,  nor  could  a  wagon,  at 
moderate  speed,  running  down  a  steep  incline,  be  prevented 
from  striking  the  train. 

The  cutting  and  filling'  through  a  portion  of  the  city  is  very 
heavy.  The  cutting  at  the  brick  house  near  [Monument  street,  on 
Mine  bank  lane,  if  these  grades  were  allowed,  would  be  nearly 
thirty  feet;  and  this  afreets  not  only  the  property  binding  on 
the  railroad,  but  entire  streets  and  squares  for  a  considerable 
distance. 

The  heavy  additional  expense  thus  entailed  on  the  city  (in 
cross-streets;  and  property  holders,  should  be  borne  in  mind  by 
the  Railroad  Company. 

"r  The  eastern  approach  cut  to  the  tunnel  entails  heavy  expense 
on  the  adjacent  property. 

The  very  heavy  embankment  on  Harris'  creek  must  at  some 
future  day  be  tunneled,  or  the  streets  must  cross  it  by  ascending 
to  its  level  both  from  the  east  and  west  sides  by  a  steep  grade. 

The  former  plan  is  decidedly  preferable,  but  entails  the  heavy 
expense  of  bridges  and  retaining  walls  on  the  railroad  company. 
The  latter  plan  injures  the  adjacent  property  very  materially. 

The  principal  causes  of  complaint  against  the  railroad  com- 
pany may  be  summed  up  as  follows : 

Firstly — Breaking  ground  contrary  to  section  six  of  ordinance 
No.  55,  approved  June  20,  1854,  upon  which  they  were  allowed 
to  construct  their  road. 

Secondly — Calling  for  the  establishment  of  their  grades,  and 
preventing  it  by  failing  to  send  an  agent  (when  called  upon  by 
the  City  Commissioner)  who  could  have  given  the  City  Commis- 
sioner the  information  sought,  at  the  same  time  graduating  their 
line  to  completion. 

Thirdly — Failure  to  establish  their  lines  properly,  putting  it 
out  of  the  power  of  the  city  to  confine  them  between  certain 
limits,  without  the  expense  of  a  future  establishment,  and  which, 
if  not  corrected,  must  in  the  future  occasion  great  trouble. 

Fourthly — Their  grades  are  such  as  to  occasion  great  and 
heavy  expense  both  to  the  city  and  property  holders,  unless  the 
railroad  company  bond  to  pay  in  the  future,  the  difference  in  the 
expense  between  the  grades  that  would  be  established  if  the 
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railroad  were  nor  in  existence,  and  the  grade  which  the  railroad 
necessitates  upon  all  the  adjacent  property  ;  the  cost  of  all  retain- 
ing walls;  the  paving  and  repaying  of  streets:  culverts  and 
bridges  over  and  under  their  road:  drains  and  other  incidental 
expenses  not  enumerated,  that  may  he  found  necessary  in  the 
future. 

I  cannot  protest  too  strongly  against  the  system  which  now 
prevails,  of  accepting  the  deeds  of  streets  without  an  accompa- 
nying plat,  denning  the  boundaries  of  the  land  ceded.  The  city 
is  now  liable  in  heavy  amounts  to  property  holders  for  work  or- 
dered, when  the  city  had  no  right  or  title  to  the  street,  and  the 
evil  is  increasing  yearly  :  it  is  true  the  city  has  only  paid  a  few 
thousand  dollars  as  yet,  for  these  errors,  but  this  is  owing  en- 
tirely to  the  ignorance  of  the  property  holders  as  to  their  rights. 

I  merely  reiterate  my  former  reports,  when  stating,  that  if 
Harford  run  is  not  changed  so  as  to  flow  into  Hine  Bank  run,  or 
the  tunnel  under  Canal  street  is  not  enlarged,  that  the  city  will 
be  liable  to  heavy  damages  for  property  destroyed,  as  the  present 
tunnel  under  Canal  street  will  not  pass  the  water,  when  the 
streets  north  and  east  of  Bel-Air  avenue  are  paved.

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The  abatements  for  the  past  year  will  be  found  to  have  been 
unusually  large,  by  reason  of  the  action  of  the  Auditor  in  press- 
ing to  settlement  or  adjustment  taxes  in  arrears  on  vessels  lost 
at  sea,  sold  out  of  the  State  and  depreciated  otherwise  in  value; 
also,  on  mortgages  and  judgments,  which,  although  in  many 
instances  before  abated,  were  found  to  have  been  still  brought 
forward.  Power  should  be  given  to  the  Court,  in  the  exercise 
of  a  sound  discretion,  to  abate  entirely  judgments  which  are  not 
paid  upon  year  after  year,  on  the  ground,  as  alleged  by  reliable 
parties,  that  they  are  thought  totally  worthless. 

In  closing  this  report,  we  would  iterate  the  opinions  given  in 
the  last  year's  statement  from  this  office,  as  to  the  importance 
of  a  new  general  assessment.  We  hear  frequent  complaints  of 
the  defective  and  irregular  manner  the  assessment  in  some  of 
the  wards  was  made  in  1852,  which,  together  with  the  many 
changes  that  have  occurred  in  our  growing  city,  in  so  long  a 
space  of  time,  call  imperatively  for  a  new  and  thorough  adjust- 
ment of  the  taxable  basis.  Every  effort  should  be  made  to 
fairly  distribute  the  burden  of  taxation,  and  to  cause  all  to  be 
reached  in  their  personal  estate,  it  being  quite  certain  that  large 
amounts  of  coupon  bonds  and  other  securities  are  held  by  many 
of  our  citizens,  who  pay  comparatively  but  a  small  tax,  and 
whose  large  incomes  are  derived  mostly  from  this  species  of 
property.

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor 

and  City  Council  of  Baltimore: 

Gentlemen — 

The  Board  of  Health  beg  leave  to  submit  their  annual  report, 
embracing  the  operations  of  the  department  for  the  year  1857. 
They  beg  also  to  submit  for  your  consideration  such  reflections 
and  suggestions  as  their  increased  familiarity  with  the  sanitary 
requirements  and  condition  of  the  city  may,  in  their  judgment, 
make  necessary.  The  operations  of  the  Board  have  been  con- 
ducted without  ostentation  or  effort  to  attract  to  themselves  the 
notice  of  the  public  in  the  prosecution  of  their  duties,  but  we 
feel  assured  that  the  statistics  of  the  year  will  convince  your 
honorable  bodies,  that  at  all  times,  the  great  interests  commit- 
ted to  the  management  of  this  Board  have  been  guarded  with 
becoming  vigilance,  /and  that  diligence  in  discharging  duties 
commensurate  to  the  grant  of  powers,  has  been  exercised  when 
it  has  been  necessary  to  invoke  the  aid  of  your  laws. 

We  have  great  occasion  to  thank   the  Almighty  Giver  of 
" every  good  and  every  perfect  gift,"  that  it  has  been  and  is  so 
"well  with  us."     The  fearful  pestilence  which  in  1855  desolated 
15 
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a  neighboring  city,  agitated  the  very  depths  of  our  people  with 
alarming  apprehensions,  and  the  unhappy  announcement  that 
the  disease  was  advancing,  year  by  year,  to  the  northward  gave 
a  gloom  to  our  future.  It  is  in  the  memory  of  all  how  anxiously 
every  event  was  examined  as  the  prognostic  of  that  scourge* 
which  seldom  casts  a  shadow  before  its  coming.  As  yet  we 
have  been  spared.  Cities  north  of  us  have  suffered.  Baltimore 
seems  to  have  been  especially  favored  in  its  exemption. 

In  compliance  with  the  action  of  the  last  Council,  the  Board 
of  Health  and  the  physician  to  the  Marine  Hospital  became 
members  of  the  Quarantine  Convention  held  in  the  city  of 
Philadelphia,  in  the  month  of  May  last.  They  became  asso- 
ciated in  its  deliberations  with  gentlemen  of  high  distinction  in 
sanitary  and  commercial  science  from  different  sections  of  our 
country,  and  we  report  to  your  honorable  bodies,  that,  after  a 
session  occupying  several  days,  characterized  by  the  greatest 
harmony  and  kind  feeling  and  eliciting  a  vast  amount  of  scien- 
tific and  otherwise  valuable  facts,  the  convention  adopted  a 
series  of  resolutions  expressive  of  doctrines  which  they  regard 
as  the  only  true  basis  which  can  underlay  legislative  enactments 
relating  to  quarantine. 

It  is  a  matter  of  gratification  to  your  board  to  find  in  the 
conclusions  of  this  convention  a  full  endorsement  of  the  views 
which  governed  them  in  their  quarantine  regulations  for  our 
port  in  1S55,  during  the  pestilence  of  yellow  fever  in  Virginia. 
Baltimore  then  stood  out  among  the  great  cities  on  our  Atlantic 
coast,  the  only  one  that  did  not  enforce  indiscriminate  quaran- 
tine. Copies  of  the  proceedings  of  said  convention,  which  will 
explain  the  minutiae  of  its  views,  will  be  supplied  to  your  hon- 
orable bodies. 

We  would  invite  your  attention  to  Dr.  Wilson  N.  Jewell's 
opening  address  before  the  convention,  and  especially  to  the 
review  and  comparison  of  the  quarantine  laws  existing  in  the 
different  States  as  presented  by  Dr.  Jewell.  The  particular 
laws  will  be  found  referred  to  on  pages  thirteen  to  twenty  of 
the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  said  convention.  It  will  be 
perceived  that  Maryland  is  in  advance  of  her  sister  States,  and 
that  Baltimore,  if  she  shall  exercise  great  care  in  the  selection 
of  her  health  officers,  may  point  with  satisfaction  to  the  opera- 
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tion  of  her  quarantine  enactments  as  being  the  least  embarrass- 
ing to  commerce  and  the  most  accordant  with  the  true  principles 
of  science  connected  with  this  subject.  Che  great  discretionary 
power  vested  in  the  health  department  makes  it,  in  the  highest 
degree,  important  that  entire  competency  should  always  be  the 
sole  basis  upon  which  individuals  may  be  selected  for  appoint- 
ment to  the  charge  of  interests  which  are  left  so  much  to  the 
skill  and  judgment  of  the  officers. 

The  convention  determined  by  vote  to  hold  its  next  session  in 
the  city  of  Baltimore,  and  we  respectfully  solicit  such  action  of 
the  Council  as  may  be  necessary  in  the  case. 

The  authorities  at  the  Marine  Hospital  have  excercised  a 
careful  supervision  of  the  shipping.  In  one  instance  only  were 
their  efforts  to  prevent  the  communication  of  disease  unsuccess- 
ful. During  the  summer,  the  brig  Oregon,  laden  with  Guano, 
arrived  at  the  quarantine  anchorage  and  was  detained.  Her 
cargo  was  allowed  to  be  discharged.  During  the  progress  of 
the  work  it  was  discovered  that  some  of  the  employees  became 
affected  with  a  malignant  fever.  The  additional  measures 
necessary  in  this  case,  were  at  once  adopted  with  entire  success. 
No  -"new  cases  occurred.  The  sick  were  allowed  to  be  nursed 
in  their  families,  and  although  severe  malignancy  characterized 
several  of  the  cases,  there  was  not  a  solitary  instance  of  disease 
being  communicated  by  the  most  unrestricted  intercourse  with 
the  sick  at  their  homes. 

In  this  connection  we  would  ask  the  attention  of  your  honor- 
able body  to  the  inadequacy  of  the  accommodations  for  the 
proper  execution  of  quarantine.  There  should  be  buildings  for 
the  storage  of  infected  cargo  and  also  for  the  safe  and  comforta- 
ble accommodation  of  well  passengers  who  may  be  detained  at 
quarantine,  during  the  time  usually  occupied  by  the  incubation 
of  disease,  and  who  ought  to  be  neither  detained  on  board  of  a 
foul  ship,  nor  sent  into  the  hospital  among  the  sick  and  dare 
not  be  allowed  to  come  up  to  the  city.  Formerly  the  lazaretto 
building  and  ground  were  allowed  to  be  used  in  emergencies, 
but  we  are  informed  by  the  physician  to  the  Marine  Hospital 
(Dr.  DeButts,)  that  the  United  States  authorities  have,  of  late, 
uniformly  declined  to  grant  permission  for  using  the  lazaretto 
in  such  cases. 
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It  is  sometimes  difficult  to  dispose  of  perishable  cargo  in  a 
safe  manner,  so  as  to  save  the  city  from  liability  for  damages 
sustained  by  such  ca%o.  It  is  also  impossible  to  disinfect 
vessels  thoroughly  while  several  hundred  passengers  are  de- 
tained on  board. 

The  unusual  prevalence  of  small  pox  in  several  suburban 
sections  of  the  city  occasioned  us  much  anxiety.  The  different 
localities  were  visited  from  time  to  time,  and  all  the  circum- 
stances carefully  examined.  Extraordinary  efforts  were  directed 
to  be  made  by  the  vaccine  physicians  in  those  wards,  and  all 
affected  destitute  persons,  who  would  avail  themselves  of  the 
offer,  were  removed  to  the  hospital.  Many  of  the  cases  occurred 
in  persons  who  had  refused  to  be  vaccinated  when  called  upon  by 
the  vaccine  physicians  in  their  progress  through  their  respective 
wards.  So  indifferent  were  some  that  they  refused  the  services 
of  the  physicians  a  second  time  when  the  disease  was  already 
next  to  them.  Several  of  such  persons  ultimately  fell  victims 
to  the  disease. 

The  want  of  power  over  such  individuals  occasions  great  em- 
barrassment to  the  health  department  when  a  crisis  like  this 
arises.  There  is  no  law  compelling  parties  to  be  vaccinated, 
and  in  consequence  the  low  and  degraded  portion  of  our  popu- 
lation may,  with  impunity,  not  only  insult  the  officers  of  the 
city,  but  actually  become  the  means  of  continuing  and  propa- 
gating this  loathsome  disorder,  and  finally  subject  the  city  to 
heavy  expenses  when  the  disease  occurs  in  themselves. 

In  our  report,  presented  for  the  year  1855,  Ave  referred  to  this 
subject,  and  would  beg  to  invite  your  attention  to  what  was  then 
said,  and  also  again  to  invoke  such  legislation  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  correction  of  this  evil.  If  it  be  competent  for  the 
Councils  to  prohibit  under  a  penalty  the  practice  of  inoculation 
within  the  city,  would  it  not  be  equally  within  their  power  to 
require,  under  a  penalty,  that  all  children  shall  be  vaccinated 
before  a  certain  age? 

Very  careful  enquiries  were  instituted  by  the  City  Physician 
to  ascertain  the  circumstances  of  the  origin  and  diffusion  of  the 
late  outbreak,  and  the  following  results,  in  addition  to  what  has 
just  been  stated,  were  obtained: 
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1st.  Some  of  the  subjects  of  the  disease  are  persons  who 
removed  from  the  country  to  the  city  and  had  never  been  vacci- 
nated. One  remarkable  case  of  this  kind  occurred,  where,  in  a 
large  family,  the  mother  alone  had  been  vaccinated.  The  father 
took  small  pox,  but  a  timely  vaccination  saved  all  the  children 
from  an  attack. 

2d.  Families  with  un vaccinated  children  move  from  an  infected 

locality  to  another  ward  during  the  incubation  of  the  disease, 

•and  when  the  disease  occurs  in  their  new  residence  it  gives  the 

appearance  of  a  spreading  of  the  epidemic.     Quite  a  number  of 

such  examples  occurred. 

3d.  Convalescents  from  the  disease  are  too  soon  allowed  to 
resume  their  business  operations,  thereby  incurring  the  hazard 
of  infecting  every  susceptible  person  with  whom  they  come  in 
contact. 

4th.  In  many  children  who  have  been  successfully  vaccinated, 
the  pock  becomes  injured  during  its  development.  This  destroys 
the  speciflcness  of  the  inflammation,  converts  it  into  a  common 
festering  inflammation  and  leaves  the  child  altogether  unpro- 
tected. Cases  like  this  are  not  benefited  by  the  common  sore 
on  the  arm,  and  unless,  after  the  healing  of  the  injured  sore, 
fresh  vaccine  matter  be  inserted  and  allowed  to  go  through  its 
own  peculiar  phases,  the  persons  are  as  liable  as  ever  to  small 
pox. 

There  can  be  no  question  as  to  the  protective  power  of  vacci- 
nation against  small  pox.  The  records  of  medicine  furnish 
abundant  proofs  that  the  vaccine  virus,  when  suffered,  without 
injury  to  the  pock,  to  pursue  its  progress  in  the  human  system, 
affords  as  full  and  as  perfect  immunity  from  the  disease  as  one 
attack  of  small  pox  itself  does  against  subsequent  attacks  in  the 
same  person. 

Observations  upon  thousands  of  individuals,  isolated  and  in 
masses,  demonstrate  that  about  five  per  cent,  of  those  having 
had  small  pox  may  have  a  subsequent  attack,  and  observations, 
not  less  extensive  nor  less  carefully  made,  as  clearly  demon- 
strate that  about  the  same  per  centage  only  of  those  who  have 
been  effectively  vaccinated  are  susceptible  of  subsequent  small 
pox  infection .

These  being  deemed  irrefragable  facts,  may  not  the  Council 
feel  authorized  to  exercise  the  same  sanitary  power  over  persons 
as  over  premises.  If  persons  are  prohibited  from  keeping  their 
premises  in  a  condition  to  engender  or  to  diffuse  disease,  ought 
their  bodies  to  form  an  exception  in  reference  to  small  pox,  the' 
most  loathsome  of  all  diseases? 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  our  city  was  visited  with  a 
general  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever  and  of  measles.  Few  susceptible 
persons  escaped  their  attack.  There  having  been  no  epidemic 
of  measles  since  the  year  1852  and  no  general  epidemic  of  scarlet 
fever  since  1853,  the  cases  that  occurred  in  the  interval  were  not 
very  numerous  nor  generally  of  much  malignancy.  The  number 
of  children  augmenting  in  the  five  years  furnished  a  great  abuu- 
dance  of  subjects  for  the  next  visitation  of  the  diseases  in  an 
epidemic  form.  In  the  month  of  .November,  1856,  scarlet  fever 
commenced  to  assume  a  distinctly  epidemic  and  threatening 
form.  It  increased  in  intensity  and  diffusion  through  December 
and  January,  and  reached  its  acme  in  February,  declining 
gradually  until  it  became  almost  extinct  in  August. 

Measles,  which  existed  in  a  few  isolated  cases  in  December, 
1856,  became  more  frequent  in  January,  diffused  itself  widely  in 
February  and  became  the  reigning  epidemic  in  the  latter  part 
of  March.  It  continued  to  increase  throughout  April,  reached 
its  acme  in  the  middle  of  May  and  thereafter  rapidly  declined 
and  became  almost  unknown  after  July. 

These  epidemics  were  distinguished  for  their  general  preva- 
lance  and  also  in  a  remarkable  manner  for  their  reciprocal 
modifying  influences  while  they  were  co-existent. 

With  these  exceptions  there  has  been  no  appearance  of 
epidemic  in  our  city. 

The  measures  which  we  believed  to  be  productive  of  so  much 
general  benefit  in  the  two  preceding  years,  Avere  prosecuted  with 
unabated  vigor  during  the  year  just  closed.  We  make  it  a 
point  to  effect  during  the  early  spring  months,  a  general  survey 
of  the  city  and  to  make  careful  inspections  of  all  localities  which 
are  thought  capable  of  generating  disease  in  the  warm  months. 
These  tours  of  observation  are  repeated  from  time  to  time,  and 
we  are  warranted  in  the  belief  that  the  comparative  exemption 
from  miasmatic  diseases  enjoyed  by  those  dwelling  in  low  parts 
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of  the  city,  is,  in  a  great  degree,  attributable  to  the  measures 
adopted  so  early  arid  continued  throughout  the  season. 

Great  attention  has  also  been  given  to  the  condition  of  individ- 
ual premises,  and  householders  have  been  required  to  keep  their 
yards,  cellars  and  premises  generally  cleansed  of  collections  of 
any  materials  which  might  occasion  local  disease  or  become 
offensive  nuisances.  The  annual  examination  of  premises  by 
policemen  detailed  by  the  marshal,  with  the  approbation  of  his 
honor  the  Mayor,  has  been  productive  of  great  benefit,  in  en- 
suring cleanliness  on  the  premises  occupied  by  persons,  who 
without  compulsion,  would  pay  no  attention  to  such  domestic 
necessities. 

An  idea  of  the  extent  and  thoroughness  of  these  operations 
may  be  formed  from  the  fact  that  in  the  six  months,  from  March 
to  August  (both  inclusive,)  in  addition  to  the  great  number  of 
premises  attended  to  upon  the  verbal  notification  of  the  officers, 
written  notices  were  issued  and  served  upon  8,147  premises. 
These  months  arranged  according  to  the  number  of  premises 
notified  in  each  month  are  as  follows,  4.471,  1,177,  650,  637, 
616,  596,  making  the  aggregate  of  8,147*. 

In  this  connection  we  beg  the  attention  of  your  honorable 
bxlies  to  a  few  considerations.  We  esteem  cleanliness  of  houses, 
yards,  &c,  an  indispensable  necessity  among  the  measures  for 
preserving  the  health  of  communities ;  and  your  Board  have 
adopted  a  plan  which  has  operated  well  in  securing  this  object. 
But  the  time  which  is  occupied  (being  about  two  weeks,)  and 
the  number  (twenty)  of  the  police  corps  engaged  in  making 
examinations,  subject  the  plans  of  the  marshal  to  some  disar- 
rangement, by  the  partial  interference  of  those  services  with  the 
ordinary  routine  of  police  duties.  As  these  services  are  so 
valuable,  in  a  sanitary  point  of  view,  we  respectfully  submit  to 
the  consideration  of  the  Council  the  importance  of  giving 
the  marshal  of  police  power  to  detail  one  man  of  his  corps  for 
each  ward,  to  be  under  the  special  direction  of  the  City  Physi- 
cian, at  such  time  annually  as  the  Board  of  Health  may  think 
best,  in  making  a  thorough  examination  of  all  the  premises  in 
each  ward,  and  to  render  to  him  a  report  of  the  condition  of 
every  yard,  area,  alley,  privy,  stable,  &c.  in  the  city.  In  addi- 
tion to  this,  it  will  be  necessary  to  so  amend  the  ordinance 
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relating  to  the  police  as  to  authorize  the  marshal  to  employ,  in 
addition  to  the  reserve  men,  a  sufficient  number  of  substitutes 
during  the  time  that  may  be  occupied  by  the  regular  police  in 
making  these  examinations,  and  also  to  appropriate  an  amount, 
additional  to  the  regular  police  appropriation,  to  pay  the  substi- 
tutes who  may  be  thus  engaged  in  police^duty. 

Too  much  space  in  this  report  would  be  occupied  in  giving  the 
arguments  for  and  details  of  this  plan ;  but  we  would  be  pleased 
to  furnish  them  to  members  of  your  body  personally,  if  it  be 
deemed  necessary. 

We  would  most  urgently  call  your  attention  to  the  system  of 
sewerage  in  Baltimore.  Kespectfully  referring  to  the  remarks 
in  our  last  annual  report  upon  this  subject,  we  reiterate  our 
conviction  that  the  plans  which  formerly  governed  the  construc- 
tion of  sewers  and  tunnels  in  the  city  wras  apparently  a  most 
unfortunate  one,  and  that  those  subterranean  conduits  are  in 
very  many  cases  totally  unfit  for  their  purposes.  They  have 
proved  to  be  and  must  continue  still  to  be  great  nuisances  and  a 
just  cause  of  loud  complaint  in  many  sections  of  the  city.  We 
confess  that,  notwithstanding  all  possible  effort  to  abate  the 
nuisance  resulting  from  them,  the  citizens  living  in  their  imme- 
diate vicinity  have  great  occasion  to  complain.  Shall  this  (at 
present)  irremediable  cause  of  so  much  discomfort  and  annoyance 
continue?  We  think  it  of  the  first  importance  that  the  city 
should  cause  a  careful  and  thorough  survey  of  every  sewer  to  be 
made  and  a  regular  plat  of  them  executed  and  preserved.  No 
such  survey  or  plat  has  ever  been  made. 

As  the  best  preventive  (now  at  command)  for  the  escape  of 
the  intolerable  effluvia  emanating  from  these  sewers,  stench 
traps,  (as  they  are  called,)  should  be  placed  at  every  inlet.  The 
necessity  for  repairing  the  sewer  at  the  southeast  corner  of  Lom- 
bard and  Hanover  streets  afforded  the  late  City  Commissioner 
an  opportunity  for  placing  one  at  that  inlet  and  the  result  has 
been  so  satisfactory  that  we  would  urge  the  Council,  by  all 
means,  to  provide  for  its  general  employment.  We  are  especi- 
ally urgent  in  this  matter,  because  we  have  been  compelled  to 
listen  to  the  long  and  loud  complaint  of  our  citizens,  and  to 
feel   that   it   was  impossible,  under  existing  circumstances,  to 
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remove  the  cause  of  their  annoyance  or  to  redress  their  griev- 
ances. 

Appended  to  this  report  and  forming  a  part  thereof,  are  tabu- 
lar statements  of  the  operations  of  the  Board  in  the  various 
duties  assigned  to  it. 

Table  A  exhibits  the  operations  of  the  vaccine  physicians. 
Its  totals  exhibit  great  industry  and  care  on  the  part  of  some 
of  the  corps. 

Extraordinary  efforts  were  made  to  suppress  the  small  pox  by 
vaccinating  all  unprotected  persons,  and  especially  in  the  local- 
ities infected  with  the  disease. 

There  appears  to  be  a  want  of  clearness  in  the  sections  of  the 
health  ordinance  relating  to  vaccine  physicians.  Ordinance  18, 
section  8,  provides  that  they  "shall  enter  upon  the  performance 
of  their  duties  immediately  after  their  appointment,"  also  that 
they  shall  "  visit  each  house  in  his  ward  and  vaccinate  every 
person  who  may  be  presented  for  that  purpose."  Section  10 
provides  that  "they  shall  severally  receive  the  sum  of,  &c,  in 
quarterly  payments,  after  having  faithfully  performed  the  ser- 
vices required." 

There  appears  to  be  a  doubt  whether  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
physicians  to  make  more  than  one  tour  of  their  wards  in  the 
year,  and  whether  they  are  bound  to  repeat  the  call  upon  fami- 
lies who  refuse  to  have  their  children  vaccinated  upon  the  first 
call.  The  City  Physician  has  not,  however,  hesitated  to  avail 
himself  of  the  13th  section  in  requiring  the  physicians  to  repeat 
their  calls  in  any  locality  which  may  become  affected  by  small 
pox. 

By  the  tenth  section  it  appears  that  all  their  duties  must  be 
discharged  before  their  "quarterly"  payments  can  be  author- 
ized, which  duties,  occupying  the  whole  year,  would  seem  to 
destroy  the  possibility  of  quarterly  payments.  In  this  case  it 
has  been  presumed  that  a  reasonable  proportion  of  the  whole 
work  being  done  in  each  quarter  is  a  just  claim  t"o  that  quarter's 
salary. 

Table  B  exhibits  the  mortuary  record.  We  unhesitating  ex- 
press the  opinion  that  the  Council  should,  by  law,  provide  for 
the  communication  to  the  Board  of  Health  of  a  certified  correct 
statement  of  the  circumstances  and  of  the  disease  by  which  each 
16 
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individual  dies.  The  present  method  does  not  ensure  accuracy,, 
We  are  dependant  upon  the  statements  entered  at  the  offices  of 
the  different  cemeteries  when  application  is  made  for  interment, 
and  as  there  is  no  especial  reason  requiring  accuracy  in  the 
naming  of  the  disease  of'  deceased,  there  is  oftentimes  great- 
doubt  involved  in  the  case.  Baltimore  has  now  assumed  the 
position  of  a  great  city,  and  her  vital  statistics  become  very  im- 
portant as  facts  in  the  philosophical  investigations  now  being 
so  generally  made,  into  the  causes  of  disease  and  death  in  com- 
munities. 

We  suggest  the  passing  of  an  ordinance  prohibiting,  without 
a  permit  first  obtained  from  the  Board  of  Health,  the  interment 
of  any  person  dying  within  the  city  of  Baltimore;  such  permit 
to  be  granted  only  upon  the  presentation  to  the  Board  of  an 
authenticated  certificate  stating  the  name,  age,  color,  sex,  social 
condition,  place  of  birth,  residence  (including  street  and  num- 
ber,) and  disease  of  the  deceased ;  the  Board  of  Health  to  keep 
a  book  properly  prepared  for  the  registration  of  the  particulars 
stated  in  such  certificates.  These  particulars  are  essential  to  a 
correct  understanding  of  the  hygienic  state  of  our  city.  Balti- 
more, in  this  respect,  is  " behind  the  times/'  The  diseases  that 
prevail  most  numerously  in  one  section  of  the  city  are  by  no 
means,  necessarily,  the  most  frequent  in  other  sections;  but  the 
ascertaining  of  these  facts  with  sufficient  certainty  cannot  be 
effected  unless  the  returns  are  so  made  to  the  office  as  to  enable 
us  to  locate  every  case  and  thus  group  them  by  sections  of  the 
city. 

.  It  will  be  perceived  that  the  number  of  deaths  in  1857  is  one 
hundred  and  fifteen  less  than  in  1850,  notwithstanding  the  large 
mortality  resulting  from  the  three  epidemics  of  measles,  scarlet 
fever  and  small  pox — the  deaths  from  these  diseases  in  1857 
being  four  hundred  and  eleven  more  than  in  1856.  Leaving  out 
of  calculation  the  mortality  from  these  epidemics,  it  will  be  seen 
how  greatly  the  mortality  from  our  ordinary  diseases  was 
lessened. 

Table  I,  with  the  statement  showing  the  operations  of  the 
street  department,  will  exhibit  the  work  and  the  expenditure; 
for  the  same. 
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From  the  smallness  of  the  appropriation  for  streets  and  gar- 
bage made  by  the  last  Council,  we  were  early  satisfied  that 
much  embarassment  would  be  experienced  in  carrying  out  the 
provisions  of  the  ordinance.  The  Commissioner  of  Health  has 
vigilantly  prosecuted  the  work  upon  a  carefully  prepared  average 
of  monthly  cost,  yet  the  service  absorbed  a  larger  amount  than 
the  appropriation,  as  will  be  seen  in  the  comments  appended  to 
the  statement.  We  feel  it  a  duty  to  say  that  although  Balti- 
more would  compare  in  cleanliness  favorably  with  any  of  our 
large  cities,  still  it  has  not  been  in  a  condition  equal  to  our  de- 
sires, and  such  as  would  have  been,  if  the  appropriation  had 
been  larger.  Our  city  ought  to  be  a  model  city  and  would  be 
so,  despite  comparative  disadvantages,  if  more  means  were 
placed  at  our  disposal.  The  increasing  number  of  dwellings 
and  miles  of  paved  and  improved  streets,  have  been  served  as 
fully  as  practicable,  but  the  Commissioner  of  Health  has  been 
obliged  to  feel  frequently  annoyed  on  account  of  the  small  force 
which  his  limited  means  enabled  him  to  employ. 

We  speak,  with  pleasure,  of  the  general  care  and  industry  of 
the  superintendents  of  streets,  and  of  their  anxiety  to  carry  out 
their  instructions.

I  have  the  honor  to  present  to  you  the  following  annual  re- 
port of  the  Marine  Hospital  for  the  year  ending  December  31st, 
1857.

Owing  to  the  general  low  state  in  which  commerce  has  been 
for  some  time  past,  the  quarantine  revenue  of  this  year  has  been 
considerably  reduced,  the  number  of  vessels  boarded  being  285 
less  in  this  than  in  the  year  previous. 

1  experienced  much  difficulty  last  term  in  consequence  of  not 
having  suitable  buildings  for  the  reception  of  infected  cargo  and 
persons;  the  necessity  of  such  buildings  being  of  paramount 
importance  in  the  thorough  execution  of  our  quarantine  laws. 

There  have  been  96  cases  admitted  in  the  Hospital  during  the 
year,  12  of  which  number  have  died,  69  cured,  and  there  are  15 
remaining  in  the  Hospital,  viz:  —

The  receipts  from  the  Hospital  this  year  are  $446.  The 
amount  due  from  the  city  for  pauper  patients,  8328. 

The  yield  of  the  farm  this  year  has  not  been  as  much  as 
usual,  the  exceedingly  wet  weather  of  the  spring  and  summer 
rendering  the  proper  cultivation  of  it  impossible.  The  amount 
collected  for  produce  this  fall  is  $73.87.  There  is  yet  a  quan- 
tity of  grain  to  be  sold,  and  a  number  of  debts  for  produce 
amounting  to  8103  to  be  collected. 

There  is  great  need  of  suitable  sleeping  apartments  for  the 
accommodation  of  both  boatmen  and  farm-hands,  who  are  at 
present  crowded  together  in  one  room  of  the  hospital.  There 
is  a  house  on  the  place  which  would  be  (at  a  small  expense,) 
admirably  fitted  for  the  purpose.  The  other  out-houses  have 
been  put  in  a  tolerably  comfortable  condition.  This  year  ] 
planted  a  peach  orchard  of  over  a  hundred  trees,  comprising 
several  varieties  of  the  fruit,  which  will  some  day  add  to  the 
revenue  of  the  farm.

City  Commissioner's  Office, 
Baltimore.  January  1,  1858. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor 

and  City  Council  of  Baltimore: 

Gentlemen — 

Having  been  appointed  by  your  honorable  body  City  Commis- 
sioner of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  my 
predecessor,  I  hereby  respectfully  submit  the  following  report 
for  the  year  1857.  with  accompanying  statements  of  the  opera- 
tion of  the  office  up  to  that  period. 

I  have  earnestly  endeavored  to  acquaint  myself  with  the 
duties  which  devolve  upon  me,  and  shall,  at  all  times  and  under 
all  circumstances,  carry  out  to  the  extent  of  my  ability,  faith- 
fully and  correctly,  the  duties  which  shall  from  time  to  time  be 
confided  to  my  superintendence  or  control ;  and  in  every  instance 
strive  to  keep  diligently  in  view  the  interest  and  prosperity  of 
the  city  and  her  vastly  increasing  population. 

Many  very  important  contracts,  yet  in  the  hands  of  tiie  con- 
tractors, in  an  unfinished  condition,  were  made  by  my  predeces- 
sor; I  shall  devote  to  them  the  attention  they  require,  and  see 
that  in  each  and  every  case  they  are  completed  in  strict  accord- 
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ance  with  the  ordinances  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  author- 
izing their  commencement.  I  do  not  conceive  it  necessary  to 
refer  particularly  to  the  various  resolutions  and  ordinances 
demanding  attention  at  the  hands  of  the  City  Commissioner 
during  the  year  just  terminated,  deeming  it  sufficient  to  state 
that  every  one  of  them  have  received  (as  far  as  I  know.)  the 
attention  they  required. 

I  have  upon  all  occasions,  in  the  discharge  of  my  official  duties, 
and  before  determining  upon  any  important  matter,  consulted 
with  his  honor  the  Mayor,  or  the  City  Comptroller,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  receiving  their  sanction  and  approval  of  all  acts  or  duties 
of  an  important  character  which  I  was  by  ordinance,  resolution 
of  otherwise  called  upon  to  discharge;  this  I  conceive  to  be  the 
duty  of  the  City  Commissioner,  and  so  I  shall  continue  to  act. 
I  shall,  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties,  hold  each  and  every  con- 
tractor, who  may  be  employed  by  the  city  and  over  whom  I 
have  authority  to  exercise  control,  to  a  strict  and  faithful  per- 
formance of  all  contracts  and  obligations  which  may  be  made 
by  them  with  this  office. 

I  beg  particularly  to  call  your  attention  to  the  condition  of 
the  streets.  I  regret  to  feel  compelled  to  say  they  are  in  worse 
condition  than  they  have  been  for  many  years ;  in  many  places 
almost,  if  not  entirely,  impassable.  I  have  endeavored  to  im- 
prove them  by  repairing  some  of  the  worst  places  in  many  of 
the  most  public  thoroughfares:  but  the  appropriation  of  ten 
thousand  dollars,  made  for  the  purpose  of  repairing  the  streets, 
having  been  exhausted  by  my  predecessor,  I  was  unable  tc 
accomplish  much  without  incurring  a  large  outlay  and  a  heavy 
indebtedness,  which  I  was  not  willing,  nor  did  not  feel  author- 
ized to  do.  I  will  here  take  occasion  to  say  that  I  have  been 
satisfied,  although  I  have  been  in  office  but  a  short  time,  (yet  my 
limited  experience  has  assured  me,)  that  the  appropriation  foi 
repairs  of  streets  made  for  the  year  1857,  viz:  ten  thousand 
dollars,  was  totally  inadequate  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was 
intended;  hence,  their  present  broken  and  dilapidated  condition. 
I  have  only  had  them  repaired  at  such  places  as  was  absolutely 
demanded  by  necessity,  to  prevent  damages  to  vehicles,  and  de- 
manded by  a  regard  for  the  safety  of  the  people;  by  so  doing  ] 
have  been  compelled  to  incur  an  indebtedness  of  a  few  hundred 
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dollars;    1  can  with   safety*  say,  however,  it  was  unavoidable, 
and  this  is  my  only  excuse. 

It  will  require  a  large  appropriation  to  put  the  streets  in  pro- 
per condition,  and  I  am  compelled  to  ask  for  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars; they  cannot  he  put  in  proper  order  with  a  less  sum,  as 
they  are  in  an  almost  impassable  condition  at  the  present  time, 
and  I  feel  constrained  to  urge  upon  you  the  necessity  and 
importance  of  making  early  provision  for  their  proper  im- 
provement; to  patch  them  will  incur  (in  my  opinion)  a 
useless  expenditure  of  money.  In  most  cases,  they  require 
thorough  overhauling  and  in  some  instances  repaving,  and 
I  am  free  to  say  I  know  of  no  other  or  better  way  to  better 
or  improve  them.  I  suggest  the  propriety  of  referring  this 
subject  to  the  attention  and  consideration  of  the  committee 
on  highways  without  delay.  It  will  afford  me  pleasure  to  con- 
fer with  said  committee  in  relation  to  this  important  matter. 

The  streets  are  injured  by  a  number  of  causes;  the  great 
amount  of  travel  which  is  daily  and  hourly  passing  over  them 
must  necessarily  impair  them,  yet,  I  know  of  no  cause  from 
which  they  receive  so  much  injury  as  from  the  introduction  of 
gas  and  water  pipes.  I  have  endeavored  to  correct  the  evil 
resulting  from  the  causes  referred  to,  but  I  find  that  it  cannot 
be  remedied  without  further  legislation,  by  which  the  City  Com- 
missioner shall  be  vested  with  more  authority  over  the  gas 
and  water  companies  than  he  can  exercise  under  existing  ordi- 
nances. 

I  would  suggest  the  propriety  of  passing  an  ordinance  com- 
pelling any  person  or  persons  who  may  wish  to  introduce  water 
into  their  premises,  to  obtain  permission  from  this  office  to  open 
the  street  for  the  purpose,  then  convey  said  permit  to  the  office 
of  the  water  company  from  whom  they  shall  receive  the  privi- 
lege of  tapping  the  main  pipe.  In  this  way  only  can  the  City 
Commissioner  be  informed  in  what  streets  they  are  introducing 
water  and  be  enabled  to  superintend  the  repaving  of  the  street 
or  streets  in  which  the  same  is  being  done. 

The  same  necessity  does  not  exist  for  the  interference  of  the 
City  Commissioner  over  the  paving  done  by  the  gas  company, 
and  I  take  pleasure  in  stating  they  give  but  little,  if  any,  cause 
for  complaint  in  this  particular. 
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Persons  opening  or  breaking  the  street  for  any  purpose  what- 
ever, should  be  subject  to  a  penalty ;  our  thoroughfares  cannot 
be  kept  in  proper  order  without  the  adoption  of  an  ordinance 
which  will  fully  meet  the  evils  here  complained  of. 

The  grades  of  several  of  the  streets  and  intersections  have 
been  changed  as  directed  by  ordinance,  and  in  each  case  has* 
resulted  in  an  improvement  of  a  desirable  character.     In  eacli 
instance  where  I  have  been  called  upon  to  change  or  alter  a 
grade,  I  have  kept  in  view  the  interest  of  all  parties  concerned. 

During  the  year,  quite  an  addition  has  been  made  to  the 
machinery  employed  for  harbor  purposes,  as  directed  by  ordi- 
nance No.  4,  approved  February  2nd,  1857,  and  ordinance  No. 
37,  approved  May  1st,  1857.  A  steam  iron  tow-boat  has  been 
built  by  Messrs.  Murray  &  Hazlehurst,  at  a  cost  of  $12,750  ; 
eight  dumping  scows  by  Messrs.  J.  &  N.  Muller,  at  a  cost  of 
$8,800,  and  one  steam  dredging  machine  by  Mr.  A.  B.  Cooley, 
of  Philadelphia,  at  a  cost  of  $11,000;  said  dredging  machine 
has  been  constructed  on  the  principle  known  as  "Carmichael 
&  Osgood's  patent,  or  single  bucket  machine,  and  similar  to  the 
one  used  by  the  commissioners  for  deepening  the  Patapsco  river. 
All  of  this  machinery  was  much  needed,  and  contributes  largely 
to  the  benefit  of  the  harbor,  and  much  to  the  strength  and  im- 
portance of  this  arm  of  our  city's  greatness.  The  boat,  dredg- 
ing machine  and  scows  are  all  of  the  best  character  and  descrip- 
tion, and  have  been  built  of  the  best  material  and  in  the  most 
workmanlike  manner,  and  will  compare  favorably  with  any  of 
the  kind  in  use.  It  would  be  advisable  (in  my  opinion,)  to 
have  another  dredge  built,  as  contemplated  by  the  ordinance 
providing  for  the  building  of  the  one  now  in  use. 

I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  importance  of  prevent- 
ing the  sediment,  &c,  that  accumulates  in  Harford  Run,  from 
being  washed  or  carried  into  the  Back  Basin,  at  the  mouth  of 
said  run,  by  every  heavy  rain.  Several  unsuccessful  attempts 
have  been  made  to  remedy  this  long  continued  evil,  and  I  take 
this  method  of  suggesting  a  plan  which  I  conceive  will  correct 
it.  I  have  no  doubt  that  u reverse  water  brakes,''  located  at  the 
terminus  and  along  the  run,  at  various  points,  would  arrest  the 
sediment,  &c.,  and  thereby  prevent  it  from  being  conveyed  into 
the  basin,  from  whicli  it  can  only  be  removed  at  considerable 
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cost  and  with  much  labor.  The  sediment  can  be  removed  from 
the  " water  brakes' '  as  it  accumulates  without  cost,  as  the  street 
pavers  will  doubtless  willingly  remove  it  for  the  privilege  of 
using  it  for  filling  up  or  grading  streets. 

I  trust  this  matter  (for  I  deem  it  an  important  one)  will  be 
referred  to  the  consideration  of  the  •'•committee  on  the  harbor,'' 
to  whom  I  will  with  pleasure  more  fully  explain  my  views,  in 
reference  to  its  utility,  importance  and  cost.  I  do  not  consider 
it  necessary  to  speak  more  fully  on  this  subject  in  this  report, 
as  I  simply  desired  here  to  call  the  attention  of  your  honorable 
body,  to  a  very  desirable  and  necessary  improvement. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  resolution  No.  180,  ap- 
proved October  G,  1857,  authorizing  me  to  stop  the  progress 
of  the.  new  jail  and  directing  me  to  appoint  an  arbitrator 
to  act  in  conjunction  with  one  required  to  be  appointed  by  the 
contractors,  I  beg  to  say,  that  said  resolution  has  been  strictly 
complied  with.  The  city  appointed  X.  T.  Dushane,  Esq.,  and 
the  contractors  appointed  John  Emory,  Esq.  The  result  of  thier 
labors  will  be  presented  to  your  honorable  body  with  all  other 
matters  relating  to  the  new  jail. 

Messrs.  J.  &  W.  Dixon  having  been  selected  to  ascertain  "what 
alteration  of  the  present  or  Bryant  plan,  can  be  adopted  to 
reduce  the  cost  thereof,  and  at  the  same  time  satisfy  in  this  par- 
ticular, all  the  wants  of  the  city,"  have  presented  their  report 
to  his  honor  the  Mayor,  and  it  will  be  duly  laid  before  your 
honorable  body. 

The  grading  of  North  avenue  has  been  completed  at  a  cost  of 
897,569  30  to  the  property  holders,  binding  and  fronting  on 
the  same — the  city's  proportion  being  $6,047  36.  It  is  a  desira- 
ble improvement,  and  will  doubtless  add  much  to  the  value  of 
property  in  that  section  of  the  city. 

Ordinance  No.  32,  approved  April  27,  1857,  authorizing  the 
regrading  and  repaving  of  Broadway,  between  Canton  avenue 
and  Baltimore  street,  has  been  complied  with ;  the  street  has 
been  repaved  and  is  a  great  improvement  to  that  portion  of  the 
city.  The  city's  proportion  for  the  repaving  of  said  street 
amounts  to  $4,277  50,  independent  of  the  cross  streets,  which 
amount  to  #4,904  45. 
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Ordinance  No.  41.  approved  May  8th,  1857,  authorizing  tlie 
City  Commissioner  to  rebuild  and  repair  certain  wharves  at  the 
Back  Basin  has  been  complied  with.  The  contract  for  the  build- 
ins:,  &c.  of  said  wharves  was  awarded  to  W.  S.  Shoemaker, 
who  has  made  considerable  progress  with  the  same.  They  will 
be  shortly  completed,  and  will  add  much  to  the  convenience  of 
a  large  portion  of  our  citizens,  and  greatly  to  the  revenue  of 
the  city. 

The  line  of  McMechen  street,  between  Madison  street  and 
Garden  street,  has  been  straightened,  as  directed  by  ordinance 
No.  50,  approved  May  16,  1857.  The  preliminary  steps  to 
change  the  bed  of  Ensor  street,  between  Chase  street  and  Har- 
ford avenue,  have  also  been  taken,  as  required  by  ordinance  No. 
01,  approved  October  8,  1857,  and  will  be  consummated  as  soon 
as  practicable. 

Chatsworth  Bun  has  been  tunnelled  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  resolution  No.  61,  approved  April  9,  1857. 
The  following  resolutions  have  also  received  the  attention  they 
demanded,  viz: — resolution  No.  85,  enclosing  Battery  square; 
resolution  No.  86,  grading  Madison  avenue ;  resolution  No.  144, 
paving  around  Union  square,  &c. ;  resolution  No.  179,  building 
office  at  Hollins  street  market;  also,  the  various  resolutions  for 
the  repairing  of  sewers,  market  houses,  bridges,  watch  houses, 
public  squares,  &c.,  &c.  I  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  refer  to 
them  more  particularly,  but  have  the  pleasure  to  inform  your 
honorable  body  that  in  each  and  every  case,  they  have  met  with 
the  proper  attention.  The  amount  of  money  paid  and  now  due 
for  the  work  performed  under  the  various  ordinances  and  reso- 
lutions here  referred  to,  will  be  exhibited  in  the  report  of  the 
Comptroller. 

In  no  case  is  a  payment  made  without  consulting  with  that  offi- 
cer, and  then  only  as  he  directs.  This  I  deem  the  proper  course, 
and  I  shall  continue  to  adhere  to  it.  His  report  will  exhibit 
the  various  payments  made  on  the  new  jail  account,  and  the 
various  other  accounts ;  also,  the  amount  required  to  discharge 
the  indebtedness  of  the  city  on  several  accounts  not  yet  closed. 

I  take  the  liberty  of  suggesting  to  your  honorable  body  the 
propriety  and  necessity  of  a  much  larger  appropriation  for  new 
lamps  and  pillars  than  was  made  by  the  last  Council.     As  the 
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streets  extend  and  are  improved,  the  applications  for  new  lamps 
become  numerous,  but  on  account  of  the  insufficiency  of  the 
provisions  for  said  purpose,  I  have  been  unable  to  furnish 
the  number  of  lamps  absolutely  required.  This  is  an  evil 
much  complained  of,  and  I  hope  your  honorable  body  will 
enable  me  to  correct  it. 

I  have  carefully  examined  the  condition  of  the  various  bridges, 
market  houses  and  other  places  to  which  I  deemed  it  my  duty  to 
direct  my  attention  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  their  condi- 
tion. I  find  it  necessary  to  ask  your  honorable  body  to  make 
provision  for  the  building  of  a  new  bridge  across  Jones'  Falls 
at  Lombard  street.  The  present  structure  is  in  a  very  dilapi- 
dated condition,  and  should  be  removed  without  delay,  as  a  new 
bridge  at  that  point  is  required  by  actual  necessity,  and  de- 
manded as  a  means  of  safety  to  the  people,  as  it  is  absolutely 
unsafe  and  unfit  for  the  travel  to  which  it  is  subject. 

The  market  house  between  Second  and  Lombard  streets  is 
also  in  bad  and  almost  untenantable  condition  ;  the  necessity  of 
a  new  market  house  at  this  place  must  be  apparent  to  your  hon- 
orable body,  and  I  trust  such  provision  as  is  necessary  will  be 
made  at  your  earliest  convenience.  The  importance  of  a  new 
house  to  supply  the  place  of  the  old  one,  has  been  considered 
by  previous  Councils,  but,  as  yet,  they  have  failed  to  make  the 
provision  now  absolutely  demanded  by  the  necessities  of  the 
case. 

Ordinance  No.  47,  approved  May  11,  1857,  entitled  "An  or- 
dinance to  establish,  by  a  general  system,  the  grades  of  all  the 
streets  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,"  requiring  the  City  Surveyor 
to  run  profiles  of  all  the  streets,  the  grades  of  which  have  not 
been  established  by  law,  has  received  the  attention  it  demands. 

The  City  Surveyor  has  been,  and  is  now,  engaged  in  conform- 
ing to  its  requirements — having  finished  profiles  amounting  to 
about  two  thousand  dollars,  has  his  base  lines  in  the  public 
squares  of  the  city,  and  a  complete  chain  of  careful  levels 
entirely  around  it,  viz: — from  the  Lazaretto  along  the  eastern 
boundary  to  northern  avenue,  along  said  avenue  to  the  western 
boundary,  thence  along  the  western  boundary  to  a  stone  at  the 
junction  of  Grwynn's  Falls  and  the  western  boundary,  thence 
via  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  line  and  Fort  avenue  to  a 
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point  within  the  limits  of  the  property  on  Whetstone  Point, 
owned  by  the  United  States,  and  thence  to  the  beginning  at  the 
Lazaretto.  When  the  profiles  and  drawings  shall  be  deposited 
in  this  office,  I  shall  proceed  to  establish  the  grades  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  referred  to. 

It  is  a  matter  of  congratulation  to  our  citizens  generally  that 
the  old  system  of  establishing  grades  will  then  be  dispensed 
with,  as  the  new  system  will  inaugurate  and  establish  a  more 
satisfactory,  correct  and  less  expensive  mode  of  furnishing  the 
grades  of  the  various  streets,  and  I  doubt  not  will  be  the  means 
of  saving  a  large  amount  to  our  citizens,  which,  under  the  pre- 
sent system  they  are  liable  to  incur. 

I  deem  it  proper,  inasmuch  as  I  have  conceived  it  my  duty  to 
direct  the  city  attorney  to  lay  an  injunction  against  the  North- 
ern Central  Railway  Compan}^  to  prevent  them  from  making 
further  progress  with  their  lateral  road  to  tide-water,  as 
authorized  by  ordinance  No.  55,. approved  June  20,  1854,  to 
furnish  your  honorable  body  with  the  facts  by  which  I  was  gov- 
erned, and  which,  to  my  mind,  clearly  marked  out  the  course 
I  have  pursued,  and  which  the  interest  of  the  city  de- 
manded. Section  6,  of  ordinance  55,  reads  thus: — "Be  it 
enacted  and  ordained,  That  before  the  Baltimore  and  Susque- 
hanna Railroad  Company  shall  proceed  to  lay  all  or  any  part  of 
the  road,  on  any  of  the  streets  authorized  by  this  ordinance, 
the  City  Commissioner  shall  establish  the  grades  of  all  the 
streets  through  which  said  road  may  pass,  by  the  City  Surveyor 
and  Engineer,  of  and  at  the  cost  of  the  said  Baltimore  and 
Susquehanna  Railroad  Company." 

To  the  requirements  here  set  forth,  the  Railroad  Company 
has,  I  regret  to  say,  paid  but  little  regard,  but  have  steadily 
progressed  with  the  laying  of  the  track,  or  the  work  necessary 
for  the  same,  apparently  regardless  of  the  interest  of  the  city, 
or  the  requirements  of  her  enactments.  The  proper  course  for 
them  to  have  pursued  was  to  have  made  application  to  the 
City  Commissioner,  for  the  establishment  of  the  grades  of  the 
various  streets,  over  or  through  which  they  intended  to  pass 
their  road,  this  being  done  they  could  have  proceeded  without 
hindrance  or  interruption — but  they  saw  proper  to  adopt  a 
different  course — they  doubtless  conceived  they  were  acting  pro- 
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perly.  1  lind  however  by  reference  to  the  records  and  papers 
relating  to  this  matter,  that  my  predecessor  applied  to  the  city 
attorney,  Gr.  L.  Dulaney,  Esq.,  asking  him  to  furnish  his  legal 
opinion,  defining  the  rights  of  the  city,  and  the  privileges  of 
the  Railroad  Company  under  the  ordinance  referred  to.  I  here- 
with submit  a  copy  of  the  opinion  received,  and  under  which 
'the  former  Commissioner  doubtless  acted: — 

Baltimore,  January  2,  1856. 
Joseph  P.  Shannon,  Esq., 

Dear  Sir: — 

I  have  examined  the  act  of  1853,  chapter  191,  and  ordinance 
Xo.  55,  approved  the  20th  of  June,  1854,  and  am  of  opinion 
that  not  a  foot  of  said  road  can  be  legally  constructed,  the  grade 
of  which  has  not  been  assented  to  and  approved  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Commissioner. 

The  act  of  1853,  above  referred  to,  authorized  the  Susque- 
hanna Railroad  Company  to  extend  a  branch  road  from  the  stem 
of  their  main  road  through  the  limits  of  the  city  to  tide  water, 
and  for  that  purpose  invests  them  with  the  power  to  acquire 
property  for  the  bed  of  the  road,  &c,  by  agreement  or  condem- 
nation through  a  jury  as  contained  in  their  original  charter,  in 
regard  to  their  main  road.  But,  as  the  possession  and  exercise 
of  so  large  an  authority  at  their  only  pleasure,  might  and  cer- 
tainly would  prove  injurious  to  the  people  of  Baltimore,  the 
Legislature,  by  the  same  law  and  in  the  same  section,  have 
made  the  assent  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  a 
conditioned  precedent,  and  without  which  the  company  cannot 
construct  any  part  of  that  lateral  road  within  the  city  limits. 
The  power  and  rights  therefore  granted  by  the  act  have  no  effect 
or  operation  whatever,  but  the  words  by  which  they  are  con- 
ceded are  wholly  inoperative  without  the  assent  of  the  city. 

This  assent  might  have  been  altogether  withheld  or  granted 
upon  terms  and  conditions.  The  latter  alternative  was  adopted 
by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and  the  introduc- 
tion of  the  lateral  railroad  of  the  company  within  the  city 
limits,  was  permitted  under  the  provisions  and  conditions  con- 
tained in  the  ordinance  No,  55,  referred  to  above. 
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The  second  section  of  this  ordinance  provides,  among  other 
things,  that  the  company  should  he  permitted  to  construct  and 
lay  down,  &c,  their  branch  road,  &c,  &c,  "and  in  the  location 
and  construction  of  the  same,  the  said  company  shall  be  per- 
mitted, under  the  direction  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Commissioner,  to  adopt  such  grades  and  curves  a§  may 
enable  them  advantageously  to  use  locomotive  engines  thereon." 
By  the  very  express  and  clear  terms  of  this  ordinance,  therefore, 
the  company  can  construct  their  road  upon  no  grade  or  grades 
which  are  not  directed  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Commissioner,  or 
assented  to  and  approved  by  them;  and  any  effort  to  do  so 
would  be  plainly  in  violation  of  the  ordinance  and  act  of  as- 
sembly authorizing  the  construction  of  the  road  into  the  limits 
of  the  city  of  Baltimore. 

In  establishing  the  grade  of  the  road,  it  may  become  neces- 
sary to  establish  the  grades  of  streets;  this  incidental  power 
seems  to  have  been  in  the  eye  of  the  Council  when  they  say 
'•'provided  that  no  grade  of  any  street  already  graded  and  paved 
shall  be  altered  or  interfered  with,  except  under  the  direction  of 
the  Mayor  and  City  Commissioner,''  a  provision  which  carries 
with  it  a  necessary  implication  that  such  change  of  grade  in 
streets  may  be  made  with  their  concurrence,  and  "afortia  ori" 
streets  laid  down  on  Poppleton's  plat,  and  not  yet  opened,  may 
have  their  grades  established  in  like  manner,  as  such  streets  for 
such  purposes  fall  within  the  power  and  jurisdiction  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  under  the  act  of  1835,  chap.  390.

The  President  and  Directors  of  the  Railroad  Company  wen 
then  notified  (several  notices  having  been  sent  them)  that  the} 
were  proceeding  without  authority  and  contrary  to  law,  anc 
further  requested  to  make  an  application  for  the  establishmen' 
of  the  grades  of  all  the  streets,  over  which  they  intended  to  pas: 
their  road,  this  being  necessary.  Subsequently  several  commu- 
nications passed  between  the  Railroad  Company  and  the  Cit\ 
Commissioner,  copies  of  which  I  do  not  conceive  it  necessary  t( 
submit.     The  company,  however,  through  their  President,  the 
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Hon.  J.  P.  Kennedy,  made  the  following  application  to  the  City 
Commissioner: 

Northern  Central  Railway  Company. 

April  24,  1857. 
To  J.  P.  Shannon,  Esq.,  City  Commissioner: 
Sir:— 

It  is  the  wish  of  this  company  to  comply  with  the  request  of 
the  city  to  have  the  grades  established  upon  all  the  streets  used 
by  the  line  of  the  Northern  Central  Railway  on  the  branch  lead- 
ing to  Canton,  between  the  eastern  terminus  of  the  tunnel  and 
tide  water.  Whilst  the  company  do  not  acquiesce  in  the  opin- 
ion that  they  are  obliged,  or  even  required  to  ask  or  obtain  the 
establishment  of  grades  on  streets  not  condemned  to  the  public 
use,  yet  being  desirous  in  this  matter  to  act  in  harmony  with 
the  opinions  of  the  city  government,  and  to  consult  as  far  as 
possible  the  convenience  of  the  city.  I  am  directed  by  the  com- 
pany to  make  this  application,  and  I  therefore  request  that  you 
will,  at  your  earliest  convenience,  proceed  to  the  establishment 
of  the  grades  within  the  circuit  of  the  line  of  the  road  as  descri- 
bed above.  The  streets  subject  to  this  demand  you  are  familiar 
with,  and  you  will  oblige  me  by  inserting  their  names  or  proper 
description  at  the  foot  of  this  note.

As  soon  as  the  names  of  the  streets  could  be  obtained,  the 
City  Commissioner  aud  the  City  Surveyor  proceeded  to  establish 
the  grades  of  the  same,  in  accordance  with  the  following  notice, 
which  was  inserted  in  three  of  the  daily  papers  of  the  city :

Pursuant  to  application  of  the  President  and  Directors  of  the 
Northern  Central  Railroad  Company,  the  City  Commissioner 
and  Surveyor  will  meet  on  the  ground  (at  the  intersection  of 
Ann  street  and  Bel-Air  avenue, )  on  Monday,  May  IS,  1857,  at 
10  o'clock,  A.  M.,  to  establish  the  grades  of  the  following  streets 
at  their  intersection  with  the  Northern  Central  Railroad,  as  now 
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located:  G-ough,  Pratt,  Patapsco,  Lombard,  Baltimore,  H amp- 
stead,  Philadelphia  Turnpike,  Fayette,  Luzerne,  Orleans,  Jef- 
ferson, Great  McElderry,  Monument,  Cannon,  Madison,  Burke, 
Chew,  Gist,  Eager,  Choptank,  Chester,  Chase,  Biddle,  Wash- 
ington, John,  Wolff,  Ann,  Broadway  and  Hoffman  streets. 

All  persons  interested  are  hereby  notified  to  attend  on  the 
premises,  and  are  requested  to  leave  their  papers  at  the  office  of 
Gilbert  H.  Bryson,  City  Surveyor,  S.  W.  corner  of  North  and 
Fayette  streets,  on  or  before  the  15th  clay  of  May  proximo.

The  profiles,  drawings,  &c,  were  duly  and  properly  prepared, 
and  have  been  ready  for  several  months.  The  engineer  of  the 
Railroad  Company  has  never  called  upon  the  City  Surveyor,  as 
required  by  the  ordinance,  before  the  grades  can  be  satisfactorily 
determined  on  and  fixed,  though  I  understand  the  company 
have  been  notified  several  times,  that  the  City  Surveyor  was  un- 
able to  proceed  further  or  complete  the  business  without  con- 
sulting with  their  engineer.  The}^  continued,  however,  to  gc 
on  with  the  work,  excavating,  delivering  cross-ties,  &c, — hence 
the  injunction.  In  this  condition  the  matter  now  stands.  I. am 
unable  to  say  whether  the  Railroad  Company  have  answered  the 
injunction  or  not — of  this,  however,  your  honorable  body  will 
be  informed  at  another  time,  and  from  another  source. 

I  simply  pursued  the  course  that  I  conceived  to  be  marked 
out  by  the  line  of  duty,  and  a  proper  regard  for  the  interest  o: 
the  community. 

I  have  not  willingly  interfered  to  prevent  the  progress  of  thw 
important  work,  and  regret  that  I  have  been  constrained  to  dc 
so.  I  have  no  doubt  the  completion  of  said  road,  and  its  termi- 
nation at  tide  water,  as  designed,  will  inure  to  the  interest  o 
our  city  ;  but  I  am  compelled  by  my  duty,  as  City  Commissioner 
to  prevent  the  establishment  of  the  grades  of  any  of  the  streets 
except  in  the  manner  provided  by  law,  and  as  I  found  that  tb( 
Railroad  Company  were  not  proceeding  as  required,  I  -was  com- 
pelled, though  reluctantly  I  admit,  to  arrest  them  ere  it  was  toe 
late.     I  trust  my  action  in  the  premises  will  meet  with  your  ap- 
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probation,  as  it  has  been  a  regard  for  your  interest  alone  which 
has  prompted  me  to  do  as  I  have  clone. 

I  respectfully  suggest  the  propriety  and  necessity  of  a  revision 
of  the  Act  of  Assembty  and  the  ordinances  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  establishing  a  system  for  the  re- 
paving  of  streets,  &c,  or  the  establishment  of  a  provision  which 
will  enable  me  to  improve  the  condition  of  a  number  of  them, 
which  have  been  paved  for  a  long  time,  and  are  at  this  time  al- 
most unfit  for  travel — to  patch  such  streets  is  the  height  of 
folly.  The  ordinances  under  which  streets  are  re-paved  at  pre- 
sent is  founded  on  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland, 
passed  December  session,  A.  D.  1833,  and  requires  the  owners 
of  two-thirds  of  the  property  fronting  on  the  street  to  be  re-paved, 
to  make  application  for  the  same,  and  then  pay  two-thirds  of 
the  amount  necessary  to  accomplish  it.  This  has  the  effect  of 
preventing  the  re-paving  of  any  street,  no  matter  how  bad  its 
condition,  as  the  city  conceives  it  to  be  the  duty  of  the  property- 
holders  to  make  the  application,  and  thereby  become  responsible 
for  two-thirds  of  the  expense;  whilst  upon  the  other  hand  the 
property-holders  consider  it  to  be  the  duty  of  the  city  to  keep  all 
the  streets  in  good  order  and  proper  condition,  after  being  once 
paved  and  received  by  the  corporate  authorities,  or  become  lia- 
ble for  any  damage  that  may  result  from  their  improper  or  un- 
safe condition.  It  certainly  seems  to  me  to  be  the  duty  of  the 
city  authorities  to  keep  the  thoroughfares  in  passable  condition, 
as  they  (the  property-holders)  consider,  inasmuch  as  they  pay 
for  the  paving  in  the  first  instance,  they  should  be  released  from 
all  expense  which  may  result  from  them  thereafter,  except  the 
tax  for  the  repairs  of  streets  yearly  levied,  for  which  they  are 
responsible,  and  which  they  are  compelled  to  pay  in  any  event. 
I  might  cite  many  reasons  in  defence  of  the  revision  referred  to, 
but  I  do  not  consider  it  necessary,  as  it  must  be  as  apparent  to 
your  honorable  body  as  to  myself. 

In  this  connection  I  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  a  very  im- 
portant suggestion,  viz:  the  propriety  of  an  appropriation  of 

§ ,  to  have  an  alphabetical  list  of  all  the  public  streets 

prepared  by  the  City  Surveyor,  said  list  to  contain  a  description 
of  the  length  and  width  of  each,  and  by  what  process  and  at 
what  time  they  were  conveyed  to  the  city,  and  as  it  is  presuma- 
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ble  there  are  a  number  concerning  which  this  information  can 
not  well  he  obtained ,  would  it  not  be  advantageous  to  apply  to 
the  Legislature  to  declare  public,  subject  to  all  the  regulations 
of  streets,  &c,  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  all  avenues,  streets,  &c, 
which  have  been  in  use  for  a  certain  number  of  years,  provided 
the  owners  (if  there  be  any)  of  the  beds  of  said  avenues,  &c. ,  shall 
not  object  thereto,  within  six  months  after  the  passage  of  said 
law?  In  this  manner  a  perfect  list  would  be  obtained,  that 
would  be  of  great  usefulness  and  importance,  and  prevent  much 
difficulty  and  trouble  which  is  now  experienced.  The  vast 
amount  of  time  and  labor  required  now,  in  many  cases,  to  find 
out  whether  a  street  is  public  or  not,  is  only  known  to  those  who 
are  required  frequently  to  obtain  and  impart  information  of  this 
character.  I  have  frequently  conversed  with  the  City  Surveyor 
and  others,  in  relation  to  the  importance  of  this  matter,  and  I 
find  my  opinion  generally  sustained.  It  would  not  require  a 
large  appropriation  to  secure  such  a  list  as  I  refer  to.  I  am  not 
able  to  say  what  the  cost  would  be,  as  it  is  impossible  to  deter- 
mine without  knowing  the  amount  of  trouble,  &c,  necessary  to 
accomplish  it,  which  can  only  be  ascertained  by  its  performance: 
let  it  cost,  however,  what  it  might,  it  would  be  of  incalculable 
benefit  to  the  city,  and  result  in  the  saving  of  a  large  amount  of 
money,  as  the  city  has  frequently  been  called  upon  and  com- 
pelled to  pay  for  paving  done  in  uncondemned  or  private  streets, 
which  would  have  been  saved,  had  she  been  in  the  possession  of 
the  information,  which  such  a  list  as  I  have  here  described  would 
have  imparted.  At  the  present  time,  several  property-holders 
are  contending  with  the  city,  in  consequence  of  the 'difference  oi 
opinion  existing  as  to  the  time  of  the  deeding  of  several  streets, 
and  it  will  result  in  the  payment  of  the  bills  by  the  city,  in  all 
cases  where  she  has  permitted  private  streets  to  be  paved  as  pub- 
lic ones.  This  could  not  have  occurred,  had  such  a  list  been  in 
her  possession.  I  sincerely  hope  this  matter  will  not  be  lost 
sight  of. 

Before  concluding  this  communication,  I  beg  to  remind  you] 
honorable  body  of  the  importance  of  making  proper  provisioi 
for  the  large  amount  of  work  to  be  performed  during  the  presen 
year.  The  appropriations  for  the  year  1857  were  so  meagre  a: 
to  almost  entirely  prevent  the  performance  of  any  work;   henc< 
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the  necessity  of  a  liberal  appropriation  for  1858,  as  the  streets, 
sewers,  bridges,  market  houses,  &c,  are  badly  in  want  of  much 
repairing  and  overhauling,  and  a  small  appropriation  will  not 
enable  me  to  do  much  toward  bettering  their  condition.  Hav- 
ing furnished  the  Register  with  a  tabular  statement  of  the  esti- 
mated amounts  that  will  be  required  the  present  year,  exclusive 
of  the  balances  now  due,  which  statement  will  be  transmitted 
by  him  to  you,  it  is  deemed  unnecessary  to  reiterate  the  same 
here.  I  will  however  state  that  the  amounts  furnished  are  as 
correct  as  could  be  arrived  at,  in  view  of  the  casualties  that  may 
occur.  I  know  of  nothing  more  at  this  time  requiring  notice 
from  me,  but  have  no  hesitancy  in  stating  that  I  shall  devote 
my  best  efforts  to  discharge  faithfully  every  duty  confided  to 
me,  and  with  the  determination  to  promote,  as  far  as  I  can,  the 
interest  of  the  community  I  represent.

Fire  Inspector's  Office, 
Baltimore,  January  1,  1858. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor 

a ikI  City  Council  of  Baltimore: 

Gentlemen — 

In  assuming  the  duties  of  Fire  Inspector  for  the  city  of  Baltimore,  I 

did  so  under  many  disadvantages.  The  office  being  newly  created,  and 
having  no  predecessor  by  whose  experience  I  could  profit.  I  was  com- 
pelled to  shape  out  a  course  for  myself,  which  so  far,  I  am  pleased  to  say. 
works  in  the  most  satisfactory  manner.  My  official  duties  commenced 
with  the  month  of  July;  the  following  report,  therefore,  will  be  consid- 
ered a  semi-annual  one,  embracing  all  the  fires  and  alarms  from  the  first 
day  of  July,  1857,  to  the  thirty-first  of  December,  inclusive. 

Before  entering  into  any  general  information  of  the  doings  of  iny  office, 
I  take  occasion  to  say  that  I  have  experienced  great  trouble  and  inconve- 
nience in  the  discharge  of  my  duties  by  the  refusal  upon  the  part  of  wit- 
nesses to  testify  in  the  case  of  fires.  In  many  eases  of  incendiarism,  I 
have  no  doubt,  the  guilty  parties  could  be  promptly  brought  to  justice,  if 
parties  possessing  information  would  impart  it  to  the  Inspector.  If  the 
Inspector  was  vested  with  the  power  to  summon   persons  before   him  to 
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give  such  information  in  relation  to  the  office  he  would  be  enabled  to  dis- 
charge his  functions  with  more  satisfaction  to  himself  and  profit  to  all 
parties  concerned.  In  the  northern  cities  the  Fire  Inspector  or  Marshal, 
as  the  office  is  there  termed,  has  the  most  ample  powers  in  such  cases, 
and  the  result  is  of  the  most  satisfactory  character.  The  power,  I  be- 
lieve, can  only  be  derived  from  the  State  Legislature.  I  throw  out  thig 
suggestion  in  the  hope  that  your  honorable  body  may  see  the  importance, 
if  not  the  actual  necessity  of  taking  some  action  in  the  premises. 

Accompanying  this  report  you  will  find  a  tabular  statement,  marked  A, 
of  all  the  fires  and  alarms  of  fire  for  the  past  six  months,  commencing  on 
the  first  day  of  July  and  ending  on  the  31st  clay  of  December,  in  which 
statement  will  be  found  the  date  and  hour  of  the  fire,  the  locality,  how 
the  property  was  occupied,  description  of  the  same,  cause  of  alarm,  and 
the  names  of  the  owners  or  occupiers.  You  will  also  find  that  I  have  di- 
vided the  city  into  four  districts,  showing  the  number  of  buildings  dam- 
aged or  destnxyed,  and  the  number  of  incendiary  fires  in  each  district. 
The  city  is  divided  as  follows: — Baltimore  street  is  made  the  dividing  line' 
between  the  north  and  outh,  and  Calvert  street  between  the  east  and' 
west.  I  have  been  thus  particular  for  the  purpose  of  showing  the  neces- 
sity of  an  increase  of  the  police  force  in  some  sections  of  the  city. 

Notwithstanding  the  argus-eyed  vigilance  of  the  police,  a  large  majori- 
ty of  the  alarms  in  the  northwestern  section  of  the  city  have  been  cause( 
by  the  incendiary.  That  section  of  the  city  covers  a  large  territory,  am 
portions  of  it  are  but  sparsely  settled;  and  consequently  the  beats  o: 
wards  of  the  officers  must  be  correspondingly  large — thus  leaving  for  <• 
great  portion  of  the  day  and  night  whole  neighborhoods  entirely  un 
guarded. 

Many  fires  have  been  caused  by  accident  and  carelessness  upon  the  par 
of  the  occupants  of  the  premises.  Some  have  been  caused  by  the  defec- 
tive manner  in  which  hot-air  furnaces  have  been  constructed — hot-ai 
furnaces  in  themselves,  no  matter  how  carefully  put  up,  are  a  dangerou 
mode  of  heating  any  building.  In  looking  over  the  last  annual  report  c 
the  Eire  Marshal  of  New  York,  I  find  some  valuable  hints  in  reference  t 
the  construction  and  use  of  hot-air  furnaces.  They  so  nearly  coincid 
with  my  own  upon  the  subject  that  I  insert  them  entire,  and  make  them 
part  of  my  report.      He  says — 

"Hot-air  furnaces  may  possibly  be  made  safe  enough,  but  they  rarel 
over  are.  From  inexperience,  or  carelessness  in  their  construction,  the 
are  rendered  the  most  dangerous  feature  of  a  badly-built  dwelling  c 
warehouse.  Unless,  therefore,  measures  can  be  adopted  to  enfore  a  be 
ter  mode  of  construction,  this  plan  of  heating  should  be  done  away  wit 
altogether.     To  enter  more  specially  into  the  objections  which  I  enter tai 
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to  the  u>e  of  hot-air  furnaces.  I  have  to  state  that  the  flues  for  carrying 
off  the  smoke  and  heat  are  seldom  made  of  sufficient  size.  Flues  calcula- 
ted for  an  ordinary  stove  are  too  often  applied,  and  the  consequence  is. 
that  the  intense  heat  genereted  by  these  furnaces  is  forced  into  contact 
with  the  nearest  elements  of  combustion,  and  a  conflagration  of  the  build- 
ing inevitably  takes  place.  Another  thing  which  tends  to  this  result  is 
the  use  of  wood- work  close  to  the  flues  and  registers.  It  would  seem  as 
if  the  builder  felt  bound  to  do  every  thing  that  ingenuity  can  suggest  to 
supply  the  incendiary  clement  with  opportunities  for  spreading  itself.  The 
mischiefs  resulting  from  this  cause  are  not.  however,  always  attributable 
to  the  fault  of  the  builder — the  tenants  of  premises  themselves  are  almost 
as  frequently  to  blame.  Take  for  instance  the  case  of  a  warehouse  built 
without  reference  to  the  hot-air  furnace  arrangement,  and  having  only  a 
small  flue.  The  occupant  thinks  the  place  incomplete  without  the  hot-air 
furnace,  and  must  have  it  at  all  risks.  The  furnace  builder  accordingly 
erects  one  or  more,  according  to  the  size  of  the  building,  and  has  no  other 
alternative  than  to  insert  the  furnace  smoke-pipe  into  the  flue  already 
found  in  the  premises.  The  trimming  of  the  floors  is  extended  directly 
against  the  flues,  leaving  only  about  four  inches  of  mason-work  to  protect 
the  \food.  The  intense  heat  generated  within  so  small  a  compass  soon 
begins  to  exhibit  itself  in  the  charring  of  the  wood-work,  and  after  a  brief 
interval  combustion  takes  place.  In  some  of  our  recently  constructed 
warehouses,  a  plan  has  been  adopted  of  heating  the  premises  by  carrying 
iron  pipes  round  each  story  filled  with  hot  water,  or  steam,  from  a  boiler 
in  the  cellar.  This  may  be  considered  an  improvement  in  point  of  secu- 
rity, but  even  in  the  construction  of  this  new  apparatus,  there  is  some- 
thing to  learn.  The  steam  pipes  must  be  kept  clear  of  the  wood-work  at 
least  the  space  of  their  own  diameter,  or.  after  a  year  or  two,  the  wood 
casing  will  become  highly  combustible,  more  especially  if  it  be  pine  wood, 
fully  charged  with  turpentine  and  resin.  In  this  condition  it  is  obvious 
that  any  extra  degree  of  heat  will  set  it  on  fire.'' 

Since  I  have  been  in  office  I  have  notified  the  owners  of  two  hundred 
and  twenty-six  buildings  for  erecting  their  houses  in  violation  of  ordinance 
No.  4*,  approved  May  16,  1857,  entitled  ; '  A  supplement  to  Revised  Or- 
dinance No.  33,  entitled  an  ordinance  to  prevent  the  erection  of  frame 
and  wooden  ^buildings  within  certain  limits,  and  for  other  purposes,  ap- 
proved May  20,  1850.''  A  large  majority  of  the  persons  so  notified  have 
promptly  altered  their  buildings  so  as  to  conform  to  the  law.  A  few, 
however,  refused  or  neglected  to  do  so,  and  I  was  compelled  to  enforce 
the  law  against  them.  Fifteen  have  had  judgment  rendered  against  them 
tor  $20,  with  costs  in  each  case,  a  portion  of  which  has  been  collected 
and  paid  over  to  the  City  Register.     I  am  happy  to  say  that  the  builders, 
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generally,  express  themselves  in  favor  of  the  law,  and  cheerfully  comply 
with  its  provisions. 

You  will  also  find  accompanying  this  report  several  small  tables  giving 
various  kinds  of  information  in  relation  to  the  fires  during  the  past  six 
months.  The  one  marked  B.  gives  an  account  of  what  the  buildings  dam- 
aged or  destroyed  were  used  for — whether  for  dwellings  or  otherwise.  The 
one  marked  C,  gives  the  size  and  style  of  buildings.  The  one  marked 
I),  srives  the  number  of  false  alarms  and  the  time  of  their  occurrence.  The 
one  marked  E,  gives  the  fires  outside  of  the  city  limits,  to  which  the  Fire 
Department  proceeded  and  rendered  service.  The  one  marked  F,  gives 
the  number  of  houses  destroyed  or  damaged,  and  their  locality,  whether 
in  the  north,  south,  west  or  eastern  section  of  the  city.  The  one  marked 
G,  gives 'the  number  of  alarms  (chimneys  excepted)  and  their  locality. 
The  one  marked  H,  is  a  recapitulation  of  the  alarms  and  their  cause. 

By  the  large  table  marked  A  it  will  be  observed  that  there  were  a  large 
number  of  chimneys  burnt  during  the  six  months,  all  of  which  I  have 
placed  under  the  head  of  carelessness.  If  the  ordinance  relating  to  the' 
cleaning  of  chimney  was  properlys  enforced  we  would  hear  of  but  few 
alarms  from  that  eanse.  Every  fire  of  this  kind  results  from  neglect  upon 
the  part  of  the  Superintendents  of  Sweeps,  or  carelessness  upon  the  part,  of 
the  occupant  of  the  hou'-e. 

The  fire  which  occurred  on  Smith's  wharf,  on  the  evening  of  the  7th 
day  of  .July,  was  the  act  of  an  incendiary.  From  circumstances  which 
came  to  my  knowledge,  I  deemed  it  my  duty  to  cause  the  arrest  of  a  party 
on  suspicion  of  being  the  guilty  perpetrator.  He  was  held  to  bail  in  the 
sum  of  §4,000  to  await  the  action  of  the  Grand  Jury.  I  appeared  be- 
fore that  body  at  the  last  term  of  the  Criminal  Court,  and  gave  my  testi- 
mony in  relation  to  the  matter.  I  also  furnished  the  Grand  Inquest  with 
four  affidavits  against  the  accused,  and  gave  the  names  of  four  other  par- 
ties whom  I  requested  to  be  summoned  as  witnesses  in  the  ease.  I  fur- 
ther told  them  that  if  any  additional  witnesses  were  wanting  I  could  and 
would  furnish  them,  but  strange  to  say  only  one  witness  arts  summoned. 
They  never  called  on  me  for  additional  testimony,  and  I  am  forced  to  the 
conviction  that  the  Grand  Jury  failed  to  give  the  case  that  consideration 
which  its  importance  demanded.  Unless  all  parties  connected  with  our 
criminal  jurisprudence  do  their  duty  it  is  of  but  little  use  to  have  parties 
arrested  on  the  charge  of  incendiarism. 

The  case  of  an  incendiary  fire  on  Federal  Hill  was  treated  in  the 
same  cavalierly  manner  by  the  Grand  Jury.  The  house  known  as  tht 
Seventeenth  Ward  Head-Quarters,  and  situate  on  Light  street,  between 
Montgomery  and  Henrietta  streets,  was  designedly  fired  on  the  evening 
of  the  3d  day  of  Xovember.  Suspicion  strongly  pointed  to  a  certain  party, 
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and  I  proceeded  at  once  to  an  investigation  of  the  matter.  I  went  before 
the  Grani}  Jury  and  furnished  them  with  the  names  of  sixteen  different 
persons  to  testify  against  the  party  suspected.  This  was  the  last  of  the 
subject,  cis  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  ascertain.  Not  one  of  the  witnesses 
were  ever- summoned.  Here  let  me  respectfully  ask  what  encouragement 
there  is  for  an  an  officer  to  do  his  duty?  If  parties  arrested  for  the  high 
crime  of  arson  are  thus  suffered  to  escape — without  even  the  form  of  an 
investigation — then  the  office  of  Fire  Inspector  becomes  a  dead  letter,  as 
far  as  the  arrest  and  conviction  of  incendiaries  are  concerned.  Circum- 
stances have  shown  that  incendiaries  are  not  confined  to  the  more  aban- 
doned portion  of  the  community — men  heretofore  enjoying  the  confidence 
of  their  fellow-citizens  and  moving  in  refined  circles,  have  been  convicted 
of  this  "high  crime  and  misdemeanor,"'  and  have  been  made  to  suffer  the 
penalties  of  the  outraged  law.  This  being  a  "fixed  fact,"  no  action  of 
the  ({rand  Jury  should  tend  to  shield  the  rich  or  poor,  high  or  low,  white 
or  black.      Comment  upon  such  action  by  the  Grand  Jury  is   unnecessary . 

A  stable  belonging  to  Bar  his  Wilkins,  and  situate  upon  Philpot  alley, 
was  fired  about  ten  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  October  13.  From  certain 
facts  coming  to  my  knowledge  I  caused  the  arrest  of  a  colored  boy  named 
Robert  Queen,  on  suspicion  of  being  the  incendiary.  He  was  indicted  by 
the  Grand  Jury  and  is  now  awaiting  his  trial,  which  it  is  expected  will 
take  place  at  the  present  (January)  term  of  .the  Criminal  Court.  There 
is  no  doubt  about  his  guilt — in  fact  he  has  made  a  full  confession  of  the 
same. 

I  cannot  close  this  report  without  speaking  in  terms  of  strong  common-* 
dation  of  the  Fire  Department  of  our  city.  Through  all  the  trying  scenes 
of  the  past,  they  have  acted  in  the  most  praise-worthy,  able  and  efficient 
manner.  There  is  no  class  of  our  citizens  so  watchful,  so  vigilant  and 
so  self-sacrificing  as  the  fireman.  Always  ready  to  obey  the  calls  of  duty 
and  humanity  they  may  truly  be  called  the  "good  Samaritans"  of  the 
community.  They  have  rendered  me  much  timely  and  valuable  aid,  and 
I  take  this  occasion  to  thus  publicly  return  them  my  acknowledgments. 

To  the  Honorable  Thomas  Swann,  Mayor;  Milton  Whitney,  Esq.. 
State's  Attorney;  Frederick  Pinkuey,  Esq.,  Deputy  State's  Attorney; 
Marshal  Herring,  Deputy  Marshal  Manly,  and  the  police  force  generally, 
I  am  indebted  for  many  facilities  and  courtesies  in  the  prosecution  of  my 
labors.

Sir:— 

The  reports  which  I  have  submitted  from  month  to  month  to 
the  Commissioners  of  Finance,  will  have  kept  them  fully  advised 
of  the  manner  in  which  the  proceeds  of  the  million  of  dollars 
of  her  bonds  and  stock  loaned  by  the  city  of  Baltimore  to  this 
company,  have  been  disposed  of.  Respectfully  referring  to 
those  reports  for  details,  I  would  now  be'g  leave  to  submit  some 
remarks  of  a  more  general  character,  which  appear  to  be  called 
for  by  the  present  circumstances  and  prospects  of  the  company. 

As  I  verbally  communicated  to  you  upon  the  first  of  this 
month,  it  will  not  be  practicable  for  the  company  to  provide  the 
January  interest  or  sinking  fund  payment  upon  the  loan,  and  I 
propose  briefly  to  advert  to  the  causes  which  have  brought  about 
this  unavoidable  failure,  and  to  offer  some  considerations  re- 
specting the  future  of  the  enterprise.       \ 

The  present  crisis  in  the  affairs  of  the  company  has  been  pro- 
duced, in  great  part,  by  the  general  influences  which  have  so 
disastrously  affected  all  the  interests  of  the  country  connected

with  commerce  and  internal  improvements,  and  in  part  by 
causes  of  a  more  special  kind,  which  will  be  spoken  of  more 
particularly  in  their  place. 

In  the  earlier  administration  of  the  company's  affairs,  mis- 
takes were  made  and  losses  incurred,  which  induced  the  city  of 
Baltimore  to  interpose  for  the  protection  of  the  large  interest' 
she  had  at  stake  in  the  work.  She  accordingly  passed  the  ordi- 
nance of  June  10,  1856,  by  which  a  new  direction  was  given  to 
its  affairs  under  the  policy  indicated  and  the  restraints  imposed 
by  that  act. 

On  behalf  of  the  company,  I  feel  prepared  to  say  that  its 
injunctions  have  been  faithfully  fulfilled,  and  its  conditions 
fully  complied  with. 

The  ordinance  was  designed,  as  it  expresses  itself,  to  promote 
"the  early  completion  of  the  road"  by  relieving  it  of  the  em- 
barrassments which  then  paralized  it ;  and,  in  furtherance  of 
this  object,  to  change  the  form  of  the  city  aid  to  one  that  could 
be  made  available  to  "discharge  the  debts  and  contracts  of  the 
road,"  and  to  "redeem  from  hypothecation  the  bonds  of  the 
company  guarantied  by  the  city.''  These  purposes  of  the  ordi- 
nance have  been  kept  steadily  in  view,  and  the  company  has 
labored  to  attain  them  in  the  exercise  of  the  best  talents  and 
judgment  of  its  officers,  in  co-operation  with  the  Commissioners 
of  Finance  of  the  city,  by  whom,  the  city  loan  to  the  company 
has  been  disbursed,  "upon  the  order  of  the  directors  and  presi- 
dent of  the  road,"  and  for  its  "legitimate  expenditures." 

The  redemption  of  the  wdiole  of  the  company's  bonds  guar- 
antied by  the  city  was  completed  in  March  last,  and  this  requi- 
sition of  the  ordinance  has  therefore  been  fully  complied  with. 

The  disbursement  by  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  upon  the 
orders  of  the  directors  and  president  of  the  road,  has  also  been 
carried  on  in  strict  compliance  with  the  language  and  intent  of 
the  ordinance.  The  "debts  and  contracts  of  the  road  were  to 
be  discharged,  if  in  the  judgment  of  the  commissioners,  they 
were  incurred  for  its  legitimate  expenditures."  The  debts  of 
the  company  here  referred  to  chiefly  consisted  of  notes  and  other 
obligations  given  for  loans  made  by  the  former  officers  of  the 
company,  the  proceeds  of  which  had  been  expended  upon  the 
road,  in  its  location  and  construction,  in  the  payment  of  inter- 
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est,  discount  and  commissions  upon  the  loans  referred  to,  and 
in  the  general  expenses  of  administration.  The  advice  of  the 
City  Counsellor  was  that  the  payment  of  loans  should  be  con- 
fined to  such  as  had  originated  subsequently  to  the  execution  of 
the  first  mortgage  deed  to  the  city  of  Baltimore,  securing  her 
upon  her  guaranty  of  the  company's  bonds,  and  as  all  of  the 
loans  in  question  had  so  originated,  the  duty  of  providing  for 
them  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  city  loan  was  established. 
They  have  accordingly  been  paid  off  or  continued  froi^i  time  to 
time  as  was  practicable  or  necessary.  It  would  evidently  have 
been  best  to  have  invariably  paid  them  as  they  matured,  had 
the  means  been  in  hand  for  so  doing.  As  these  means,  how- 
ever, had  to  be  derived  from  the  sale  of  the  Baltimore  city  stock 
and  other  securities  of  the  company,  and  as  these  could  hot  be 
sold  fast  enough  to  meet  the  notes  as  they  fell  due,  the  notes 
had  to  be  extended  at  such  rates  of  interest  as  the  prevailing- 
state  of  the  money  market  demanded. 

The  contracts  of  the  road  consisted  of  those  made  by  the  com- 
pany prior  to  the  ordinance  of  June  10,  1856,  for  the  unfinished 
division  of  the  road  near  Pittsburg,  and  for  the  Sand  Patch 
tunnel  near  Cumberland.  These  were  clearly  embraced  in  the 
objects  of  the  ordinance,  and  as,  moreover,  in  order  to  render 
the  expenditure  upon  the  work  still  to  be  done  under  these  con- 
tracts at  the  Pittsburg  end,  available  to  earn  a  revenue,  it  was 
necessary  to  carry  them  through  to  completion ;  there  could  be 
no  hesitation  in  doing  so,  and  it  was  accordingly  done,  with  the 
full  sanction  of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance.  The  western 
division  of  the  road,  between  Connellsville  and  Pittsburg,  was 
opened  in  January  last,  and  has  since  been  profitably  employed 
with  encouraging  prospects  of  an  increasing  revenue.  On  the 
eastern  division,  at  the  tunnel,  the  work  steadily  progressed 
until  the  1st  of  October,  ultimo,  when  it  had  to  be  suspended 
for  want  of  means  of  further  prosecution. 

A  new  and  much  improved  location  of  the  whole  line  from 
Cumberland  to  Connellsville,  and  from  Turtle  creek  to  Pitts- 
burg, has  also  been  made  with  minute  estimates  of  cost,  and  all 
?lse  required  for  placing  the  remainder  of  the  road  under  con- 
tact at  any  time  hereafter. 
The  powers  conferred  and  duties  imposed  by  the  ordinance 
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liave  thus  been  exercised  and  adhered  to  with  a  single  eye  to 
the  fulfilment  of  the  intentions  expressed  therein,  and  recapitu- 
lated as  follows:  — 

1.  The  guarantied  bonds  of  the  company  have  been  all  re- 
deemed from  hypothecation  and  cancelled  by  the  city. 

2.  The  debts  of  the  road  have  been  paid  as  far  as  the  sale  of 
securities  has  permitted,  and  the  unpaid  residue  is  in  course  of 
liquidation,  with  means  enough  to  pay  them  ultimately  in  full. 

3.  The  contracts  of  the  road  have  been  carried  on  to  comple- 
tion at  the  west  end,  and  as  far  towards  it  at  the  east  end  as  the 
available  means  Would  permit. 

Xo  new  contracts  have  been  made  at  the  west  end  of  the  road, 
and  no  new  work,  not  indispensable  to  bring  into  use  the  other- 
wise useless  expenditure  previously  made  at  that  end,  has  been 
executed.  The  only  new  contracts  made  have  been  for  two  sec- 
tions, of  a  mile  each,  contiguous  to  the  tunnel. 

The  new  location  of  the  line  was  made  with  the  view  of 
placing  the  Cumberland  division  under  contract  as  soon  as  the 
capital  could  be  had- to  proceed  with  it,  and  to  enable  the  com- 
pany to  take  steps  for  obtaining  the  means  of  providing  for  the 
early  completion  of  the  entire  work  as  contemplated  by  the 
ordinance. 

Such  has  been  the  course  pursued  by  the  company  in  the 
expenditure,  under  the  direction  of  the  Commissioners  o 
Finance,  of  the  means  afforded  by  the  million  loan  of  the  cit} 
of  Baltimore,  and  in  the  application  to  the  work  of  such  othe 
resources  as  they  have  been  enabled  to  realize. 

The  leading  object  of  the  city  in  extending  her  aid  to  th 
road,  having  been  "to  ensure  its  early  completion,"  the  com 
pany  have  kept  this  steadily  in  view,  in  all  that  has  been  don 
under  their  present  administration.     Their  plan  and  policy  ha 
been — while    completing    the    western    division    for    earning 
revenue  which  would  increase  the  security  of  the  city  of  Bait 
more  on   her   loan — to  carry  on  the  heavy  work  of  the  easter 
division  already  in  progress,  and  to  prepare  the  whole  line  fo 
contract  as  soon  as  capital  could  be  obtained  to  complete  it  froi 
Cumberland  to  Pittsburg — under  the  liberal  provisions  of  tl 
ordinance  for  raising  it  by  a  first  mortgage  upon  the  road.     Tl 
prospect  of  procuring  this  capital  would  depend  in  a  consider 
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ble  degree  upon  the  maintenance  of  the  company's  credit  by  a 
punctual  fulfilment  of  all  its  engagements,  which  lias  therefore 
been  an  object  of  chief  concern,  and,  until  the  last  month,  has 
been  accomplished.  That  it  has  been  at  length  interrupted  is 
mainly  due  to  the  following  causes  which  have  affected  every 
railroad  in  America,  and  prostrated  many  finished  lines  hereto- 
fore deemed  the  most  prosperous  and  impregnable;  1st.  The 
imposibiiity  of  selling  the  bonds  and  stock  of  the  city  of  Balti- 
more, at  such  times  and  rates  as  would  meet  the  company's 
notes  representing  its  debts  incurred  in  the  construction  of  the 
road  prior  to  its  present  administration.  This  has  compelled 
the  company  to  renew  the  notes,  often  at  high  rates  of  inter- 
est, rather  than  permit  the  stock  to  be  forced  upon  the  market 
at  a  time  when  but  little  capital  sought  such  investments,  and 
"atal  sacrifices  would  have  been  the  consequence.  In  disposing 
of  the  stock  the  company  has  acted  according  to  its  best  judgment 
Hf|der  experienced  advice,  and  it  is  believed  that  as  good  prices 
have  been  realized  as,  under  the  circumstances,  were  to  be  ob- 
tained. During  the  whole  period,  from'September.  185G,  (when 
,;he  stock  was  first  issued)  to  the  present,  the  market  for  invest- 
ment securities  has  been  steadily  declining,  and  the  rates  of 
.interest  on  capital,  with  few  exceptions  advancing.  The  fact 
;hat  in  September,  1856,  the  stock  issued  to  the  company  sold 
at  ninety-seven,  and  that  by  September,  1857,  it  had  declined 
ho  ninety  per  cent.,  and  since  then  for  a  short  space,  during  the 
•ecent  financial  convulsion,  to  eighty-one,  is  proof  sufficient  of 
he  untoward  tendency  of  the  money  market  ever  since  the  com- 
)any  has  had  this  security  to  dispose  of.  The  decline  in  other 
lecurities  of  the  same  class,  and  especially  in  the  Baltimore  city 
stocks  of  1875  and  1890,  had  been  at  about  the  same  rale,  ex- 
:epting  the  recent  rapid  fall  in  the  company's  stock  from  the 
,;ause  to  be  mentioned  presently.  Every  available  means  of  ma- 
ting this  stock  bring  its  maximum  value  has  been  resorted  to, 
)ut,  in  addition  to  the  general  difficulties  affecting  all  stock 
ales,  this  stock  has  had  some  of  a  peculiar  character  to  contend 
vith .  1.  From  the  newness  of  its  issue,  and  the  ignorance  of 
apitalists  respecting  it.  2.  From  an  idea  derived  from  the  pre- 
rious  guaranty  of  the  company's  bonds  by  the  city,  that  this  was 
tot  an  original  obligation  on  the  part  of  the  city,  but  only  an 
24 
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endorsement  of  the  company.  3.  From  the  constant  competi- 
tion in  the  market  of  other  stocks  of  the  city  better  known  and 
supposed  t"  be  better  secured,  wlw.se  interest  was  payable  quar- 
terly instead  of  semi-annually,  and  which  were  of  more  ready 
sale.  The  united  influence  of  these  and  other  causes,  such  as 
the  large  amount  of  State  and  municipal  stocks  thrown  at  low- 
prices  upon  the  market  within  the  last  few  months,  could  not 
Tail  to  be  seriously  felt  in  the  sale  of  the  stock  issued  to  the  coin- 
pan  v.  By  careful  management,  nevertheless,  it  had  produced 
lip  to  the  1st  of  October  ultimo,  an  average  of  about  ninety-four 
and  one-fourth  per  cent. — less  than  one-half  of  the  whole  issue 
Hating  been  sold  to  that  date.  The  amount  since  sold  has  been 
nearly  $300,000  more,  at  an  average  of  about  eighty-four  per 
cent.,  making  the  whole  sales  about  §800,000,  at  an  average  of 
about  ninety  per  cent,  of  its  par  value.  The  sudden  decline  in 
the  price  of  the  stock  at  the  close  of  October  was  due  to  the 
amount  of  it  thrown  upon  the  market  in  consequence  of  the  ina- 
bility and  inexpediency  of  the  company  continuing  at  the  very 
high  rates  of  interest  then  prevailing,  the  loans  for  which  the 
stock  was  pledged.  The  notes  then  maturing  having  been  paid 
off  by  the  rapid  sale  of  the  stock  at  the  reduced  prices,  it  has  re- 
covered itself,  and  the  $220,000  still  to  be  sold  is,  although  under 
pledge,  so  situated  that  it  will  not  be  forced  upon  the  market. 

The  next  resource  of  the  company  consisted  of  the  bonds  of 
the  county  of  Allegheny,  Pennsylvania. — of  which,  at  the  date  of 
my  first  connection  with  the  company  (July  1,  1856;)  they  had 
(out  of  the  $750,000  originally  issued  to  them  in  payment  of  the 
county  subscription  to  their  capital  stock)  about  §100^000.  Of 
this,  however,  only  §7,000  was  free  from  hypothecation  or  other 
incumbrance.  The  legislative  acts  under  which  these  bonds  were 
issued  forbade  their  sale  except  at  prices  to  be  approved  by  the 
commissioners  of  the  county,  who  had  then  fixed  the  minimum 
at  seventy  per  cent.,  subsequently  reduced,  on  a  limited  amount, 
to  sixty-seven  per  cent.,  with  the  view  of  enabling  the  company 
to  meet  the  semi-annual  interest  due  January  1st  and  July  1st. 
1857,  on  the  same  bonds.  The  large  amount  of  bonds  issued  by 
the  county  to  the  different  railroads  in  which  the  county  was  in- 
terested, had  depressed  their  market  value  at  the  date  above 
mentioned  (July,  1856,)  so  that  in  the  whole  time  since  elapsed. 
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less  than  ,$60,000  have  been  sold,  the  proceeds  whereof  (about 
$40,000)  having  been  applied  chiefly  to  the  payment  of  the  in- 
terest upon  the  same  bonds,  and  those  of  the  city  of  Pittsburg 
issued  to  the  company  in  payment  of  stock  subscriptions,  as  re- 
quired by  the  contract  between  the  company  and  the  county  and 
city. 

In  paying  this  interest  the  company  were  not  only  fulfilling 

a  positive  and  binding  engagement,  but  also  preventing,  as  they 

had  reason  to  believe,  the  depression  of  the  market  value  of  the 

bonds  to  a  greater  extent  than  the  amount  of  interest  paid.   The 

board  of  county  commissioners,  then  in  office,  had  declared  their 

purpose  to  provide  the  interest  in  view  of  the  probable  failure  of 

several  of  the*  companies  to  pay  it  upon  the  bonds  issued  to  them. 

The  necessary  additional  taxes  had  indeed  been  levied  and  their 

collection   had  commenced.     In  expectation  then  that  for  their 

interest  after  July,  of  this  year,  the  county  would  provide,  the 

company  deemed  it  of  the  last  importance  in  its  effect  upon  the 

market  value   of  their   bonds,  that  the  July  interest  should  be 

naid — not  expecting  to  be  able  to  pay  it  after  that,  unless  they 

"should,  meanwhile,  secure  all  the  capital   required  to   complete 

he  road  and  fulfil  its  obligations  of  every  kind.     TJnfortunately 

he  recent  elections  in  Allegheny  county  resulted' in  the   choice 

)f  a  new  commissioner  who,  with  the  aid  of  one  of  his  colleagues 

lolding  over,  has  adopted  measures  to  undo  what  the  previous 

loard   had  effected.     The  taxes  therefore  remain  uncollected, 

ind  the  bonds,  the  interest  on  them  remaining  unpaid,  have  be- 

onie  entirely  unsaleable,  except   at  rates  much  below  those  at 

rhich  they  were  hypothecated. 

No  relief  therefore  can  now  be  derived  from  these  bonds,  the 
'ale  of  which,  under  different  circumstances,  would  have  realized 
considerable  amount,  as  they  have  been  pledged  at  large  mar- 
ins.     The  bonds  thus  remain  in  the  hands  of  the  holders  sub- 
let to  such  rights  over  them  as  the  company  could  convey  con- 
istently  with  the  law  of  their  issue.     The  bondholders  will   no 
oubt  sue  the  county  and  ultimately  recover,  and  should  this  lead 
)  a  restoration  of  the  credit   of  these   securities,  the   company 
lay  hereafter   realize   their   residuary  interest  in  those  whieh 
icy  have  hypothecated. 
The  company  also  hold  bonds  of  the  boroughs  of  McKeesport 
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and  Connellsville,  amounting  to  $100,000  of  each,  or  together 
$200, 000 — received  at  par  in  payment  of  the  subscriptions  of 
those  borough's  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  road.  These  bonds 
have  been  unsaleable  from  the  first,  and  have  only  been  used  in 
negotiating  loans,  as  additional  to  other  securities  pledged, 
They  were  so  employed  in  raising  the  means  to  meet  the  interest 
due  upon  the  $500,000  of  the  bonds  of  the  city  of  Pittsburgh  in 
July  last. 

The  bonds  of  the  city  of  Cumberland,  amounting  to  $200,000, 
payable  at  par  as  the  subscription  of  that  city  to  the  road,  have 
been  entirely  unavailable  owing  to  the  restrictions  by  which  they 
are  beset,  and  they  are  only  referred  to  here  as  a  part  of  the  re- 
sources of  the  company  in  view  of  the  future  progress  of  the  road 
to  completion. 

In  addition  to  the  above  stated   means  of  raising  money,  the 
company  has   received,  from   time  to   time,  small  payments  in 
cash   and   securities  from  the  assignee  of  the  former  President 
(Gen.  Larimer.)     The  revenue  of  the  completed  part  of  the  road 
has  also  assisted  them  in  meeting  their  expenditures  upon  con- 
struction and  surveys.     Their  only  remaining  resource  has  been 
the  private  stock  subscriptions,  which  have  been  slowly  and  par- 
tially collected,  and  which  have  been  assigned  in  trust  to  pay 
indebtedness   to  contractors  and  other  creditors  for  work  done 
and  moneys  advanced  or  liabilities  incurred,  and  for  which  nc 
other  security  has  been  given  to  the  parties,  while  the  work  clone 
and  funds  paid  have  gone  into  the  road,  and  thus  add  to  its  valu< 
to  the  city  of  Baltimore.     Most  of  these  subscriptions  are  in  liti 
gation,  and  to  enforce  the  payment  of  them  considerable  tim< 
will  be  required. 

The  preceding  statements  will  exhibit  to  you  the  present  finan- 
cial condition  of  the  company,  from  which  it  may  readily  be  in 
ferred  that  there  are  no  present  means  of  meeting  the  interes 
and  sinking  fund  payment  on  the  first  of  January  next  upoi 
the  million  loan  of  the  city.  The  company  has  indeed  the  re 
siduary  interest  already  mentioned  in  the  securities  held  i 
pledge  by  its  creditors,  but  it  would  not  be  safe  to  expect  nior 
than  that  they  will  fully  meet  the  claims  they  were  intended  t 
secure,  and  thus  leave  the  company's  property  without  other  ifl 
cumbrance  than  the  deed  of  trust  to  the  city  of  Baltimore.  Th: 
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being  assumed,  the  means  of  meeting  the  company's  engage- 
ments to  the  city  will  consist  of  the  net  earnings  of  the  road  after 
the  first  of  January,  1858.  It  is  confidently  believed  that  there 
will  he  sufficient  during  that  year  to  pay  at  least  half  the  whole 
amount  of  interest  accruing  on  the  city  loan.  The  gross  reve- 
nue of  the  forty-eight  miles  of  completed  road  has  ranged  from 
$4,000  to  $6,000  per  month  since  it  was  opened  in  January  last, 
although  from  the  want  of  connection  at  Pittsburgh  (which  are 
now  about  to  be  made)  the  coal  trade  of  the  road  has  been  check- 
ed, and  this  together  with  the  present  stagnation  in  the  produce 
business  of  the  country,  have  much  reduced  the  receipts  from 
freight,  with  the  brighter  prospects  of  the  coming  year,  and  the 
growth  of  manufacturing  establishments  along  the  road,  it  may 
be  very  reasonably  anticipated  that  the  revenue  will  average  at 
least  the  larger  sum  just  mentioned.  This  would  afford  an  in- 
come of  $72,000  for  the  year.  The  expense  of  maintaining  and 
working  the  road  upon  the  reduced  scale  adopted  as  to  salaries 
and  wages,  &c,  is  estimated  not  to  exceed  for  that  amount  of 
business,  $3,500  per  month,  or  $42,000  per  annum,  and  this 
provides  for  an  administration  of  the  company's  affairs  with  ref- 
erence to  a  renewed  progress  of  the  line  to  completion,  so  soon 
as  there  is  encouragement  to  the  effort  to  procure  the  requisite 
capital,  by  a  first  mortgage  upon  the  road,  as  contemplated  by 
the  ordinance  of  Baltimore. 

That  this  effort  should  be  made  cannot  admit  of  a  doubt. 
The  importance,  indeed  the  indispensable  necessity,  of  this  line 
to  Baltimore  has  been  long  conceded,  and  every  year's  experi- 
ence of  the  course  of  western  trade  and  travel  must  add 
strength  to  the  conviction  that  without  it  her  system  of  western 
connections  will  be  incomplete.  The  vast  navigation  and  man- 
ufacturing interests  of  Pittsburg  must  draw  from  the  whole  Mis- 
sissippi valley,  accessible  by  steam  vessels,  an  amount  of  agri- 
cultural and  other  products  seeking  eastern  markets,  which, 
unless  this  direct  line  to  Baltimore  is  opened,  will  necessarily 
go  to  Philadelphia.  Whenever  the  Ohio  is  navigable  for  the 
lightest  draught  of  boats,  (and  during  this  year  and  the  year 
before  last  it  has  been  continuously  so  for  boats  of  considerable 
tonnage,)  freight  will  ascend  to  Pittsburg  in  the  boats  owned 
by  her,  and  in  which  her  manufactures  are,  in  return,  distri- 
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bated  over  the  entire  west  and  south-west  at  a  cos.t  far  less  than 
can  be  afforded  upon  the  railways.     The  Pittsburg  and  Con- 
nellsville  Railroad  will  afford  the  easiest  passage  for  this  heavy 
trade  across  the  Alleghanies.  on  account  of  its  singularly  favor- 
able grade,  ascending  by  a  continuous  valley  from  Pittsburg  to 
the  summit,  and  thence  descending  by  another  unbroken  valley 
to  Cumberland,  where  it  meets  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio   Rail* 
road.     Pittsburg  knows   this  well,\and  moreover,  her  commer- 
cial sympathies  are  rather  with  Baltimore  than  with  Philadel- 
phia, so  that  in  the  division  of  trade  between  those  cities,  the 
latter  will  enjoy  the  advantage  due  to  this  circumstance.      The 
Pennsylvania   Railroad    Company  fully  understands  this,   and 
hence  her  earnest  wish  is  to  see  this  line,  her   most  threaten- 
ing rival,  shut  up — its  inevitable  end,  should  it  ever  fall  into 
her  hands,  or  come  in  any  way  under  her  control.     The  present 
dependence  of  the  Connellsville  upon  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
for  a  connection  with  Pittsburg  is  much  to  be  regretted,   and 
is  one  of  the  worst  consequences  of  the  erroneous  course  pur- 
sued in  the  outset  of  this  work,  in  selecting  the  place  of  com- 
mencing on  its  western  division.      It  is  but  due  to  those  of  the 
present  directory  who  were  in  the  board  at  the  time,  to  say  that 
this  policy  did  not  originate  with  them.     It  also  had  a  show  of 
advantage,  since  proved  to  have  been  illusory.     Had  the  road 
been  begun    at  Pittsburg  and    extended   up  the  Monongahela 
and  Youghiogheny  rivers,  it  would  have  been  far  more  profita- 
ble as  a  local  road  than  it  is  now  or  can  "be  until  the  eleven 
miles    between  Turtle  creek    and    Pittsburg  be  built.       Could 
this  be  accomplished,  the  revenue  of  the  road  would  be  nearly 
doubled  at  once  without  an    appreciable   increase  of   working 
expenses.       The  entrance  of  the    Pittsburg  and    Connellsville 
Railroad  into  Pittsburg  is  much  better  than  that  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania Railroad,  and  the  same  comparison  may  he  made  as  to 
the  position  of  the  station  grounds  of  the  two  roads  in  the  city : 
those  of  the  Connellsville  road  being  immediately  on  the  river 
bank,  and  so  situated  as  to  allow  the  use  of  machinery  in  the 
transhipment  of  freight.      This  fact  will  facilitate  that  operation 
both  for  loading  and   unloading  steamboats  and    transferring 
tonnage  to  the  western  line  of  railway  with  which  the  Connells- 
ville road  would  connect. 
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Of  those  facts,  and  of  the  character  of  the  completed  road  to 
Connellsville,  and  of  the  route  thence  to  Cumberland,  it  is  hoped 
that  personal  examination  may  shortly  he  made  on  behalf  of  the 
authorities  of  the  city  of  Baltimore. 

Of  the  value  of  this  road  as  a  tributary  to  the  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  Railroad  there  can  he  no  room  for  question,  as  through 
this  arm  would  he  secured  what  the  powerful  interests  at  Pitts- 
burg will  draw  to  the  head  of  the  Ohio,  past  both  Parkersbnrg 
and  Wheeling. 

The  importance  of  the  Connellsville  road  to  Baltimore,  in  this 
aspect,  is  strongly  shown  by  the  fact  that  flour  is  sent  from  Lou- 
isville to  Philadelphia,  at  eighty-nVe  cents  per  barrel  by  the 
Ohio  river  and  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  while  one  hundred  cents 
is  the  charge  from  Wheeling  to  Baltimore  over  the  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad.  Such  is  the  cheapness  of  river  carriage,  and 
such  the  effect  of  the  ownership  of  steamboats  at  Pittsburg, 
and  the  necessity  of  boats  ascending  to  that  point,  in  order  to 
receive  as  back  freights,  the  numerous  heavy  and  bulky  manu- 
factures of  that  city,  much  of  the  raw  material  of  which  is  also 
carried  thither  from  various  points  on  the  navigable  waters  of 
the  Ohio  and  its  affluents. 

The  superiority  of  the  position  of  Pittsburg  as  an  entrepot 
of  the  trade  of  the  lakes,  and  especially  Lake  Erie,  is  also  mani- 
fest. The  distance  from  Baltimore  to  Cleveland  via  the  Pitts- 
burg and  Connellsville  Railroad  and  Pittsburgh  is  fifty  miles 
shelter  than  by  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  and  Wheel- 
ing, to  say  nothing  of  the  superior  grades  of  the  line,  and  the 
avoidance  of  a  curving  of  the  Ohio  river,  of  itself  equivalent  to 
many  miles  of  road.  The  connection  of  Pittsburg  with  Lake 
Erie  by  canal,  also  brings  to  her  much  heavy  freight  in  the 
cheapest  manner,  and  from  one  of  the  richest  regions  in  north- 
eastern Ohio  and  northwestern  Pennsylvania. 

The  local  trade  of  Pittsburg,  Allegheny  and  the  numerous 
boroughs  and  villages  of  that  the  most  populous  and  opulent 
county  (but  one)  in  the  great  State  of  Pennsylvania,  would  alone 
yield  a  large  amount  of  business  to  the  Connellsville  road,  even 
the  present  revenue  of  which,  in  its  infant  and  most  incomplete 
condition  indicates  the  capacity  of  that  centre  of  internal  trade 
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and  manufactures,  to  supply  the  avenues  which  radiate  from  it 
and  converge  towards  it  with  a  full  stream  of  traffic  and  travel. 

The  country  between  Pittsburg  and  Cumberland  must  also 
yield  a  large  and  annually  increasing  business  to  this  road,  in- 
tersecting as  it  does  the  counties  of  Fayette  and  Somerset,  and 
touching  upon  Westmoreland  and  Bedford,  all  of  them  rich  in 
grains  and  mineral  products.  The  town  of  Connellsville  is  one 
of  the  principal  thoroughfares  of  live  stock  west  of  the  moun- 
tains, and  nearly  all  of  this  stock  would  come  to  Baltimore  over 
this  road,  while  it  now  seeks  the  Pennsylvania  railroad,  or  is 
driven  to  Philadelphia  or  Xew  York. 

The  sagacious  and  comprehensive  policy  of  the  company  own- 
ing the  road  last  mentioned  is  gradually  and  quietly,  but  surely, 
securing  connections  with  the  western  lines  of  transportation 
and  travel  by  canal,  river  and  railway,  which  will,  within  a 
year  or  two,  place  Baltimore  with  all  the  facilities  afforded  by 
her  present  lines,  at  disadvantage,  unless  by  the  construction  of 
the  Pittsburg  and  Connellsville  Railroad  she  reaches  a  position 
as  commanding  as  that  of  her  commercial  competitor — and  that 
''Inn  is  the  city  of  Pittsburg.  It  is  reported  that  the  Penn- 
sylvania Railroad  Company  will  prepare  the  main  line  of  the 
Pennsylvania  canal,  now  owned  by  that  company,  for  freight 
business  next  season,  so  as  to  reduce  the  charge  on  heavy  pro- 
duce to  rates,  which,  if  they  are  to  be  competed  with  at  all.  can 
only  be  so  through  the  Pittsburg  and  Connellsville  Railroad. 

In  view  of  all  these  facts  and  of  the  considerations  which 
they  must  force  upon  the  people  of  Baltimore,  so  soon  as  their 
effects  upon  the  trade  of  the  city  begin  to  be  felt,  it  would  seem 
to  be  wise  that  the  ccearly  completion  of  the  road,"  as  contem- 
plated by  the  ordinance  of  June,  185G,  should  not  be  lost  sight 
of,  and  that  the  course  pursued  should  be  one  that  will  ensure 
the  accomplishment  of  this  important  end  at  the  earliest  period. 
It.is  believed  that  such  are  the  intrinsic  merits  of  the  enterprise, 
that  capital  can  be  attracted  to  it  as  soon  as  it  again  begins  to 
seek  investment  in  meritorious  works  of  this  description ;  and 
this  result  will  only  be  hastened  by  the  present  depreciation  of 
all  uu/iieritorious  railroad  schemes  in  the  public  estimation.  It 
this  view  be  correct,  then  the  road  can  be  built  under  the  exist- 
ing ordinance  of  the  city  without  further  assistance. 
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The  entire  expenditure  of  money  upon  the  road  up  to  this 
time  is  near  two  and  one-fourth  millions  of  dollars,  with  forty- 
eight  miles  completed,  equipped  and  in  operation;  the  great 
tunnel,  of  nearly  a  mile  in  length  and  forming  the  chief  physi- 
cal difficulty  of  the  line,  more  than  half  done  and  in  a  way  to 
be  expeditiously  finished.  There  remains  one  hundred  miles 
to  he  built  and  stocked,  which,  under  the  more  favorable  cir- 
cumstances of  its  construction,  would  not.  cost  more  than 
$3,500,000  in  cash,  according  to  careful  estimates  recently  made 
upon  the  revised  location  of  the  road.  There  is  then  a  suffici- 
cient  basis  for  the  necessary  loan,  and  a  much  larger  one  than 
that  upon  which  many  works  of  less  merit  have  been  heretofore 
constructed. 

The  company,  then,  cannot  but  entertain  the  earnest  faith 
that  this  enterprise  will  not  be  permitted  to  undergo  a  long  sus- 
pension, and  that  by  its  early  completion  the  city  of  Baltimore 
will  be  finally  and  forever  secured  against  the  most  dangerous 
of  all  her  commercial  rivals.

Whereas,  by  certain  resolutions  passed  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  and  approved  on  the  6th  day  of  October 
last,  the  City  Commissioner  was  directed  to  stop  the  work  then 
going  on  in  and  about  the  new  jail  according  to  the  present  plan 
thereof,  and  was  further  directed  to  appoint  an  arbitrator  to  act 
in  conjunction  with  one  to  be  appointed  by  H.  R.  &  J.  Reynolds, 
with  power  to  them,  should  they  disagree,  to  appoint  an  umpire, 
they,  or  a  majority  of  them  so  appointed,  to  determine  what 
compensation  shall  be  paid  or  allowed  to  the  said  H.  R.  cv/<T. 
Reynolds,  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  for  the 
work  already  done  and  materials  furnished  by  them  in  and  about 
the  said  jail :  and  l^athan  T.  Dushane,  of  the  city  of  Baltimore, 
having  been  appointed  arbitrator  by  the  City  Commissioner,  in 
pursuance  of  said  resolutions,  to  act  in  conjunction  with  one  to 
be  appointed  by  the  said  H.  R.  &  J.  Reynolds,  and  John  B. 
Emery,  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  having  been  appointed  by  the 
said  H.  R.  &  J.  Reynolds,  the  other  arbitrator:  and  the  said 
arbitrators  so  appointed,  having  accepted  the  said  appointment, 
and  having  assumed  upon  themselves  the  arbitrament  and  de- 
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cision  of  the  matters  submitted  to  them  as  aforesaid,  and  having 
fully  examined  into  and  understood  the  matters  so  submitted, 
found  that  they  were  unable  to  agree  upon  an  award,  and  hav- 
ing, in  virtue  of  the  power  conferred  on  them  in  that  behalf,  ap- 
pointed Lawrence  Sangston,  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  an  umpire, 
to  act  in  conjunction  with  them,  and  we,  the  said  Nathan  T. 
Dushane,  John  B.  Emery  and  Lawrence  Sangston,  having  fully 
examined  into  and  understood  the  matter  so  submitted,  do  ad- 
judge, decide  and  determine,  that  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and 
two  thousand  four  hundred  and  fifteen  dollars  and  forty-two 
cents,  is  the  total  amount  of  compensation  proper  to  be  paid  and 
allowed  to  the  said  H.  R.  &  J.  Bey n olds  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  for  the  work  done  and  materials  furnished 
by  them  in  and  about  the  said  jail  at  the  time  of  the  passage  and 
approval  of  said  resolutions;  and  forasmuch  as  we  find  that  the 
said  H.  R.  &  J.  Reynolds  have  already  received,  at  several  times, 
payments  on  account  thereof,  amounting  to  the  aggregate  sum 
of  forty-nine  thousand  seven  hundred  and  sixty-nine  dollars  and 
seventy  cents,  leaving  a  remaining  balance  of  fifty-two  thousand 
six  hundred  and  forty-five  dollars  and  seventy-two  cents ; 

We  do  therefore  adjudge,  decide  and  award  that  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall  pay  to  the  said  H.  R.  &  J. 
Reynolds,  over  and  above  and  in  addition  to  the  sums  heretofore 
paid  to  the  in,  the  sum  of  fifty-two  thousand  six  hundred  and 
forty-five  dollars  and  seventy-two  cents ;  and  that  the  said  sum 
shall  be  received  by  the  said  H.  R.  &  J.  Reynolds  in  full  satis- 
faction and  payment  of,  and  for  the  work  done  and  materials 
furnished  by  them  in  and  about  the  said  jail.

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REPORT  OF  THOS.  &  JAS.  M.  DIXON,  ARCHITECTS. 

Baltimore,  December  22,  1857. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  the  Members  of  the 

First  and  Second  Branches  of  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen — 

In  obedience  to  the  appointment  received  from  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  and  in  accordance  with  the  resolution  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Councils,  approved  October  6,  1857,  we  have  carefully  re- 
vised the  plan  of  the  new  jail,  and  for  the  purpose  of  clearly 
illustrating  the  alterations  and  modifications  we  have  devised, 
and  to  afford  a  reliable  means  of  accurately  estimating  the  cost 
to  complete  the  said  new  jail,  we  have  prepared,  and  herewith 
submit  to  you,  plans,  drawings  and  specifications  of  the  various 
works  in  detail. 

In  the  alterations  and   modifications  we  have  made  of  the 
plan  on  which  the  new  jail  was  being  built,  known  as  the  Bry- 
ant plan,  we   have  endeavored   to  retain  every  feature  thereoi 
which  could,  in  any  way,  promote  the  convenience,  comfort, 
healthfulness  or  security  of  the  prison ;  for,  while  a  prison  is  a 
place   of   confinement  for  criminals,  or  persons  charged   witl: 
crime,  and,  as  such,  should  be   made  so  secure  as  to  preclude 
every  reasonable  chance  of  escape,  that  the  proper  ends  of  jus- 
tice may  be  met,  yej,  humanity,  and   indeed  justice,  demand.1 
that  the  life  and  health  of  those  imprisoned  should  be  carefull) 
protected,  and   every  suitable  means  afforded  them  for  repent 
ance  and  moral  improvement.     But  to  accomplish  all  of  thi 
no  expensive  or  elaborate  embellishment  is   required;  indeed 
propriety  and  fitness  rather  forbid  the  use  of  fine  and  costl; 
materials  and  elaborate  embellishment.     Security  should  be  th 
prominent  feature  in  the  design  for  a  prison. 

We  propose  in  these  revised  plans  and  specifications  to  leav 
out  much  of  the  expensive  elaboration  and  finish  of  the  othc 
design,  and  thus  reduce  very  materially  the  cost,  and  at  tb 
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same  time  provide  for  a  convenient,  comfortable,  secure  and 
substantial  prison  house,  with  all  requisite  appurtenances,  and 
we  think  a  building  that  will  convey  the  idea  of  fitness  and 
adaptation,  and  thus  proclaim  its  purpose  by  a  suitable  expres- 
sion, and  affording  as  much  useful  accommodation  as  the  other, 
except  the  apartments  for  the  warden's  family,  which  we  think 
should  never  be  located  in  a  prison  designed  for  the  number  of 
inmates  here  provided  for. 

We  propose,  however,  to  build  a  suitable  residence  for  the 
warden's  family,  in  connection  with  a  new  gate-way,  lodge  and 
clerk's  office,  to  be  located  convenient  to  the  prison. 

The  revised  plan  contains  the  same  number  of  cells  that  were 
in  the  plan  upon  which  the  jail  was  being  built,  without  alter- 
ation in  size,  arrangement  or  ventilation. 

The  privilege  rooms  to  have  been  built  of  iron  in  the  ends  of  the 
corridors  are  left  out ;  to  serve  the  purpose,  however,  for  which 
we  suppose  these  apartments  were  designed,  we  have  provided 
rooms  in  two  of  the  stories  of  the  front  part  of  the  centre  build- 
ing, believing  it  to  be  a  much  more  suitable  place  for  privilege 
rooms,  or  rooms  to  confine  witnesses,  being  entirely  separate 
from  the  prisoners  in  the  cells,  or  from  such  prisoners  as  may 
be  allowed  privileges  in  the  corridors ;  and  by  doing  away  with 
these  iron  box  privilege  rooms,  and  retaining  the  same  towers 
at  the  corners  of  the  wings,  we  use  the  rooms  in  the  towers  for 
sink  rooms,  fitted  with  hoppers  and  soil-pipe  to  carry  off  the 
contents  of  the  prisoners'  night-pails — a  much  better  arrange- 
ment we  think  than  using  twenty  of  the  cells  nearest  the  centre 
building  for  this  purpose.  You  will  observe  that  by  these  alter- 
ations we  save  forty  cells  for  the  confinement  of  prisoners,  the 
twenty  connected  with  the  privilege  rooms,  and  the  twenty  used 
for  the  sink  rooms. 

The  plan  of  the  centre  building  is  altered;  the  apartments 
tor  the  accommodation  of  .the  warden's  family  are  left  out,  and 
the  centre  building  reduced  in  size. 

The  central  observatory  to  be  used  as  a  guard  and  inspection 

room  is  to  be  57  feet  6  inches  by  59  feet  6  inches,  and  37  feet 

f)  inches  high,  and  to  be  separated  from  the  wings  containing 

he  cells  by  screens  or  gratings  of  iron.     There  was  no  separa-.

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tion  between  the  guard  room  and  the  wings  containing  the  cells 
in  the  other  plan,  and  one  object  in  altering  the  form  of  the 
guard  room  was,  to  enable  us  to  introduce  these  separating 
screens  for  the  purpose  of  confining  the  prisoners  to  the  corri- 
dors and  galleries  of  each  wing,  and  protecting  the  guard  on 
duty  from  the  prisoners  when  in  the  corridors  or  on  the  gal- 
leries. The  inspection  of  the  cell  wings  will  not  be  obstructed 
by  the  introduction  of  these  screens,  as  may  be  seen  by  an 
examination  of  the  plans  and  sections,  and  the  inspection  of  the 
grounds  outside  of  the  building  from  the  guard  room,  and 
from  the  deputy's  rooms  in  front,  may  be  about  as  good  as  in 
the  other  plan,  as  we  introduce  small  windows  looking  north 
and  south  in  addition  to  the  windows  east  and  west.  We  think 
these  separating  screens  add  very  much  to  the  security  of  the 
prison,  and  to  the  protection  of  the  guard  on  duty  in  the  guard 
room.  We  leave  out  the  three  iron  galleries  around  the  guard 
room,  except  one  gallery  on  one  side,  which  is  to  connect  the 
cell  wings  with  the  hospital  and  privilege  rooms  in  the  front 
part  of  the  centre  building. 

The  two  rooms  in  the  front  of  the  guard  room,  and  on  the 
same  level,  are  for  sitting  and  bed  rooms  for  the  officers. 

The  kitchen  for  cooking,  baking,  washing,  &c,  is  in  the 
basement  story  under  the  guard  room,  and  on  the  same  level 
with  the  floors  of  the  corriders  in  the  wings.  The  food  for  the 
prisoners  will  be  prepared  in  the  kitcheu.  and  passed  to  them 
in  the  corridors  through  small  openings  in  the  walls  protected 
by  iron  frames  and  iron  slides.  The  entrance  for  prisoners  is 
in  the  basement  story,  where  there  is  a  room  provided  for  their 
reception,  with  baths  and  fumigating  oven  for  the  purpose  oi 
cleaning  the  filthy  before  they  are  admitted  to  the  other  partf- 
of  the  prison. 

There  is  also  a  room  in  the  basement  story  which  may  b< 
used  as  an  eating  room  for  the  deputy  officers,  or  for  store  room 
closets  and  other  conveniences.  There  will  be  cellars  under  th< 
centre  building  for  the  heating  apparatus  and  fuel,  and  also  i'o 
the  storage  of  provisions,  &c. 

The  six  rooms  for  the  confinement  of  witnesses,  and  the  thre- 
hospital  rooms  in  the  front  part  of  the  central  building  are  al 
light,  airy  and  comfortably  fitted,  having  lift  closets  from  th- 
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basement  story,  a  supply  of  water,  water  closets,  baths  and  open 
tire  places;  they  are,  however,  very  secure.  These  rooms  are 
approached  by  stair  cases  in  the  front  towers,  and  are  also  con- 
nected with  the  galleries  of  the  wings  by  means  of  an  iron  gal- 
lery-on  one  side  of  the  guard  room  and  iron  stair  cases. 

The  chapel  is  located  in  the  upper  part  of  the  centre  building, 
approached  from  the  stair  case  in  each  cell  wing,  and  also  from 
the  rooms  in  the  front  part  of  the  centre  building,  and  will  afL 
ford  sitting  accommodation  for  over  four  hundred  persons.  The 
prisoners  can  be  separated  into  different  classes  in  the  chapel  by 
means  of  board  partitions. 

We  propose  to  leave  off  the  marble  quoins  and  inside  marble 
sills  of  the  large  corridor  windows,  the  quoins  of  the  corner 
towers,  the  marble  cornice  of  the  wings,  and  the  upper  part  of 
the  towers,  and  alter  the  style  of  the  building,  as  you  will  ob- 
serve by  reference  to  the  elevations.  The  marble  already  pro- 
vided we  will  use  for  quoins  and  dressings  on  the  front  part  of 
the  centre  building.  We  leave  out  the  brick  casing  of  the  out- 
side stone  walls  above  the  basement  story,  and  the  brick  arches 
over  the  corridors — this  brick  casing  and  arching  over  the  cor- 
ridors is  expensive  and  unnecessary  in  this  case.  We  increase 
the  thickness  of  the  stone  walls  at  the  bottom,  and  reduce  them 
in  thickness  at  the  top. 

By  leaving  out  the  brick  arches  over  the  corridors  in  the  cell 
wings,  and  altering  the  construction  of  the  roofs  we  reduce  the 
height  of  the  outside  walls  of  the  wings  five  feet,  and  the  height 
of  the  centre  building  twelve  feet.  By  altering  the  construction 
of  the  roofs  we  reduce  very  much  the  quantity  of  timber  required, 
and  make,  what  wre  consider,  a  more  secure  and  substantial  roof. 
By  various  alterations  in  the  construction  of  the  iron  floors  and 
stair-cases,  we  reduce  very  much  the  quantity  of  iron  required, 
and  still  make  them  sufficiently  strong  and  secure. 

All  brick  arches,  brick  and  stone  floors,  iron  floors,  galleries 
and  stair-cases,  iron  door  frames  and  doors,  iron  gratings.  &e., 
&c,  required  to  make  the  building  as  secure  and  sale  as  by  trie 
other  plan,  are  provided  for  by  these  revised  plans  and  specifi- 
cations. Five  water  tanks  are  provided  for  supplying  water  t<» 
the  hoppers  in  the  sink  rooms,  to  the  water  closets,  baths,  kitchen 
and  ail  parts  where  water  is  required.   All  requisite  pipes,  drains 
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and   sewers  are  provided  for.     Gas  pipes  are  provided  for  all 
parts  of  the  building.     An  apparatus  for  manufacturing  gas 

could  be  put  up  on  the  premises. 

The  cooking  apparatus  and  ovens  are  provided  for.  There  is 
no  apparatus  for  warming  the  building  provided  for  in  the  ac- 
companying specifications,  we  would  suggest  the  propriety  of 
authorizing  a  competent  person,  or  persons,  to  act  in  connection 
with  the  architects,  in  selecting  and  contracting  for  suitable  ap- 
paratus for  this  purpose,  that  the  requisite  provision  may  be 
made  in  the  construction  of  the  building  for  the  apparatus  to  be 
used.  There  was  no  heating  apparatus  included  in  the  other 
specification. 

By  examining  the  accompanying  plans,  drawings  and  speci- 
fications, you  will  readily  understand  the  various  alterations 
and  modifications  proposed  to  be  made,  and  ascertain  how  it  is 
proposed  to  reduce  the  cost  of  finishing  the  jail  that  has  been 
comment 

By  carefully  comparing  iaes^  revised  plans  and  specifications 
with  the  plans  and  specifications  on  which  the  jail  has  been  com- 
menced, you  will  be  enabled  to  decide  as  to  the  propriety  of 
making  the  alterations  proposed. 

From  estimates  we  have  made  and  procured,  we  find  that  the 
jail  can  be  finished  agreeably  to  the  accompanying  revised  plans 
and  specifications  for  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  seventy  thou- 
sand dollars.  And  that  the  new  gateway  with  the  gate-keeper's 
lodge,  clerk's  office  and  bed  rooms  above,,  and  the  residence  for 
the  warden's  family,  can  be  built  agreeably  to  the  plans  we  have 
prepared  lor  the  purpose,  and  herewith  submit  to  you.  All  to 
be  built  in  a  good,  neat  and  substantial  manner  for  the  sum  oi 
ten  thousand  dollars,  making  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  eighty 
thousand  dollars  for  the  completion  of  the  jail,  and  an  appropri- 
ate and  suitable  gate-way  for  an  entrance  to  the  new  jail,  with 
uate-keeper's  lodge,  clerk's  office  and  residence  for  the  warden's 
tamih". 

After  examining  a  copy  of  the  specifications  under  which  the 
jail  was  being  built,  ana  from  information  obtained  from  othei 
sources,  we  are  fully  satisfied  that  it  would  have  cost  at  leasi 
four  hundred  thousand  dollars  to  have  completed  it  agreeably  tt 
the  specifications,  and  ready  for  occupancy  by  the  city  as  a  jail 
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It  will  therefore  appear  that  by  adopting  the  alterations  and 
modifications  proposed  by  the  accompanying  revised  plans  and 
specifications,  the  cost  of  completing  the  jail,  including  the  resi- 
dence for  the  warden's  family,  and  the  gate-way,  lodge  and  of- 
fice, will  he  reduced  at  least  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and 
at  the  same  time  a  building  provided  that  will  satisfy,  in  this 
particular,  all  the  wants  of  the  city.

City  Council  of  Baltimore: 

Gentlemen  :  — 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  a  statement  of  the  operations  of 
this  office  for  the  past  year,  ending  on  Friday,  December  31, 
1857. 

The  total  amount  of  collections  received  for  city  purposes,  du- 
ring the  year,  amount  to  seven  hundred  and  thirty  thousand 
four  hundred  and  thirty-nine  dollars  and  eighty-five  cents, 
(§730,439  85)  from  the  following  sources,  of  which  amount,  six 
hundred  and  forty-seven  thousand  four  hundred  and  eighty-one 
dollars  and  four  cents  ($647,481  04)  was  collected  under  my 
administration :

It  will  be  seen  by  the  above  statement,  that  nearly  six-tenths 
of  the  levy  has  been  collected,  and  seventy-one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  thirty-one  dollars  more  than  averaging  the  corres- 
ponding period  of  last  year  on  the  books  of  that  year,  which, 
considering  the  deranged  state  of  our  currency  and  the  general 
stagnation  of  business,  may  be  considered  a  fair  collection. 

I  would  most  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  your  honorable 
body  to  the  necessity  of  calling  upon  the  Legislature,  at  as  early 
a  day  as  possible,  to  give  to  the  city  a  new  assessment,  for  I  am 
confident  that  there  never  was  a  period  in  the  city's  history  when 
ane  was  more  needed. 
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The  present  basis  of  assessment  is  very  incorrect,  and  becom- 
ing more  so  annually  by  the  accumulation  of  accounts  against 
insolvents  and  others  discontinuing  business,  upon  whose  stocks 
large  assessments  were  made,  and  which  accounts  stand  open 
upon  our  books  without  any  possibility  of  collecting  them. 

Old  mortgages  and  judgments  are  also  carried  forward  from, 
year  to  year,  the  Judges  of  the  Appeal  Tax  Court  making  no 
abatements,  except  where  personal  application  is  made.  I  would 
ask  that  some  provision  be  made  by  which  the  judges  will  be 
authorized  to  make  abatements  on  the  books  in  all  cases  where 
it  is  hioicn  that  the  claim  is  worthless. 

I  would  also  suggest  the  propriety  of  the  passage  of  an  ordi- 
nance requiring  every  individual  wishing  to  construct  a  new 
edifice,  or  so  improve  an  old  one,  as  to  enhance  its  value,  to  pro- 
cure a  permit  from  the  Mayor  or  Comptroller,  in  order  that  a 
regular  registry  may  be  kept,  by  which  the  assessor  may  obtain 
information  as  to  the  localities  of  such  new  improvements,  from 
year  to  year,  and  the  more  readily  reacb  all  such  entitled  to  be 
assessed.  A  vast  deal  of  property  built  and  improved  between 
"  the  State  assessments,  and  which  frequently  escapes  taxation, 
would,  by  this  means,  be  brought  to  notice,  and  the  taxes  saved 
to  the  city. 

In  accordance  with  ordinance  Xo.  8,  entitled  an  ordinance  to 
appoint  a  Comptroller,  &c,  by  section  7  of  said  ordinance,  the 
Auditor's  office  will  cease  to  exist  on  the  1st  day  of  March  next, 
and  in  the  event  of  your  deciding  that  the  old  books  shall  come 
back  under  the  supervision  of  the  City  Collector,  it  will,  in  my 
opinion,  be  necessary  to  allow  me  the  appointment  of  one  addi- 
tional clerk  (whose  salary  you  will  name)  and  four  additional 
bailiffs,  increasing  my  number  to  eight,  the  same  number  as  the 
Auditor  has  in  his  office.  This  I  think  really  necessary  in  order 
to  enable  me  the  more  promptly  to  close  all  arrearages  of  taxes. 
The  duties  of  my  clerks  will  be  greatly  increased,  and  those  ot 
my  cashier  and  book-keeper  nearly  doubled,  independent  of  the 
books  in  the  Auditor's  office,  and  I  think  their  compensation 
should  be  increased  also. 

The  due-bills  from  contractors  that  I  found  in  my  possession 
upon  coming  into  office,  and  concerning  which  I  made  a  special 
report  to  the  Mayor  and  Council,  during  the  last  session,  have 
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been  given  into  the  hands  of  the  Comptroller  for  settlement,  and 
I  refer  you  to  his  report  for  further  information  concerning  them. 
The  amount  received  since,  and  now  in  my  possession  due  by  the 
different  contractors,  amounts  to  six  thousand  two  hundred  dol- 
lars, which  in  due  time  will  also  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the 
Comptroller. 

There  is  now  no  pump  bills  due  in  this  office,  the  accounts 
unpaid  having  passed  into  the  hands  of  the  Auditor  for  collec- 
tion, consequently  I  must  refer  to  his  report  for  unsettled  ac- 
counts under  that  head.

To  the  Hon.  the  Members  of  the  First  and  Second 

Branches  of  the  City  Coibicil  of  Baltimore: 
Gentlemen — 

The  undersigned  respectfully  submit  the  following  report, 
with  a  statement  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  their  depart- 
ment during  the  year  1857. 

The  sum  of  $562,511  66  is  acknowledged  to  have  been  received 
from  the  City  Register  to  pay  the  annual  interest  on  the  stock 
debt,  other  than  the  water  stock  and  one  million  loan. 

Of  the  five  million  loan,  $624,950  50  have  been  issued  during 
the  year,  leaving  an  unissued  balance  of  $444,049  50. 

The  amount  of  stock  purchased  for  the  Sinking  Fund  is  $30,- 
229  18  less  than  that  of  1856 — a  precautionary  abatement  deemed 
advisable  in  view  of  the  late  financial  crisis,  as  one,  among  other 
measures,  to  guard  against  embarrassment  in  providing  for  the 
interest  on  the  city  stock,  due  January  1,  1858,  which  for  that 
quarter  would  amount  to  $178,517  14.  This  sum,  it  will  be 
understood,  is  inclusive  of  the  semi-annual  interest  due  on  the 
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one  million  loan,  but  exclusive  of  that  due  on  the  water  stock, 
which  latter  is  payable  in  May  and  November. 

The  balance  of  $28,774  68  to  the  credit  of  the  Commissioners 
of  Finance  on  the  1st  of  January,  affords  a  substantial  basis  for 
a  largely  increased  investment  on  account  of  the,  Sinking  Fund' 
during  the  present,  compared  with  that  of  last  year. 

The  remaining  lots  on  Brown  street,  fourteen  in  number,  have 
been  leased  on  terms  complying  with  the  condition  imposed  by 
ordinance.  The  increased  revenue  thence  derived  is  $380  76, 
and  added  to  other  rents  for  the  same  purpose,  make  a  total  of 
$17,034  24. 

The  sum  of  $27,249  94  of  city  stock  has  been  purchased  du- 
ring the  past  year  for  the  Sinking  Fund,  which  added  to  that 
purchased  prior  to  1857,  make  $229,308  17  now  credited  to 
that  Fund.

Baltimore,  January  11 .  1858. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Members  of  the 

First  and  Second  Branches  of  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen — 

In  accordance  with  ordinance  Xo.  59,  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  approved  June  18,  1852,  entitled  "An 
ordinance  to  provide  for  the  removal  of  obstructions  from  the 
channel  of  the  Patapsco  River.''  the  Commissioners  appointed 
under  said  ordinance.,  herewith  respectfully  submit  their  fifth 
annual  report  of  the  labor  performed  in  each  month,  of  disburse- 
ments and  other  details,  in  conformity  also  with  the  requirements 
of  the  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  chapter  266, 
passed  January  session,  which  requires  that 

"An  account  be  reported  to  the  Comptroller  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  February  in  each  and  every  year,  of  the  disburse 
ments  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  relative  to 
the  deepening  of  the  channel  of  the  Chesapeake  Bay  and  Patap- 
sco River/' 

The  Commissioners  have  great  satisfaction  in  reporting  that 
the  work  has  gone  on  efficiently  during  the  year,  much  progress 
having  been  made  in  the  new  channel,  and  the  fact  satisfactorily 
established  that  the  bottom  stands  firm  after  excavation.  They 
hope  by  the  termination  of  another  year,  that  the  channel  will 
be  available  for  all  commercial  purposes. 
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To  procure  sufficient  depth,  however,  for  the  Large  war  steamers, 
will  require  an  appropriation  of  perhaps  two  hundred  thousand 
dollars  from  the  General  Government. 

The  dredge,  together  with  scows  and  appurtenances,  added  to 
the  force,  and  referred  to  in  our  last  report,  has  been  working 
satisfactorily  during  the  year.  The  improved  dredging  ma- 
chinery introduced  into  Baltimore,  has  given  great  satisfaction, 
and  is  rapidly  taking  place  of  the  antiquated  machinery  used  by 
Baltimore  in  past  years. 

The  Commissioners  finding  that  the  steamer  "Patapsco"  had 
not  sufficient  power  to  serve  three  dredges,  they  have  had  built, 
by  Murray  cv;  Hazlehurst,  an  iron  boat  of  larger  power,  which 
performs  well. 

It  affords  us  satisfaction  to  state,  that  the  men  under  the  effi- 
cient superintendence  of  Capt.  Costigan,  have  behaved  well,  and 
seem  to  take  a  deep  interest  in  the  progress  of  the  work.

City  Commissioner's  Office, 
Baltimore,  February  27,  1858. 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the 

First  Branch  of  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen — 

Having  understood  that  my  recent  reply  to  your  resolution  of 
enquiry  did  not  cover  the  ground  required  by  said  resolve,  I  re- 
spectfully submit  the  accompanying  statements,  which  I  trust 
will  fully  convey  the  information  required. 

If  the  resolution  referred  to  was  not  fully  and  satisfactorily 
mswered,  it  must  be  attributed  to  a  want  of  comprehension,  not 
a  want  of  desire,  as  I  can  assure  your  honorable  body  that  it  will 
be  my  pleasure  to  impart,  at  all  times,  the  fullest  information 
possible. 

I  annex  statements  showing  the  number  of  streets  paved  or 
epaved  in  1855,  1856  and  1857,  with  the  contractors'  names, 
md  the  price  paid  per  square  foot  for  the  same.  The  number 
md  amounts  of  the  orders  given  for  "  repairs  of  streets  "in  1855, 
L856  and  1857,  the  contractors'  names,  and  amount  given  to 
ach. 
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The  amount  of  repairs  of  streets  done  in  1855,  185G  and  1857, 
without  reference  to  the  orders  given  on  said  account,  and  a 
statement  showing  the  amount  of  unsettled  bills  due  by  this  of- 
fice, exhibiting  the  entire  indebtedness  of  the  same. 

In  reference  to  the  appropriations  made  during  said  years,  for* 
repairs  of  paved  streets,  I  beg  to  say,  that  although  it  appears 
that  upwards  of  one  hundred  and  fifty-three  thousand  dollars 
was  appropriated  for  said  account,  yet  85,234  40  was  drawn  by 
Mr.  Peregoy,  former  Commissioner,  between  the  1st  of  January, 
1855,  and  the  25th  of  February  of  the  same  year. 

The  appropriations  made  by  the  Councils  were  based  upon  the 
amounts  of  the  unpaid  orders,  in  the  hands  of  the  contractors,  as 
far  as  the  same  could  be  ascertained,  and  the  unsettled  bills  in 
this  office  at  the  end  of  the  year ;  these  two  items,  with  the 
amount  to  be  expended  each  year,  have  furnished  the  basis  of 
the  annual  appropriations. 

If  the  appropriations  made  for  any  named  year  are  not  paid 
by  the  Register  in  said  year,  they  must  be  provided  for  out  of 
the  succeeding  year's  appropriation,  in  this  way  it  frequently 
happens  that  the  appropriation  for  one  year,  must  be  renewed 
the  year  following,  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  the  bills  intended 
to  be  paid  by  the  appropriation  for  a  stated  year,  may  not  be 
paid  by  the  Register  until  after  the  expiration  of  said  year,  al- 
though the  orders  may  be  drawn  for  those  bills  in  anticipation 
of  their  being  paid  out  of  the  appropriation  made  for  that  pur- 
pose— thus  the  indebtedness  of  the  City  Commissioner's  office 
may  appear  to  have  been  liquidated  by  orders,  when  in  point  ol 
fact  these  orders  may  remain  in  the  contractors'  hands  unpaid 
until  the  succeeding  year,  and  in  this  way  the  city's  indebted 
ness  continues  after  that  of  the  Commissioner's  department  ceases 
But  this  department  having,  by  custom,  been  required  to  furnisr 
the  Register  with  the  amount  of  city  indebtedness  for  these  re 
pairs,  independent  of  the  unsettled  bills,  it  is  made  to  report  tin 
liabilities  of  the  corporation  for  repairs,  when  in  point  of  fact  tin 
orders  in  full  settlement  of  the  contractors'  bills  may  have  beei 
given  by  the  City  Commissioner,  and  consequently  no  indebted 
ness  exists  against  this  department  on  said  account.     The  yearl; 
appropriations  expire  with  the  year,  and  any  part  of  the  sain 
unused,  if  required,  must  be  made  anew,  thus  an  appropriate 
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for  the  same  purpose  may  be  made  more  than  once.  For  instance, 
an  appropriation  of  $12,000  was  made  in  1857,  to  pay  the  City 
Surveyor,  for  establishing,  by  a  general  system,  the  grades  of 
the  streets  of  the  city — said  appropriation  has  not  been  used,  yet 
the  work  is  in  progress.  Consequently,  the  appropriation  re- 
ferred to  ($12,000)  must  be  renewed  ;  but  they  who  think  $24,000 
has  been  provided  for  tire  purpose  indicated,  as  will  appear  by  a 
simple  reference  to  the  list  of  appropriations,  commits  an  error, 
which  facts  will  readily  point  out. 

If  an  appropriation  should  be  made  in  1858,  for  any  account 
whatever,  and  said  appropriation  should  not  be  paid  by  the  Re- 
gister (although  the  orders  in  full  settlement  of  the  same  may 
have  been  given  by  the  City  Commissioner,)  the  appropriation 
would  have  to  be  rendered  in  1859 ;  thus  it  would  appear  by 
reference  to  the  appropriation  bill,  that  two  appropriations  of 
$5,000  each,  or  $10,000  had  been  appropriated  to  pay  an  indebt- 
edness of  $5,000.  The  renewal  of  an  appropriation  is  not  the 
enlargement  of  the  same,  although  it  may  appear  so. 

In  this  way  it  may  appear  that  the  provision  for  repairs  of 
paved  streets  for  1855,  1856  and  1857,  has  been  $153,000,  when 
in  reality,  it  is  much  less  ;  and  to  demonstrate  this,  I  refer  to 
page  z8,  ordinances  of  1857,  where  it  will  be  found  that  the  ap- 
propriation of  $20,000  for  repairs  of  paved  streets,  and  the  ap- 
propriation of  $15,000  for  paving  and  repairing  of  cross  streets 
for  1856  was  unexpended  by  the  Register,  not  one  cent  of  the 
^ame  having  been  paid,  in  consequence  of  which  the  appropria- 
tion had  to  be  renewed  the  following  year;  by  this  system  the 
appropriations  appear  large  and  unexpended. 

I  have  had  an  interview  with  the  Comptroller,  in  reference  to 
liis  matter,  and  I  doubt  not  an  arrangement  will  be  made,  which 
>vill  prevent  this  difficulty  hereafter.

THE    McDONOGH    BEQUEST 


Baltimore,  February  24,  185S. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor 

and  City  Council  of  Baltimore: 

Gentlemen —  n 

After  a  visit  to  New  Orleans,  I  have  returned  to  this  city  with 
the  view  of  laying  before  your  honorable  body  the  present  con- 
dition of  the  estate,  and  aiding  by  personal  explanations  which 
maybe  necessary  in  consequence  of  the  partition  of  the  McDonogh 
estate  between  the  4wo  cities.  After  consultation  with  the  coun- 
sel of  Baltimore,  in  New  Orleans,  it  was  considered  best  that  I 
should  return  for  this  purpose,  especially  as  my  two  colleagues, 
the  other  agents  of  our  city,  would  remain  in  Louisiana  until 
my  return,  and  as  the  renewal  of  the  annual  leases  and  most  of  the 
important  executive  matters  had  been  arranged  before  my  depar- 
ture. The  yearly  report  of  the  commissioners  and  agents  for 
both  cities,  which  will  soon  be  laid  before  you,  has  only  been 
delayed  in  consequence  of  the  public  engagements  of  two  of  our 
colleagues  on  the  part  of  New  Orleans,  which,  for  a  short  time, 
have  prevented  their  attention  to  the  report. 
33 
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The  report  of  Judge  Theodore  G.  Hunt  and  myself,  making 
a  partition  of  the  property  between  the  two  cities,  which  I  had 
the  honor  to  present  you  last  July,  was  confirmed,  by  the  Judge 
of  the  Fifth  District  Court  of  New  Orleans,  by  whom  the  par- 
tition had  been  originally  decreed.  That  report  assigned  cer- 
tain sums  to  t\ie  Asylum  for  Destitute  Orphan  Boys  and  to  the 
American  Colonization  Society,  in  lieu  of  the  annuities  contem- 
plated by  the  will,  and  in  full  discharge  thereof.  The  terms  of 
the  decree  authorized  this  mode  of  settlement;  but  the  counsel 
of  these  two  corporations  did  not  acquiesce  in  the  confirmation 
of  our  report — liberal  as  was  the  sum  allowed — and  appealed 
from  Judge  Eggleston's  decree  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  Louisi- 
ana. In  this  appeal  Judge  Eustis  and  Mr.  Eoseiius,  counsel  fo: 
our  city,  thought  proper  to  join,  in  order  to  have  the  judgment 
amended,  in  favor  of  Baltimore,  so  far  as  Mr.  McDonogh's  tes- 
tamentary disposition  in  favor  of  a  school  farm  is  concerned. 
By  reference  to  the  report  of  the  experts  it  will  be  seen  that  I, 
as  one  of  them,  representing  your  interests,  made  a  separate 
report  upon  the  legacies  for  a  school  farm  and  poor  asylum ;  and 
while  leaving,  as  was  prope%  the  question  of  legal  rights  to  be 
disposed  of  by  the  judiciary,  showed  that  if  the  legacies  are  valid 
— on  a  settlement  of  accounts — Baltimore  would  be  entitled,  out 
oi  the  estate,  to  $100,000  more  than  New  Orleans,  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  school  farm.  Judge  Eggleston,  however,  in  con- 
firming the  general  partition  of  the  property,  did  not  think  that 
the  particular  claims — by  New  Orleans  for  a  poor  asylum  and  by 
Baltimore  for  a  school  farm — were  tenable  as  demands  sepo, 
from  the  general  bequest  to  the  cities.  It  is  upon  this  part  of  his 
decree  that  the  counsel  of  Baltimore  deemed  it  just  to  your  in- 
terests that  the  right  to  the  particular  legacy  should  be  ^finally 
adjudicated  by  the  highest  tribunal  in  the  State.  The  appeal 
taken  by  the  other  societies  enabled  them  to  do  this  without  pro- 
crastinating the  partition. 

When  I  went  to  Louisiana  last  fall,  I  hoped  to  find  this  case 
already  argued  and  perhaps  decided;  but,  owing  to  the  severe 
illness  of  the  sole  counsel  of  New  Orleans,  in  the  early  part  of 
the  Court's  session,  and  the  press  of  cases  on  the  docket,  no  op- 
portunity occurred  to  have  a  day  fixed  for  argument  till  towards 
the  close  of  January,  1858,  when  the  counsel  of  the  two  cities 
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and  the  contestant  societies  were  heard  by  the  Supreme  Court. 
The  decision  has  not  yet  been  rendered,  and  will  not.  probably, 
be  until  March,  but  I  am  authorized  and  desired  by  your  counsel 
to  inform  you  that,  in  (heir  opinion,  the  partition  as  made  by 
Judge  Hunt  and  myself,  (a  printed  copy  of  which  will  be  found 
in  the  journal  of  your  honorable  body  for  1857,)  will  be  substan- 
tially confirmed. 

Looking  to  this  result,  which  will  transfer  equal  shares  of  the 
real  estate  to  each  city,  independently  of  the  other,  your  coun- 
sel advise  that  you  should  prepare  for  it  by  such  legislation  as 
will  be  needed  under  the  laws  of  Louisiana. 

1st. — It  will  be  necessary  to  authorize  the  receipt  and  sepa- 
rate administration  of  your  allotted  portion  as  soon  as  the  par- 
tition shall  be  confirmed. 

2d. — \f  it  is  your  intention  to  dispose  of  the  property,  or  any 
part  thereof,  by  sale,  when  favorable  opportunities  are  presented, 
it  will  be  necessary  to  vest  special  power  and  authority  in  the 
agents  to  that  effect,  as  it  will  be  difficult,  if  not  impossible 
to  obtain  the  authorization  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  in 
each  particular  sale  of  so  large  and  divided  a  property.  By  a 
special  authority,  under  the  law  of  Louisiana,  is  meant  an  ex- 
press delegation  of  the  power  to  sell  the  property,  or  any  part 
thereof,  belonging  to  the  city  of  Baltimore  under  the  bequest  of 
John  McDonogh;  but  this  authority  may  be  coupled  with  such 
conditions  and  restrictions  as  the  city  may  annex  to  it  for  its 
security. 

3d. — It  will  be  proper  for  you  to  provide  a  system  for  the  care 
or  removal  of  the  negroes  left  by  Mr.  McDonogh,  all  of  whom, 
according  to  the  will,  are  ultimately  to  be  sent  to  Africa.  On 
this  subject,  I  beg  leave  to  refer  you  to  our  report  on  partition, 
where  you  will  find  the  matter  fully  discussed,  on  page  531,  &c. 
of  your  printed  journal  of  1857.  There  are  eighty-six  negroes, 
by  the  will,  statu  liberi,  and  nearly  all  will  immediately  become 
expensive,  burthensome  and  annoying  to  the  cities,  unless  they 
are  despatched  as  speedily  as  possible  to  Africa,  or,  in  a  few  ex- 
cepted cases,  disposed  of,  as  we  have  pointed  out  in  our  report. 
You  will  observe  that  we  have  examined  the  personal  condition 
Mid  relations  of  every  negro  belonging  to  the  estate,  and  endea- 
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vored  to  classify  them  by  families  and  worth  of  character,  so  as 
to  satisfy  humanity  and  justice  in  every  respect. 

Your  legislation  upon  these  matters  will  embrace  all  that  is 
at  present  necessary  to  preserve  your  share  of  the  estate,  and  to' 
fulfil  the  testator's  wishes  in  regard  to  his  colored  people. 
But,  before  closing  this  part  of  the  subject,  I  trust  you  will  not 
consider  it  improper  if  I  call  your  attention  to  Mr.  McDonogh's 
request  that  his  remains  should  be  removed  to  Baltimore  and 
interred,  if  possible,  as  he  desired.  The  agents  of  the  cities 
have  not  considered  themselves  authorized  to  perform  this  act 
without  the  consent  of  their  constituents.  Receiving  a  large 
bequest  from  the  deceased,  and  accepting  it,  it  seems  the  plain- 
est of  consequences  that  such  a  request  should  be  complied  with 
in.  a  spirit  of  respectful  gratitude.  His  remains  now  lie  in  a 
neglected  private  graveyard,  near  the  swamp  in  the  rear  of  his 
former  residence.  I  beg  to  suggest  that  your  agents  be  empow- 
ered to  remove  them  to  some  cemetery  in  the  neighborhood  of 
Baltimore,  in  conformity  with  his  request,  and  to  erect  (either 
alone,  or  in  conjunction  with  the  authorities  of  New  Orleans,) -a 
plain  but  appropriate  monument  to  his  memory. 

On  behalf  of  my  colleagues,  as  well  as  in  my  own  opinion, 
I.  would  respectfully  observe  that  from  our  experience  in  Louisi- 
ana as  administrators  of  your  interests  for  several  years,  it  is 
undoubtedly  your  best  policy  to  dispose  of  your  share  of  the 
real  estate,  as  soon  as  prudently  practicable,  and  to  bring  the 
proceeds  to  Baltimore.  It  has  taken  us  long  to  become  familiar 
with  the  numerous  and  varied  properties  constituting  this  estate 
in  town  and  country,  and  we  are  satisfied  that  their  final  dispo- 
sal will  be  a  matter  of  delicate  management,  requiring  skill  and 
experience.  Properly  conducted,  the  sale,  in  all  likelihood,  will 
result  in  a  munificent  benefaction ;  but,  to  produce  so  beneficent 
a  result,  patience  will  be  required  from  those  who  are  eager  for 
immediate  results.  Impatience  will  result  in  the  squandering 
of  a  magnificent  inheritance. 

By  the  summary,  on  page  623  of  your  last  year's  journal,  it 
will  be  seen  that  the  whole  real  estate,  at  the  valuation  then 
carefully  made,  amounts  to  $1,408,880,  of  which  Baltimore  owns 
one-half,  or  $704,440.  The  decision  against  the  cities  of  Pena's 
claim  for  $100,000,  under  a  testamentary  paper,  first  produced 
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last  February,  will  reduce  this  amount  by  at  least  $50,000  for 
each  city;  so  that,  by  judicious  sales,  it  is  quite  likely  Baltimore 
will  realize  nearly  $600,000.  The  original  appraisement,  made 
in  1850-'51,  was  found — when  reviewed  last  year  by  some  of  the 
most  discreet  and  reliable  property-holders  and  agents  in  the  city 
as  well  as  in  the  parishes  of  Louisiana — to  be  entirely  too  high. 
The  property,  as  now  rented,  affords  a  revenue,  on  the  share  of 
Baltimore,  of  about  $35,000;  so  that  all  costs  of  administration, 
taxes,  &c,  on  the  part  of  our  city,  are  provided  for,  while  the 
property  selected  by  me  as  an  expert  on  the  part  of  Baltimore, 
is  several  thousand  dollars  yearly  more  active  in  present  income 
than  that  taken  by  New  Orleans.  While  this  is  of  immediate 
advantage  to  us,  in  consequence  of  our  necessary  expenses,  it  is 
equally  fair  to  New  Orleans,  whose  share  is  free  from  taxation, 
whose  authorities  can  administer  her  interests  on  the  spot,  and 
can  wait,  even  for  years,  the  pecuniary  realization  of  her  interest, 
at  the  same  time  that  the  gross  valuation  of  her  share  is  the 
same  as  Baltimore's.

We  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  com- 
munication of  the  4th  instant  to  hand  this  morning,  enclosing 
letter  dated  Brooklyn,  February  3,  1858,  signed  G.  W.  Thorp. 

The  counsel  of  the  McDonogli  board  and  of  Baltimore  received 
esterday  a  similar  communication  from  the  same  person,  viz: 
lat  he  could  prove  the  document  upon  which  Francis  Pena  ob- 
<ined  judgment  against  the  McDonogh  estate  to  be  a  gross 
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fraud.  The  board  of  commissioners  and  agents  had  already, 
under  advice  of  their  counsel,  paid  about  $24,000  in  cash  on  ac- 
count of  this  judgment,  reserving  the  balance  of  claim  for  set- 
tlement hereafter — the  judgment  being  tinal  by  the  Supreme 
Court  of  this  State  on  an  appeal. 

We  had  at  once  given  the  letter  already  received  from  Thorp 
our  careful  consideration ;  but  greatly  fear,  from  all  the  circum- 
stances, that  little,  if  any,  importance  can  be  attached  to  it, 
and  Mr.  Roselius,  one  of  the  counsel  for  Baltimore,  with  whom 
we  had  an  interview  this  morning,  on  the  subject,  fully  coincides 
with  us  in  opinion. 

The  assertions  of  this  person,  however,  we  consider  as  requir- 
ing a  full  investigation,  and  we  would  recommend  that  you  send 
a  suitable  agent  to  Brooklyn  to  examine  into  the  case,  with  the 
view  to  such  action  as  may  appear  needful.  We  suggest  our 
colleague,  Mr.  Brantz  Mayer,  if  still  in  Baltimore,  for  that  pur- 
pose. In  any  event,  no  direct  compensation  can  be  made  to 
Thorp,  to  interest  him  in  the  issue,  and  thus  render  him  incom- 
petent as  a  witness,  though  an  agreement  to  reimburse  him  any 
expenses  he  may  incur  will  not  affect  us. 

The  board  of  commissioners  and  agents  will  appropriate  any 
funds  required  for  the  investigation. 

The  suits  which  Mr.  Thorp  refers  to,  as  likely  to  follow  upon 
similar  grounds,  may  grow  out  of  an  absurd  claim  made  by  a 
certain  Mrs.  Herndon,  who  exhibited,  through  counsel,  a  pro- 
missory note,  purporting  to  have  been  made  by  Mr.  McDonogh 
and  payable  to  her  order  six  years  after  his  decease,  tor  the  sum 
of  §200,000.  This  document  was  exhibited  to  our  counsel,  and 
was  so  evident  a  forgery,  and  the  explanations  of  the  circum- 
stances under  which  it  was  obtained  so  thorosrhlv  ridiculous, 
that  the  party  representing  himself  as  her  counsel  at  once  aban- 
doned all  idea  of  presenting  the  claim,  and  we  considered  it  en- 
tirely too  unimportant  to  trouble  you  with  a  communication  oi 
the  subject. 

Xo  decree  has  yet  been  rendered  in  the  partition  suit ;  but  look 
ing  to  a  speedy  division  of  the  property,  the  presence  of  our  col 
league,  Mr.  Mayer,  would  be  acceptable  in  any  action  that  ma; 
be  required. 
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Wo  have  prepared  an  annual  report  for  the  two  cities  which 
we  have  submitted  to  the  commissioners  for  the  city  of  New  Or- 
leans, and  we  wait  their  joint  action  for  its  formal  execution  and 
transmission.

The  New  Orleans   commissioners   of  the  McDonogh    estate 
ire  waiting,  before  uniting  with  us  in  a  regular  annual  report, 
pr  a  decision  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Louisiana  in  the  parti- 
ion  suit,  which  we  had  expected  to  receive  before  this,  but  so 
far,  we  are  without  a  decree. 

In  the  meantime  we  have  thought  Jt  proper,  without  further 
lelay,  to  wait  on  you  with  the  account  of  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures for  the  year  1857,  accompanied  by  the  proper  vouchers  and 
i  few  remarks  upon  general  matters  connected  with  the  estate. 
We  have  no  doubt  we  shall  be  able  to  unite  with  the  New 
)rleans  commissioners  in  the  more  formal  report  the}'  propose. 
We  submit   to   your   consideration    the   enclosed    document 
narked  No.  1,  showing  the  receipts  and  expenditures  as  already 
eferred  to,  presenting  a  full  exhibit  of  these  items,  and  embra- 
ing  at  one  view   the  entire  position  of  the  affairs  of  the  estate 
)r  the  past  year.     This  account  has  been  carefully  pretax  fed  by 
34 
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Mr.  Sinnott,  the  Secretary  of  the  hoard,  and  examined  and 
compared  with  the  hooks  and  vouchers  by  one  of  the  under- 
signed on  the  committee  appointed  for  that  purpose. 

It  will  he  seen  by  this  account,  that  the  halance  of  cash  on 
hand  is  reduced  from  $98.1  r»3  47,  the  amount  appearing  in  our 
last  report,  to  $5t,698  09;  being  the  cash  balances  respectfully 
on  the  31st  December,  1856  and  31st  December,  1857.  This 
deficiency  may  he  accounted  for  in  the  diminution  of  rents  from 
a  portion  of  the  property  now  idle,  and  from  the  various  heavy 
payments  made  during  the  year  1857,  independently  of  the  usual 
expenditures  of  the  estate,  as  will  fully  appear  by  the  exhibit 
and  vouchers.  From  these  causes  the  net  revenue  of  the  estate 
has  not  only  been  absorbed,  but  the  balance  of  funds  on  hand 
diminished. 

Amongst  the  payments  referred  to,  are  judgments  obtained 
against  the  estate;  fees  of  counsel  representing  the  interests  o 
Baltimore;  heavy  costs  of  repairs  growing  out  of  the  dilapi- 
dated condition  of  the  property ;  paving  and  shelling  street' 
required  by  the  laws  of  the  corporation;  large  costs  incurred  ir 
the  division  suit,  and  other  expenses  which  were  unavoidable 
The  following  are  the  principal  portion  of  these  extraordinary 
expenses:

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These  unusual  and  heavy  expenses  will  account  for  the  re- 
duction of  cash  balance  on  hand  at  the  close  of  the  past  year 
as  compared  with  that  of  1856. 

Looking  to  a  speedy  decree  of  partition,  the  board  lias  recently 
declined  extending  any  leases  beyond  their  present  term,  except- 
ing that  of  the  Orleans  theatre,  which  they  have  continued  to 
July  1,  1859:  the  annual  rental  being  $3,250.  The  manager 
required  the  assurance  of  the  extension  of  his  lease  preparatory 
to  his  arrangements  for  the  next  winter,  and  the  board  con- 
sidered it  judicious  to  insure  its  occupancy,  rather  than  the 
property  should  remain  idle  and  unproductive.  This  property 
having  been  assigned,  in  the  tableau  of  division,  to  Baltimore, 
the  agents  of  that  city  strongly  urged  the  extension,  and  in 
their  view  of  the  case,  the  New  Orleans  commissioners  finally 
concurred.

ecurity;  residue  on  credit,  in  periodical  payments,  bearing  in- 
erest  from  date  of  sale. 
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In  the  case  of  Francis  Pena  against  the  estate,  final  judgment 

on  an  appeal  has  been  rendered  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  this 
State  for  the  sum  of  $100,000  with  costs  and  interest  from  the 
date  of  judicial  demand.  The  board,  under  advice  of  counsel 
and  to  save  execution,  paid  about  §24,000  on  account  of  principal 
and  interest,  reserving  the  balance  of  claim  for  settlement  here- 
after, us  may  be  agreed  on. 

The  slaves  continue  to  be  hired  out  as  heretofore,  under  tht

Gentlemen — 

We  have  the  pleasure  of  informing  you  that  the  Union  Bank 
of  this  city,  holding  the  McDonogh  deposits,  has,  as  we  had 
fully  anticipated,  resumed  specie  payments  in  full.  The  Union 
is  one  of  the  banks  doing  business  under  the  provisions  of  the 
new  constitution  of  Louisiana,  which  require  a  pledge  of  availa- 
ble security  to  the  State  Auditor.  This  bank's  sound  capital 
over  and  above  all  liabilities,  is  now  estimated  at  one  million 
and  a  half  of  dollars.  She  has  lodged  with  the  State  Auditor 
securities,  principally  consisting  of  bonds  of  the  city  of  New 
Orleans  8807;000,  whilst  the  entire  amount  of  her  circulation 
and  deposits  is  §600,000,  and  we  regard  the  safe  position  of  the 
McDonogh  funds  deposited  with  her  as  beyond  the  shadow  of 
question. 

The  suit  of  Francis  Pena,  claiming  $100,000  and  interest 
from  the  estate,  determined  in  his  favor,  as  we  advised  you  on 
the  3d  of  July  last,  will  be  brought  before  the  Supreme  Court  of 
this  State  in  a  few  weeks,  an  appeal  having  been  taken,  but  we 
confess  that  we  cannot  feel  sanguine  of  the  result. 

In  the  partition  case  decreed  by  the  Fifth  District  Court,  some 
exceptions  have  been  taken  by  the  Orphan  Boy"s  Asylum  of 
New  Orleans  and  the  Colonization  Society  of  Maryland,  but  we 
feel  very  little  doubt  that  the  Supreme  Court  will  confirm  the 
decree  in  the  course  of  a  few  weeks,  and  the  property  stand  ap- 
portioned to  the  two  cities  according  to  the  report  of  the  experts 
already  furnished  you.  Upon  this  consummation,  a  judicious 
disposition  of  the  property  belonging  to  Baltimore,  under  care- 
ful administration  here,  will  claim  your  attention.

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and 

City  Council  of  Baltimore: 

Gentlemen — 

The  Port  Warden,  in  obedience  to  an  ordinance  of  the  Mayor 
,nd  City  Council,  approved  March  8,  1850,  to  preserve  the 
lavigation  of  the  harbor  and  prescribing  his  duties,  respectfully 
ubmits  the  following  report  of  his  proceedings. 

On  the  first  of  March,  1857,  when  I  entered  upon  the  dis- 
harge  of  my  duties,  I  found  all  the  machinery  of  the  department 
ery  much  out  of  repair — a  greater  part  entirely  unfit  for  use ; 
proceeded  immediately  to  make  the  necessary  repairs,  and  on 
ie  eighteenth  of  the  month  I  was  enabled  to  put  some  of  the 
lachines  to  work;  the  entire  machinery  was  at  work  by  the 
rst  of  April.  Two  of  the  diggers  were  placed  in  the  Back 
asin,  which  were  kept  at  work  the  entire  season;  the  other 
iggers  were  engaged  in  various  places,  where  they  were  most 
3eded.  I  purchased  thirteen  horses  for  the  use  of  the  depart- 
ent;  there  was  sold  by  Mr.  L.  B.  Culley  two  horses,  previous 
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to  the  first  of  March,  and  seven  since  by  me.     On  the  19th  of 
August   the  steam    dredging    machine   was  placed   under   my 
charge,   and   since   has  been   constantly  at  work,   performing 
admirably  and  to  my  entire  satisfaction.     I  would  recommend 
the  building  of  another  dredge  upon  the  same  plan,  of  reduced 
dimensions — (for  further  particulars  I  would  refer  you  to  the 
proposition  of  A.  B.   Cooley,  marked  B.) — the  present  dredge 
being  too  large  to  work  in  the  small  docks  or  shallow  places. 
On  the  1st  of  September  the  new  tow-boat  Baltimore,  built  by 
Murray  &  Hazlehurst,  was  placed  by  the  City  Commissioner  ir 
my  charge ;  she  performs  well  and  has  met  with  no  accident  o 
any  kind  to  the  present  time,  being  under  the  charge  of  skilfu 
and  experienced  officers.     I  would  here  state  that  the  stean 
dredge   performs   as    much   labor    as    the   entire   horse    powe 
(diggers)  of  the  department.     I  would  therefore  recommend  thi 
abolishment  of  horse-power  for  that  of  steam,   as  the  steaii 
power  while  engaged  on  private  work  is  a  source  of  considerabl 
revenue  to  the  city,  while  the  old  plan  costs  the  city  more  tha 
they  receive  for  its  use.  % 

On  the  9th  of  March,  according  to  the  provisions  of  ordir 
ance  ISTo.  5,  entitled  "an  ordinance  to  deepen  the  channel  froi 
Locust  Point  to  Light  street  wharf,''  the  State  machinery  m 
put  to  work,  and  ceased  work  on  the  11th  of  May.  The 
excavated  twelve  hundred  and  ninety-five  scow  loads  of  sed 
ment,  which  is  equal  to  forty-five  thousand  three  hundred  an 
twenty-five  cubic  yards,  at  a  cost  of  $7,408  71.  The  dredgin 
of  the  channel  is  of  a  uniform  depth  of  twenty-four  feet,  fro 
Locust  Point  to  Chase's  wharf,  being  about  one-half  the  lengl 
of  the  channel.  I  would  respectfully  request  the  appropriate- 
as  specified  in  the  statement  to  the  Register  of  the  city,  to  cor 
plete  the  work,  as  the  property  holders  above  Chase's  wharf  a 
deprived  of  all  benefits  of  the  work  as  far  as  it  has  been  performe 

Resolutions  No.  44  and  No.  59  have  been  complied  with  ;  als 
the  docks  at  the  foot  of  William  and  Johnson  streets  have  be. 
cleansed. 

Resolution  No.  112,  in  relation  to  McElderry's  dock,  hasbei 
complied  with  as  far  as  is  practicable,  the  sheet  piling  under  U 
foundation  of  the  wall  being  too  short  to  adm"t  of  digging  t? 
required  depth  without  endangering  the  property.     The  dev 
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was  deepened  from  the  centre,  by  the  steam  dredge,  to  a  depth 
bf  fourteen  feet,  which  will  admit  vessels  of  the  class  contempla- 
ted by  the  resolution. 

We  have  hauled  up  and  repaired  during  the  year  sixteen 
scows  and  built  one  new  scow.  We  experienced  considerable 
limculty  in  not  having  a  rail-way  to  haul  up  and  repair  the 
machinery.  We  had  to  have  two  of  the  discharging  machines 
lauled  up  at  Muller's  rail-way  and  repaired,  they  being  in  a 
sinking  condition.  We  have  excavated  and  discharged  two 
thousand  one  hundred  and  thirty-three  scow  loads  of  sediment, 
vhich  is  equal  to  seventy-four  thousand  six  hundred  and  fifty- 
ive  cubic  yards.  For  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  de- 
partment for  the  past  year,  I  refer  you  to  the  abstract 
narked  A.

I  propose  to  build  for  the  city  of  Baltimore,  a  steam  dredge 
on  the  principle  of  the  one  already  built,  but  of  reduced  size,  say 
eighteen  or  twenty  feet  wide,  and  fifty  to  fifty-five  feet  in  length, 
and  five  feet  flepth  outside  of  planking,  plank  bottom  and  top 
to  be  three  inches,  speed  anchors  twelve  by  twelve  inches,  thirty- 
six  feet  long,  three  of  them;  machine  to  be  constructed  of  white 
oak,  white  pine  and  yellow  pine,  sound  stuff.  The  machine  to 
be  built  in  the  most  substantial  and  workman-like  manner,  to 
be  arched  and  roofed  over  and  covered  with  canvass ;  rooms  to  be 
arranged  to  suit,  with  windows,  &c.  Upper  works  to  have  two 
coats  of  paint.  The  engines  to  be  six  inches  bore  of  cylinder, 
with  fifteen  inches  stroke  of  piston,  with  suitable  boiler.  The 
machine  to  be  nearly  as  strong  as  that  recently  built  for  the  city, 
with  a  dipper  or  scoop  of  one  yard  capacity.  Machine  to  be  de- 
livered in  Baltimore  and  proved,  and  if  satisfactory  to  the  Com- 
missioner to  be  paid  for  in  the  city's  obligations  at  four,  eight 
and  twelve  months  from  acceptance  of  machine,  bearing  legal 
interest.     Price  to  be  nine  thousand  dollars.

In  obedience  to  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland, 
md  being  an  established  custom,  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  Bal- 
imore  city  jail  present  to  you  their  annual  report. 

The  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  ^ar,  beginning  Novem- 
)er  27th,  1856,  and  ending  November  26th,  1857,  will  be  found 
n  the  annexed  account  of  the  warden,  marked  A. 
^lie  entire  expenses  of  the  jail,  including  the  neces- 
sary repairs  for  the  current  year $18,646  91

We  herewith  hand  you  a  statistical  table,  marked  B,  which 
iows  the  number  of  prisoners  committed,  and  the  offences  with 
hich  they  are- charged;  also,  a  table  marked  C,  which  shows 
e  monthly  or  daily  average  of  prisoners  in  jail  each  morning  ; 
cewise,  a  table  marked  D,  which  shows  the  number  of  prison- 
's committed,  how  they  were  discharged,  and  the  number  re- 
fining in  jail. 
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The  expenses  of  the  jail  for  the  past  year  will  compare  very 
favorably  with  that  of  any  previous  year.  But  owing  to  the 
construction  of  the  new  jail,  we  have  been  compelled  to  employ 
an  additional  gate-keeper,  and  two  assistant  wardens — making 
an  increase  in  the  item  of  salaries  of  $1,500  per  annum,  and  a 
proportionate  increase  of  expense  in  the  subsistence  of  the  war- 
den's family. 

You  will  also  perceive  by  the  statement  below,  that  we  have 
lost  the  entire  revenue  of  fees  from  Baltimore  county  prisoners 
yielding  about  $1,000  annually. 

The  United  States  docket  has  also  fallen  short  $326  41  com 
pared  with  the  year  1856,  and  about  $1,100  contrasted  with  tin 
year  previous.  Thus  showing  that  the  excess  of  prisoners  ar 
of  that  class,  whose  support  devolves  entirety  upon  the  pre 
vision  made  by  the  corporate  authorities. 

Our  proportion  of  the  license  money  has  decreased  from  $50 
to  $600,  when  contrasted  with  former  years. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  committed  to  tl: 
custody  of  the  warden,  as  per  table  marked  D,  4081  prisoners- 
aud  the  daily  average  in  jail  each  morning,  being  138  11-1: 
showing  an  increase  of  8  10-12  prisoners  daily — and  total  ii 
crease  of  commitments  for  the  year  of  820.  This  stateme 
exhibits  an  alarming  increase  of  crime  during  the  past  yea 
and  more  so,  when  the  fact  of  the  loss  of  the  Baltimore  coun 
prisoners  is  taken  into  consideration. 

Owing  to  the  large  excess  of  prisoners  over  former  years,  U 
high  prices  of  provisions  necessary  for  their  sustenance — - 
gether  with  the  additional  assistants  required  for  their  sa 
keeping  during  the  time  of  the  building  of  the  new  prison : 
shall  be  compelled  to  ask  an  amount  equal  to  the  appropriati  i 
of  the  past  year,  viz:  $13,000.

Leaving  a  balance  in  favor  of  the  Institution  of $270  56 

This  department  has  not  been  a  source  of  much  revenue,  in 
consequence  of  the  limited  number  of  prisoners  committed  by 
•  court.  The  punishment  of  working  them,  has  exercised  a 
salutary  effect  in  freeing  us  in  a  great  measure  of  this  class  of 
prisoners,  for  the  better  portion  of  the  year,  at  times  there  being 
but  three  or  four  employed. 

The  price  of  the  raw  material  during  the  past  year,  has  been 
so  enormously  high,  as  to  preclude  the  possibility  of  effecting 
sales  at  remunerating  prices,  thus  leaving  on  hand  a  large  pro- 
portion of  the  manufactured  article. 

In  the  present  report  we  have  no  remarks  to  make  in  reference 
to  the  incapacity  of  the  jail — except  to  urge  upon  you  the  ne- 
cessity of  the  early  completion  of  the  building  now  in  course  of 
erection. 

From  the  report  of  the  physician,  Dr.  Samuel  H.  Martin,  we 
learn  that  he  has  had  under  treatment  602  cases.

But  one  birth  (colored)  has  occurred  during  the  past  year, 
and  no  death  except  a  child  of  one  of  the  prisoners — disease 
cholera  infantum.  You  will  perceive  that  although  the  number 
of  prisoners  has  been  great,  there  has  been  but  little  sickness. 
This  has  been  owing  chiefly  to  the  absence  of  epidemic  influence 
from  the  Institution.  Every  precaution  having  been  taken  by 
the  warden  to  prevent  the  engendering  of  contagious  diseases 
'0  which  institutions  of  this  kind  are  liable. 
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The  undersigned  in  closing  their  report  express  their  entire 
approbation  of  the  management  of  the  warden,  Capt.  Thomas 
C.  James,  and  his  efficient  assistants. 

The  Institution  has  at  all  times  been  kept  in  a  cleanly  con- 
dition, and  its  rules  and  regulations  enforced  in  the  most  proper 
manner. 

The  duties  of  the  clerk,  Mr.  William  R.  Patterson,  have  been 
discharged  to  our  entire  satisfaction ;  the  books  of  his  office  be- 
ing so  kept  as  to  elicit  from  the  board  their  warmest  acknow- 
ledgment.

The  statement  of  the  agent  shows  an  apparent  increase  in  the 
expenses  of  the  institution  for  the  year  1857,  over  that  of  the 
year  preceding  of  85,235  37,  but  when  it  is  taken  into  consid- 
eration that  we  have  had  an  increase  of  fifty  inmates  over  that 
of  last  year,  which  will  increase  the  expenses  about  $3,400,  and 
in  addition  to  this  we  have  paid  $1,990  for  coal,  properly 
chargeable  in  1858,  these  in  addition  to  the  very  heavy  advance 
in  bacon,  sugar  and  molasses,  you  will  find  that  the  expenses  of 
the  institution  have  not  been  so  great  as  last  years. 

The  undersigned  feel  compelled  from  the  sense  of  duty,  (as 
their  predecessors  have  done)  to  protest  against  the  present 
system  of  levies  for  the  use  of  the  institution. 

As  a  consequence,  those  in  charge  are  compelled  to  wait  until 
the  levies  are  collected  to  enable  them  to  pay  the  bills  of  the  in- 
stitution, or  compelled  to  borrow  money  to  purchase  goods  called 
for  by  its  wants,  or  buy  them  on  credit  at  advanced  prices  over  that 
of  cash  purchases,  whereas,  had  we  the  means  at  our  command 
to  make  purchases  for  cash,  there  could  be  no  question  but  that 
we  would  be  able  to  buy  the  articles  needed  by  the  institution 
at  much  lower  prices,  besides  saving  a  considerable  amount 
paid  in  the  shape  of  discounts  and  interest.  We  would  there- 
fore, very  respectfully  suggest  the  propriety  of  passing  such 
"law  or  laws  as  would  change  the  present  system  of  levies,  and 
substitute  one  in  place,  making  special  appropriations,  payable 
monthly  or  quarterly.  No  greater  amount  than  would  be  re_ 
•38 
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quisite  to  the  support  of  the  institution  would  be  called  for,  find 
a  failure  to  receive  it  when  needed,  often  places  us  in  an  un- 
pleasant position.  We  hope  that  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
will  at  once  see  the  importance  of  the  change.  The  hoard  als6 
ask  most  respectfully,  that  the  capitation  tax  be  paid  in  the  same 
manner,  and  not  be  permitted  to  remain  in  the  hands  of  the  city 
until  the  end  of  the  year,  as  at  present  without  apparent  use. 

The  need  of  better  accommodations  for  the  insane,  and  work- 
shops for  those  committed  as  vagrants,  have  been  so  often 
referred  to  in  former  reports,  that  the  present  board  deem  it 
unnecessary'  to  further  refer  to  them,  than  to  say  that  the  large 
number  of  vagrants  committed  for  the  past  year,  by  the  city 
authorities,  render  it  still  more  important  that  work-shops 
should  at  once  be  established. 

It  is  with  feelings  of  the  profoundest  gratitude  that  the  board 
congratulate  you,  that  under  the  blessings  of  providence,  the 
institution  has  been  exempt  from  all  epidemics,  for  the  past 
year,  when  they  declare  that  they  are  largely  indebted  to  the 
skill  and  unwearied  exertions  of  the  attending  physicians,  Drs. 
Kennedy  and  Fernandis,  and  the  resident  medical  gentlemen, 
for  the  exemption  with  which  the  institution  was  favored.  To 
the  sanitary  measures  adopted  by  these  gentlemen,  and  the  un- 
tiring vigilance  observed  in  carrving  them  out,  we  feel  that  too 
much  praise  cannot  be  awarded  them. 

For  a  more  detailed  report  of  this  department  of  the  institu- 
tion, we  respectfully  refer  you  to  the  accompanying  report  of  the 
attending  physicians,  who  have  the  Hospital  under  their  charge. 
It  affords  us  much  pleasure  to  be  able  to  say  that  the  officers 
of  the  institution  have  discharged  their  duties  with  entire  sat- 
isfaction to  the  board  of  trustees,  for  which  they  have  oui 
warmest  thanks. 

For  the  details  connected  with  the  institution  we  respectfully 
refer  you  to  the  accompanying  tables.

)lace  before  you  their  annual  report  made  to  the  Legislature  of 
he  State.  A  perusal  of  its  contents  will  prevent  the  necessity 
■f  any  remark, jit  this  time,  upon  the  management  and  condition 
f  the  institution.  By  it  will  be  seen,  also,  that  encouraging  as 
re  the  evidences  of  its  usefulness,  and  unquestionably  successful 
8  have  been  its  results,  yet  the  financial  prospects  for  future 
upport  are  such  as  demand  of  the  board  renewed  application  for 
elief.  It  is  an  extremely  unpleasant  task  to  be  thus  annually 
weed  to  appear  as  petitioners  before  you.  Importunate  as  they 
iay  seem,  yet  it  is  felt  as  a  duty  that  cannot  be  avoided,  thus 
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to  press  the  claims  of  those  under  their  charge,  with  an  earnest- 
ness which  none  can  well  understand,  but  those  who  have  as- 
sumed similar  trusts  and  obligations.  ♦ 

The  average  number  of  inmates  last  year  was  181,  the  cost  of 
whose  maintenance  was  $19,421  40,  or,  at  the  rate  per  head,  for 
all  services,  of  29  39-100  cents  per  day;  the  total  of  expendi- 
tures, including  amount  for  permanent  improvements,  was  §23,- 
273  20.  The  average  number  for  the  current  year  will  be 
greater,  while  to  meet  expenditures  we  have  a  sum  at  command 
totally  insufficient  for  support.  On  the  first  day  of  the  present 
month,  the  board  had  in  hand  only  §450  22  in  cash,  and  the 
city's  notes  of  last  year's  appropriation  unpaid,  for  §4,000.  The 
State's  annual  donation  of  §10.000  added  to  these  sums,  make 
an  aggregate  of  §14,450  22  available  for  maintenance  and  neces- 
sary improvements.  These  figures  and  estimates  show  a  pro- 
bable deficiency  of  from  §10;000  to  §12,000,  for  which  we  must 
look  to  the  City  Councils  to  provide  in  such  manner  as,  in  theii 
judgment,  may  seem  most  expedient. 

For  former  aid  the  board  can  not  too  warmly  express  then 
gratitude.  The  citizens  of  Baltimore,  by  their  very  liberal  con 
tribution  as  individuals,  as  well  as  by  their  generous  acquiescenc< 
in  the  action  of  their  municipal  representatives,  have  most  de 
cidedly  recognized  the  institution  as  one  eminently  deserving  o 
public  interest  and  public  support.  This  recognition  of  it 
utility  has  also  been  made  by  the  State,  by  a  permanent  yearl; 
appropriation  of  §10,000.  To  the  personal  liberality  of  our  cit 
izens  we  cannot  again,  appeal.  In  our  early  need  they  di< 
nobly.  By  their  aid  it  was  chiefly  that  our  enterprise  was  safe! 
launched  into  active  service.  With  no  propriety  can  more  b 
asked  of  them;  the  State  and  city,  as  they  are  represented  in  if 
management,  and  as  the  work  is  one  in  which  both  are  mos 
deeply  and  legitimately  interested,  must  do  the  rest. 

It  is  a  lamentable  fact,  and  one  most  deserving  of  sober  consic 
eration,  that  the  larger  number,  of  crimes  against  society  is  con 
mitted  by  youths  under  age,  or,  by  young  men  just  past  the: 
minority.  This  is  a  great  evil  of  the  day,  and  when  added  1 
the  extent  of  crime  in  the  aggregate,  is  truly  alarming.  An 
then  again,  look  at  the  returns  of  our  Criminal  Court,  our  ja 
and  our  police  department  and  see  the  cost  of  all  this  to  oi 
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citizens,  merely  in  the  way  of  taxes.  The  report  of  the  City 
Comptroller  shows  ahout  $50,000  as  the  annual  expense  of  the 
court,  including  removed  cases;  while  that  of  the  visitors  of  the 
jail  shows  some  $18,000  more  for  the  support  of  that  institution 
in  its  care  of  about  four  thousand  prisoners — three  thousand-of 
whom  were  white,  and  by  far  the  larger  number  charged  with 
absolute  crime;  twenty-eight  being  for  murder.  The  cost  of  the 
police  department  was  a  little  over  $198,000,  while  its  Chief  re- 
ports some  nine  thousand  arrests  for  offences  of  every  hue  against 
life  and  property.  Here  then  is  a  total  of  $262,000  in  round 
numbers,  as  the  annual  cost  of  crime  paid  by  the  city  tax-payers, 
a  sum  equal  to  about  twenty-six  cents  levy  on  every  one  hundred 
dollars  on  the  present  assessable  basis ;  a  tax  more  than  suffi- 
cient to  support  our  Public  Schools  and  the  House  of  Refuge. 
There  are  in  addition,  incidentals  that  would  nearly  swell  the 
aggregate  to  $300,000.  But  all  this  is  but  a  moiety  of  the 
amount  of  cost.  Look  for  instance,  at  the  loss  by  fires.  The 
Fire  Inspector  reports  ninety-three  cases  of  ascertained  incendi- 
arism for  the  last  six  months  alone;  the  result  of  which  is  an 
indirect  tax  upon  the  property  owner  in  the  shape  of  increased 
rates  of  insurance,  together,  on  the  other  hand,  with  decreased 
net  earnings  of  insurance  companies.  And  now,  the  question 
arises,  can  nothing  be  clone  to  stay  this  alarming  progress  of 
crime? 

To  answer  this  inquirry  satisfactorily  would  open  a  discussion 
that  cannot  now  be  entered  upon.  We  hope  only  to  provoke 
attention  to  the  subject,  but  more  especially  to  the  increase  of 
crime  among  the  younger  portion  of  our  population,  and  to  ex- 
cite a  due  consideration  of  the  duty  of  fostering  every  practical 
effort  made  for  its  prevention  and  correction.  The  House  of 
Refuge  may  well  be  adopted  as  among  the  most  commanding  in 
its  efficiency  for  the  purpose.     It  proposes  to  cut  off  the  supply 

or  the  future — to  reform  the  young  delinquent — to  break  up  his 
wil  association — to  reclaim  him  from  the  pernicious  examples 
which  such  a  dark  record  as  we  have  just  recited  must  most  in- 
evitably have  upon  him,  submitted  as  he  is  to  parental  neglect, 

>r  to  destitution,  or  to  a  proclivity  to  vice.     Its  essential  element 

s  based  upon  the  fact,  that  in  every  respect  it  is  cheaper  to  pre- 

ent  than  to  punish  crime. 
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But  enough  has  been  said,  the  board  trust,  to  secure  an  intel- 
ligent consideration  of  the  plea  which  they  feel  called  on  to 
make  for  a  renewal  of  the  usual  annual  appropriation  for  the 
support  of  the  Refuge,  at  the  same  time  they  would  respectfully 
suggest,  that  in  the  wisdom  of  the  City  Council  some  plan  may 
be  devised  to  make  that  support  permanently  provided  for,  as 
has  been  done  by  the  State.  To  your  good  judgment  it  is  felt 
that  they  can  safely  submit  the  matter,  believing  that  from  the 
result  of  your  deliberations  they  will  have  renewed  reason  for 
sincere  gratitude.

To  the  First  Branch  of  the  City  Council  of  Baltimore: 
Gentlemen — 
By  your   resolution  of  the  8th  inst.,  I  am  requested   c*to  in- 
form the   Council   if  (this)  company  will  pay  tbe  city  of  Balti- 
more  the  §15,000   advanced   by   the  city  to  pay  a  semi-annual 
dividend  on  the  one  and  a  half  million  dollars  guarantee  of  the 
41 
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during  t]   •  pres  .  lie  interest  on  the  same,  and 

if  not,  when  the  city  m  ;o  be  reimbursed  the  amount 

advanced  to  said  compai  n  compelled  to  answer  that 

this  company  have  no  resources  applicable  to  the  reimburse- 
ment of  the  said  advance  except  the  net  earnings  of  their  road; 
and  that  consequently  no  payment  can  be  made  during  the 
present  year. 

The  inquiry  as  to  when  the  amount  advanced  can  be  reim- 
bursed, can  only  be  answered  by  stating  the  prospects  of  the 
road.  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  having  con- 
tracted to  work  it  for  the  term  of  five  years  from  the  1st  Janu- 
ary 1357,  the  Council  is  referred  to  the  last  annual  report  of 
this  company  for  the  particulars  of  the  agreement  between  the 
two  companies.  It  will  be  seen,  that  when  forty  per  cent,  of 
the  gross  earnings  for  any  year  exceeds  the  amount  the  Balti- 
more and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  are  bound  to  pay  for  this 
company  in  that  year,  $25,000  of  the  excess  is  to  be  retained  as 
a  payment  on  the  debt  to  themselves,  after  which  this  company 
are  to  receive  an  amount  not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  of  their 
capital  stock,  and  the  residue,  if  any,  is  to  go  in  reduction  ol 
the  same  debt. 

Estimating  the  maximum  amount  to  be  annually  paid  by  the 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  including  the  interest 
on  the  debt  to  themselves  at  $312,000,  the  gross  earnings  ol 
the  Northwestern  Virginia  road  must  amount  to  $G5,000  pei 
month,  or  $780,000  per  year,  before  anything  is  payable  to  this 
company  ;  and  the  question  arises  whether  a  reasonable  expec- 
tation may  be  entertained  that  the  earnings  of  the  road  will  ex 
ceed  this  sum.  The  earnings  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  road, 
exclusive  of  the  coal  trade,  average  about  $8,200  per  mile  pei 
year,  at  which  rate  those  of  the  Northwestern  Virginia  roac 
would  be  $852,800  per  year,  or  $71,066  per  month.  This  show- 
what  may  be  done  ;  and  as  the  earnings  of  the  Baltimore  anc 
Ohio  Road  have  certainly  not  readied  their  maximum,  there  i 
a  probability  that  it  will  be  realized. 

As  this  probability  may  seem  to  be  lessened  by  the  limitec 
earnings  of  the  Northwestern  Virginia  road  since  it  came  int< 
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operation  in  May  last,  some  explanation  is  due  to  the  Council 
Some  allowance  should  be  made  for  the  short  crops  of  1856,  an* 
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br  the  state  of  commercial  and  monetary  affairs  since  Septera- 
ier  last.  In  August,  after  the  new  crops  came  in,  some  10,000 
cms  were  transported  over  the  Northwestern  Virginia  road,  and 
he  receipts  amounted  to  nearly  §30,000.  Under  ordinary  cir- 
urnstances  the  revenue  would  have  increased  during  the  two 
r  three  months  immediately  following,  but  in  September  it  fell 
elow  $24,000,  and  has  since  averaged  but  $19,300  per  month, 
he  transportation  westward  having  nearly  ceased. 

This  does  not  however  explain  why  the  earnings  of  the  North- 
western Virginia  railroad  are  so  disproportioned  to  those  of  the 
kltimore  ancr  Ohio,  exclusive  of  the  coal  trade.     It  might  be 
apposed   that  the  route  leading  directly  to  the  great  western 
entres  of  trade  would  command  more  business  than  one  which 
pproached  the  same  points  circuitously.     That  it  did  not,  was 
n  part  owing  to  the  want  of  a  sufficient  and   complete  railroad 
onnection  beyond  the   Ohio  river.     The  Marietta  and  Cincin- 
ati  railroad,  the  only  one  extending  from  the  last  named  city 
[i  the  direction  of  Baltimore,  was  opened  to  the  Ohio  at  a  point 
ight  miles   above  Parkersburg  in   June  last,  but  in  an  unfin; 
>hed  condition  ;  and  the  transfer  of  freight  and  passengers  from 
ne  road   to  the   other  was  effected  by  steamboats  and  barges, 
hving  to  the  financial  difficulties  of  the  Marietta  and  Cincin- 
ati  company,  and   the  condition  of  the  more  recently  opened 
ortion  of  their  road,  aggravated  by  an  open  winter,  the  through 
•asportation   has   been   suspended   since  December,  but  will 
lortly  be  resumed.     During  July,  August,  September  and  Oc- 
)ber,  however,  it  was  in  comparatively  good  condition,  and  de- 
lonstrated  its  capacity  to  do  a  large  through  and  local  business 
ith  promptitude  and  regularity.     The  following  remarks,  at- 
'mpting  to  account  for  the  small  earnings  of  the  Northwestern 
irginia  road,  apply  more  particularly  to  that  period. 
The  best  reflection  and  examination  I  have  been  able  to  give 
te  subject,  has  convinced  me,  that  the  disproportioned  revenue 
the  Northwestern  Virginia  road  is  mainly  owing  to  what  I 
nceive  to  be  the  mistaken  policy  pursued  by  the  Baltimore 
id  Ohio  company.     It  may  be  of  little  consequence  to  the 
)imcil  or  the  public  what  becomes  of  the  Northwestern  Vir- 
nia  road  considered  by  itself ;  but  it  is  of  great  importance  if 
e  same  policy  has  kept  down  not  only  the  receipts  of  the  Bal- 
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tiraore  and  Ohio  company,  but  the  business  of  the  city  of  Balti- 
more. I  claim  no  right  to  censure  others  for  what  may  he  only 
a  difference  of  opinion,  but  1  may  ask  to  be  permitted  to  give 
the  reasons  for  the  opinion  I  have  expressed. 

The  policy  alluded  to  is  that  which  induced  the  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  company  to  enter  into  an  agreement  with  the  Pennsylva- 
nia and  New  York  railroad  companies,  by  which  they  were  not 
only  prohibited  charging  less  by  either  of  their  routes,  than 
was  charged  by  the  others,  between  the  same  points,  but,  as  a 
consequence,  from  charging  less  by  the  Parkersburg  than  by 
the  Wheeling  or  Benwood  route  between  Baltimore  and  Cincin- 
nati, ecc,  although  the  former,  even  with  the  present  arrange- 
ments, is  some  fifty  miles  the  shortest.  It  was  precisely  to  save 
this  distance,  which  will  be  increased  to  sixty  miles  when  the 
proper  connection  is  made,  and  thereby  overcome  the  competi- 
tion of  the  northern  lines,  that  the  construction  of  the  North- 
western Virginia  road  was  undertaken,  and  was  liberally  aided 
by  the  city  and  the  Baltimore  and  Ohk)  company.  It  was  to 
secure  to  Baltimore  the  increased  business  which  the  more  direct 
and  expeditious  line  must  draw  to  her  borders,  that  her  citizeus 
subscribed  for  stock  in  the  Northwestern  Virginia  company. 
It  was  this  persuasion  of  the  superiority  of  their  route  which  in- 
duced that  company  to  persevere,  in  spite  of  so  many  obstacles 
and  discouragements,  in  the  completion  of  a  nearly  straight  and 
level  road  through  a  very  difficult  country.  Nevertheless,  all 
the  advantages  presented  by  the  new  route  were  rendered  nuga- 
tory by  the  policy  alluded  to,  which  was  persevered  in  until  De- 
cember last,  when  the  agreement  referred  to  was  annulled,  not 
by  the  act  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  company,  but  of  the  New 
York  and  Erie  railroad  company,  and  was  so  persevered  in 
notwithstanding  its  alleged  habitual  evasion  by  the  Pennsylva- 
nia company. 

The  idea  upon  which  this  policy  was  based,  seems  not  lest 
roneous.  The  object  of  the  agreement  was  evidently  to  ra 
the  rates  of  transportation,  which,  if  they  would  pay  anything 
to  the  northern  lines,  should  have  been  very  profitable  to  the 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  company  ;  while  all  experience  demon- 
strates that  minimum  paying  rates  are  most  productive  of 
profits.     The  annual   receipts  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  road, 
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■elusive  of  the  coal  trade,  are  about  $3,000,000;  probably  less 
■r  mile  than  either  of  its  rivals.  A  business  of  $4,000,000,  or 
nore,  could  be  done  without  a  proportional  increase  of  expense; 
ml  even  if  drawn  to  the  route  by  diminished  rates,  would  yield 
,  larger  net  profit.  At  all  events,  the  shorter  route  should  be 
,ble  to  carry  ibr  less  than  the  longer,  and  should  be  permitted 
o  enjoy  whatever  advantages  this  would  confer. 

Under  all  the  circumstances,  I  do  not  hesitate  to  assert,  that 
s  between  the  Parkersburg  route,  on  the  one  hand,  and  the 
kmwood  or  Central  Ohio  route,  on  the  other,  the  former  is  en- 
itled  to  the  preference  at  the  bands  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
ompany,  for  all  business  to  or  from  points  lying  in  its  direc- 
ionr  including  Cincinnati,  Louisville,  St.  Louis,  &c;  and  es- 
>ecially  for  business  ascending  or  descending  the  Ohio  river,  as 
linety-two  miles  of  difficult  river  navigation  would  be  thereby 
aved.  But  this  has  not  been  conceded.  Unless  when  there 
ias  been  a  press  of  freight,  the  other  route  has  had  nearly  all 
lot  specially  directed  by  the  shippers  to  be  forwarded  by  way  of 
^arkersburg  ;  and  steamboats  loaded  for  or  by  the  Baltimore 
nd  Ohio  road  are  constantly  passing  that  place  in  both  direc- 
ions. 

The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  company  may  possibly  have  the 
egal  right  under  the  agreement  between  the  two  companies, 
hould  they  choose  to  exercise  it,  to  confine  the  business  of  the 
sorthwestern  Virginia  road  to  local  freight  and  travel;  but  by 
mdertaking  to  work  that  road  with  a  full  knowledge  of  the  cir- 
umstances  which  led  to  its  projection  and  construction,  they 
jledged  themselves,  not  only  to  the  Northwestern  Virginia 
ompany,  but  to  every  interest  composing  their  own,  and  espe- 
ially  to  the  city  of  Baltimore,  to  develope  the  advantages  of  the 
Darkersburg  or  Southern  route.  Their  endorsement  of  the  bonds 
»f  the  Northwestern  Virginia  company,  as  well  as  their  subse- 
quent advances,  were  justified  by  the  consideration  of  increased 
lUiiness  for  their  road  and  for  the  city.  Their  implied  pledge 
annot  be  redeemed,  nor  these  advantages  secured  by  the  policy 
ndicated  above. 

It  will  be  readily  perceived  that  under  the  agreement  between 
he  two  companies,  there  is  no  pecuniary  inducement  to  the 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  company  to  discriminate  against  the  North- 
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western  Virginia  road,  at  least  until  its  average  revenue  has 
more  than  doubled  that  of  any  month  since  its  opening.  The 
inducement  to  do  so  even  then  is  only  apparent.  Much  of  the 
tonnage  which  that  road  has  already  drawn  to  itself  has  been 
turned  away,  not  from  Wheeling  or  Benwood,  but  from  Pitts- 
burg ;  and  for  every  dollar  earned  by  its  transportation  over  the 
Northwestern  Virginia  road,  nearly  three  more  are  earned  by 
its  passage  over  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio.  A  more  liberal  policy 
would  have  greatly  increased  the  quantity.  There  is  reason  to 
believe  that  a  large  proportion  of  what  was  obtained  was  an  ad- 
dition, not  only  to  the  revenue  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Com- 
pany, but  to  the  business  of  the  city.  In  other  words,  several 
western  manufacturers  of  flour  and  producers  of  other  commodi- 
ties were,  for  the  first  time,  induced  to  consign  them  to  Balti- 
more for  sale. 

From    my  observation  of  recent  western   railroad  movements 
and   of  the   exertions  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  company  are 
making  to  improve  and  extend  their  connections,  and  from  the 
fact  that  the  gross  earnings  of  that  company  are  not  only  larger 
in  amount,  but  more  rapidly  increasing  than  those  of  the  Balti- 
more and  Ohio  company,  exclusive  of  the  coal  trade,  I  do  not 
hesitate  to  assert,  that  unless  the  Southern  or  Parkersburg  route 
to  Cincinnati  is  availed  of,  the  commercial  prosperity  of  Balti- 
more, which  of  late  years  has  been  steadily  advancing,  will  re- 
ceive a  check  not  to  be  speedily  overcome.     The  competition  of 
her  Northern  rivals  for  the  trade  of  the  West,  was  never  more 
active.     It  has  evidently  been  aroused  by  the  opening  of  the 
Northwestern  Virginia  and  Marietta  and  Cincinnati  railroads, 
by  means  of  which  a  more  expeditious,  and  what  can  afford  to 
he  a  cheaper   route,  is  constituted  between  the  great  centres  of 
western  production   and  trade,  on   the  one  hand,  and  not  only 
Baltimore,  but  also  Philadelphia,  New   York,  and  Boston,  on 
the  other.     If  this  is  so,  the  advantage  Baltimore  may  have  in 
the  competition  for  the  trade  of  the  great  west,  needs  no  further 
elucidation.     But  if  she  is  less  awake  to  the  importance  of  this 
line  than  her  rivals  have  shown  themselves,  and  omits  much 
longer  to  avail  herself  of  the  advantages  it  presents,  their  su- 
premacy will  be  confirmed,  and  the  opportunity  for  a  successful 
competition  be  indefinitely  postponed. 
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In  this  connection  I  submit  the  accompanying  able  letter  from 

Vm.  P.  Cutler,  Esq.,   former   President  of  the   Marietta  and 

Cincinnati  Railroad  Company,  and  ask  for  its  contents  the  care- 

ul  consideration  of  the  Council.     It  is   compiled  mainly  from 

ifficial  documents,  which  have  been  exhibited  to  me,  and  pre- 

ents  an  array  of  most  important  facts  and  statistics,  in  a  com- 

Lct  and  well  digested  form.     It  shows  that  by  means  of  certain 

mblic  and  corporation   improvements,  constructed  at  a  cost  of 

■keen   millions  of  dollars,  and  four  hundred  and  fifty  miles  in 

ength,  eighteen  counties  of  Southern  Ohio,  not  including  that 

n  which  Cincinnati  is  situated,  comprising  one-fifth  of  the  area 

>f  that  State,  .will  find  their  nearest  outlet  to  the  seaboard  over 

he  Northwestern  Virginia  and  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroads, 

tnd   may  thus  be  made   commercially  tributary   to  Baltimore. 

Phis   is  in  addition   to  the  through  tonnage  from  and  beyond 

Cincinnati,  which  the  shorter  route,  when   in  full  operation,  if 

illowed   to  be  also   the  cheaper  route,  will  certainly  command.

obacco,  were  distributed  from  and  to  the  same  points  in  nearly 

ike  proportions ;  while  of  the  merchandise  entering  the  river, 

Dur-flfths  came  from  the  east  by  wray  of  Pittsburg.     It  is  true 

hat  the  Northwestern  Virginia  road  was  not  opened  until  May 

ist,  but  if  the  whole  quantity  shipped  is  diminished  by  one- 

ajf,  the  disproportion  is  still  very  striking.     These  facts  serve 

3  show  that  the  policy  of  which  I  complain  has  seriously  affect- 

1  the  revenue  of  the  Northwestern  Virginia  road. 

The  city  having  a  large  pecuniary  interest  in  both  roads,  I 

ave  felt  it  my  duty  to  submit  the  foregoing  remarks.     They 

re  the  more  called  for  at  this  time  as  there  is  much  talk  out  of 
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doors,  founded  on  vague  or  incorrect  information,  to  the  effect 
that  the  aid  extended  by  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  to  the  North- 
western Virginia  Company,  has  materially  injured  the  former, 
and,  among  other  things,  prevented  the  declaration  of  a  divi- 
dend in  October  last.  This  charge  is  stated  specifically  in  their 
dast  annual  report ;  but  the  same  document  discloses  the  fact, 
that  all  the  advances  made  during  the  preceding  fiscal  year  had 
assumed  the  form  of  a  floating  debt,  upon  only  a  small  part  of 
which  any  interest  had  then  accrued.  Another  charge  is,  that 
the  burden  entailed  by  working  the  road  is  disproportions 
its  revenue.  This  is  merely  equivalent  to  saying,' that  the  ad- 
vantages of  the  route  have  not  been  fully  developed  during  the 
few  months  that  have  elapsed  since  its  opening,  as  the  recei] 
may  be  greatly  augmented  without  a  proportional  increase  ol 
its  working  or  other  expenses.  It  has  been  shown  why  the  re- 
ceipts were  not  larger;  and  it  may  be  added  that  it  was  antici- 
pated that  the  payments  would  exceed  the  net  revenue  of  the 
first  year  or  two,  and  this  was  provided  for,  when  the  exclusive 
option  to  renew  the  agreement  between  the  two  companies  was 
conceded  to  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Company. 

That  agreement,  if  faithfully  observed,  will  prove  of  mutual 
advantage  to  the  parties,  and  any  present  inconvenience  will  be 
compensated  in  the  future.  It  was  based  upon  a  proposed  con- 
solidation of  the  two  companies,  for  which  it  provides,  if  the 
necessary  legislation  and  the  assent  of  both  sets  of  stockholders 
can  be  obtained.  It  only  remains  now  to  make  a  proper  use  oi 
the  advantages  the  route  presents,  to  render  it  apparent  that  the 
provisions  of  the  agreement  will  ere  long  promote  the  interests 
of  all  parties  directly  or  indirectly  concerned. 

Trusting  that  I  have  sufficiently  shown  that  if  a  liberal  am' 
intelligent  policy  is  pursued,  the  Northwestern  Virginia  Rail- 
road Company  will  in  due  time  be  able  to  discharge  all  then 
engagements;  and  not  unmindful  that  the  city  has  on  so  man} 
previous  occasions  generously  extended  her  aid  to  those  enter 
prises  on  which  her  present  and  future  prosperity  so  greatly  de 
pend,  I  confidently  ask  the  further  indulgence  of  the  Council  ii 
reference  to  the  matter  which  has  occasioned  this  letter.

Dear  Sir — 

I  have  taken  great  pleasure  in  committing  to  paper  some  con- 
siderations suggested  by  a  recent  interview  with  you,  in  regard 
to  the  present  disjointed  and  totally  inefficient  connection  of  the 
Northwestern  Virginia  Railroad  with  the  Ohio  system  of  im- 
provements. 

My  object  will  be  gained  if  I  show — 1st,  the  extent  and  value 
of  local  traffic  between  the  Ohio  river  and  Cincinnati,  which 
naturally  belongs  to  Baltimore,  and  2d,  that  nearly  the  whole 
rf  it  is  lost  to  Baltimore  and  her  railroads,  in  the  present  condi- 
tion of  her  western  connections. 

The  district  of  country  west  of  the  Ohio  river  which  is  brought 
within  the  influence  of  Baltimore  trade  by  the  construction  of 
the  Northwestern  Virginia  railroad,  is  comprised  within  the 
limits  of  eighteen  of  the  southeastern  counties  of  the  State,  being 
those  which  lay  entirely  south  of  the  tier  of  counties  through 
which  the  Central  Ohio  and  Wilmington  and  Zanesville  rail- 
roads pass. 

In  the  following  statistics,  showing  the  value  of  this  region 
to  the  city  of  Baltimore,  the  county  of  Hamilton  (inclnding  the 
3ity  of  Cincinnati)  is  not  taken  into  the  account.  These  eighteen 
counties  occupy  an  area  of  eight  thousand  square  miles,  being 
ibout  one-fifth  of  the  State  of  Ohio. 

Their  population  in  1850  was  354,884,  the  rate  of  increase 
rom  1840  to  1850  was  about  forty  per  cent.,  at  the  same  rate 
;ince  1850  to  the  present  time  the  population  would  now  be  461,- 
!09,  showing  an  average  density  of  fifty-seven  to  the  square  mile. 

The  total  valuation  of  taxable  property  for  the  year  1857  was 
:109,809,937. 

The  total  annual  production  of  wheat  is  4,500,000  bushels  and 
fcorn  16,000,000  bushels. 

The  value  of  this  region  for  minerals  may  be  seen  from  the 
blowing  brief  extracts  from  the  report  of  a  Geological  Survey  of 
he  State  of  Ohio  made  in  1838  (pages  87  and  93.) 

"The  coal  deposits  in  Jackson  county  and  thence  to  the  Hock - 
42 
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ing  river  is  so  abundantly  stored  with  coal  as  to  be  equivah  nt 
to  one  solid  unbroken  stratum  fifty  miles  long,  live  miles  wide 
and.  nine  feet  thiek.  This  amount  of  coal  will  yield  about  9,000,- 
000  tons  per  square  mile." 

"The  iron  region  from  the  Ohio  river,  northward  by  Jackson, 
to  the  Hocking  river,  occupies  an  area  equal  to  an  unbroken 
stratum  "fifty  miles  long  and  six  miles  wide,  capable  of  yielding 
3,000,000  of  tons  of  good  iron  ore  to  each  square  mile,  and  the 
quantity  of  this  ore  is  so  great  that  Jackson,  Laurence  and  Scioto 
counties  are  capable  of  producing  400,000  tons  of  iron  annually 
for  two  thousand  seven  hundred  years." 

There  are  at  this  time  about  forty  iron  furnaces  in  successful 
operation,  with  capacity  for  an  annual  product  of  80,000  tons  of 
pig  iron. 

The  business  of  coal  mining  is  yet  in  its  infancy  in  the  inte- 
rior of  this  region,  but  shows  an  annual  product  passing  to  mar- 
ket on  railroads  and  canals  of  1,852,800  bushels. 

The  annual  product  of  the  mines  on  the  Ohio  river  is  much 
larger. 

Public  thoroughfares  have  been  constructed  by  the  State  of 
Ohio  and  by  corporate  enterprize,  costing  an  aggregate  of  over 
$15,000,000.  The  location  of  these  public  highways  is  admira- 
bly adapted  to  throw  the  entire  commerce  of  this  district  of 
country  upon  the  western  terminus  of  the  Northwestern  Virginia 
railroad. 

The  following  are  State  works  which  form  a  part  of  the  South- 
ern Ohio  system  of  internal  improvements,  and  may  be  rendered 
tributary  to  Baltimore  business: 

1st.  The  Muskingum  improvement  consists  of  a  series  of  dams 
— ten  in  number — thrown  across  the  Muskingum  river,  with 
locks,  for  the  passage  of  boats.  It  extends  from  Dresden,  on  the 
Ohio  canal,  in  a  southeastern  direction  to  Marietta,  a  distance  of 
eighty-seven  miles. 

The  dams  in  this  slack-water  improvement  afford  large  facili- 
ties for  milling  and  manufacturing  purposes.  The  capacity  of 
flouring  mills  already  erected  is  equal  to  an  annual  product  of 
rive  hundred  thousand  barrels  of  flour. 

2d.  The  Hocking  canal  extends  from  Carroll,  on  the  Ohio 
canal,  along  the  valley  of  the  Hocking  river  to  Athens,  on  the 
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line  of  the  Marietta  and  Cincinnati  railroad,  a  distance  of  fifty- 
three  miles. 

3d.  The  Ohio  canal,  running  north  and  south,  is  passed  by 
the  Marietta  railroad,  at  right  angles,  at  Chillicothe.  About 
sixty  miles  of  this  work  passes  through  the  district  of  country 
above  described. 

The  total  length  of  these  State  works  is  two  hundred  miles. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  Marietta  and  Cincinnati  railroad, 
by  which  alone  access  can  be  had  from  Parkersburg  to  the  other 
lines,  is  so  far  completed  as  to  be  in  use  from  Cincinnati  to  Ma- 
rietta, twelve  miles  above  Parkersburg.  The  length  of  this  line 
is  one  hundred  and  ninety-six  miles. 

The  Scioto  and  Hocking  Valley  railroad  intersects  the  Mari- 
etta roacl,  running  in  a  northeasterly  direction  from  Portsmouth, 
on  the  Ohio  river,  a  distance  of  fifty-four  miles. 

The  total  length  of  railroad  lines  is  two  hundred  and  fifty 
miles,  making  an  aggregate  length  of  internal  improvement 
lines  in  southern  Ohio  of  four  hundred  and  fifty  miles,  which 
are  dependent  on  the  Northwestern  Virginia  railroad  for  their 
nearest  route  to  the  seaboard. 

The  amount  of  the  actual  commerce  of  this  region  of  country 
is  correctly  ascertained  from  the  annual  reports  of  the  various 
works. 

The  Board  of  Public  Works,  having  charge  of  the  State  wrorks 
above  named,  have  given  in  their  last  annual  report  the  total 
arrivals  and  clearances  at  each  port  of  collection,  of  all  articles 
transported  on  these  several  thoroughfares. 

From  this  source  we  find  the  total  tonnage  for  the  year  1857, 

to  have  been  on  the  Muskingum  improvement 43,378  tons. 

To  this  should  be  added   for  business   at   Marietta

To  this  should  be  added  the  toutia   e  taut  is  .raw  n  to  i!.c  Oliiii 
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river  along  the  southern  border  of  the  above  district  for  a  dis- 
tance of  over  three  hundred  miles,  the  amount  of  which  there  is 
no  means  of  estimating. 

A  large  portion  of  the  corn  crop  is  also  fed  to  cattle  and  other' 
stock,  that  are  driven  on  foot  to  various  points  of  shipment  on 
the  northern  routes.  Making  proper  allowance  for  these  items, 
and  for  the  effect  of  the  financial  crisis  on  the  business  of  Sep- 
tember, October  and  November,  the  total  commerce  of  this  regiou 
of  country  may  be  set  down  at  450.000  tons  per  annum.  No 
species  of  railway  traffic  is  so  reliable  for  permanent  revenue  as 
that  which  is  local.  It  is  obtained  without  costly  competition, 
and  can  always  be  carried  at  remunerative  rates.  A  thousand 
tons  of  freight,  in  this  region  of  country,  is  worth  more  to  Bal- 
timore and  her  railroads,  than  two  or  three  times  that  amount 
situated  farther  north  where  it  is  exposed  to  the  strong  rivalry 
of  the  northern  routes. 

Except  in  the  article  of  coal,  the  route  of  the  Baltimore  lines 
is  very  deficient  in  local  traffic,  beyond  the  first  one  hundred 
miles  west  of  the  city.  From  Martinsburg  to  the  Ohio  river,  a 
distance  of  two  hundred  and  sixty-eight  miles,  all  the  stations 
supplied  a  traffic  of  flour  of  only  10.951  barrels.  If  the  same 
proportion  be  added  for  the  Northwestern  Virginia  road,  it  would 
make  about  14.000  barrels  as  the  amount  of  ''local"  traffic  in 
that  article  on  a  line  of  three  hundred  and  seventy  miles  of  rail- 
road. Of  the  same  article  there  was  transported  on  the  four 
hundred  and  fifty  miles  of  rail  and  water  lines,  west  of  the  Ohio 
river,  211. 41G  barrels  and  689,550  bushels  of  wheat,  which  re- 
duced to  flour  makes  a  total  of  345. 41 G  barrels  and  1,633.833 
bushels  of  corn. 

With  a  proper  connection  effected  from  Parkersburg  to  the 
Marietta  road,  all  this  business  of  southern  Ohio  would  become 
the  local  frame  of  the  Baltimore  roads — with  the  important  advan- 
tage that  it  would  pass  over  the  whole  length  of  her  lines  from 
Parkersburg  to  Baltimore.  Of  this  450,000  tous  it  is  not  claimed 
that  all  or  even  the  largest  share  of  it  could  be  drawn  over  any 
route  to  the  seaboard.  It  is  presented  rather  as  an  index  of  the 
capacity  of  the  country  to  afford  railway  tratfic,  and  not  for  the 
purpose  of  fixing  the  definite  amount  which  might  be  secured 
for  the  seaboard  trade.

It  is  not,  however,  an  unreasonable  estimate  to  claim  that, 
vith  proper  facilities  for  its  transport,  100,000  tons  could  annu- 
ity be  gathered  from  this  district  to  swell  the  trade  of  the  city 
md  increase  the  revenues  of  her  roads.  At  an  average  rate  of 
light  dollars  per  ton  it  would  yield  a  revenue  of  §800,000  to  the 
•ail  roads.  The  supply  of  the  same  district  with  merchandise 
(fling  westward,  would  require  at  least  25,000  tons,  which  at  ten 
lollars  per  ton  would  yield  $250,000,  making  the  total  traffic  of 
his  district  worth  to  the  Baltimore  railroad  routes  $1,050,000 
)er  annum. 

The  opening  of  the  Northwestern  Virginia  railroad  has  de- 
uonstrated  two  important  facts.  One  is,  that  with  proper  con- 
lection  this  trade  will  come  to  Baltimore.  The  other  is,  that 
rery  much  of  it  is  now  diverted  into  other  channels. 

The  four  months  (June,  July,  August  and  September,)  after 
:he  opening  of  the  Marietta  road,  produced  an  eastward  traffic 
>n  the  Northwestern  Virginia  road  of  14,171  tons,  or  at  the 
•ate  of  3,542  tons  per  months.  The  two  last  of  these  months, 
August  and  September,  which  test  the  value  of  the  route  more 
airly,  (as  it  necessarily  requires  time  to  draw  business  into  new 
channels,)  show  the  eastward  traffic  to  have  been  12,043  tons, 
)r  at  the  rate  of  6,021  tons  per  month,  which  wTould  make  an 
innual  traffic  of  72,252  tons. 

The  whole  amount  received  from  the  Central  Ohio  and  the 
Dhio  river  at  Wheeling  during  the  past  year  was  103,287  tons. 

The  amount  of  flonr  received  at  Parkersburg  during  the 
months  of  August  and  September,  wras  52,946  barrels,  and  at 
Benwood  and  Wheeling  during  the  same  time  51,890  barrels, 
rhese  facts  show  the  rapid  strides  of  the  southern  route,  in  its 
nfancy,  to  superior  usefulness. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  following  taken  from  the  collector's 
)ook  at  Harmar  shows  the  amount  of  business  lost  to  the  Balti- 
nore  roads  at  a  single  point,  for  the  want  of  more  perfect  con- 
lections.

"There  was  150,000  pounds  of  merchandise  brought  into  tin 
Muskingum  improvement,  of  which  4-5  came  from  the  east  via 
Pittsburg." 

From  Logan,  on  the  Hocking  canal,  25,796  barrels  of  Horn 
were  cleared  for  the  northern  routes.  The  distance  from  Logar 
to  Baltimore  via  Athens  and  Parkersburg,  is  four  hundred  anc 
fifty-one  miles;  from  Logan  to  Baltimore  via  Lancaster  (on  the 
Wilmington  and  Zanesville  Railroad)  and  Wheeling  is  fiv< 
hundred  and  twenty-three  miles.  So  that  if  any  of  this  floui 
could  be  drawn  to  Baltimore  through  Wheeling,  it  would  bt 
carried  seventy-two  miles  out  of  its  proper  course.  In  fact,  the 
whole  length  of  the  Hocking  canal  from  Carroll,  (its  point  o: 
junction  with  the  Ohio  canal)  is  thirty-two  miles  nearer  Balti- 
more, through  Athens  and  Parkerburg,  than  through  Wheel- 
ing. Even  Circleville  (which  is  not  included  in  this  calculation 
of  business,)  is  thirteen  miles  nearer  Baltimore,  through  Chilli- 
cothe  and  Parkersburg,  than  through  Wheeling. 

From  Circleville  there  was  cleared  for  northern  routes,  during 
the  past  year,  7,316  barrels  of  flour,  2,232  barrels  of  pork,  and 
322,708  bushels  of  corn  and  66,505  bushels  of  wheat. 

From  Chillicothe  there  was  cleared  by  canal,  during  the  past 
year,  20,997  barrels  of  flour,  27,904  barrels  of  whiskey,  7,834 
barrels  of  pork,  384,434  bushels  of  corn,  76,809  bushels  o\ 
wheat,  944,681  pounds  of  bacon  and  lard  and  1,326,173  pound* 
of  corn  starch. 

A  large  portion  of  these  articles  have  gone  forward  since  the 
opening  of  the  Marietta  road,  and  could  have  been  easily  secured 
to  Baltimore  if  a  proper  connection  by  rail  had  been  provided 
with  the  Northwestern  Virginia  railroad.  The  following  state- 
ment shows,  beyond  doubt,  that  the  trade  of  Baltimore  with 
the   West  (although  greatly  augmented  by  the  opening  of  hei 
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'main  stem  "  to  the  Ohio  river,)  is  not  making  that  rapid  ad- 
Iffrce  to  winch  she  is  entitled  by  her  geographical  position. 
\bont  four  years  have  elapsed  since  the  trade  of  the  west  has 
)een  fairly  brought  upon  the  "main  stem."  From  table  "G," 
n  annual  report,  the  following  statement  is  drawn,  showing  the 
instward  tonnage  of  all  commodities  for  each  year: —

It  will  be  seen  that  the  average  for  the  three  years  1854,  1855, 
[856  is  192,709  tons,  and  that  the  year  1857  falls  short  of  this 
iverage  5,421  tons.  The  same  fact  is  apparent  in  reference  to 
particular  articles  of  leading  importance,  as  will  be  seen  by  tile 
bl  lowing :

About  the  same  result  would  be  shown  by  comparing  an  aver- 
se of  the  three  last  years  1855,  1856  and  1857  with  1854 — 
>roving  clearly  that  in  all  these  articles  the  traffic  has  been  sta- 
ionary  for  the  past  four  years. 

Another  fact  is  very  manifest — that  no  dependence  can  be 
•laced  upon  the  Ohio  river  as  a  reliable  tributary  of  traffic, 
'he  whole  amount  "  loaded  at  Wheeling,  Benwood  and  Mounds- 
ille,"  of  eastward  bound  freight,  was  103,287  tons;  of  this 
6,060  tons  came  from  the  Ohio  Central,  leaving  but  17,227 
Dns  as  the  amount  supplied  by  the  river,  in  a  season  of  almost 
ninterrupted  navigation.  The  conclusion  from  these  facts  is  ir- 
3sistable  that  neither  her  present  connections  by  rail  with  the 
>hio  system  of  roads,  or  dependence  upon  so  treacherous  an 
lly  as  the  Ohio  river,  will  bring  to  Baltimore  the  commerce  of 
lat  vast  and  fertile  region  which  stretches  out  westward  from 
ie  Ohio  river  on  the  same  parallel  of  latitude,  and  which  be- 
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longs  to  her  in  the  present  state  of  eastern  railroad  connections 
by  every  law  of  trade  and  locomotion. 

The  following  expenditure  has  already  been  made  east  of  CinT 
cinnatL  to  concentrate  this  business  upon  Baltimore: 

Cost  of  Baltimore  and  Ohio  railroad  $28,725,268,  less  100 
miles  from  Grafton  to  Wheeling,  say  $4.000,000. ...824, 725,268

This  immense  outlay  is  comparatively  valueless  to  Baltimore 
for  the  purpose  of  western  traffic,  until  the  northwestern  (at  ^a 
cost  of  less  than  one  per  cent,  on  the  present  outlay)  is  virtually 
extended  to  Cincinnati,  and  the  advantage  thus  given  to  Balti- 
more by  her  geographical  position,  asserted  in  operating  the 
shortest  possible  route  from  tide-water  to  the  centres  of  western 
production. 

I  have  confined  myself  to  the  consideration  of  a  district  of 
country  local  and  limited  in  its  character.  The  still  more  im- 
portant question  of  shortening  the  route  to  Cincinnati  and  S1 
Louis  cannot  be  discussed  within  proper  limits  at  this  time. 
The  saving  of  over  fifty  miles  to  Cincinnati,  which  will  be  se- 
cured by  a  connection  with  the  Marietta  road,  must  result  in 
determining  the  destination  of  a  much  larger  business  than  can 
be  found  on  the  limited  area  I  have  described. 

The  sympathies  of  Cincinnati  are  strongly  and  increasingly 
turned  to  Baltimore  as  her  importing  and  exporting  centre. 
The  producers  of  the  Ohio  valley  look  along  the  line  of  their 
own  parallel  for  a  seaboard  market.  They  submit  very  reluc- 
tantly to  a  system  that  lays  upon  them  the  additional  burden  of 
transportation  from  Baltimore  to  Xew  York  before  their  staples 
can  start  sea-ward. 

It  is  not  my  purpose  to  give  direction  to  any  plan  of  accom- 
plishing these  important  results.  If  Baltimore  aids,  it  must  be 
from  a  conviction  that  she  is  helping  herself,  that  her  own  inter- 
ests require  action.  With  that  conviction  her  own  .wisdom  will 
best  mark  out  the  appropriate  plan.

Mr.  W.  P.  Sinnott,  the  secretary  of  the  McDonogh  Board, 
forwards  you  by  the  mail  of  this  day,  the  joint  report  of  the 
commissioners  and  agents  of  the  estate  addressed  to  the  corpo- 
rate authorities  of  the  two  cities.  In  our  special  report  to  you, 
under  date  of  18th  February  ultimo,  we  enclosed  vouchers  for 
the  expenditures,  as  also  statement  of  account  of  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  the  estate  for  the  year  1857,  together  with  our 
affidavits  of  the  facts  of  the  same,  made  before  a  commissioner 
of  deeds  for  the  State  of  Maryland,  and  the  necessity  of  forward- 
ing them  now  is  thus  obliterated. 

In  the  general  report  of  the  commissioners  and  agents,  the 
extraordinary  expenses  incurred  during  the  past  year  are  set 
down  at  $54,352.03,  exclusive  of  heavy  cost  of  repairs  amount- 
ing to  nearly  $8,000.  In  our  special  report  of  the  18th  ult., 
we  included  these  repairs  in  our  estimate  of  extraordinary  ex- 
penses, but  the  board  considered  them  as  an  usual  charge  against 
43 
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the  property  growing  out  of  its  dilapidated  condition,  and  thus 
omitted  them  in  their  report,  as  coming  under  the  former  head. 
The  motion  for  a  rehearing  of  the  partition  suit,  our  counsel 
think  will  be  dismissed  in  the  course  of  a  few  days,  and  the 
property  then  stand  divided  according  to  the  report  of  the  ex- 
perts.

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ANNUAL    REPORT 


New  Orleans,  March  20,  1858, 

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  Neiv  Or- 
leans, and  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore: 

The  Board  of  Commissioners  and  Agents  of  the  General  Es- 
tate of  John  McDonogh  have  delayed  presenting  their  usual 
annual  report,  believing  that  a  full  and  final  report  of  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  general  estate,  consequent  on  the  rendition 
of  an  expected  judgment  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of 
Louisiana,  decreeing  the  partition  of  the  property  of  the  estate 
between  the  cities,  and  fixing  and  determining  the  sums  respec- 
tively due  the  Society  for  the  Relief  of  Destitute  Orphan  Boys,  and 
the  American  Colonization  Society,  under  the  bequests  to  them 
in  the  will  of  John  McDonogh,  would  be  more  satisfactory  to 
the  two  cities. 

That  judgment  having  been  rendered,  the  board  now  respect- 
fully submit  to  your  honorable  bodies  their  final  report. 

The  best  estimates  which  can  be  exhibited  of  the  value  of  the 
estate  are  to  be  found  in  the  documents  appended  to  the  last 
annual  report  of  the  board,  and  in  a  report  of  the  experts  of  the 
two  cities,  made  under  an  order  of  the  Fifth  District  Court  of 
New  Orleans,  in  the  suit  of  the  City  of  New  Orleans  vs.  the  City 
of  Baltimore,  for  a  partition  of  the  estate,  &c.  A  printed  copy 
of  the  report  of  the  experts  is  annexed  as  a  part  of  this  report. 

The  subjoined  statements  marked  respectively  A,  B,  and  C, 
have  been  carefully  prepared  by  the  secretary  of  the  board  for 
your  information  respecting  the  administration  of  the  estate. 

Statement  A  is  a  detailed  account  of  the  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures of  the  estate  during  the  last  year. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  receipts  for  rents  have  fallen  short  of 
those  of  the  preceding  year,  about  six  thousand  dollars.     This 
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decrease  is   owing   partly  to  the   destruction  by   fire  of  several 
houses  of  the  estate,  partly  to  the  failure  or  delay,  and  in  some 
instances,  to   the   inability  of  some  of  the  tenants  to  pay  their, 
rent,  and  partly  to  the  fact  that  some  of  the  houses  or  buildings 
of  the  estate  have  remained  unrented. 

The  expenditures  for  the  estate  have  been  large.     A  consider- 
able outlay  was  necessary  for  repairing  and  keeping  up  the  real 
estate  in  the  city,  so  as  to  make  it  available  for  revenue,  and  for 
the  fencing  in  of  vacant  squares  belonging  to  the  estate,  in  com- 
pliance with  the  ordinances  of  the  City  Council  of  New  Orleans,   | 
and  the  demands  of  the  street  commissioners.     The  expense  o 
the  ordinary  administration  or  supervision  and  management  o 
the  estate  has  remained  unchanged.     The  increase  of  the  gen- 
eral expenditures  of  the  estate  over  those  of  previous  years  is 
accounted  for  by  the  following  payments:

The  amount  on  deposit  in  the  Union  Bank  at  the  end  of  the 
year  (31st  Dec.  1857,)  was  857,098  09.  Since  that  time  the 
board  has  paid  on  account  of  the  judgment  and  interest  in  favor 
of  My.  F.  Pena  $23,970  50. 

Statement   B,  is  a  balance   sheet   of  the  ledger  of  the  board.

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The  real  estate  is  valued  in  this  statement  according  to  the  ori- 
ginal appraisement  of  the  testamentary  executors.  The  items  of 
"slave  account"  and  "Orleans  Theatre  properties,"'  are  set- 
down  as  estimates  fixed  by  the  board  of  commissioners  and 
agents,  in  their  report  of  January,  1856.  The  particulars  com- 
prising the  other  items  in  the  statement  are  fully  detailed  in 
statement  C. 

When  the  commissioners  and  agents  received  the  estate  from  - 
the  testamentary  executors,  they  directed  the  cash  received,  the 
old  bills  receivable,  and  old  book  debts,  to  be  entered,  together 
with  the  real  estate  and  slaves,  as  belonging  to  the  general 
estate.  But  the  present  board,  from  their  view  of  the  rent  notes, 
and  from  the  decision  of  Judge  Cotto'n,  in  the  case  of  the  Society 
for  the  Relief  of  Destitute  Orphan  Boys,  in  regard  to  the  cash  and 
the  rent  notes,  caused  both  to  be  entered  on  the  books  as  revenue 
from  rents,  as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  statement  C,  under 
the  head  of  profit  and  loss. 

The  account  between  the  cities  in  regard  to  the  estate,  shows, 
that  Baltimore  stands  charged,  through  payments  in  her  favor, 
with  an  advance  or  excess  over  New  Orleans  of  §19,780  95. 
See  statement  C. 

The  city  of  New  Orleans  is  indebted  to  the  estate  for  a  portion 
of  the  Allard  place,  expropriated  for  a  park,  in  the  sum  of  $40,- 
000,  and  for  the  opening  of  Philip  and  other  streets  in  the 
fourth  district,  in  the  sum  of  $7,200.  half  of  which  amount  is 
due  to  Baltimore.  On  the  other  hand,  the  city  of  New  Orleans 
has  a  claim  against  the  estate  for  taxes  for  the  years  1853,  '54, 
'55,  "56  and  '57,  for  the  half  of  which,  it  is  alleged,  Baltimore 
is  bound  to  her. 

A  committee  of  the  board  appointed  to  examine  the  books  of 
the  estate  and  the  annual  report  of  the  secretary,  Mr.  Sinnott, 
report  that  they  have  carefully  examined  the  same,  and  find 
them  correct ;  and  it  affords  the  board  great  satisfaction  to  bear 
renewed  testimony  to  the  capacity  and  fidelity  of  that  officer. 

Mr.  C.  Pilman  has  faithfully  discharged  the  duties  assigned 
him  by  the  board,  to  watch  over  and  protect  the  rural  portions 
of  the  estate  against  trespassers  and  spoliators,  and  to  superin- 
:end  the  construction  and  repair  of  roads,  levees  and  embank- 
ments required  by  the  police  juries  of  the  several  parishes. 
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The  board  appends  to  this  report  an  interesting  communica- 
tion from  Mr.  Bonford,  explanatory  of  the  most  important  legal 
matters  in  which  he  has  been  engaged  during  the  last  year  as 
their  counsel. 

With  respect  to  the  payment  of  the  judgment  recovered  by 
Mr.  Pena,  Mr.  Bonford  effected  an  arrangement,  which  prevented 
a  probable  sacrifice  of  a  large  portion  of  the  real  estate  of  the 
succession.  Twenty-three  thousand  nine  hundred  and  seventy 
dollars  and  fifty  cents  have  been  paid  on  account  of  the  judgment 
and  interest  thereon  ;  and  an  agreement  has  been  made  for  the 
allowance  of  eight  per  cent,  per  annum  on  the  balance  due — 
$80,000 — until  paid.  But  the  right  was,  at  the  same  time,  re- 
served to  Mr.  Pena,  to  proceed  with  execution,  if  he  should  think 
proper  to  do  so,  upon  giving  the  cities  ten  days'  notice  of  his  in- 
tention. This  arrangement  renders  it  necessary  for  the  cities  to 
provide  for  the  speedy  settlement  of  the  debt. 

The  board  earnestly  and  respectfully  calls  the  attention  of  th 
Councils  of  the  two  cities  to  the  portion  of  the  report  of  the  e: 
perts  relative  to  the  persons  of  color  attached  to  the  estate,  and 
recommends  the  adoption  of  the  measures  proposed  by  the  experts, 
as  promotive  of  the  benevolent  intentions  of  Mr.  McDonogh,  and 
as  creditable  to  the  justice  and  philanthropy  of  the  legatees.  See 
report  of  the  experts,  pages  531,  532  and  533. 

The  condition  of  the  negroes  is  at  this  time  more  favorable  for 
their  speedy  removal  and  colonization,  than  it  was  when  the  ex- 
perts made  their  report.  All  the  leases  which  held  them  in  ser- 
vitude for  a  term  of  years,  except  that  for  the  Allard  place,  have 
been  annulled  and  cancelled,  and  the  lease  for  that  place,  it  is 
believed,  would  be  relinquished  on  easy  conditions,  or  might  be 
annulled  for  cause  without  delay.  The  number  of  the  negroes 
belonging  to  the  estate  was  erroneously  stated  in  the  report  of 
the  experts  to  be  eighty-six.  It  has  since  been  ascertained  that 
three  of  the  negroes,  those  on  the  Dumford  estate,  were  sold  by 
Mr.  McDonogh  to  Mr.  Dumford  in  June,  1842.  This  reduces 
the  whole  number  to  eighty-three,  and  the  number  fit  and  ready, 
according  to  the  report,  for  colonization  to  seventy-one. 

The  negroes,  with  the  exception  of  sixteen  on  the  Allard  place, 
are  under  the  care  and  management  of  the  board.  They  are 
nearly  all  engaged  on  one  of  the  plantations  of  the  estate  adja- 
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>nt  to  the  city,  in  agricultural  labor,  subject  to  the  supervision 
nd  government  of  Mr.  C.  Pilman — a  firm,  temperate  and  hu- 
lane  man.  A  few  of  them  are  employed  in  the  city.  They  all 
now  their  destiny  under  the  will.  Their  speedy  removal  will 
dvance  their  happiness,  and  prove  of  advantage  to  the  slave 
immunity  from  which,  under  existing  circumstances,  they 
ught  to  be  separated.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  American 
^Ionization  Society,  informed  of  this  state  of  facts,  will  take  the 
ecessary  steps,  with  the  aid  of  the  cities,  to  transport  the  ne- 
roes  without  delay  to  Liberia  for  colonization. 

The  buildings  of  the  estate  in  the  city  are  insured.  All  the 
olicies  will  expire  on  the  20th  of  May  next,  except  one  on  the 
Irleans  Theatre,  &c,  for  $10,000,  which  will  expire  on  the  20th 
f  August. 

The  board  congratulates  the  cities  on  the  judgment  of  the 
upreme  Court  of  Louisiana,  fixing  and  determining  the  sums 
3verally  due  the  American  Colonization  Society  and  the  Society 
>r  the  Relief  of  Destitute  Orphan  Boys,  under  the  will  of  John 
IcDonogh,  and  decreeing  the  partition  of  the  real  estate  of  John 
IcDonogh,  between  the  cities  of  New  Orleans  and  Baltimore. 

The  judicious  and  faithful  use  which  will  doubtless  be  made 
y  those  societies  of  the  large  sum  of  $84,000,  decreed  them  re- 
pectively,  will  greatly  promote  the  charities  to  which  they  are 
evoted. 

The  partition  of  the  real  estate  between  the  cities  was  a  wise 
leasure,  necessary  to  carry  inXo  effect  the  great  object  of  the 
^stator — the  education  and  moral  improvement  of  poor  children 
i  the  cities — and    of  vast  importance  to  the  local  interests  of 

ew  Orleans,  in  which  the  estate  lies. 

The  annexed  exhibit  D,  shows  the  value  of  the  real  property 
Welding  rent  in  the  several  districts  of  the  city,  as  estimated 

f  the  experts  in  their  report ;  the  amount  of  rent  arising  from 

ie  property  in  each  district ;  the  apportionment  of  the  property 

itween  the  cities,  and  the  amount  of  rent  accruing  to  each  city 

)m  its  portion. 

From  this  exhibit  it  appears  that  there  is  a  great  dispropor- 
1>ri  between  the  estimated  value  of  the  property  and  its  pro- 
mts, and  that  a  sale  and  a  conversion  of  the  proceeds  into  a 
Dre  productive   form  of  property  is  indispensable  to  the  per- 
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formance  of  the  trusts  assumed  by  the  cities.  As  each  city  will 
take  to  itself  the  control  and  disposal  of  its  separate  portion,  it 
will  devolve  upon  each  to  determine  for  itself  the  course  it  should 
pursue  with  respect  to  a  sale  and  the  investment  of  the  proceeds 
thereof,  in  discharge  of  the  charity  contemplated  by  the  testator. 
On  the  part  of  New  Orleans,  the  commissioners  representing 
her,  respectfully  recommend  the  sale  of  her  portion  of  the  real 
property  during  the  present  season.  The  monetary  condition  of 
the  country  invites  the  investment  of  capital,  and  the  inter 
of  the  city  call  for  the  sale  of  the  property  now  unproductive, 
and  opposing,  from  its  position  and  its  wretched  condition,  a 
positive  obstruction  to  the  growth  and  improvement  of  the  citv. 
And  the  commissioners  further  recommend  an  investment  of  the 
proceeds  of  the  sale  in  bonds  of  the  city,  which  can  be  bought  at 

,  and  the  appropriation  of  the  interest  from  those  bond- 

the  cause  of  education,  agreeably  to  the  intentions  of  Mr.  Mc 
Donogh. 

In  conclusion,  the  board  recommends  to  the  two  cities  to  pro 
vide,  as  soon  as  possible  by  their  joint  action,  for  the  paymen 
of  the  sums  decreed  the  American  Colonization  Society  and  th< 
Society  for  the  Relief  of  Destitute  Orphan  Boys,  for  the  dissolu 
tion  of  the  present  scheme  of  administration,  and  for  the  adjust 
ment  and  settlement  of  the  accounts  between  the  cities,  and  th 
formal  and  legal  transfer  and  delivery  to  each  of  its  separat 
portion,  according  to  the  judgment  and  decree  of  the  Suprem

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COMMUNICATION  FROM  MR.  BONFORD. 

New  Orleans,  March  13,  1858. 
To  the  Commissioners  and  Agents 

of  the  General  Estate  of  John  McDonogh: 
Gentlemen — 

Since  my  last  report  to  you  of  the  business  I  have  in  charge 
is  the  counsel  of  the  board,  the  case  of  the  heirs  of  Shepherd 
Brown  against  the  two  cities,  referred  to  in  that  report,  has 
been  argued  in,  and  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court.  The  deci- 
sion of  the  lower  court,  which  was  in  favor  of  the  heirs,  was  re- 
versed, and  judgment  given  for  the  defendants.  It  is  matter  of 
congratulation,  that  the  cities  have  thus  been  relieved  from  a 
claim,  the  successful  prosecution  of  which  by  the  plaintiffs, 
ivould  have  resulted  in  imposing  a  very  serious  burthen  upon 
the  estate. 

I  regret  to  state,  that  I  cannot  report  so  favorably  upon 
mother  case  which  has  been  instituted,  tried  and  decided  since 
the  date  of  my  last  communication  to  you.  I  refer  to  the  action 
brought  by  Mr.  Pena,  upon  a  testamentary  instrument,  alleged 
to  have  been  made  by  Mr.  McDonogh,  since  the  execution  of 
he  will  under  which  the  cities  hold.  This  instrument  consists 
)f  a  small  slip  of  paper,  containing  in  a  few  lines  a  particular 
egacy  in  favor  of  Francis  Pena,  of  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars,  payable  four  years  after  the  testator's  death.  The 
'xtraordinary  circumstances  attending  the  presentation  of  this 
laira,  induced  the  most  vigorous  opposition  to  its  recognition 
us  a  valid  claim  upon  the  universal  legatees  of  Mr.  McDonogh. 
3ut  the  document  having  been  declared  by  a  number  of  highly 
espectable  witnesses,  who  had  often  seen  Mr.  McDonogh  write 
nd  sign  his  name,  to  be  in  their  opinion  in  the  genuine  hand- 
writing of  Mr.  McDonogh,  both  the  District  and  the  Supreme 
hurt  held  that  their  testimony  furnished  all  the  elements  re- 
uired  by  our  law  to  sustain  the  authenticity  of  the  instrument, 
nd  that  although  the  case  was  not  without  circumstances  of 
44 
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grave  suspicion,  these  were  not  of  a  character  sufficiently  strong 
to  destroy  the  positive  testimony  upon  which  the  plaintiff  relied. 
Judgment  has  accordingly  been  rendered  in  his  favor  for  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  with  legal  interest  from* 
judicial  demand.  But  his  claim  for  arrears  of  interest,  amount- 
ing to  some  ten  thousand  dollars,  has  been  rejected. 

The  heirs  of  Mercier  have  succeeded  in  establishing  their  title 
to  a  square  of  ground  fronting  on  the  Bayou  St.  John,  included 
in  what  is  known  as  the  Allard  tract.  This  tract  was  purchased 
by  Mr.  McDonogh  in  the  year  1845,  at  a  judicial  sale  provoked 
by  the  Consolidated  Bank,  a  mortgage  creditor  of  Allard.  But 
it  was  clearly  proven  by  the  plaintiffs  that  the  title  of  Allard  to 
the  square  in  controversy,  had  long  previously  to  that  sale  be- 
come vested  in  their  ancestry.  It  was  not  deemed  advisable  in 
this  state  of  the  facts  to  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  district 
court  decreeing  the  land  to  belong  to  the  plaintiff.  The  cities, 
however,  are  fully  protected  against  loss  by  their  claim  in  war- 
ranty against  the  Consolidated  Bank.  An  amicable  appraise- 
ment has  already  been  made  and  submitted  to  you  of  the  value 
of  the  property  from  which  the  cities  have  been  evicted  by  this 
judgment. 

The  recent  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court,  affirming  the  decree 
of  the  inferior  court,  partitioning  the  estate  between  the  two 
cities,  will  soon  bring  the  labors  of  your  commission  to  a  close. 
I  cannot  refrain,  gentlemen,  from  congratulating  you  and  the 
cities  whose  interests  you  have  so  zealously  subserved  upon  the 
favorable  resolution  of  the  many  embarrassing  questions  to 
which  the  testamentary  dispositions  of  Mr.  McDonogh  have 
given  rise,  and  upon  the  prospect  which  this  decree  of  partition 
opens,  of  the  two  cities  being  enabled  at  an  early  period  to  earn- 
out  the  benevolent  intentions  of  the  testator.

tENTLEMEN — 

In  presenting  their  seventh  annual  report  since  the  re-organi- 

ation  of  the  House  of  Kefuge  for  juvenile  delinquents — heing 

)r  the. second  year  of  its  actual  operation — the  board   of  mana- 

ers  not  only*  comply  with  the  requirement  of  their  charter,  but 

iey  take  pleasure  in  having  the  opportunity  thus  afforded  to 

xpress  their  acknowledgment  of  the  appropriation  made  for  the 

ipport  of  the  institution  by  the  General  Assembly  at  its  last 

ission ;  an  act  no  less  just  in   itself  than  it  was  honorable  to 

le  State  and  gratifying  to  every  friend  of  humanity. 

In  making  this  acknowledgment,  the  board  would  however 

'spectmlly  say,  that  it  is  to  be   regretted,  that  the  sum  thus 

ven,  from   its   insufficiency,   has  somewhat  limited  the  sys- 

nmtic  operations  of  the  Refuge.     In  their  application  to  your 

)norable  body,  after  a  careful  estimate  first,  of  the  probable 

imber  of  inmates  that  under  law  would  be  committed  to  their 

<  arge  during   the  year,  and  then  of  the  amount  necessary  for 

^eir  support,  they  set  down  the  annual  sum  required  at  $1 5,000, 

U  as  the  act  only  appropriated  $10,000,  they  must  necessarily 

^restricted  in  their  work.     So  far,  this  has  not  been  to  a  degree 
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affecting  very  seriously  the  ability  of  the  board  to  carry  out  the* 
object  of  the  institution.  But  such  a  result  cannot  be  anticipated 
for  the  future,  inasmuch  as  every  year  must  add  to  the  number 
of  inmates  until  the  full  capacity  of  the  building  is  reached: 
With  'this  certainty  of  increase  in  number  concurrently  arises 
the  necessity  of  an  increase  of  means  for  their  support.  But  it 
is  fortunate  that  the  sums  of  this  increase  are  not  equal,  for  it 
is  cheaper  pro  rata  to  take  charge  of  300  than  200  inmates, 
as  in  both  cases  the  same  number  of  officers  is  required,  whose 
salaries  form  a  most  important  item  in  the  cost  per  head,  and 
so  in  fuel,  light,  and  other  general  charges  of  expenditures. 
Now,  the  average  number  of  inmates  during  the  last  year,  was 
about  181,  while  the  building  will  easily  accommodate  300.  As 
a  matter  of  economy  then,  it  becomes  desirable  that  there  should 
be  no  waste  room  in  the  building,  and  that  there  should  be 
means  supplied  adequate  to  the  expense  of  full  occupation. 

Moved  by  every  consideration  of  humanity,  as  well  as  by  their 
loyalty  as   citizens  of  the  State,  looking  back  with  satisfaction 
to  the  past,  and  urged  forward  by  a  determination  to  make  the 
future  even  more  fruitful  in  good,  the  board  have  no  hesitation 
in  laying  before  the  General  Assembly  their  claim  for  at  least 
the  full  sum  asked  for  at  the  last  session.     Sincerely  gratefu' 
for  the  aid  already  afforded  by  the  State,  still  it  is  due  to  them- 
selves and  the  cause  for  which  they  have  devoted  tfieir  means 
their  energies,  and  so  many  years  of  their  time,  very  frankly  t( 
confess,  that  they  look  upon  the  institution  under  their  care  a; 
a  creditor  of  the  State  for  relieving  it  of  the  responsibility  o 
the  charge  of  so  many  youthful  delinquents,  and  thus  striking 
at  the  very  fountain-head  of  crime,  and  cutting  off  the  futun 
supply  of  the  jail  and  penitentiary.     The  State,  by  its  statutes 
has  put  the  board  in  the  place  of  parents  to  these  children  o 
vagrancy  and  vice.     It  has  said  to   us,  educate  them,  reclain 
them,  and  so  discipline  them  in  the  ways  of  virtue  and  honest 
— of  industry  and  obedience — that  they  may  become  good  citi 
zens.     And  can  the  State  clothe  us  with  this  authority,  directin 
her  magistrates  and  courts  to  commit  these  children  to  our  car 
during  their  minority,  and  holding  us  to  our   responsibilities 
not  indeed  by  penalties,  for  ours  is  a  free-will  service,  but  by  oi 
faithfulness  as  men,  whose  works  must  stand  before  a  liighc 
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nver  for  judgment;  we  say,  can  the  State  do  all  this  and  refuse 
i  recognize  the  claim  we  present  for  the  support  of  these  un- 
rtunate  victims  of  neglect  and  crime?  We  trust  not. 
To  ensure  success  for  our  plea,  we  believe  that  it  is  only  ne- 
tssarv  to  understand  the  true  character  of  the  House  of  Refuge; 
i  know  distinctly  what  are  its  aims  and  how  those  aims  are  to 
3  accomplished,  what  it  claims  to  do  for  the  individual  and  for 
>ciety,  and  what  it  has  already  done  in  the  cause  of  a  wise  and 
ractical  benevolence.  We  believe  fhis,  because  among  other 
ratifying  evidences,  members  of  the  last  Legislature  who  with 
esitation  voted  for  even  the  smaller  sum,  and  have  since  visited 
le  institution,  have  regretted  that  even  a  larger  amount  than 
as  asked  for  had  not  been  appropriated. 

That  a  similar  conviction  would  be  the  result  of  an  examina- 
on  of  the  Eefuge  in  its  details,  by  every  intelligent  member  of 
le  present  Legislature,  we  cannot  doubt,  and  it  would  afford 
le  greatest  pleasure  to  every  member  of  the  board  at  any  time 
)  submit  their  charge  to  such  an  examination,  either  to  individ- 
als,  to  committees  or  to  the  whole  Legislature  as  a  body. 
With  these  prefatory  remarks,  the  board  would  now  respect- 
illy  refer  to  the  accompanying  statement  of  the  treasurer,  by 
rbich  it  will  be  seen,  that  for  the  year  ending  with  the  thirty- 
rst  day  of  December  last,  the  receipts  were  §27,799  44,  while 
he  disbursements  were  $23,273  20,  thus  leaving  a  balance  of 
4,526  24,  with  which  to  commence  the  operations  of  the  cur- 
?nt  year.     If  from  the  sum  of  expenditures  be  deducted  the 
mount    chargeable    only    to    permanent    improvements,    say 
3,851  80,   the  actual  cost  of  support  was  $19,421  40,  which 
ith  an  average  as  before  stated,  of  181  inmates,  makes  the 
>st  of  each  at  29  39-100  cents  per  day,  for  which  sum  the  child 
fed,  clothed,   educated  and  kept  at  some  useful  labor  and 
ider  constant  healthful  moral  restraint  by  proper  supervisors. 
The  balance  on  hand  as  above,  and  about  an  equal  amount  of 
her  immediately  available  resources,  constitute  our  only  pre- 
nt  fund  for  support,  and  this  in  all  probability  will  be  ex- 
lusted  by  the  first  of  April,  leaving  for  the  expenditures  of 
e  rest  of  the  year  only  the  quarterly  instalments  (§2,500  each) 
1  the  State's  appropriation.     With  the  data  just  given  as  to 
•e  cost  of  maintenance,  it  will  be  seen  by  a  very  easy  calcula- 
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tion  how  far  this  will  fall  short  of  our  absolute  necessities.  The 
board  feel  very  sensibly  that  all  this  is  anything  but  encourag- 
ing; but  at  the  same  time,  they  trust  that  the  statement  of  the 
fact  will  in  Itself  prove  a  convincing  argument  in  securing  the 
desired  relief. 

As  a  matter  of  acknowledged  importance,  and  indeed  of  ne- 
cessity, it  will  be  the  earnest  endeavor  of  the  board  to  lessen 
materially  the  cost  of  support.     What  they  have  had  to  encoun- 
ter heretofore  with  this  view,  is  however  only  what  has  been  the 
experience  of  all  similar  institutions  in  the  commencement  of 
their  operations.     Every  year  will  give  new  light  in  matters  o' 
administrative  economy.     With  increasing  practical  knowledge 
and  the  constant  study  to    bring  down  the  expenditures  to  8 
point  which  judicious  frugality  may  safely  indicate — with  refer 
ence  always  to  the  health  and  true  wants  of  the  inmate — w< 
have  no  doubt  that  in  due  time  the  cost  per  head  will  be  brough 
to  as  low  a  sum  as  that  secured  by  any  other  House  of  Refug- 
in  this  country.      As  an  earnest  of  this,  the  board  have  th 
satisfaction  of  pointing  to  the  fact,  that  with  an  increased  num 
ber  of  inmates,  the  expenditures  of  1857  were  less  than  those  c 
1856,  and  even  a  more  striking  decrease  would  have  been  mani 
fest  but  for  the  largely  enhanced  price  of  provisions  during  th 
whole  of  the  past  year,  especially  of  flour,  meats  and  potatoes 
the  staple  articles  of  house  diet,  to  say  nothing  of  molasse; 
sugar  and  indeed  of  almost  every  article  of  consumption. 

It  can  never  be  expected  that  the  labor  of  the  inmates  of 
House  of  Refuge  should  fully  remunerate  for  the  cost  of  mail 
tenance.  This  is  done  in  but  very  few  penitentiaries,  even  wit 
adult  labor  and  a  full  clay's  work.  At  the  first  glance  the  fol 
of  any  such  expectation  is  at  once  seen.  The  majority  of  oi 
inmates  are  under  thirteen  years  of  age.  The  average  of  a; 
of  the  whole  number  in  the  several  kindred  institutions  in  f 
country  is  twelve  and  two-third  years;  and  the  average  of  dai 
labor  required  is  six  and  one-half  hours;  the  remainder  of  tl 
day  being  consumed  in  school,  for  an  average  of  say,  four  a  I 
one-half  hours;  at  recreation,  say  two  and  one-half  hours  a  I 
the  balance  at  meals.  Now,  it  has  been  satisfactorily  asc- 
tained,  that  with  the  boy  under  fourteen  years,  his  reform  myr 
be  generally  secured  with  about  two  years'  detention,  and  dL£-

iline;  with  those  over  fourteen  when  committed,  and  especially 
ver  sixteen,  a  longer  time  on  an  average  is  required.  With 
hese  data  it  will  be  noted,  first,  that  the  age  of  the  majority  of 
nmates  and  the  time  set  apart  for  labor  preclude  anything  like 
lecuniary  remuneration  for  any  available  employment;  and 
gain,  that  the  term  of  detention,  which  should  never  be  be- 
ond  the  point  of  what  is  considered  as  a  safe  reclamation,  is 
oo  short  to  attempt  teaching  an  inmate  a  trade,  while  the  only 
kus  of  whom  could  be  expected  anything  like  a  return  of  the 
ost  of  maintenance,  are  the  very  few  over  the  age  of  sixteen 
ears,  and  under  existing  circumstances,  many  reasons  make  it 
esirable  to  place  these  out  of  the  house  whenever  a  favorable 
pportunity  occurs. 

Notwithstanding  all  these  difficulties,  however,  as  constant 
ncl  systematic  employment  is  one  of  the  most  important  essen- 
ials  in  the  successful  management  of  the  Refuge,  every  endea- 
or  is  used  to  secure  appropriate  labor  for  the  inmates.  To 
ngage  in  any  manufacture  by  investing  a  capital  for  the  pur- 
ose  has  been  found  to  be  bad  policy  in  a  financial  view,  and 
ence  the  only  mode  now  adopted  in  other  institutions  is  employ- 
ment by  hiring  out  the  labor  of  the  boys  by  contract.  With 
s,  the  obstacle  to  the  availing  ourselves  of  this  measure  has 
itherto  been  the  comparatively  small  number  that  could  be 
profitably  set  apart  for  the  purpose,  and  thus  no  inducement 
ould  be  offered  to  manufacturers  sufficiently  attractive  to  secure 
n  engagement.  And  besides,  if  a  good  home  is  offered  to  a 
oy,  and  he  can  be  safely  recommended,  it  is  felt  to  be  our  first 
uty  to  secure  it  for  him.  This  may  happen  just  as  he  is  begin- 
ling  to  be  profitable  to  his  employer,  and  hence  another  diffic- 
ulty arises,  which  interferes  materially  with  the  making  of 
ontracts.  As  a  counterbalance  to  these  things,  and  as  employ- 
ment is  the  chief  thing  desired,  the  rate  of  wages  demanded  is 
lecessarily  small.  But  the  most  of  these  discouragements  will 
;radually  disappear  as  the  institution  becomes  better  understood 
nd  the  number  of  inmates  increases,  inasmuch  as  a  better  and 
arger  selection  of  capable  lads  can  then  be  made,  and  mechanics 
till  discover  how  their  interests  may  be  subserved  by  their  em- 
•loyment.  Indeed,  within  a  i'cw  days,  an  engagement  has  been 
oncluded  for  the  employment  of  twenty  boys  of  medium  age  at 
46 
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a  light  manufacture,  which  number  will  probably  be  increased 
to  seventy-five  or  one  hundred  as  new  inmates  are  committed  by 
magistrates. 

In  this  connection  it  may  be  stated  that  every  article  of  their 
clothing  is  made  by  the  inmates  themselves,  and  in  the  tailoring- 
department  a  little  lias  also  been  done  for  outside  employers. 
A  reference  to  an  appended  tabular  statement  will  show  too, 
that  the  garden  and  farm  have  afforded  a  somewhat  profitable 
employment  for  the  boys  during  the  past  season.  The  grounds 
belonging  to  the  Refugee  for  many  years  lay  as  a  common,  and 
the  soil  not  being  naturally  of  the  best  quality,  it  will  require 
some  time  to  bring  it  into  productive  cultivation.  Still,  to  do 
this  will  be  a  special  object  of  attention  and  will  repay  the  labor 
and  expense  bestowed,  both  by  the  healthful  occupation  afforded 
and  the  supply  of  a  sufficiency  of  vegetables  for  the  use  of  the  house. 

With  the  foregoing  exposition  of  the  financial  condition  and 
the  management  of  the  Refuge,  the  board  may  safely  submit 
their  administration  to  the  consideration  and  judgment  of  the 
Legislature,  believing  that  with  the  single  object  of  the  insti 
tion  distinctly  understood  and  constantly  kept  in  view,  it  w 
be  perceived  that  their  duties  and  responsibilities  have  not  be 
lightly  estimated  nor  carelessly  performed.  While  they  m 
that  their  labors  have  not  been  all  in  vain,  neither  are  they  tin 
mindful  that  much  still  remains  to  be  done  to  perfect  the  sys 
tematic  and  full  efficiency  of  their  work.  It  will  be  made  th 
study,  as  far  as  may  be,  to  cure  these  deficiencies. 

Before  closing  their  report,  it  is  only  proper  that  the  boa 
should  briefly  notice  the  condition  of  several  departments  of  th 
Refuge,  at  the  same  time  referring  to  the  reports  and  statement 
of  the  superintendent  and  other  officers  for  any  required  details 

The  Ladies'  Committee  have  been  efficient  helpers  by  the  pei 
formance  of  their  peculiar  duties.  In  their  faithful  ministratio 
they  have  given  good  evidence  of  the  interest  they  feel  in  th 
reclamation  of  the  female  inmates,  and  besides  the  consciousnes 
of  well  doing,  we  trust  that  they  have  their  reward  in  seem' 
that  this  interest,  as  it  has  been  so  judiciously  exercised,  he 
not  been  without  its  beneficial,  and  it  may  be  hoped,  its  lastin 
results.  Attention  is  asked  to  their  report  for  an  expressio 
of  their  own  sentiments  in  this  regard. 
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While  speaking  of  this  department,  it  may  be  added  that 
the  subject  of  erecting-  a  separate  building  for  the  girls  outside 
of  the  present  walled  enclosure  referred  to  in  our  last  report, 
has  lost  nothing  of  interest  by  the  delay  in  carrying  out  the 
intention.  Indeed  the  board  are  daily  more  and  more  convinced 
of  the  absolute  necessity  of  such  an  improvement.  The  finan- 
cial difficulties  which  have  affected  the  country  so  universally, 
have  prevented  any  active  means  being  taken  to  urge  on  the 
work.  The  project  although  suspended,  will  by  no  means  be 
abandoned. 

The  ScJiools  have  been  in  full  operation  and  statedly  attended. 
rhe  general  improvement  has  been  satisfactoiy.  Although  as 
in  other  schools  and  of  every  grade,  there  are  found  dull  and 
unwilling  scholars  who  have  a  distaste  for  study,  still  there  will 
be  found  here  as  good  minds  and  as  much  capacity  both  in  com- 
prehending their  lessons  and  in  acquiring  knowledge,  as  will 
be  met  with  in  our  public  schools.  The  difficulty  is  not  so  much 
in  deficiency  of  intellect  as  it  is  in  the  wrong  bias  that  has  been 
^iven  to  this  intellect  by  parental  neglect,  evil  association  and 
bad  example.  It  is  an  especial  office  of  the  Refuge  to  turn 
iside  these  minds  from  the  wrong  and  train  them  to  follow  the 
•ight.  But  as  efficient  to  a  certain  extent  as  the  schools,  as 
<uch,  may  be,  yet  we  have  no  faith  in  mere  secular  education 
"or  permanent  reform.  More  than  three  centuries  ago,  in 
speaking  of  schools,  the  great  German  reformer  said,  " every 
nstitution  will  degenerate  where  God's  word  is  not  in  daily 
exercise. '*'  Without  religion  as  a  basis,  nothing  comparatively 
n  our  reform  schools  can  be  effected.  This  is  not  only  the  ex- 
)erience  of  all  kindred  institutions  in  tin's  country,  but  is 
Acknowledged — nay,  insisted  on  by  all  juvenile  reformatories  in 
xreat  Britain,  Germany,  France  and  Belgium.  This  unanimity 
'f  opinion  is  not  the  result  of  any  special  religious  creed,  but 
•as  been  forced  on  the  sober  convictions  of  good  men  of  every 
ect  who  have  had  experience  in  the  matter.  Without  the  reli- 
;ious  element  judiciously  infused  into  every  measure  adopted  for 
he  reform  of  the  young  delinquent,  no  permanent  good  can  be 
nticipated — with  it,  every  thing  may  be  hoped  for. 

In  hearty  compliance  with  these  convictions,  special  attention 
as  been  sriven  to  the  religious  instruction  of  the  inmates.     In 
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the  services  of  the  Chapel,  with  few  exceptions,  there  has  been 
preaching  on  every  Sabbath.  Among  the  many  who  have  con- 
tributed their  aid  in  these  Christian  exercises,  and  to  whom  our 
thanks  are  due,  there  have  been  men  of  the  best  abilities  and  of 
various  denominations,  but  all  have  preached  the  same  gospel — 
the  Child's  Gospel  as  it  was  preached  in  its  simplicity  by  Him 
who  was  pre-eminently  the  friend  of  children,  and  whose  espe- 
cial mission  it  was  to  recover  the  fallen  and  to  save  the  lost  by 
words  of  love  and  invitation,  of  hope  and  mercy. 

In  this  connection  it  is  also  pleasing  to  say,  that  during  the 
past  year  the  Sabbath  School  has  enjoyed  the  regular  attention 
of  a  noble  corps  of  some  eighteen  or  twenty  teachers  from  the 
city.  Their  self-denying  labors  we  have  reason  to  believe  have 
not  been  without  even  their  present  reward.  How  many  here- 
after may  rise  up  and  bless  them,  the  future  history  of  these 
children's  lives  alone  may  tell.  The  board  feel  that  their  ser- 
vices are  invaluable,  and  they  have  our  sincerest  acknowledg- 
ments for  their  labor  of  love. 

The  board  cannot  omit  here  to  make  reference  to  the  services 
of  Prof.  Boot,  of  the  city  public  schools.  His  very  acceptable 
aid  as  a  teacher  of  vocal  music  has  been  given  regularly  and 
gratuitously.  This  portion  of  the  education  of  the  inmates  ie 
highly  appreciated,  and  while  it  affords  a  means  of  enjoyment 
its  influence  is  most  genial  and  effectual  in  fastening  upon  the 
heart  and  memory,  sentiments  and  precepts  for  good  that  wil 
never  be  entirely  eradicated.  It  serves  also  to  ensure  methoc 
and  harmony  in  the  devotional  singing  on  the  Sabbath,  and  ir 
every  respect  cannot  be  too  highly  valued.*  To  this  estimable 
gentleman,  too,  the  board  are  glad  of  the  opportunity  of  publicb 
expressing  their  gratitude. 

On  the  9th  of  December  last,  the  board  celebrated  the  anni 
versary  of  the  opening  of  the  House  of  Refuge.  The  exercise 
were  held  in  the  Central  Presbyterian  Church,  when  appropri 
ate  addresses  were  delivered  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  H.  V.  D.  Johns 
and  the  Rev.  Dri  J.  McCron,  to  a  large  and  attentive  audience 
The  information  imparted  and  the  appeals  made  on  the  occasio: 

-Luther  had  a  right  estimate  of  singing  as  an  element  in  instruction.  "Music, 
said  lie.  ••  is  a  half-discipline  and  it  is  a  teacher  :"  and  again  •'•'  Music  is  a  fair,  glorica 
gift  of  God.  and  it  lies  very  near  to  f//rolo;/j/." 
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met  with  so  much  favor,  that  on  the  written  request  of  several 
of  our  most  respected  citizens,  a  repetition  of  the  exercises,  with 
the  kind  consent  of  the  speakers,  was  held  at  the  Eutaw  street 
M.  E.  Church,  on  the  29th  of  the  same  month.  A  crowded 
audience  was  a  flattering  compliment  to  the  ability  of  these 
earnest  coadjutors  of  the  Refuge,  as  well  as  a  grateful  evidence 
of  the  interest  which  the  community  feel  in  the  aims  and  results 
of  the  institution.  A  pleasing  incident  on  the  last  occasion  was 
the  choral  part  of  the  exercises  which  was  performed  by  the 
inmates. 

On  the  12th  of  May  last,  the  first  convention  of  delegates 
from  the  juvenile  reformatories  in  the  United  States  was  held  in 
the  city  of  New  York.  Its  object  was  to  bring  together  the  sta- 
tistics of  this  particular  branch  of  public  benevolence,  to  com- 
pare experience,  to  confirm  what  is  good  in  all  and  to  suggest 
improvement  in  any,  where  needed.  The  results  of  the  pro- 
ceedings on  the  occasion,  with  much  additional  interesting  mat- 
ter, have  been  printed,  and  a  copy  will  be  laid  on  the  table  of 
each  member. 

And  now  in  conclusion; — grateful  for  the  large  degree  of  ex- 
cellent health  that  has  prevailed  during  the  past  year  at  the 
Refuge,  as  well  as  for  the  good  order  and  encouraging  improve- 
ment of  the  inmates,  and  for  the  many  manifestations  of  kind- 
ness exhibited  for  their  benefit  by  so  many  friends  of  the  insti- 
tution;  thankful  to  the  State  and  city  authorities  for  the  aid 
which  has  hitherto  been  appropriated  to  our  service,  and  above 
all,  impressed  with  a  deep  sense  of  gratitude  to  the  Almighty 
for  our  success  thus  far,  we  feel  that  we  have  reason  to  be  hope- 
ful for  the  future,  and  so  take  courage  and  press  on  earnestly 
md  untiringly  in  the  prosecution  of  the  work  to  which  we  have 
;et  our  hands.

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APPENDIX. 


REPORT  OF   THE   LADIES'   COMMITTEE. 


The  Ladies'  Committee  of  the  House  of  Refuge  in  offering 
their  Report  for  the  past  year,  gratefully  acknowledge  a  progres- 
sive improvement  in  the  inmates. 

Owing  to  our  number  having  been  lessened  by  resignations 
and  the  inability  of  others  to  attend  the  regular  meetings,  the 
duties  have  devolved  upon  a  few,  but  the  persevering  faithful- 
ness of  these  few,  has  made  full  amends  for  the  loss  we  should 
otherwise  have  sustained. 

Most  of  the  older  girls  have  left  the  Institution,  some  having 
been  placed  in  good  homes,  and  others,  from  the  term  of  their 
commitment  having  expired.     The  difficulty  of  reforming  those 
whose  age  had   given  a  fixedness   to  their  evil  habits,  induced' 
the  Board  of  Managers  to  restrict  the  admission  to  girls  undei 
twelve  years.     This  arrangement,  with  the  projected  plan  o 
erecting  a  separate  building  for  the  female  inmates,  presents 
brighter  future  and  a  more  certain  hope  of  permanent  benefit  U 
those  for  whose  welfare  the  Refuge  was  provided.     The  experi 
ence  of  those  who  have  labored  in  similar  institutions,  has  givei 
testimony  to  the  disadvantages  arising  from  males  and  female 
being  placed  in  the  same  building.     Miss  Carpenter  of  England 
whose  writings  and  labors  in  behalf  of  the  reformation  of  juve- 
nile delinquents,  have  made  her  opinions  authoritative  on  th 
subject,  states  "that  it  is  impossible  to  succeed  with  boys  an 
girls  in  the  same  institution.'" '     A  similar  opinion  lias  resulte 
from  the  experience  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  which  has  le 
them  to  make  efforts  to  secure  a  separate  building  for  the  girl: 
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and  we  look  forward  in  hopeful  anticipation  to  its  eventual  ac- 
complishment. 

The  labor  of  the  Superintendent,  Matron  and  Sabbath  School 
Teachers  in  imparting  religious  instruction,  seems  to  have  been 
successful  in  many  cases,  and  though  in  others  the  good  seed 
appears  still  to  be  buried  from  human  observation,  yet  we  trust 
that  in  due  time  it  will  spring  up  and  bear  fruit  unto  the  glory 
of  God.  The  discipline  of  outward  regulations  may  succeed  in 
breaking  up  evil  habits  and  in  bringing  the  inmates  to  an  out- 
ward manifestation  of  improvement,  but  the  only  reformation 
that  can  stand  the  test  of  exposure  to  temptation,  is  that  which 
arises  from  an  internal  principle  implanted  by  Divine  Grace, 
and  kept  in  action  by  the  aid  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  That  such  a 
reformation  may  sooner  or  later  be  apparent  in  all  those  who 
have  been  under  the  fostering  care  of  the  House  of  Kefuge,  is 
the  prayer  of  your  committee.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S    REPORT. 


Co  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  House  of  Refuge: 
Gentlemen — 

The  Superintendent  most  respectfully  presents  this,  his  second 
Annual  Report.  The  accompanying  tables  have  been  prepared 
n  conformity  with  the  plan  recommended  by  the  "National 
Convention  of  Managers  and  Superintendents  of  Houses  of  Refuge 
md  Schools  of  Reform,"  held  in  the  city  of  New  York  in  May 
ast,  and  contain  all  the  facts  which  can  be  properly  embodied 
n  them. 

Much  inconvenience  and  trouble  have  arisen  from  the  resi- 
lence  of  inmates  of  both  sexes  under  the  same  roof.  In  our 
milding,  although  constructed  with  the  special  intent  of  a  sepa- 
ation  so  as  to  prevent  communication,  yet  it  has  been  found 
hat  by  signs,  or  notes,  or  other  cunning  means,  our  best  ef- 
prts  to  this  end  have  been  counteracted. 

,  My  experience  coincides  with  that  of  those  who  have  the  su- 
erintendence  of  several  other  kindred  institutions, — that  the 
nly  certain  and  safe  mode  of  prevention,  is  to  place  each  sex  in 
|o  entirely  separate  building  and  at  some  distance  apart. 

Ours  being  the  "congregated"  system,  where  in  large  num- 
3fs  we  have  in  charge  the  older  and  more  confirmed  in  vicious 
ibits   intermingled   with   the  younger  and   less  depraved,  arid 

hers  committed  more  on  account  of  incorrigible  conduct  and 

igfant  disposition  than  for  crime,  a  systematic  classification 
•id  separation  seems  most  desirable.  This  cannot  be  now  ef- 
::ted  to  the  extent  necessary,  but  if  a  separate  building  be 
fected'for  the  girls,  we  then  will  be  able,  with  the  occupation 
I  the  west  wing  also  by  the  boys,  to  institute  a  thorough  sys- 
tn  of  classification  which  I  feel  confident  will  be  followed  by 
13  best  results. 

Since  the  discharge  of  the  larger  and  more  vicious  bovs,  there 
Rs  been  a  manifest  improvement  in  those  that  remain  in  the 
I'titution,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  their  entire  reformation  may 
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be  speedily  effected.  Already  the  moral  and  social  improve- 
ment of  many  of  the  boys  has  been  visible  to  all  connected  with 
the  institution,  and  the  conduct  of  a  large  majority  of  those  that 
have  been  indentured,  as  made  known  by  their  several  masters, 
contrasted  with  their  conduct  and  character  when  received  into 
this  place,  is  proof  of  the  reformatory  influence  of  the  House  of 
Refuge.  With  our  labor  of  two  years  we  have  indeed  much 
reason  in  this  connection  to  be  satisfied.  In  our  appendix  will 
be  found  extracts  from  the  letters  of  a  few  of  those  to  whom 
children  have  been  indentured,  which  are  extremely  gratifying, 
and,  as  we  trust,  are  but  the  beginning  of  that  manifestation  of 
good  which  is  the  object  of  our  cares,  our  anxieties  and  our 
prayers.  To  you,  gentlemen,  these  reports  must  be  as  grateful 
as  they  are  satisfactory,  both  as  regards  the  future  of  those  to 
whom  you  have  assumed  a  parental  guardianship,  as  well  as  an 
evidence  that  the  harvest  has  already  commenced  to  yield  the 
fruit  of  your  responsible  and  arduous  labors. 

The  reports  of  the  teachers  will  show  the  literary  attainments 
of  the  inmates;  those  who  have  regular  employment  in  shops, 
&c.  attend  two  sessions,  and  those  who  have  no  stated  employ- 
ment, attend  three  sessions  daily. 

For  their  religious  instruction  we  owe  much  to  the  benevolent 
and  pious  ladies  and  gentlemen  who  come  from  the  city  every 
Sabbath  morning,  and  at  no  little  sacrifice  attend  the  Sabbath 
Schools  regularly,  manifesting  a  deep  interest  in  the  spiritual 
welfare  of  the  inmates,  and  exhibiting  a  zeal  worthy  of  the  cause 
in  which  they  are  engaged.     In  the  afternoon  we  are  visited  b)  • 
some  Minister  of  the  Gospel  of  some  of  the  various  religious  de 
nominations,  prompted  by  the  love  of  souls  to  proclaim  the  un 
searchable  riches  of  Christ  and   reveal   the   plan   of  salvation 
The  seed  thus  sown  has  alreacty  sprung  up,  and  we  have  gooi 
reason  to  hope  there  will  be  much  fruit  ready  to  be  gathered  i: 
the  garner  of  God.     The  strict  attention  of  the  inmates  durin 
these  services  has  often  been  a  subject  of  remark  and  earner 
commendation. 

The  frequent  visits  of  some  of  the  Managers  have  so  endeare 
them  to  the  children,  that  they  are  often  seen  gathering  aroun 
them  (at  the  play-grounds)  in  such  groups  as  almost  to  prevei 
locomotion,  thus  exhibiting  their  gratitude  for  the  fatherly  ca 
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iestowed  on  them;  and  when  the  gentle  pat  on  the  head,  the 
farm  shake  of  the  hand,  or  the  embrace  of  the  arm  is  given, 
hey  feel  that  they  are  at  Home.  These  visits  have  aided  the 
iuperintendent  much  in  his  efforts  to  convince  the  inmates  of 
he  great  objects  of  the  Institution,  viz:  their  social  and  moral 
veil-being. 

To  Professor  Root,  also,  we  are  much  indebted  for  the  interest 
le  has  taken. in  the  children;  he  visits  the  Institution  every 
Friday  afternoon  gratuitously,  (often  accompanied  by  his  lady, 
Llso  an  excellent  vocalist,)  for  the  purpose  of  imparting  instruc- 
ion  in  the  delightful  science  of  singing,  in  which  both  girls  and 
)oys  have  made  considerable  progress,  and  which  is  so  well  cal- 
:ulated  to  soften  the  asperity  of  crude  nature. 

The  Superintendent  has  frequently  allowed  boys  to  go  to  the 
;ity  for  the  purpose  of  visiting  parents  or  friends  on  a  pledge  of 
lonor  to  return  the  same  day,  and  in  no  case  has  there  been  a 
brfeiture  of  the  pledge.  In  one  instance,  a  boy,  who  had  re- 
leemed  his  pledge  by  returning  in  due  time,  effected  his  escape 
)n  the  next  day.  , 

To  the  Maryland  State  Bible  Society  we  are  indebted  for  a 
lonation  of  one  hundred  bibles  for  the  use  of  the  inmates,  and 
;wo  bibles  for  the  use  of  the  chapel  and  family,  which  have 
oeen  gratefully  acknowledged.  Dr.  William  Fisher,  one  of  the 
Managers,  also  presented  twenty-five  volumes  of  books  for  the 
ibuary;  Messrs.  Gushing  &  Bailey,  23  volumes,  and  Rev.  Isaac 
?.  Cook,  6  volumes. 

To  a  benign  Providence  our  thanksgivings  are  due  for  the  con- 
inued  health  vouchsafed  unto  us.  Although  there  have  been 
some  slight  cases  of  sickness,  there  has  been  but  one  of  serious 
llness,  which  resulted  in  the  death  of  a  boy.  This  boy  was  from 
Somerset  county-,  was  admitted  on  the  7th  October  last,  and  died 
>n  the  5th  November.  He  was  an  illegitimate  offspring,  and 
lever  knew  father  or  mother,  the  last  having  died  when  he  was 
.n  infant.     Thus,  an  orphan  cast  amongst  strangers,  neglected 

rid  badly  treated,  he  came  to  Baltimore  and  sought  to  be  com- 
aitted  as  a  vagrant  to  the  Refuge.     Before  entering  this  house, 

ie  had  been  long  afflicted  with    ague    and    fever,    which  had 

•reyed  on  his  constitution  and  given   him  a  very  cadaverous 

ppearance.     We  had  hoped  that,  by  the  judicious  treatment  of 
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Dr.  Murdock,  he  would  have  been  restored  to  health,  but  in  this 
we  were  disappointed.  A  few  days  before  his  death  lie  remarked 
to  some  of  his  fellow  inmates,  that  he  had  never  known  what 
it  was  to  have  a  friend  to  care  for  him  until  he  came  to  this 
House. 

It  affords  the  Superintendent  much  pleasure  in  being  able  to 
state  that  all  the  officers  now  in  the  House  are  prompt  and 
faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their  several  duties.

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PHYSICIAN'S    REPORT 


To  the  Managers  of  the  House  of  Refuge: 
Gextloiex — 

Tn  presenting  my  second  Annual  Report,  I  am  happy  to  state 
the  present  healthy  condition  of  the  house.  There  are  now 
only  three  children  under  treatment.  During  the  year  there 
have  heen  numerous  cases  of  sickness,  mostly  of  mild  character. 
In  the  months  of  July  and  August  there  were  some  thirty  case? 
of  dysentery,  all  of  which  yielded  to  treatment.  In  the  au- 
tumn, we  had  numerous  cases  of  catarrh;  most  of  the  childret 
so  affected  slept  on  the  ground  floor.  These  dormitories,  w< 
have  heen  obliged  to  use  as  sleeping  apartments,  from  th( 
crowded  state  of  the  house;  but  I  am  sure  you  will  rectify  this 
as  soon  as  possible.  During  the  year  we  have  had  twenty-eigh 
cases  of  tinea  capitis,  unfortunately  communicated  by  a  ho; 
suffering  under  this  disease,  who  was  admitted  without  m> 
seeing  him.  When  discovered  he  was  immediately  separatee 
from  the  other  boys,  but  not  until  the  disease  had  been  commu 
nicated  to  others. 

I  have  to  report  one  death,  the  first  since  the  opening  of  th 
house.  This  was  a  boy,  who  entered  suffering  under  inter 
mittent  fever,  of  which  he  was  relieved  and  discharged  froc 
the  hospital.  Several  days  after  passing  from  under  my  care 
he  wAs  discovered  by  one  of  the  officers  in  a  dying  condition 
the  immediate  cause  of  his  death,  I  am  unable  to  state,  as 
post  mortem  was  not  deemed  advisable.

Vo  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  House  of  Refuge. 

During  the  past  year  have  been  admitted  19  girls1;  have  been 
iischarged  25,  present  number  17.  Of  the  number  admitted, 
1  knew  not  their  letters,  4  were  just  learning  to  read,  4  could 
•ead. 

Of  those  discharged,  9  read  fluently,  5  tolerably;  13  wrote 
tnd  ciphered,  4  spelled  in  two  syllables,  3  knew  their  letters. 

Of  the  present  number,  6  read  fluently — write  well,  are 
tudying  dictionary,  grammar,  geography,  history  of  United 
States,  and  exercising  in  composition,  parsing,  &c.  Four  read 
n  second  reader,  three  in  primary;  these  are  learning  to  write, 
pell,  &c.     Four  spell  in  four  letters. 

Arithmetic. — 1  has  completed  and  reviewed  Emerson's  arith- 

netic,  1  ciphers  in  fractions,  2  in  compound  numbers,  1  miscel- 

uieous  examples,  2  in  subtraction,  5  in  addition. 

Promotions. — 2  have  been  promoted  to  first  from  second  class, 

from  second  to  third,  6  from  fourth  to  third.

Some  relate  to  children  committed  for  truancy  and  incorrigible 
conduct,  others  for  vicious  practices,  such  as  vagrancy,  street 
begging,  pilfering,  larceny,  &c.  ;  but  all  have  proved  thus  far 
to  be  thoroughly  reclaimed,  and  their  old  associations  being 
destroyed  and  they  removed  from  bad  examples  and  kindly 
cared  for  where  formerly  they  suffered  from  neglect  and  perni- 
cious parental  influence,  we  have  no  reason  for  doubt  that  thev 
will  become  good  and  useful  citizens,  and  virtuous  and  respecta- 
ble women. 


IX  RELATION  TO  BOYS. 


I  am  happy  in  being  able  to  inform  you  and  the  gentlemanly 
Board  of  Directors  of  your  noble  institution,  that  W.   has  beer 
present  on  all  occasions  at  Church  and  Sabbath  School,  and  thai 
it  appears  to  be  his  delight  to  attend  to  them  both  as   soon  a; 
the  Sabbath  comes.     He  was  placed  in  the  first  class  and  is  no** 
a  competitor  for  a  prize,  which   the  Superintendent  has  gottei 
up,  to  be  given  to  the  one  who  recites   the   greatest  number  o 
Scripture  verses  on  some  stated  Sabbath,  and  I  am   inclined  t< 
think  that  he  will  come  off  the  champion.     He  is  also   makini 
rapid  progress  as  a  type-setter,  and  that  he  will  surpass  the  ex 
pectations  of  his  friends,  if  he  should  continue  to  improve  a 
he  has  already  done.     Besides,  he  is  exceedingly  obliging  an« 
ready  to  fill  all  commands  made  upon  him,  in  a  manner  ver 
creditable.     He  has  gained  the  confidence  of  the  entire  family 
through  his   good   character.      He   may  at   some   future  day- 
should  he  continue  as  he  has  set  out — become  more   than  a 
ordinary  young  man.     He  seems  to  have  mind  and  shrewdnes 
enough  to  accomplish  much.     1  am  pleased  to  inform  you,  th; 
the  other  boys  who  are  here,  attend  regularly  to   their  Sabbat 
Schools  too.   and  so  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  learn,  their  coi 
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duct  is  quite  as  exemplary.  It  certainly  speaks  volumes  in 
praise  of  you  who  have  the  moral  training  of  these  hoys — and 
it  has  been  the  subject  of  remark  here,  by  a  number  of  our  citi- 
zens who  have  observed  the  remarkable  and  praiseworthy  con- 
duct exhibited  on  all  occasions  by  these  very  boys :  why,  they 
can  set  such  an  example  to  our  boys  here,  that  is  well  worthy  of 
imitation,  and  for  the  good  of  society,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
many  will  follow  in  their  footsteps. 


In  answer   to  your  enquiries  regarding  H ,  i  have  to 

reply:   First,  I  am  very  well  pleased  with  him.     Secondly,  his 
conduct  has  been  generally  good.     Thirdly,  his  health  has  been 
excellent — no   sickness.      Fourthly,    his   habits   of  industry   do 
not  appear  to  be  confirmed  ;  he  has  evidently  been  unaccustomed 
to  regular  work,  and  perhaps  never  except  under  the  eye  of  a 
master.     I  do  not  know  that  he  is  more  careless  or  idle  than 
nost  boys  of  his  age,  but  he  has  not  attained  that  degree  of 
:rustworthiness  that  he  can  be  left  at  his  work  without  super- 
vision.    He  has  improved  in  size  and  strength  greatly  since  he 
lame  to  me,  and  I  hope  will  soon  be  able  to  take  part  in  the 
nore  interesting  labors  of  the  farm,   where  competition  with 
others  may  incite  interest  and  develope  an   energy  of  character 
vhich  at  present  he  appears  to  lack.     Fifthly,  his  moral  dispo- 
itions,  I  think,  are  naturally  gentle  and  amiable.     He  evident- 
y  has  not  a  strong  will,  and  is  very  susceptible  of  good   or  evil 
labits — being  influenced  easily  by  those  about  him.     Sixthly, 
•'The  prospect  of  making  him  a  good  and  useful  man" — under 
areful  training,  and  being  kept  from  bad   company,  especially 
n  a  farm  where  he  is  aloof  from  most  temptations,  I  think  he 
nil  do  well ;  and  for  this  reason  he  is   kept  closely  away  from 
he  company  of  the   boys  of  the  village  hard   by.     He  attends 
>hurch  when  my  family  or  any  member   of  it   goes,  and   has 
een  entered  and  attends  the  Sunday  School  of  this  place,  which 

as  two  excellent  managers,  Hon.  ,  Judge  of  coun- 

/  court,  and   ,  formerly  of  Baltimore.      I  have   been  iu- 

ructing  him  at  home  when  I  had  leisure,  and  he  had  improved 
t  his  studies  when  he  stopped   at   the    beginning  of  the    busy 
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season.  Enclosed  I  send  you  a  letter  which  he  has  written  yoii 
and  I  find  it  better  than  I  expected.  I  am  anxious  that  the  boy 
should  do  well  for  he  seems  to  be  well  disposed,  besides  such  a 
result  would  be  creditable  to  your  very  excellent  and  well  man- 
aged institution.  I  am  satisfied  that  at  the  House  of  Befuge 
children  are  better  trained  and  cared  for.  than  by  half  the 
parents  we  meet  with,  and  if  they  have  not  been  too  far  cor- 
rupted when  they-  enter  it,  must  be  reformed  by  the  instruction 
and  training  they  there  receive. 


1  am  very  well  pleased  with  both  J.  and  F.,  and  they  appear 
to  be  perfectly  satisfied  with  me.  They  have  had  very  good 
health  since  they  are  here.  Their  conduct  has  been  good  thus 
far.  Habits  of  industry  also  good.  They  attend  preaching 
every  opportunity  and  Sabbath  School.  Their  prospects  of 
making  useful  boys  are  promising.

Baltimore,  September  15,  1858. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Members  of  the 

First  and  Second  Branches  of  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen — 

The  annexed  resolutions,  adopted  by  you  in  convention  assem- 
bled, have  been  received  by  us  this  day,  viz: — 

"Resolved  by  the  First  and  Second  Branches  of  the  City 
Council,  in  convention  assembled,  That  Messrs.  J.  Irwin  Smith, 
W.  J.  Bryson,  J.  B.  Brinkly  and  B.  Deford  be  requested  to 
withdraw  their  resignation  as  directors  on  the  part  of  the  city 
in  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  railroad  company ;  and  whereas,  it 
is  right  and  proper  that  a  party  so  largely  interested  in  the 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  railroad  as  the  city  of  Baltimore  is,  should 
:>e  well  posted  in  the  management  of  said  road ;  therefore, 

"Resolved  by  the  convention,  That  the  above  named  J.  Irwin 
>mith,  W.  J.  Bryson,  J.  B.  Brinkly  and  Benjamin  Deford  be 
md  they  are  hereby  respectfully  requested  to  report,  as  early  as 
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practicable,  the  specific  reasons  that  induced  them  to  forsake  the 
important  trust  confided  partly  to  their  charge. 

The  undersigned  have  no   hesitation  in  communicating  to  j 
your  honorable  body,  from  whom  we  received  our  appointment, 
our  views  in  regard  to  the  present  policy  of  the  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  railroad  company,  as  well  as  some  reasons  for  the  course 
we  have  pursued.     It  is  well  known  that  the  patriotic  and  pub- 
lic spirited   gentlemen  who   originated  the  project  of  uniting 
with  iron  bands  the  waters  of  the  Ohio  with  those  which  flow 
into  the  Chesapeake,  were  not  influenced  simply  or  chiefly  by 
considerations  of  pecuniary  gain,  but,  with  nobler  aim,  theyT 
desired  to  make  our  city  the  great  emporium,  into   whose  lap; 
should  be  poured  the  rich  treasures  of  the  Great  "West,  and  at 
the  same  time  develop  the  mineral  resources  and  foster  the  agri- 
cultural interests  of  our  State. 

Actuated  by  the  same  motives,  our  city  subscribed  to  stock  of 
the  company,  and  reasonably  expects  that  it  will  be  so  man- 
aged as  not  only  to  pay  her  regular  dividends  upon  her  stock, 
but,  at  the  same  time,  protect  and  encourage  the  agricultural, 
mineral  and  manufacturing  interests  of  the  State,  and  also  that 
in  the  arrangement  of  the  freight  tariffs,  her  geographical  posi- 
tion will  be  duly  considered,  so  that  her  citizens  may  realize 
the  full  benefits  of  their  proximity  to  the  West.  Although  it 
is  true,  that  very  much  of  our  commercial  prosperity  is  due  tc 
the  existence  of  this  road,  yet,  we  believe  it  is  comparative!} 
small  to  what  it  might  have  been  under  a  different  policy,  and 
respectfully  present  the  following  for  your  consideration:  — 

First.  Notwithstanding  official  declarations  to  the  contrary 
practical  discriminations  against  our  city  have  existed.  Good* 
have  been  shipped  over  our  road  from  the  West  to  New  York 
for  the  same  price  as  to  our  city.  Freight  has  been  carriec 
over  the  road  from  an  eastern  city  to  Cincinnati  for  less  thar 
was  asked  from  Baltimore  to  the  same  point.  Our  merchant: 
also  pay  one  dollar  streetage  on  each  car  delivered  to  them 
The  charge  upon  coal,  which  has  constituted  so  large  a  propor 
tion  of  the  tonnage  of  the  road,  when  for  our  city,  is  greate 
than  when  delivered  at  Locust  Point,  which  is  mainly  destinet 
for  eastern  consumption.  These  are  specimens  of  that  "care 
ful  discrimination  in  favor  of  the  mercantile  and  general  inter 
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ests  of  Baltimore,"  upon  which  our  citizens  have  been  congratu- 
lated. Owning  one-third  of  the  stock  of  the  company,  and  in 
addition  thereto,  having,  in  answer  to  urgent  appeals,  aided  it 
by  the  five  million  loan,  surely,  our  city  has  the  right  to  de- 
mand that  the  tariff  shall  be  so  arranged  as  to  give  her  mer- 
chants the  full  advantage  of  her  geographical  position  ;  that  her1 
mechanics  and  artizans,  who  have  for  years  cheerfully  contri- 
buted, according  to  their  ability,  to  the  payment  of  the  taxes 
levied  by  the  city  for  internal  improvements,  should,  in  return, 
make  all  the  company  requires,  when  they  can  do  it  as  cheaply 
and  as  well ;  and  that  her  capitalists  should  receive  the  advan- 
tages which  would  naturally  flow  from  the  increased  business 
and  prosperity  of  the  city. 

Second.  Proper  efforts  have  not  been  made  to  secure  to  our 
road  and  city  the  great  advantages  of  having  the  shortest  line 
between  the  seaboard  and  the  West,  although  both  are  largely 
interested  in  the  Parkersburg  branch  which  constitutes  a  portion 
of  the  shortest  line.  A  continuance  of  the  same  policy  is  cal- 
culated to  prevent  any  returns  for  our  assistance  to  that  branch 
for  an  indefinite  period,  thus  continuing  our  burden  of  taxation 
for  the  payment  of  interest. 

Third.  In  ordinary  mercantile  transactions,  that  agent  is  best 
paid  who  can  influence  the  most  profitable  custom.  The  agent 
of  our  road  at  Cincinnati  has  received  30  cents  per  ton  for  ship- 
ping by  the  Central  Ohio  road,  and  only  25  cents  per  ton  by 
river.  The  average  rate  received  by  our  road  on  goods  shipped 
by  Parkersburg  is  about  $1  per  ton  more  than  by  Ben  wood. 
This  difference  on  the  amount  of  goods  sent  from  Cincinnati  by 
the  Central  Ohio  road,  which  averages  over  16,000  tons  yearly, 
would  show  an  annual  loss  of  over  $16,000  per  year,  as  com- 
pared with  what  might  be  realized  by  the  Parkersburg  route. 
Not  satisfied  with  this  bonus,  the  Central  Ohio  now  threatens, 
unless  our  company  will  make  "the  rates  by  rail  at  all  times  as 
low  as  those  given  by  water" — meaning  thereby  that  water 
rates  shall  be  advanced  to  rail  rates — "the  relations  now  exist- 
ing cannot  continue,"  and  strongly  intimates  that  if  their  de- 
mands are  not  acceded  to,  they  will  look  to  the  Pennsylvania 
Central  as  their  connecting  line.  With  the  "admitted  fact, 
that  shippers  generally  prefer  rail  to  water,"  it  will  be  at  once 
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seen  that  the  demand  is  substantially,  that  all  our  freights  shall 
be  sent  by  that  route ;  and  Wheeling  and  Parkersburg  be  ex- 
cluded from  the  advantage  they  possess  in  their  water  facilities^ 
and  the  road  and  its  stockholders  deprived  of  the  additional 
profits  received  by  both  the  latter  routes,  which  would  furnish 
an  additional  bonus  to  the  Central  Ohio  road.     Surely  a  modest 
demand  for  a  company,  whose  debt,  with  interest,  to  this  road 
now  amounts  to  nearly  half  a  million  of  dollars.     These  threats 
are  but  an  additional  proof  of  the  necessity,  both  to  the  road 
and  city,  of  encouraging  and  sustaining  that  line  of  communi- 
cation with  the  West,  whose  entire  interest  and  feelings  will 
be  identified  with  our  own.     Xot  many  months  since  the  Cin- 
cinnati, Wilmington  and  Zanesville  railroad  complained  that 
almost  the  whole  of  the  through  freight,  not  specifically  marked  I 
for  them,  was  sent  over  the  entire  length  of  the  Central  Ohio,  I 
although  their  line  was  the  shortest  to  Cincinnati,  and  their  road  I 
a  large  contributor  to  the  Baltimore  road,  and  claimed  a  fair  I 
division  of  the  business.     This  not  being  granted,  much  of  their 
freight  was  sent  by  steamboat  down  the  Muskingum  to  Marietta, 
only  nine  miles  above  Parkersburg,  and  thence  up  the  Ohio 
nearly  two  hundred  miles  to  Pittsburg,  and  by  rail  to  Philadel- 
phia, to  that  extent  diverting  this  trade  from  our  road  and  city. 

Fourth.  The  local,  as  compared  with  the  through  rates,  are 
so  much  in  excess  as  to  offer  no  encouragement  to  the  establish- 
ment of  factories  and  other  improvements  along  the  line  of  the 
road.  We  would  encourage,  to  the  utmost  of  our  ability,  all  re- 
munerative through  business,  but  at  the  same  time  advocate 
reasonable  paying  local  rate,  which  would  tend  to  build  up 
trade  upon  which  the  road  could  always  rely,  and  by  which 
both  city  and  State  would  be  benefitted.  We  do  not  think  it, 
right  that  millers  or  others,  a  few  miles  from  our  city,  should 
be  compelled  to  pay  per  ton  per  mile,  several  hundred  per  cent.; 
above  the  through  rate.  Xot  only  are  the  local  rates  very  much 
in  excess,  but  during  part  of  the  past  winter  through  goods  were 
carried  at  summer  rates,  while,  with  slight  exceptions,  th^ 
winter  tariff,  which  ranges  some  20  to  25  per  cent,  higher,  was 
required  on  local  freights. 

Fifth.  Injudicious  economy,  which  we  fear,  will  result  in  dis- 
astrous consequence  to  the  road  during  the  coming  winter.  W< 
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are  sincerely  desirous  of  all  proper  retrenchment,  but  believe  in 
the  wisdom  of  the  policy  of  maintaining  "all  parts  of  the  road 
and  the  machinery  in  the  most  effective  condition,"  as  a  "true 
economy,''  whose  happy  results  are  so  well  appreciated  in  the 
thirtieth  annual  report,  page  7,  and  thirty-first  annual  report, 
page  11.  If  our  views  are  incorrect,  and  the  retrenchment  in- 
augurated some  months  since,  which  it  was  stated  by  a  leading 
stockholder  director  would  be  a  saving  of  $50,000  per  month, 
can  be  made. with  due  regard  to  the  effective  condition  of  the 
road  and  its  machinery,  it  places  the  present  management  of 
the  road  in  the  unpleasant  position  of  having,  by  their  own 
showing,  during  the  period  of  their  administration  to  that  time, 
gome  twenty-six  months,  wasted  in  useless  extravagance  $1,300 
of  the  money  belonging  to  the  city,  State  and  private  stock- 
holders (which  we  cannot  believe,)  and  that  too  when  in  each  of 
their  reports  they  congratulate  the  stockholders  upon  the  "im- 
proved and  rigid  economy,"  and  upon  "the  grand  features  of 
spending  less  and  earning  more,"'  to  which  they  have  given 
their  "decided  and  cordial  sanction."  We  have  thus  stated 
some  of  the  measures  of  policy  affecting  the  interests  of  our  citi- 
zens of  which  we  do  not  approve,  and  will  now  refer  to  a  few 
other  matters,  which  Ave  do  not  consider  right  or  proper.  Im- 
portant action  taken  in  defiance  of  the  resolutions  of  the  board, 
an  instance  of  which  occurred  last  May,  when  some  of  the  stock 
directors,  without  the  authority  of  the  president  and  treasurer, 
who  are  the  constituted  trustees  of  the  sinking  fund,  purchased 
bonds  for  the  sinking  fund  when  the  road  was  a  borrower  of 
money  to  a  large  extent,  thus  virtually  compelling  the  company 
to  borrow  that  additional  amount,  and  thereby  furnished  a  basis 
upon  which  to  found  an  argument  to  prove  that  a  note  or  bond 
paid  at  maturity  and  cancelled,  is  a  substantial  basis  for  a  sink- 
ing fund.  One  director  seems  to  have  almost  unlimited  inrlu- 
3nce  in  the  management  of  the  road.  An  extra  car  furnished 
m  a  part  of  the  road  at  a  nominal  price,  and  free  passage  al- 
lowed over  another  portion  during  the  last  session  of  the  Legis- 
lature, when  the  speculators  in  extra  dividend  orders  sought  to 
leprive  the  State  of  the  greater  portion  of  her  directors  in  the 
'oad.  The  publication  in  all  the  daily  papers  in  our  city  of  a 
ong  preamble  and  resolutions,  which  were  understood  at  the 
62 
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time  by  many,  as  intended  to  demoralize  some  of  the  directors 
at  an  expense  to  the  company  of  some  two  hundred  dollars, 
wasting  its  means,  when  its  stockholders  were  suffering  for  the* 
want  of  their  dividends,  and  its  employees  compelled  to  work  at 
reduced  prices,  and  when  the  committee  appointed  by  the  reso- 
lution met,  three  of  the  members  against  whom  it  was  believed 
to  be  aimed,  were  present  to  answer  for  themselves,  but  the  op^- 
posing  parties  did  not  appear. 

With  the  deep  and  abiding  interest  that  the  city  has  in  the 
development  of  the  mineral  wealth  and  encouragement  of  the 
agricultural  and  manufacturing  interests  of  the  State,  and  that 
the  State  has  in  the  commercial  prosperity  of  the  city,  and  which 
both,  in  common  with  the  permanent  private  stockholders,  have 
in  the  success  of  this  great  work,  harmony  of  feeling  and  unity 
of  action  should  exist  in  its  direction.  It  will  be  remembered 
that  some  time  since  the  stockholder  directors,  with  the  aid  of 
a  few  of  the  representatives  of  the  city  and  State,  declared  an 
extra  dividend  of  thirty  per  cent.,  a  most  injudicious  movement, 
proven  by  the  fact  of  their  inability  to  pay  even  a* semi-annual 
dividend  regularly  since  that  time,  and  which  arrayed  city  and 
State  authorities  in  determined  opposition  to  a  measure  they  co 
sidered  unjust  and  fraudulent,  thus  placing  the  different  interests 
represented  in  the  road  in  direct  conflict.  Unfortunately,  as  we 
think,  the  commissioners  of  public  works  appointed  a  sufficient 
number  of  those  who  had  been  favorable  to  that  extra  dividend 
(which  the  authorities  of  the  State  they  represented  had  declar 
to  be  a  fraud,)  to  give  the  stockholder  directors,  with  their  a 
control  of  the  road.  We  are  happy  to  add,  that  so  far  as  we  kno 
none  of  the  representatives  of  the  State,  with  whom  your  dir 
tors  have  cordially  co-operated,  are  engaged  either  in  stock  spec- 
ulation, supplying  the  company  with  materials,  or  interested  i 
extra  dividend  orders.  Under  these  circumstances,  with  you 
representatives,  apparently  viewed  rather  as  " interlopers"  th 
equals  in  management  of  the  road,  and  finding  that  our  motive; 
were  impugned,  our  acts  misrepresented,  and  that  we  wer< 
utterly  poioerless  to  accomplish  anything  for  the  benefit  of  th< 
city,  we  determined  to  resign.  From  you  we  received  our  ap 
pointment,  and  during  your  recess,  in  conformity  with  your  law 
authorizing  the  Mayor  at  such  a  time  to  fill  vacancies,  we  ten 
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dered  him  our  resignations.  We  have  thus  "briefly  endeavored 
to  answer  the  requirements  of  your  preamble  and  resolution. 
We  would  have  much  preferred  that  your  honorable  body  should 
have  accepted  our  resignations,  yet,  if  it  be  your  pleasure,  our 
duty  as  citizens  requires  us  to  continue  your  representatives 
during  the  balance  of  the  term  for  which  we  have  been  ap- 
pointed.

Inasmuch,  however,  by  the  action  of  your  honorable  body, 
pou  have  requested  us  to  withdraw  our  resignations,  we  would 
waive  the  reason  assigned  without  any  further  expressions 
hereon,  and  accede  to  your  wishes.

STATISTICS    OF    THE    SCHOOLS. 

By  the  accompanying  documents,  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
whole  number  of  our  schools  at  present  is  seventy-nine,  being 
made  up  of  one  Male  High  School,  two  Female  High  Schools, 
twelve  Male  Grammar  Schools  and  fourteen  Female  Grammar 
Schools,  Fifteen  Male  Primary  Schools  and  twenty-eight  Female 
Primary  Schools;  six  Evening  Schools  and  the  Floating  School. 
Besides  the  above  there  are  two  Normal  Classes,  which  hold  their 
sessions  on  the  Saturday  morning  of  each  week.  For  this  entire 
sstablishment  there  has  been  an  expenditure  of  $143,601.25  ;  of 
which  $83,2^1.96  has  been  expended  in  salaries ;  $17,292.55  on  ac- 
count of  new  buildings;  $12,438.39  on  alterations,  repairs, clean- 
ing, &c. ;  $12,422.04  for  books,  stationery,  maps,  &c. ;  $2,526.07 
br  new  furniture ;  $4,597.49  for  fuel — coal  and  wood,  and  the 
-esidue  for  incidental  expenses.  Of  this  sum  $108,300.00  has 
oeen  received  from  the  City  Kegister,  and  $22,393.66  for  Tuition 
ees.  Our  Schools  now  employ  46  male  teachers  and  209  fe- 
nale  teachers. 

Of  the  expenditure  it  will  be  seen  that  $42,747.42,  or  a 
ittle  less  than  one-third,  is  devoted  to  the  Grammar  Schools, 
$3,779.23,  or  over  one-quarter,  is  expended  upon  the  Primary 
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Schools,  while  the  residue,  exclusive  of  new  buildings  and  ex- 
penses of  a  general  character,  of  $34,946.36,  or  about  one- 
fourth,  is  divided  between  the  three  High  Schools,  the  Evening 
Schools,  the  Normal  Classes  and  the  Floating  School. 

The  whole  number  educated  in  the  schools  during  the  year 
is  18,931.     The  number  of  pupils  on  the  roll  is  11,740. 


PRIMARY   AND   GRAMMAR    SCHOOLS. 

The  Primary  and  Grammar  Schools  are  regarded  as  the 
strongholds  of  our  system,  and,  consequently,  for  their  support 
a  large  proportion  of  the  School  fund  is  expended.  Here  thou- I 
sands  are  taught  every  year  in  branches  of  the  most  useful! 
knowledge,  and  here  many  destined  to  be  valuable  and  influen-3 
tial  citizens,  receive  their  whole  school  education.  Without 
these  schools  a  large  number  of  our  youth  would  grow  up  I 
deprived  of  the  priceless  benefits  they  confer,  and  destitute  oft  J 
the  knowledge  that  fits  them  for  the  many  stations  they  may 
worthily  and  acceptably  occupy.  Without  the  instruction  they 
afford,  many  would  remain  in  ignorance,  and  perhaps,  in  their 
destitution,  sink  into  degradation  and  crime.  It  is  in  these 
departments  that  our  school  system  performs  its  greatest  service. 
It  may  be  said  that  the  thousands  of  our  pupils  obtain  all  the 
education  they  can  receive  in  the  Primary  and  Grammar 
Schools,  passing  in  and  out  for  a  longer  or  shorter  term  as 
circumstances  will  allow ;  while  but  the  hundreds  'fere  enabled 
to  avail  themselves  of  the  advantages  of  the  High  Schools. 
The  Primary  and  the  Grammar  Schools,  therefore,  claim  the 
special  care  of  the  Commissioners,  During  the  past  year  the 
Board  has  made  increased  exertion  to  render  these  schools 
more  efficient,  by  impressing  in  every  way  upon  the  teachers 
the  importance  of  incessant  application,  and  of  thoroughness 
in  their  work  ;  and  it  is  intended  to  subject  them  to  a  still 
more  particular  and  rigid  scrutiny  in  the  future.  It  is  the 
purpose  of  the  Board  to  give  increasing  energy  and  efficiency 
to  their  Primary  and  Grammar  Schools ;  and  to  use  every  pos- 
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sible  exertion  to  prevent  the  pupils  from  being  hurried  through 
them  into  the  High  Schools.     It  is  a  matter  of  great  moment 
that  they  should  be  assured  in  a  good  Primary  and  Grammar 
School   education   before   they   are  permitted  to  leave  them, 
either  to  go  into  the  High  Schools,  or  to  enter  upon  the  practical 
business  of  life.     Until  this  point  in  their  training  is  reached, 
it  is  much  better  that  they  should  remain  in  the  lower  schools. 
By  passing  into  a  higher  grade  for  which  they  are  not  pre- 
pared, it  is  impossible  that  they  can  profitably  pursue   their 
studies.     Their  time  when  thus  employed  is  but  little  better 
than  wasted.     They  obstruct  the  classes   in    which    they   are 
.placed,  no  less  than  they  are   themselves  obstructed,   in    the 
\  prosecution  of  studies  for  which  they  have  not  had  sufficient 
i preparation.     An  important  and  delicate  duty  is  imposed  upon 
>the  Board  in  arranging  properly  the  standard  of  admission  into 
fthe  High  Schools.     The  object  is  to  excite  in  the  pupils  of  the 
[lower  departments,  a  laudable  emulation  to  excel,  and  to  draw 
>forth  their  energies    in  constant  and  persevering  application 
ifor   the   attainment  of  the  highest  point  of  excellence  their 
abilities  will  allow.     And  to  do  this  without  embarrassing  the 
youthful  subjects  of  our  solicitude  in  their  progress,  or  placing 
•any  discouragement  in  their  way,  requires  not  only  consider- 
able thought  and  study,  but  much  experience  in  the  work  of 
draining  the  incipient  mind.     It  is  not  a  thing  of  light  import 
\to  prepare  the  way  before  the  aspiring  student,  in  the  removal 
»)f  impediments  and  the  presentation  of  attractive  incentives, 
>n  such  a  manner  as  to  induce  the  greatest  amount  of  per- 
severing application.      However  delicate  the  task,  it  is  the  aim 
;>f  the  Board  to  labor  for  its  accomplishment,  using  the  utmost 
are  and  moving  forward  with  the  greatest  caution. 


HIGH    SCHOOLS. 

The  Male  and  Female  High  Schools  claim'  the  high  com- 
lendation  of  the  Board,  for  their  efficient  working  and  un- 
uestionable   usefulness.     Reports   of  the  Principals  of  these 
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Schools,  presenting  in  detail  an  account  of  their  operations, 
are  herewith  submitted.  The  Faculty  of  each  are  full  of  the 
right  spirit  for  their  labors,  and  we  can  but  feel  assured  of 
unfailing  progress  and  elevation  in  the  results  that  must  follow 
their  exertions.  In  former  years,  while  the  number  of  pupils 
in  these  Schools  was  not  so  large  as  it  is  at  the  present  time, 
the  requisition  as  to  admissions  to  them  were  not  held  with  so 
strict  a  hand;  but,  latterly,  as  the  number  has  greatly  increased, : 
it  is  found  more  and  more  prejudicial  to  the  interests  of  the 
pupil,  and  the  true  aims  of  the  School,  to  admit  those  who  do 
not  come  up  fully  to  the  grade  required,  and  which  it  is  agreed 
should  be  a  higher  one  ;  it  has  therefore  been  determined  by 
the  Board  to  elevate  the  standard  for  these  admissions,  and 
hereafter  to  insist  upon  a  rigorous  application  of  its  provisions. 
Thus  it  is  the  purpose  of  the  Board  to  make  these  institutions, 
in  the  fullest  sense  of  the  term,  High  Schools  ;  giving  an  ex- 
tended and  thorough  education  in  the  most  useful  branches  of 
knowledge ;  and  to  those  only  who  prove  themselves  in  the 
Primary  and  Grammar  Departments  eminently  fitted  for  the 
advancement.  From  such  may  be  trained  up  a  band  of  youths 
qualified  to  take  important  positions  as  citizens,  and  to  be  the 
centres  from  which  shall  radiate  into  the  body  political  and 
social,  inestimable  influences  of  usefulness ;  among  which  must 
be  a  high  patriotism,  inspired  by  a  sense  of  the  favors  received 
in  institutions  that  have  bestowed  such  advantages  and  benefits 
Every  year  the  Male  High  School  gives  to  society  a  class  oi 
young  men  qualified  and  destined  to  recompense  the  public  for 
their  education  in  their  ability  and  disposition  to  exert  a  salu- 
tary control  over  the  free  institutions  of  our  country. 

From  our  Female  High  Schools  go  forth,  annually,  intelligem 
women  to  take  their  places  in  the  social  circle,  and  to  beconu 
the  power  which  the  sister,  the  wife,  the  mother  must  ever  b( 
in  our  community,  while  we  retain  our  civilization  and  oui 
religion.  The  culture  received  by  this  class  of  pupils,  it  i; 
obvious,  must  be  of  incalculable  benefit  to  society.  The  Fe 
male  High  Schools  are  peculiar  to  our  city.  It  is  a  singula! 
fact  that,   with  all  the  liberal   provision  for   public   instrac 
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tion  in  other  States,  this  interesting  feature  is  shown  no- 
where hut  in  Baltimore.  But  its  success  is  recognized,  and 
its  example  is  about  to  be  followed.  In  the  view  of  the 
Board,  it  is  of  great  importance  in  the  system,  and  could  in  no 
way  be  dispensed  with  ;  accordingly  the  Board  felt  justified  in 
engaging  in  the  expenditure  incurred  for  the  New  Western 
Female  High  School  building,  when  it  was  found  necessary  to 
have  more  extended  accommodations;  and  the  prompt  recogni- 
tion of  the  advisableness  of  the  undertaking  by  the  vote  of 
your  honorable  body,  has  greatly  gratified  all  the  friends  of  the 
enterprise,  and  especially  of  Female  High  Schools.  The  Male 
and  Female  High  Schools  occupy  a  position  in  our  system  of  pub- 
lic instruction,  from  which  they  exert  a  most  important  influ- 
ence upon  the  other  departments.  They  are  a  constant  stimulus 
to  ambition — the  ever  present  aim  of  the  aspiring  ;  who  look 
forward  to  them  as  the  goal  and  reward  of  diligence.  The 
premiums  to  be  issued  hereafter,  under  the  donation  of  Mr. 
Peabody,  must  add  greatly  to  the  attractive  effect  of  these  insti- 
tutions, and  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  their  power  of  drawing 
•on  the  pupils  of  the  Primary  and  Grammar  classes  will  be 
largely  augmented  thereby.  Another  important  office  of  the 
High  Schools  is  to  supply  the  material  for  teachers  out  of  our 
own  resources.  Nearly  all  the  teachers  appointed  by  the  Board 
for  several  years  past,  are  the  product  of  these  Schools.  A 
high  estimate  should  be  placed  upon  institutions  which,  in 
;he  absence  of  Normal  Schools,  supply  the  teaching  element  in 
)ur  system.  This  highly  interesting  feature  is  presented  in 
iddition  to  the  qualifications  for  the  functions  of  useful  citizen- 
ship, and  the  other  important  influences,  already  adverted  to. 

For  the  Male  Central  High  School  a  more  suitable  building 
,8  urgently  required.  The  present  one  is  not  at  all  adequate 
o  the  wants  of  so  important  a  school;  and,  occupying  the  po- 
ition  which  it  does  in  our  system,  it  is  hardly  creditable  to 
he  city  that  better  provision,  in  respect  of  the  edifice  it  occu- 
•ies,  is  not  made  for  it.  The  subject  has  been  presented  to  the 
/ity  Council  in  former  reports  of  the  Board,  and  the  attention 
fyour  honorable  body  is  respectfully  and  earnestly  invoked  to 
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this  need  of  this  most  valuable  Institution.  The  required 
change  would  not  involve  a  very  large  expense,  as  the  building 
now  in  use  could  be  disposed  of  for  a  sum  which  would  go  far 
towards  paying  for  another  site  and  structure.  It  is  desirable 
that  the  early  attention  of  your  honorable  body  should  be  given 
to  this  subject. 

EVENING    SCHOOLS. 

The  Evening  Schools  have  been  resumed  this  autumn,  with' 
increasing  proofs   of  their   satisfactory  progress   and   useful-! 
ness.     The  attendance  is  regarded  as  quite  adequate  to  warrant 
the  limited  expenditure  required  for  their  support.     Our  sys- 
tem would  be  delinquent  in  a  most  important  duty,  if  it  did 
not    provide    for    the  education  of  those  who,    on  account 
their  ripening  years,  are  most  anxious  to  avail  of  its  benefits.* 
and  who  are  unable  to  attend  school  at  any  other  time.  To  thei 
the  opportunity  of  receiving  instruction  after  the  labors  of  tl 
day  have  been  performed,  is  of  the  greatest  importance.     Tin 
are  obvious  and  immediate  benefits  conferred  by  these  schools.; 
besides  further  possible  results  to  flow  from  the  education  of  thill 
class  of  our  community,  which  will  readily  occur  to  the  intell 
gent  mind.     Let  it  be  remembered  that  the  man  to  whose  genim 
the  world  is  indebted  for  the  use  of  railroads  as  now  extended 
was  deprived  of  all  opportunities  of  school  instruction,  by  pov- 
erty and  the  necessity  of  daily  toil,  till,  at  the  age  of  nineteen 
he  was  casually  enabled  to  join  a  night  school  just  started  ir 
the  town  where  he  labored;  and  it  was  here  that  he  gained  al 
the  school  instruction  he  ever  enjoyed.    One  benefactor  like  him 
developed  by  our  system,  would  compensate  for  years  of  out 
lay  upon  it.      And,  if  there  be  no  Stephenson  now  to  attenc 
upon  our  Evening  Schools,  there  may  be  many  of  less  genius 
the  aggregate  of  whose  intelligence  may  be  equal  to  the  singl 
mind  that  has  accomplished  so  much  for  mankind.     And  if  n< 
such  extended  benefits  should  result  from  our  labors  in  this  par 
of  our  system,  we  shall  enjoy  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  tha 
an  efficient  service  has  been  rendered  to  a  class  of  young  mei 
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that  needed  the  facility  afforded  them ;  and  that  we  have 
thereby  not  only  increased  the  general  stock  of  intelligence,  but 
contributed  to  the  usefulness  and  happiness  of  those  who  may 
hereafter  do  themselves  credit  in  our  community. 


PUBLIC    FLOATING   SCHOOL. 

The  public  Floating  School  was  set  in  operation  with  the 
opening  of  the  schools  at  the  autumn  term.     Thus  far  its  prog- 
ress has   been  sufficiently  encouraging.       A  number  of  boys 
have  entered  to  constitute  a  body  large  enough  for  the  begin- 
ning of  the  hitherto  untried  experiment,  and  to  form  a  nucleus 
around  which  a  larger  and  more  important  institution  may  be 
gathered.     As  the  present  pupils  become  initiated  and  instruct- 
ed, they  will  be  qualified  to  act  as  exemplars,  and,  to  some  ex- 
tent, as  teachers  for  others.     It  is  an  enterprise  which  engages 
the  ready  sympathy  of  all  to   whom  it  is  presented  ;  and  the 
Board  confidently  trust  that  the  period  will  arrive  when  it  will 
be  pointed  to  as  the  means  by  which   the   too   long  neglected 
class  of  seafaring  men  hasbeen  improved,  and  the  standard  of  our 
commercial  marine  elevated.     Not  the  least  part  of  its   benefi- 
cial working  is  to  be  found  in  the  fact  that  it  takes  in  a  class  of 
boys,  who,  in  all  probability,  would  never   enter  the  ordinary 
schools,  nor  receive  any  education.      The  opportunity  thus  af- 
forded is  of  high  importance  ;  inasmuch  as  it   may  transform 
such  as  were  likely  to  be  idle  and  vicious  into  useful  and  intel- 
ligent members  of  the  community.     In  this  enterprise  the  ini- 
tiative was  taken  by  the  Board  of  Trade.     The  necessity  being 
confessed  for  an  improvement  in  the  character  of  sailors, — a  ne- 
cessity made  more  glaring  by  the  circumstances  attending  the 
earful  shipwrecks  which   had  shocked  our  communities, — the 
proposition  was  made  to  this  Board  to  establish   a  school  for 
;heir  benefit;  and  it  resulted,   with  the  sanction   of  the  City 
Council,  in  the  plan  of  the  Floating    School ;  to  be  carried  on 
incler  the  auspices,  jointly,  of  the  Board  of  Trade  and  Board  of 
School  Commissioners.     In  connection  with  the  Board  of  Trade, 
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whose  active  and  efficient  co-operation  has  been  had  throughout, 
it  is  the  purpose  of  the  Board  to  render  this  new  feature  in  our 
system  as  spirited  and  as  efficient  as  possible  in  the  perforrn-i 
ance  of  its  portion  of  desired  service. 


NORMAL     SCHOOL. 

The  Normal  Classes  for  female  pupils  are  still  continued,  and 
the  instruction  imparted  by  the  efficient  teachers  who  have 
charge  of  them  is  doing  good  in  preparing  the  graduates  of  the 
female  High  Schools,  and  others,  for  employment  as  teachers  in 
the  Primary  Schools.     But  our  arrangements  for  this  branch  of 
education  are  meagre  and  inadequate,  and  far  behind  those  of 
o;her  communities.     It  is  true  that  we  obtain  many  efficient 
teachers,  who  are  such  without  much  Normal  School  instruction; 
but  they  are  of  those  who  seem  to  have  a  natural  gift  for  teach- 
ing, and  these  too  would  be  benefited  by  a  more  thorough  and 
systematic  training  to  their  profession.      The   truth  is,  that 
our  youth  are  not  fully  qualified  for  the  arduous  and  responsi- 
ble duties  of  the  teacher  by  the  fact  of  having  passed  through 
the  High  Schools.     They  may  have  the  intellectual  requisites, 
so  far  as  a  knowledge  of  the  branches  to  be  taught  is  concerned, 
but  they  still  need  to  be  instructed  in  the  art  of  teaching :  the 
practice  of  which  is  as  necessary  to  be  learned,  after  the  usual 
scholastic  acquisitions,  as  is  the  profession  of  divinity,  law  or 
medicine,  after  the  collegiate  course.    Nearly  all  the  states  which 
boast  of  Public  School  Systems  have  promptly  recognized  the 
usefulness  of  Normal  Schools,  and  have  provided  liberally  for 
their  endowment. 

With  many  the  Normal  School  is  connected  with  a  school  of 
practice,  or  Model  School,  where  the  pupils  of  the  one,  under 
the  lessons  and  guidance  of  experienced  teachers,  are  exercised 
in  instructing  the  pupils  of  the  other ;  and  both  sides  of  the 
arrangement  are  benefited  by  the  operation.  Such  a  combi- 
nation of  the  two  schools  might  be  carried  on  in  this  city  as 
would  enable  them  to  support  themselves,  independently  of 
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public  taxation.  The  revenue  might  be  derived  from  outside 
pupils,  who  might  be  allowed  to  come  in  for  this  single  pur- 
pose, and  who  Would  be  willing  to  pay  remunerative  tuition 
fees  for  their  instruction  in  this  manner.  There  are  many 
persons  in  our  community  who  would  be  glad  if  their  children 
could  have  the  benefit  of  our  public  school  instruction  in  the 
High  Schools,  and  who  would  pay  liberally  for  it;  but  they 
are  rightly  excluded,  unless  the  pupils  have  passed  a  term  in 
the  Grammar  Schools.  While  our  system  is  confined  to  the 
city  of  Baltimore,  an  extended  and  costly  experiment  of  this 
kind  might  not  be  warranted  ;  but  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  our 
State  will  not  allow  itself  to  be  much  longer  without  the  bene- 
fits of  a  general  system  of  public  instruction ;  and,  when  that 
is  the  case,  it  will  doubtless  promptly  resort  to  the  establish- 
ment of  a  Normal  School.  In  Maryland  this  feature  of  the 
system  seems  to  be  most  especially  required.  There  is  a  par- 
ticular reason  why  we  should  train  and  fit  our  own  teachers 
lout  of  our  own  materials.  Hitherto  much  of  the  business  of 
teaching  has  been  in  the  charge  of  persons  from  the  other 
States,  whose  sentiments  in  regard  to  institutions  in  our 
midst  are  regarded  with  distrust  by  our  farmers  and  planters, 
bo  that  objections  have  been  made  to  a  general  school  system, 
because  it  would  furnish  facilities  for  the  exercise  of  dangerous 
influences.  The  establishment  of  a  Normal  School  by  the 
State  would  remove  this  objectionable  consideration  from  the 
question  of  a  general  school  system  ;  and  would  have  a  most 
mppy  effect  upon  our  own  schools. 

The  Legislature,  now  about  to  assemble,  we  may  trust  will 
igain  consider  the  question  of  a  State  System  of  Public  In- 
duction, and  pass  a  law  for  establishing  and  organizing  one. 
The  subject  has  been  discussed  in  preceding  sessions,  and,  at 
he  last,  only  failed  of  being  carried  by  a  single  vote.  For  the 
tonor  of  the  State  there  ought  to  be  a  general  School  System, 
t  is  now  regarded  as  the  sign  and  index  of  a  people's  advance- 
aent  in  intelligence  and  civilization.  While  ignorance  is  a 
aisfortune  and  an  injury  to  the  community  as  well  as  to  the 
ndividual,  it  is  alike  the  duty  and  the  policy  of  a  State  to 
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protect  society  against  its  evils.  Government,  in  giving  the 
means  of  intelligence,  renders  labor  and  industry  more  pro- 
ductive ;  develops  a  large  augmentation  of  capacity ;  and, 
while  it  thus  promotes  the  general  usefulness,  ministers  to 
the  happiness  and  enjoyment  of  its  citizens. 


TEACHERS. 

The  Commissioners  feel  that  they  labor  in  vain  if  their  work 
has  not  the  earnest  and  intelligent  co-operation  of  the  teachers.  I 
They  have  reason  to  believe  that  for  the  most  part  they  are  sc  i 
supported  ;  and  that  the  teachers  in  the  schools  of  the  city  are 
generally  conscientious,  and  true  to  their  obligations.      It  is} 
very  certain  that  if  the  teachers  be  not  animated  with  a  high 
sense  of  responsibility  and  duty,  the  efficiency  required  of  then: 
will  be  wanting.     They  should  have,  moreover,  a  most  solemn 
and  religious  view  of  their  vocation  and  the  position  to  whicr. 
it  elevates  them.     They  are  the  pastors  of  the  week-day  flocks 
over  which  their  influence  for  good  or  evil  may  be  incalculable 
Any  neglect,  any  carelessness  as  to  system  or  principle,  any  bac 
inculcation  or  example,  is  intensified  by  their  influential  rela 
tion  to  their  pupils;   and  must  be  of  multiplied  injury,  accord 
ing  to  the  number  upon  whom  it  acts.     Hence  the  important 
of  training  a  teacher  to  the  profession  ;  and  while  the  facility 
to  convey   knowledge    is    imparted,   the    responsibility    of  it 
relations  should  be  enforced,  and  a  sense  of  the  honorablenes 
and  sacredness   of  the  office  inspired.     The   character  of  th< 
child    is   to    a  great  extent    moulded   by   the    teacher.     Xon 
but  the  parent  can  exert  a  greater  influence  and  control.     Th 
moral  lesson  of  to-day,  imparted  by  the  teacher,  is  not  to  b 
forgotten  to-morrow.    It  makes  its  impression,  not  like  the  sea 
upon  the  wax,  which  may  be  soon  effaced,  but  like  the  foot 
print  in  the  clay,  which  hardens  into  the  rock,  and  remains  fo 
ever. 
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REWARDS  OF  MERIT. 

In  the  munificent  donation  made  to  our  citizens  by  George 
Peabody,  Esq.,  the  pupils  of  our  Male  and  Female  High  Schools 
were  appointed  to  participate.  This  is  to  be  effected  by  the  dis- 
tribution of  annual  prizes  among  a  number  of  the  most  de- 
serving graduates.  And  also,  as  an  additional  distinction,  fifty 
of  each  sex  from  the  High  Schools  are  to  be  admitted,  without 
charge,  to  the  lectures  to  be  delivered  at  the  Peabody  Institute. 
The  preliminary  steps  having  been  taken  by  the  Board  to  give 
this  donation  its  effective  execution,  it  remains  for  your  honor- 
able body  to  sanction  its  action  in  the  premises.  Care  will  be 
taken  to  render  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Peabody  as  effectual 
as  possible  ;  it  is  destined,  doubtless,  to  be  the  means  of  in- 
fusing a  new  spirit  of  emulation  into  the  schools ;  and  each 
succeeding  year  be  the  stimulus  to  such  beneficent  results  as  are 
contemplated  by  the  distinguished  donor.  Already  its  effect 
-may  be  seen  in  the  High  Schools,  in  awakening  fresh  interest 
ami  ambition  in  the  pupils,  which  must  produce  good  fruits, 
not  only  in  scholarship,  but  in  manners  and  morals,  year  by 
,year.  By  a  vote  of  the  Directors  of  the  Maryland  Institute, 
the  graduates  of  the  Female  High  Schools  have  been  invited  to 
^attend  the  lectures  given  by  that  association.  The  influences 
of  these  facilities  for  acquiring  knowledge,  together  with  the 
associations  they  will  afford,  must  be  of  most  beneficial  conse- 
quences. 

ABSENTEES. 

There  is  an  evil  which  seems  to  be  a  subject  of  complaint 
with  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools  every  where,  and  that  is 
)f  the  large  number  of  youth  who  cannot  be  brought  into  the 
ichools,  and  who  grow  up  in  ignorance,  and,  too  often,  in  idle- 
less  and  crime,  to  the  manifest  detriment  of  the  community. 
!t  is  frequently  the  fault  of  parents  that  children  are  kept  from 
■he  schools,  either  from  not  knowing  their  benefits,  or  from  a 
lesireof  gain  in  the  little  profit  they  may  secure  by  their  labor, 
>r  from  sheer  heedlessness,  want  of  control,  or  essential  vicious- 
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ness.  Some  corrective  is  needed  for  this  evil.  Were  the 
city  police  empowered  to  arrest  all  children  within  their  dis- 
tricts who  are  known  to  he  of  idle  and  vagrant  habits,  and 
never  going  to  school ;  and  were  parents  compelled  to  send 
their  children  to  school,  when  not  otherwise  properly  em- 
ployed, such  a  measure  could  not  fail  to  be  vindicated  by  its 
beneficial  operation.  It  is  the  class  of  children  here  referred  to 
that  the  public  schools  are  calculated  most  to  benefit,  and 
decisive  steps  would  be  warrantable  to  bring  them  within 
their  control.  There  are  without  doubt  thousands  of  children 
every  day  upon  the  streets  of  this  large  city,  spending  the 
time  in  idleness  and  vagrancy,  that  should  be  employed  in 
the  pursuit  of  their  education.  If  allowed  to  mature  in  this 
condition,  they  can  hardly  become  useful  and  respectable  cit- 
izens. It  is  probable,  if  they  grow  up  to  manhood  and  to 
womanhood  unprepared  for  the  performance  of  the  duties  of 
responsible  life,  they  will  become  parties  to  the  lawlessness  and 
outrage  with  which,  to  a  greater  or  less  extent,  all  large  cities 
are  infested ;  or  be  thrown  upon  the  city  for  support,  either  in 
the  prison  or  the  almshouse.  Better  that  they  should  be  sought 
out  and  encouraged  to  occupy  the  places  prepared  for  them  in: 
the  public  schools.  A  great  gain  to  the  city  must  result  from 
such  a  measure.  It  is  not  likely  that  the  law  could  be  admin- 
istered in  any  way  with  a  better  prospect  of  success,  than  in  the 
coercion,  whenever  necessary,  that  induces  intelligence  and  re- 
spectability. 

By  a  law  of  the  State  of  New  York,  it  is  provided  that,  "If 
any  child  between  five  and  fourteen  years  of  age,  having  suf- 
ficient bodily  health  and  mental  capacity  to  attend  the  Public 
Schools,  shall  be  found  wandering  in  the  streets  or  lanes  of 
any  city  or  incorporate  village,  idle  or  truant,  or  without  any 
lawful  occupation,  any  justice  of  the  peace,  police-magistrate, 
or  justice  of  the  district  courts  in  the  city  of  New  York,  on  com- 
plaint thereof  by  any  citizen  on  oath,  shall  cause  such  child  to 
be  brought  before  him  for  examination  ;  and  shall  also  cause 
the  parent  or  guardian,  or  master  of  such  child,  if  he  or  she 
have  any,  to  be  notified  to  attend  such  examination:"  and, 
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upon  the  complaint  being  established,  an  agreement  in  writing, 
with  security  for  its  fulfilment,  is  required  of  the  parent  or 
guardian  to  have  the  child  kept  at  home,  or  engaged  in  some 
lawful  occupation,  and  to  send  him  or  her  to  school  for  at  least 
four  months  in  the  year,  till  the  age  of  fourteen  is  attained. 
Should  the  Legislature  at  its  present  session  pass  a  law  for  a 
general  School  System  for  the  State,  it  should  contain  a  similar 
provision,  which  would  have  a  most  salutary  effect  in  bringing 
into  the  schools  such  children  as  it  is  most  needful  to  have 
educated. 


FINANCES. 

The  Treasurer's  Report,  herewith   submitted,  shows  the   re- 
'  ceipts  and  expenditures  of  the  past  fiscal  year  and  the  estimate 
,  of  the  wants  of  the  Board  for  the  ensuing  one.     In  connection 
with  this  subject,  the  Board  is  impelled  to  refer  to  the  situation 
in  which  it  has  frequently  found  itself  heretofore  in  regard  to 
|  its  finances,  and  to  make  some  suggestions  to  avoid  a  like  con- 
dition hereafter.     There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  Public  Schools 
-  are  held  in  high  estimation  by  our  citizens;  and  we  believe  no 
.  portion  of  the  taxation  is  more  cheerfully  borne  by  them,  than 
that  which  is  assessed  for  the  support  of  public  education.     We 
believe,  moreover,  that  it  is  the  wish  of  the  public,  as  doubtless 
it  is  of  your  honorable  body,  to  provide  liberally  to  this  end; 
and  in  such  a  manner  that  your  agents  engaged  in  the  service 
of  this  Board,  shall  not  be  embarrassed  in  the  discharge  of  the 
liabilities  they  must  necessarily  incur  in  the  proper  perform- 
ance of  their  duties  ;  nor  be  deprived  of  every  means  of  extri- 
cating themselves   from    embarrassments  of  this  kind,  when 
occurring    during    a    recess    of   the    City    Council,    and    at    a 
time  when  bills  have  accumulated  against  the  Board  beyond 
the  collection   of  its  proportion  of  the   School  taxes.     It  has 
been  almost  constantly  the  case,  during  a  number  of  years  past, 
that  the  Board  has  been  in  arrears  for  its  indebtedness  ;  and  it 
now  feels  constrained  to  urge,  with  all  respect,  its  claim  to  be 
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relieved  from  the  unpleasant  relations  which  such  a  state  of 
things  involves.  It  is  accordingly  suggested  that,  while  a 
proper  economy  should  ever  characterize  the  operations  of  the 
Board,  and  should  be  insisted  on  by  the  City  Council,  authority' 
might  be  given  to  the  School  Commissioners,  with  the  sanction 
of  the  Mayor  and  the  concurrence  of  the  city  Register,  to  borrow 
any  sum  which  may  be  needed  in  an  exigency,  which  should  not 
exceed  the  residue,  say  for  the  quarter  in  which  the  necessity 
may  arise,  of  the  sum  appropriated  by  the  City  Council  for  that 
quarter.  This  could  be  arranged  under  proper  guards  and 
restrictions,  and  would  be  the  means  of  relieving  this  Board 
from  much  annoyance. 

Or,  if  this  proposition  be  not  adopted,  the  plan  proposed 
by  the  Treasurer  in  his  report  to  the  Board  may  be  recom- 
mended, if  in  the  judgment  of  your  honorable  body  it  be 
deemed  advisable;  and  that  is,  to  charge  the  City  Register 
with  the  payment  of  all  bills  duly  incurred  under  the  appro- 
priations of  the  City  Council,  and  certified  by  this  Board  as 
such.  The  Treasurer  would,  by  that  means,  be  relieved  from  a 
duty  which  necessarily  occupies  much  of  his  time,  and  which 
could  be  performed  by  a  clerk;  while  he  would  be  enabled  to 
give  more  attention  to  the  Schools  at  large;  such  as  is  required 
by  the  rules  relating  to  his  office  and  is  urgently  demanded  by 
the  necessities  of  the  system.  B}^  this  arrangement  the  Board 
would  avoid  an  increase  of  expenses  which  may  become  neces- 
sary if  the  functions  assigned  to  the  Treasurer,  now  that  the 
Schools  have  so  increased  in  number,  are  all  to  be  fully  dis- 
charged. The  suggestions  of  the  payments  being  made  by 
the  Register  seems  a  proper  one,  as  he  is  empowered  bcy  law  to 
raise  money  by  loan  to  meet  all  exigencies  ;  and  while  the 
Commissioners  of  Public  Schools  have  no  mode  of  obtaining 
the  means  of  discharging  their  indebtedness,  except  to  receive 
from  the  Register  the  money  according  to  his  receipts,  nor  any 
power  to  press  the  collections  for  their  use,  it  seems  unavoidable 
that  they  must,  from  time  to  time,  be  subjected  to  the  always 
unpleasant  situation  of  being  in  debt  without  the  means  at 
hand  for  discharging  it.     And  it  is  most  respectfully  submitted 
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that  this  ought  not  to  be  so  often,  and  sometimes  continuously, 
their  situation. 

These  deficiencies  are  caused  by  the  inadequate  results  of  the 
assessment  made  for  the  support  of  the  Public  Schools.  And 
in  connection  with  this  arises  another  unpleasant  circumstance 
affecting;  the  interests  of  education.  It  is  in  the  disproportion 
between  the  amount  of  taxation  levied  and  the  amount  col- 
lected. This  point  is  adverted  to  in  the  remarks  of  the  Treas- 
urer, and  is  well  exhibited  in  a  table  prepared  by  him.  and  ap- 
pended to  this  report.  For  example,  the  levy  appearing  on  the 
bills  of  tax-pavers  for  the  schools  in  1857  was  twenty  and  a 
half  cents,  and  yet  not  more  than  about  twelve  and  a  half  cents 
is  collected.  While  the  sum  realized  for  purposes  of  education 
is  but  little  more  than  one-half  of  the  per  centage  levied,  the 
schools  are  subjected  to  hindrances  in  their  usefulness  ;  and, 
at  the  same  time,  are  liable  to  incur  unjust  reproaches,  because 
they  seem  to  be  so  heavy  a  charge  upon  the  community.  It 
is  consequently  most  desirable  that  some  change  in  the  mode 
of  assessment  and  collection  may  be  devised,  which  may  be 
fairer  for  the  prompt  tax-payer,  and  will  relieve  the  cause  of 
popular  education  from  an  imputation  of  expensiveness  made 
under  a  mistaken  notion  of  the  tax  which  it  necessitates. 


PAST  AND  PROSPECTIVE  EXPENDITURES. 

It  has  been  the  desire  and  aim  of  the  Board,  to  keep  its  ex- 
penditures within  a  limit  that  would  prevent  an}r  complaint  as 
to  extravagance,  and,  accordingly,  no  engagements  for  new 
buildings  have  been  entered  into  within  the  past  year.  Those 
now  in  progress  were  provided  for  antecedently.  Besides  the 
amount  devoted  to  the  new  building  for  the  Western  Female 
High  School,  which  met  with  such  prompt  and  general  approval 
by  your  honorable  body,  the  only  School  Houses  now  being 
juilt  are  for  two  Primary  Schools  of  pressing  necessity  : — one 
n  the  Ninth,  and  the  other  in  the  Twentieth  Ward,  payment 
or  which  is  to  be  made  during  the  ensuing  fiscal  year.     The 
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rebuilding  of  Primary  No.  11,  which  was  destroyed  by  fire,  is  a 
matter  of  course;  the  greater  proportion  of  its  cost  will  be 
covered  by  the  insurance,  the  prompt  payment  of  which  is 
anticipated  from  the  Firemen's  Company,  by  which  it  was' 
insured.  While  the  finances  of  the  City  are  not  in  a  flourish- 
ing condition,  it  will  be  the  wish  of  the  Board  not  to  press 
any  claims  for  the  Schools  that  are  not  of  urgent  character; 
but,  meantime,  it  is  a  duty  to  set  forth  the  needs  of  our  citizens 
in  respect  of  provision  for  public  education,  as  they  are  pre- 
sented by  the  Commissioners  of  the  several  wards  ;  and  your 
honorable  body  will  no  doubt  assign  to  each  its  due  importance, 
and  provide  accordingly  as  far  as  circumstances  will  allow. 
The  new  buildings  under  contract  and  now  in  progress  of  erec- 
tion, and  buildings  damaged  and  repaired,  are  the  following  : 


NEW  BUILDING  FOR  WESTERN  FEMALE  HIGH  SCHOOL. 

Authorized  by  Kesolution  No.  77,  approved  April  22,1857,  a 
contract  has  been  made  with  Mr.  Greorge  B.  Callis,  builder,  for 
the  erection  of  a  building  for  the  accommodation  of  the  Western 
Female  High  School  on  the  lot,  situated  on  West  Fayette  street 
near  Paca  street,  leased  by  the  Board  from  Col.  John  E.  Howard. 
The  building  is  to  cost  twenty  thousand  dollars,  (20,000.)  The 
design,  which  is  of  the  modified  Italian  order,  was  furnished  by 
Mr.  J.  J.  Husband,  architect.  It  has  a  gable  in  the  centre,  and 
four  towers  for  stairways,  one  on  each  corner.  The  entire 
length  of  the  building  is  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  feet, 
its  width  seventy-seven  feet,  including  the  towers.  In  the 
second  story  there  will  be  a  study  room,  one  hundred  and  six- 
teen feet  in  length  by  a  width  of  sixty-five  feet  in  the  clear. 
On  the  first  floor,  there  will  be  eight  recitation  rooms,  besides 
the  Chemical  room,  and  rooms  in  the  towers  to  be  used  for 
various  purposes.  The  main  building  is  already  under  roof 
and  it  is  presumed  that  it  will  be  completed  in  a  few  months. 
It  will  be,  when  finished,  one  of  the  most  spacious,  commodious 
and  beautiful  edifices  in  the  city.     The  services  of  Mr.  Nathan 
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T.  Dushane,  who  is  well  known  and  appreciated  in  the  city  as 
an  experienced  "builder,  have  been  secured  in  superintending 
the  construction  of  the  edifice.  Under  his  supervision  it  is 
progressing  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  Board.  Mr.  Du- 
shane  has  also  been  employed  to  superintend  the  other  build- 
ings in  the  course  of  construction  by  the  Board. 


GRAMMAR  SCHOOL  No.  6,  DAMAGED  BY  FIRE. 

Grammar  School  No.  6,  situated  on  Ross  street  near  Biddle 
jtreet,  was  slightly  damaged  by  fire  on  the  twenty-first  of  Feb- 
uary  last.  The  damage  was  inconsiderable,  amounting  to  but 
hirty-one  dollars  and  seventy-five  cents,  (31.75,)  which  was 
>romptly  paid  by  the  Firemen's  Insurance  Company,  by  which 
he  building  is  insured. 


DESTRUCTION  BY  FIRE  OF  PRIMARY  SCHOOL  No.  11. 

On  the  night  of  October  second,  the  building  on  the  North-

It   will  be  finished 

irly  in  the  new  year,  and  its  occupancy  resumed  by  the  Schools, 

hich  are  now  temporarily  conducted — the  Male  department  in 

ie  old  one  story  building  formerly  occupied  by  the  School  on 

ranklin  street  West  of  Fremont  street ;  the  Female  department 

•  the  basement  of  the  Presbyterian   Church,  Franklin  street 

ist  of  Fremont  street. 
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NEW  BUILDING— PRIMARY  No.  14. 

On  the  12 tli  November,  agreeably  to  resolution  No.  176,  ap- 
proved October  5th,  1857,  the  Board  entered  into  a  contract 
with  Messrs,  B.  F.  &  W.  H.  Forrester,  for  the  building  of  a 
School  House  on  the  lot  leased  from  the  estate  of  Mrs.  Mary 
Boyd,  situated  on  Eutaw  street  formerly  Gibson  street.  The 
building  is  to  be  completed  for  the  sum  of  three  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  When  the  house  shall  have  been 
finished,  which  will  probably  be  in  May,  it  will  be  occupied  by 
Female  Primary  School  No.  14,  which  is  now  conducted  in  the 
basement  of  Strawbridge  Church,  on  the  corner  of  Biddle  and 
Garden  streets.  The  School  will  be  divided  into  Male  and 
Female  departments,  each  of  which  will  occupy  a  story  of  the 
building. 


NEW  BUILDING  FOR  PRIMARY  No.  23. 

In  accordance  with  resolution  No.  103,  approved  May  8,  1857,' 
the  Board  has  contracted  with  Mr.  Thomas  Lister  for  the  erec- 
tion of  a  building  on  the  lot  leased  from  the  estate  of  the  late 
Judge  Glenn,  for  the  accommodation  of  Female  Primary  School 
No.  23.  It  is  likely  that  the  building  will  be  ready  for  occupancy 
by  the  School  on  the  first  Monday  in  September.  When  re- 
moved, the  School  will  be  divided  into  Male  and  Female  de- 
partments. The  cost  of  the  building  is  to  be  twenty-five  hun- 
dred, dollars. 


WANTS  OF  THE  SEVERAL  WARDS. 

The  wants  of  the  several  wards  in  regard  to  school  accommo- 
dations, have  been  suggested  to  the  Board  by  commissioner; 
representing  the  same.  They  are  placed  upon  record  for  tin 
information  and  use  of  the  City  Council. 
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First   Ward. 

As  recommended  by  the  Board  in  its  last  annual  report,  tfte 
CJity  Council,  by  resolution  No.  154,  approved  July  25th,  1857, 
Authorized  the  leasing  of  a  lot  in  the  vicinity  of  East  Lombard 
md  Wolf  streets.  A  lot  has  accordingly  been  procured  situa- 
ted on  Wolf  street,  near  Lombard,  and  in  the  course  of  the  next 
-ear,  if  the  measure  be  approved  by  your  Honorable  Body,  a 
milding  may  be  erected  for  the  accommodation  of  a  male  and  a 
temale  primary  school,  which  are  much  needed  in  the  neigh- 
borhood. 

Sixth   Ward. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Board  that  a  building  for  the  use 

'a  male  and  a  female  primary  school  should  be  erected  on  the 

ton  Mullikin  street,  in  the  rear  of  the  Eastern  Female  High 

ihool,  is  respectfully  renewed.     The  inconvenient  accommoda- 

)n  now  afforded  to  Male  Primary   School  No.  5,  and  Female 

rimary  School  No.  3,  both  of  which   are  conducted   in   rented 

lildings,  rendering  it  necessary  that  those  schools  should   be 

jjjtter  provided  for  at  the  earliest  possible  period.     The  lot  is

Seventh   Ward. 

Ct  is  desirable  that  authority  should  be  given  to  the  Board  to 
l(se  a  lot  of  ground  near  the  intersection  of  Bond  and  Chew 
fcets,  for  the  erection  at  some  future  time  of  a  building  for 
tl  accommodation  of  Female  Primary  School  No.  17,  and  a 
'(responding  Male  Primary  School. 
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Eighth   Ward. 

^The  Board  has  several  times  suggested  to  the  City  Counci 
the  propriety  of  authorizing  the  sale  of  the  property  on  Monu, 
ment  street,  occupied  hy  Male  and  Female  Grammar  SchooJ: 
No.  5,  and  the  appropriation  of  the  money  arising  therefrom  t 
the .  provision  of  accommodations  for  those  schools  in  a  bette 
location,  one  that  may  he  more  distant  from  the  railroad  an 
from  the  foundries  on  Monument  street,  which  now  endangc 
the  lives  of  the  children  and  annoy  the  schools  in  their  dail 
operations.  The  authority  to  dispose  of  the  property  and  pr< 
vide  other  accommodations  is  believed  to  be  all  that  may  t 
necessary  to  accomplish  the  object ;  the  funds  arising  from  tr 
sale  will  probably  be  sufficient  for  the  purpose  without  an  a( 
ditional  appropriation  by  the  City  Council. 

Eleventh  Ward. 

The  need  of  this  ward  in  school  accommodations  continu* 
the  same  as  it  was  during  the  past  year.  It  may  therefore  1 
presented  in  the  following  extract  from  the  Jast  annual  repor 

"  It  is  hoped  that  this  session  of  the  City  Council  will  not  1 
allowed  to  pass  by  without  an  appropriation  being  made  for 
Public  School  in  the  Eleventh  Ward.     The  claims  of  this  distri 
have  been  presented  in  our  previous  reports,  but  circumstanc 
have  prevented  their  being  strenuously  urged  hitherto.     Th 
Ward  bears  a  large  share  in  the  taxation  of  the  city.     It  cove 
a  considerable  space,  and  is  without  a  single  school  house, 
growing  population  which  claims  the  benefit  of  public  instru 
tion  within  its  precincts,  and  an  excessive  pressure  upon  tl 
school  houses  of  the  adjoining  Ward,  render  it  imperative  th 
this  Ward  shall  now  be  provided  for — while  the  rapid  increa 
in  the  value  of  property  in  the  vicinity  gives  an  additional  re 
son  for  securing  a  lot  of  ground  at  this  time,  while  it  may 
had  for  a  reasonable  price.     The  Eleventh  Ward  has  thus  o 
gent  claims  for  an  appropriation,  and  we  beg  to  recommend 
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to  your  early  attention.  A  suitable  lot  in  a  proper  location  can 
now  be  obtained  at  a  much  less  cost  than  it  can  be  had  here- 
after, and  it  is  requested  that  the  Council  act  promptly  in  au- 
thorizing the  Board  to  secure  it." 

Twelfth   Ward. 

The  necessities  of  this  Ward  are  considerably  changed  since 
che  contract  was  completed  for  the  beautiful   building   now  in 
;,he  course  of  erection  for  the  use  of  the  Western  Female   High 
School.     When  the  school  shall  have  been  removed  to  this  edi- 
ice,  the  one  now  in  its  occupancy  may  be  appropriated  to  the 
ase  of  Male  and  Female  Grammar  School  No.  1.     That  on  the 
^orth  East  corner  of  Green  and  Fayette  streets,  now  occupied 
iiy  those   schools,   may  be  appropriated  to  the  use   of   Male 
Mmary  School  No.  3  and  Female  Primary  School  No.   26.     A 
sew  building  for  the  use  of  these  schools  will   thereby  be  ren- 
ered  unnecessary.     By    this    arrangement  the    contemplated 
ne  on  the  lot  on  Pearl  street  may  be  dispensed  with.     The 
ppropriation  for  the  building  and  the  annual  rent  of  the  lot, 
ogether  with  the  amount  annually  paid  for  the  rooms  occupied 
|y  Female  Primary  School  No.  26,  will  therefore  be  saved   to 
he  city.     Authority  has  been  given  to  the  Board  by  Kesolution 
To.  189,  approved  October  6th,  1857,  to  dispose  of  the  lot  on 
'earl  street,  and  to  lease  another  within  a  space  bounded  by 
iexington,  Franklin,  Eutaw    and  Pine  streets,  a  vicinity  in 
-hich  a  Primary  School  will  soon  be  needed.    Further  authority 
•-necessary  for  the  occupancy  of  the  old  building  on  the  North 
.ast  corner  of  Green  and  Fayette   streets  by  Male  Primary 
chool  No.  3,  and  Female  Primary  School  No.  26.     This  may  be 
one  by  repealing  resolution  No.  62,  approved  October  2d,  1855, 
uthorizing  the  sale  of  the  building,  and  the  appropriation   of 
•  le  money  arising  therefrom  to  the  building  for  the  Western 
emale  High  School.     No  adequate  offer  has  been  made  for  the 
"emises,  and  it  is  likely  the  amount  desired  will  not  be  realized 
7  the  sale.     By  the  completion  of  the  arrangements  here   pro- 
ved, and  which  have  already  been  adopted  by  the  Board,  there 
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will  be  saved  to  the  city  nearly  one  half  the  entire  sum  required 
for  the  payment  of  the  new  Western  Female  High  Schoo!; 
Building. 


Thirteenth   Ward. 


Female  Primary  School  No.  24,  formerly  No.  13,  is  still  in  neec 
of  better. accommodations.  A  portion  of  the  lot  known  as  tfo 
Spring  lot,  corner  of  Camden  and  Charles  streets,  might  bi 
set  apart  for  the  purpose,  and  in  the  course  of  a  year  or  tw< 
the  appropriation  might  be  made  for  the  building.  It  is  no 
unlikely  that  the  city  may  find  this  the  most  economical  plai 
for  the  provision  of  accommodations  for  the  school,  as  the  portio: 
required  of  the  Spring  lot  will  hardly  realize  sufficient  funds  t< 
procure  another  for  the  use  of  the  school. 


Eighteenth    Ward. 


Prudence  in  an  economical  expenditure  of  the  school  fum 
suggests  that  authority  be  given  to  the  Board  by  the  City  Coun 
cil  to  lease  a  lot  of  ground  in  the  neighborhood  of  Primar; 
School  No.  22,  on  Poppleton  street  near  Columbia  street- 
Ground  in  that  vicinity  may  now  be  had  at  a  low  rate,  and  at .' 
future  day  a  building  may  be  erected  upon  it  for  the  accommo 
dation  of  the  school.  That  part  of  the  City  is  in  a  rapidly  im 
proving  condition,  and  it  is  likely  that  the  price  of  ground  wil 
be  correspondingly  advanced. 


Eighteenth  and  Nineteenth   Wards. 


The  Commissioners  of  these  Wards  have  for  five  or  six  year 
past  pressed  upon  the  Board  tbe  necessity  of  providing  Gram 
mar  School  accommodations  in  the  neighborhood  of  Frankli1 
Square.  At  their  urgent  request  the  Board  recommended  t 
the  Council  in  last  year's  report  the  leasing  of  a  lot  of  groum 
in  that  vicinity  and  the  erection  of  a  building  for  Gramma 
School  accommodations.  The  request  of  last  year  is  reasserted 
with  the  additional  force  that  the  increasing  necessities  of  th 
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year  have  imposed.  "The  Board  would  therefore  recommend 
that  the  Council  authorize  the  leasing  of  a  lot  and  the  erection 
of  a  building  to  be  used  by  Male  and  Female  Grammar  Schools 
somewhere  near  the  boundary  between  the  Eighteenth  and 
Nineteenth  Wards,  and  as  near  Republican  street  as  possible." 

Twentieth  Ward. 

The  commissioner  of  the  Twentieth  Ward  has  for  several 
years  been  anxiously  desirous  that  a  lot  should  be'  leased,  and 
a  building  erected  for  the  accommodation  of  the.  large  and 
flourishing  Primary  ISchool  No.  18,  under  his  charge  as  chair- 
man of  the  Committee.  The  remarks  presented  last  year  to 
your  honorable  body  are  still  appropriate  : 

"  Female  Primary  School  No.  18,  which  now  occupies  the 
Ipasement  of  Emory  Chapel,  on  Pennsylvania  avenue,  is  incon- 
veniently situated,  and  provision  is  necessary  for  a  building  for 
ts  accommodation.    The  school  now  numbers  over  two  hundred 
shildren,  all  the  classes  of  which,  with  but  a  single  exception, 
ire  taught  in  one  room,  there  being  but  a  single  recitation 
oom,  and  that  very  small  and  inconvenient.     The  exercises  of 
he  school  cannot  be  conducted  with  desired  success  under  pre- 
ent  circumstances.     Permission  is  therefore  asked  to  lease  a 
;)t  and  build  a  house  in  the  neighborhood  for  the  use  of  the 
fchool.     The  population  in  the  vicinity  of  the  school  is  increas- 
ig   rapidly,   and    property   advancing    greatly    in    value.     It 
-ould  be  wise  policy  to  secure  the  lot  at  once,  as  it  can  be  ob- 
lined  at  a  much   lower  rate  now  than  it  will  be  likely  to  cost 
t  a  future  period.     Economy  in  the  expenditure  of  the  means 
f  the  city  requires  that  immediate  attention  should  be  given 
)  the  matter." 


SUPERINTENDENCE  . 

,  In  the  arrangements  for  the  care  and  supervision  of  our 
hools,  it  was  intended  to  dispense  with  the  services  of  a  Su- 
irintendent  as  such,  (though  that  office  is  a  part  of  all  the 
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school  systems  with  which  we  are  acquainted,)  and  to  substitute I 
therefor  the  exertions  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  as  a  gene-j 
ral  visitor  and  examiner,  concurrently  with  the  local  commit-I 
tees  appointed  to  the  several  schools  or  districts.     While  there  I 
were  fewer  schools  than  now,  and  the  many  details  belonging 
to  the  Treasurer's  office  had  not  swelled  to  their  present  magni-  4 
tude,  it  was  within  the  ability  of  that  officer  to  comply  with  all 
the  requisitions  of  his  post;  but  now,  when  the  business  of  a| 
system  comprising  seventy-eight  schools  demands  his  attention.! 
it  is  not  possible  for  him  to  devote  that  time  to  visiting  and  inl 
specting  the  schools  which  is  required  at  his  hands.     It  is  cleaia 
to  the  Board  that  some  new  arrangement  is  demanded  for  thiil 
exigency;  either  to  give  to  the  Treasurer  ample  time  for  thl 
performance  of  his  visitorial  duties,  or  to  render   the  Board,  b)jl 
greater   permanency  of  character,  more  efficient  in  its  operaB 
tions,   and   more  capable  of  persistency  in  the   pursuit  of  ifl 
uniform  policy.     It  is  well   known    to  your   honorable    ho&m 
that  the   Board   is  constituted  mainly  of  gentlemen  who  arj 
engaged  in  active  business  pursuits,  and  who,  with  the  moe» 
earnest  desire  to  perform  faithfully  their  whole  duty  as  Corajfti 
missioners,  find  it  impossible  to  give  all  the  attention  to  the  deft 
tails  of  the  schools  which  they  demand.     These  circumstance* 
and  considerations  render  it  imperative  that  at  least  one  ofneiaji. 
shall  be  employed,  who,  by  devoting  his  entire  time  to  the  ot|J 
ject,  may  be  able  to  make  up  for  the  deficiency  alluded  to.    ]j , 
has  become  absolutely  necessary  that  some  provision  for  moii 
regular  examinations  of  the  schools  should  be  made  ;  or  tbjf 
alternative  is  forced  upon  us  of  leaving  many  of  them  to  tl 
chances  of  success  that  may  result  alone  from  the  greater  or 
■fidelity  and  efficiency  of  the  teachers. 

There  is  nothing  more  evident  than  the  tendency  of  thing1 
that  are  not  properly  looked  after,  to  disorder  or  decay  ;  and,  ij 
our  system  especially,  there  appears  the  necessity  of  unwearuj 
watchfulness,  and  of  a  constant  exhibition  of  energy,  to  infuj 
the  requisite  spirit  into  all  the  departments.  The  observatkf 
is  accordingly  prompted  that  something  more  is  now  requinj.. 
for  our  schools  than  the  irregular,  and  often  uncertain,  ove 
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ght  of  the  Commissioners,  arising  from  the  causes  referred  to. 
nd,  in  connection  with  this  subject,  it  becomes  our  duty  to 
,y  that  there  is  not,  and  probably  there  has  not  been,  a  meni- 
;r  of  this  Board,  whether  newly  appointed  or  for  a  long  time 
icustomed  to  its  operations,  who  does  not  recognize  the  ini- 
?>rtance  of  that  knowledge  and  practice  which  experience  alone 
■•fords  in  the  management  of  its  affairs.  The  greater  efficiency 
mst  be  derived  from  a  familiarity  with  its  history,  and  a 
jiowledge  of  what  has  been  tried  or  proposed  already,  and 
land  advisable  or  inadvisable,  beneficial  or  injurious.  And 
tis  is  especially  the  case  in  reference  to  the  office  of  directing 
id  inspecting  the  schools.  If  the  Board  were  more  permanent 
i  its  character,  doubtless  the  members  would  become  in  time 
together  qualified  to  insure  the  proper  working  of  all  the 
i.chinery  of  the  system.  But  subject,  as  the  body  is,  to  fre- 
cent  changes  by  the  removal  of  active,  energetic,  and  experi- 
ezed  Commissioners,  to  give  place  to  new  and  sometimes 
tinsient  members,  who,  however  well-intentioned  they  may 
I  must  feel  themselves  inefficient  for  a  time,  it  is  obvious  that 
t)  service  of  some  one  of  its  adjuncts  is  demanded,  who,  by  ac- 
t  e  participation  in  its  duties,  and  an  approach  to  a  permanent 
i:  umbency,  will  be  ready  and  qualified  to  labor  with  the  un- 
iitiated,  and,  if  necessary,  act  in  their  places  for  a  time.  In 
yw,  therefore,  of  what  has  been  said,  and  of  the  increasing 
ngnitude  and  importance  of  its  trust,  the  Board  takes  the 
li 3rty  to  recommend,  as  a  principle  most  essential  to  the  wel- 
fcs  of  the  Public  Schools,  that  members  who  are  known  to  be 
e:cient,  and  who  take  an  interest  in  this  great  work,  and 
a  3nd  regularly  to  its  duties,  should  be  retained  in  the  same, 
if  hey  will  consent  to  continue  in  the  service.  It  is  the  opinion 
olhe  Board,  and  of  all  who  are  acquainted  with  its  operations, 
oit  the  value  of  a  Commissioner  is  increased  in  a  largely  as- 
ftding  ratio  by  every  year  of  his  experience  ;  and  the  city  suf- 
*  a  loss  by  not  retaining  the  services  of  those  who  are 
^erienced  and  active,  and  who  are  willing  to  remain  and 
retribute  their  intelligence  and  capacity  to  this  cause.  The 
>f)e  is  one  of  honor,  and  is  valued  as  such  by  its  incum- 
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bents ;  but  as  a  faitbful  discharge  of  its  duties  involves  n 
trifling   employment   of  time   and   effort,    with  no   returnin 
emolument,   save   in   the   consciousness   of  usefulness   to   t 
public,  the  members  of  this  Board  may  be  acquitted  of  an 
undue  anxiety  to  continue  in  their  places  in  making  these  suj 
gestions.     With  the  convictions  entertained  of  the  importaa 
of  this  point,  the  Board  would  be  derelict  in  not  bringing 
forward ;  and  as,  probably  before  this  Keport  shall  be  read, 
new  Board  will  have  been  elected,  the  present  Commissione 
may  be  allowed  to  express  the  hope  that  a  due  appreciatic 
of  and  regard  for  this  principle  will  actuate  the  City  Counc 
in  future  years.     Could  it  be  embodied  in  a  rule  of  your  hono 
able  body  that  only  a  portion  of  the  School  Board  should 
out  of  office  every  year,  and  that  not  necessarily,  it  might  pro 
of  great  utility. 


AIM  AND  OFFICE  OF  OUR  SCHOOLS. 

In  presenting  their  report,  the  Board  have  had  in  view  t* 
purpose  of  making  a  fair  statement  of  the  present  condition 
the  schools  under  their  charge,  and  offering  such  remarks 
they  consider  called  for  by  the  occasion.  It  may  be  affir 
that  our  school  system  is  on  the  whole  in  a  healthy  and  pro1 
ising  condition;  and,  under  the  fostering  care  of  our  citize 
and  the  City  Council,  it  bids  fair  to  be  constantly  progressiv 
giving  back  to  the  community,  in  visible  and  unquestionab 
benefits,  an  incalculable  return  for  the  expenditure  bestow. 
upon  it.  It  is  not  claimed  that  the  system  is  yet  perfect ;  a  I 
the  suggestions  made  in  this  report,  it  is  believed,  will,  if  ©J 
ried  out,  conduce  to  a  further  advancement  in  its  character.  Ti 
Board  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  go  over  the  old  argumeis 
to  prove  the  necessity  and  advantages  of  public  education,  Ti 
question  is  settled  with  the  great  mass  of  our  citizens,  that  ie 
public  schools  are  a  special  and  indispensable  appendage  of  <r 
form  of  government;  and  can  no  more  be  relinquished  thane 
judicial  office  or.  the  police  force,  or  any  other  well  settled  • 
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stitution  for  the  public  good.     Here  and  there,  it  is  true,  may 
be  found  a  dissentient  on  this  point.     Sectarian  propagandism 
may  view  the  public  schools  with  unfriendliness  and  jealousy ; 
Jind  there  is  now  and  then  one,  who,  wanting  a  true  republican 
Sympathy,  would  deny  to  the  working  classes  the  means  of  men- 
ial culture  ;   alleging  that  knowledge  is  only  an  injury  to  those 
vho  are  compelled  to  labor.    With  such  minds  it  is  needless  to 
^rgue.     Happily  they  are  in  a  small  minority.     Their  opinions 
belong  to  eras  long  past,  and  the  falsity  of  them  is  demonstrated 
k  every  one  who  is  acquainted  with  the  workings  of  our  schools, 
;nd  the  results  which  they  produce.     The  axiom  that  knowl- 
edge is  power  is  illustrated  in  every  good  school,  as  it  is  in  the 
/orld  at  large,  to  the  conviction  of  all  unprejudiced  observers. 
|c  is  power  derived  from  the  ability  to  discriminate  truth  from 
t'Tor,  right  from  wrong;  the  ability  to  know  and  to  do  good — 
|>  know  and  to  avoid  evil — to  lift  the  possessor  out  of  a  low 
:  :tate,  and  place  him  on  the  heights  to  which  true  men  are 
.Dpointed  by  the  Giver  of  all  good.     Its  tendencies  are  all  to- 
ards  improvement.  It  is  a  benefit,  by  itself,  in  most,  if  not  all 
„jtses.     As  it  humanizes  and  refines,  it  improves  even  the  bad 
•an,  softening  even  crime  into  a  milder  and  less  harmful  type. 
he  knowledge  that  is  imparted  in  the  public  schools  is  not 
i  |erely  the  intellectual  apprehension  of  mathematical  rules,  and 
e  bare  acquisition  of  facts,  without  an  appreciation  of  their 
Rations  and  their  moral  teachings.     No  one  can  witness  the 
»ercises  of  our  schools,  and  know  what  the  pupils  are  called 
yon  to  study  and  perform,  without  being  impressed  with  the 
(uviction  that  the  inculcation  of  noble  sentiments,  lofty  prin- 
oles,  and  the  integrity  which  lies  at  the  foundation  of  all  good 
caracter,  joined  with  a  true  regard  for  religion,  are  inseparable 
fm  the  lessons  they   are  constantly  learning.     The  enforce- 
ftnt  of  the  highest  principle  appears  in  the  voice  of  prayer 
ai  the  reading  of  Scripture  ;  in  a  constantly  growing  acquaint- 
a:e  with  our  general  literature,  so  full  of  the  lessons  of  re- 
1  ion  and  morality;  through  the  performances  of  the  pupils 
i  composition  and  elocution ;    and  by  their  musical  exercises, 
impressing  the   religious  sensibility  in  chants  and  hymns,  or 
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stimulating  to  an  ardent  patriotism  in  the  songs  of  nationalit; 
and  freedom  with  which  they  are  made  familiar.  And,  more 
over,  the  most  careful  attention  is  devoted  to  the  moral  conduci 
of  pupils,  and  any  offences  in  this  regard  are  visited  with  mer 
ited  correction. 

But  with  all  that  the  public  schools  accomplish,  it  is  no 
claimed  that  they  can  do  the  whole  work  of  education.  Th 
church  has  its  part  to  perform,  co-operatively  with  the  work  o 
secular  instruction.  Nor  do  the  church  and  school  complet 
the  task.  There  is  another  instrumentality  to  be  engaged  ii 
forming  the  good  citizen.  It  is  that  of  the  family  circle — th 
home  influence.  The  authority  of  the  parent  wisely  exerted 
the  inculcations  and  example  of  the  father  and  the  mothe 
faithfully  applied — these  are  potent  elements  in  constitutin 
private  and  public  excellence.  Could  the  school  effect  all  tha, 
is  required,  the  agency  of  the  church  and  family  were  uselesf 
The  mistake  is  sometimes  made  of  holding  the  school  account 
able  for  evils  on  account  of  which  it  ought  in  no  way  to  be  cor 
sidered  responsible.  It  is  found  that  where  ignorance  is  not  th 
source  of  crime  or  destitution,  it  is  almost  always  the  case  th 
they  are  justly  referable  to  bad  parental  influence — a  wicke 
father  or  a  bad  mother ;  or  to  that  fruitful  source  of  so  man 
evils — intemperance.  Let  the  three  instrumentalities  for  goo( 
then,  work  harmoniously  together  in  the  great  cause  of  edi 
eating  the  people  in  religion,  morality  and  intelligence,  an 
the  desired  result  will  be  insured. 

That  this  union  and  co-operation  of  forces  becomes  more  an 
more  necessary  is  obvious,  in  view  of  the  increase  of  lawlesi 
ness  and  crime  in  society,  and  especially  in  all  large  citie 
The  want  of  some  part  of  this  instruction  will  be  found  i 
nearly  all  delinquency ;  and  these  conservative  influences  wi 
be  required  in  full  exercise  to  stay  the  progress  of  disorde 
and  preserve  to  our  communities  the  sense  of  security  an 
protection.  Every  good  citizen,  then,  will,  with  all  zeal,  ei 
courage  and  foster  these  agencies  each  in  its  sphere,  and  d< 
cisively  frown  down  every  attempt  to  disparage  the  influent 
of  either.     When  every  one  feels  fully  his  responsibility,  an 
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does  his  whole  duty  in  this  matter,  there  can  be  no  discredit 
attach  to  the  working  of  our  form  of  government.  A.  general 
diffusion  of  intelligence  will  show  the  disturbers  of  the  public 
peace  to  be  few  and  worthless,  and  will  subject  them  to  due 
obedience  to  the  laws. 

Of  the  direct  relation  of  ignorance  to  crime  and  pauperism, 
[we  have  the  most  indisputable  evidence.     The  testimony  of  all 
our  disciplinary  and  reformatory  institutions  is  direct  to  this 
point.     The  managers  of  the  House  of  Refuge  of  Baltimore,  in 
their  last  annual  report,  assure  us  that  u  the  amount  of  ignor- 
ance of  a  large  class  committed  could  hardly  be  imagined  by 
3ne  not  familiar  with  the  character  of  many  of  those  unfor- 
tunate delinquents."     Of  the  407  prisoners  in  the  Maryland 
penitentiary,  only  eleven  are  set  down  as  having  received  a 
P  good  education."     The  chaplain  of  one  of  the  largest  prisons 
jn  the  country,  while  he  remarks  that  most  of  those  who  pro- 
Less  to  have  the  advantage  of  a  good  education  are  found  very 
peficient  when  tested,  adds,  "  I  do  not  believe  there  is  at  pres- 
[lint  a  single  convict  who  was  born  in  the  United  States,  liber- 
Wdy  educated,  here!'      The  chaplain  of  the  Ohio  Penitentiary 
Kays,  "  Early  orphanage,  the  want  of  education  and  moral  culture, 
* 'he  example  of  vicious  and  intemperate  parents  and  guardians, 
Ihnd  bad  associates  generally,  are  among  the  prominent  causes 
If  crime  and  ruin."      The  report  of  the  New  York  Juvenile 
(asylum  for  January,  1857,  observes  that  "the  statistical  testi- 
||iony  is  still  uniform  as  to  the  connection  between  ignorance, 
|!ice  and  crime."     These  observations  might  be  multiplied  in- 
.efinitely ;  but  it  may  suffice  to  affirm  that  the  testimony  of  all 
.  risons,  houses  of  refuge,  and  almshouses,  points  invariably  to 
lis  doctrine ;  while  the  negative  testimony  presented  by  our 
tfn  schools,  from  which  never  yet  has  graduated  one  who  was 
I  convict  in  a   court  of  justice  for   any  offence  against   the 
Rws,  is  an  ample  refutation  of  any  allegations  unfavorable  to 
ceir  moral  bearings.      With   these  facts  and  considerations, 
ie  chief  inquiry  remaining,  in  which  the  community  is  he- 
aved to  take  an  interest  in  regard  to  public  education,  and 
i«  only  question  for  this  Board  and  your  honorable  body  to 
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consider,  is,  how  shall  this  agencj  be  made  most  efficient  in  its 
work,  consistently  with  a  judicious  economy  of  the  public  mo- 
ney? On  this  point  the  Board  has  employed  its  solicitude  and 
endeavors,  and  it  is  gratified  to  feel  that  every  year  witnesses 
some  improvement  and  progress  in  the  system,  and  a  clearer 
understanding  of  its  needs,  operations,  objects  and  influences. 
For  the  rest,  it  remains  with  your  honorable  body  to  sustain 
your  agents  in  their  work  ;  and  upon  your  wisdom  and  friend- 
ship for  the  schools  will  depend,  in  a  large  degree,  their  steady 
extension  in  efficiency  and  usefulness.  They  are  unquestion- 
ably of  the  first  importance  in  the  conservation  of  our  glorious 
institutions,  as  surely  as  the  foundation  and  safeguard  of  our 
liberties  are  in  the  intelligence  joined  with  the  moral  excel- 
lence of  our  people ;  they  are  our  police  force ;  they  are  our 
standing  army  ;  and  without  them  we  must  fall  back  upon  an 
augmentation  of  these  latter  expensive  and  dangerous  guards 
of  law  and  order,  and,  possibly,  in  the  course  of  time,  sur- 
render ourselves  to  that  which  we  may  dread  as  the  conse- 
quence to  follow  the  downfall  of  the  public  school  system — the 
loss  of  freedom  and  the  rule  of  despotism. 


CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion,  the  Board  would  adopt  as  its  own  the  follow- 
ing remarks  in  a  report  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  Massa- 
chusetts, the  chairman  of  which  was  Hon.  Edward  Everett. 

"The  condition  of  the  Common  Schools  is  an  infallible  in- 
dex of  that  of  the  community.  Never  was  there  a  prosperous, 
virtuous,  intelligent  people  where  the  Schools  were  in  a  lan- 
guishing condition.  They  furnish  the  keys  of  knowledge  to 
the  mass  of  the  people.  They  are  the  only  avenue  by  which 
the  rising  generation  are  able,  as  they  grow  up,  to  make  their 
way  into  life,  prepared  to  discharge  its  duties,  and  fulfil  its 
relations  with  ease  and  credit  to  themselves,  and  with  advan- 
tage to  society.  This  is  a  cause  which  makes  no  appeal  to 
sectarian  or  party  feeling.     It  has  hitherto  proved  a  neutral 
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;round  amidst  all  the  collisions  of  judgments  on  other  sub- 
3cts.  It  appears  to  have  been  instinctively  felt,  by  all  good 
itizens,  that  the  Common  School  system  required  their  united 
upport ;  and  that,  if  once  drawn  into  the  vortex  of  party,  it 
mst  sink.  It  has  been  the  earnest  endeavor  of  the  Board  to 
m  in  all  respects  in  accordance  with  this  principle ;  and  they 
ave  the  satisfaction  to  state  that,  as  far  as  their  agency  and 
teans  of  observation  extend,  it  exists  and  operates  in  the 
inds  of  the  people  with  renewed  vigor/'

REPORT. 


Male   Central   High   School, 

Baltimore,  December  31,  1857. 
To  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools  : 

Gentlemen, — I  hereby  offer  the  Nineteenth  Annual  Report 
of  the  Central  High  School. 

The  Annual  Commencement  was  held  on  the  16th  of  July, 
on  which  occasion  sixteen  young  men  graduated,  of  whom  ten 
received  certificates  of  having  satisfactorily  completed  the 
Classical  Course  of  instruction  of  four  years,  and  six  of 
having  in  like  manner  completed  the  English  and  Mathemati- 
cal Course  also  of  four  years.  The  address  on  the  occasion  was 
delivered  by  the  Rev.  Joseph  T.  Smith,  D.  D.,  of  this  city,  in 
the  presence  of  a  large  and  gratified  audience.  The  names  of 
the  graduates  will  be  found  on  the  page  preceding  this  Report. 

Since  the  close  of  the  academic  year  in  July,  several  changes 
have  taken  place  in  the  corps  of  teachers  in  the  school.  (1.)  Pro- 
fessors La  Reintrie  and  Unger  were  promoted  from  being  vis- 
iting teachers  to  full  professorships  of  the  French  and  Ger- 
man languages  respectively;  so  that  now  the  school  enjoys 
their  services  every  day  and  during  the  whole  of  the  school 
hours.  (2.)  When  the  school  opened  in  September  it  was  found 
that,  owing  to  the  very  large  number* of  admissions  of  very 
young  and  immature  boys,  and  the  large  proportion  of  those  of 
last  year  of  like  character  who  had  returned,  Professor  Elliott's 
classes  were  entirely  too  large  for  him  to  bestow  the  personal 
attention  which  the"  age  and  character  of  the  boys  required. 
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This  difficulty  will  be  appreciated  by  mentioning  that  one  of 
his  Algebra  classes  (A)  numbered  63 ;  another  (C)  43 ;  whilst 
his  Geometry  classes  (D  and  E)  numbered  respectively  51  and 
46,  rendering  it  almost  wholly  impossible  to  instruct  them. 
The  Committee  on  the  School,  as  soon  as  they  were  aware  of 
the  difficulty,  promptly  interested  themselves,  and  succeeded, 
through  the  co-operation  of  your  honorable  body,  in  applying 
the  only  remedy  the  case  then  admitted.  Accordingly  Mr. 
M.  H.  Wright  was  employed  temporarily  as  -tutor  of  mathe- 
matics, who  has  since  labored  very  faithfully  in  conjunction 
with  and  under  the  direction  of  Professor  Elliott.  This  ar- 
rangement, which  enabled  Professor  E.  to  divide  his  classes 
into  two  sections  each,  (himself  and  Mr.  Wright  hearing  each 
section  alternately,)  and  thus  render  them  manageable,  though 
required  by  the  circumstances,  is  not  such  a  one  as  ought  long 
to  continue.  It  was  believed,  however,  at  that  time,  and  is 
still  believed,  that  the  same  necessity  will  not  exist  next  year ; 
but  if  it  should  be  found  necessary  to  have  the  services  of  a 
third  teacher  permanently  in  the  department  of  the  mathe- 
matics, the  duties  of  such  teacher  should  be  defined,  and  him- 
self held  responsible  for  the  results  of  his  work.  (3.)  In  this 
connection,  also,  it  becomes  me  to  make  respectful  mention  of 
my  zealous  and  energetic  predecessor,  George  Morrison,  Esq., 
who  resigned  on  the  2d  day  of  June  his  connection  with  the 
High  School  as  Principal.  His  resignation  was  accepted,  to 
take  effect  with  the  close  of  August,  at  which  latter  date  my 
incumbency  commenced. 

When  I  entered  upon  the  duties  of  my  office,  I  found  the 
School  made  up  as  follows,  to  wit: 

Pupils  of  last  year  who  returned  September  1st 177 

Pupils  admitted  by  the  Board  after  the  examination  of  candi- 
dates, July  28th,  140,  of  whom  10  failed  to  appear 130 

Hence  the  whole  number  of  pupils  present  during  the  terra 

commencing  September  1st,  and  still  current 307 

Of  this  number   13,  for  various  reasons,  have  either  with- 
drawn or  been  dropped ;  so  that  the  roll  at  present  contains 
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precisely  294.  Of  the  130  who  were  admitted  by  the  Board  in 
September  last,  71  reached  the  full  requirement  of  the  present 
low  standard  of  examination  ;  62  "  approximated  the  standard," 
and  were  recommended  for  admission  by  the  Committee,  and 
were  so  admitted ;  and  7  were  afterward  admitted  by  special 
resolution  of  the  Board.  Although  I  have  recently  called  the 
attention  of  the  Committee,  and  through  them  of  the  Board,  to 
some  of  the  difficulties  and  embarrassments  experienced  in  the 
High  School,  by  reason  of  admitting  boys  destitute  of  either 
sufficient  age  or  attainments  to  enter  profitably  upon  our  course 
of  study,  I  could  not  feel  I  had  discharged  becomingly  my 
present  duty,  did  I  not  speak  somewhat  specially  of  the  same 
subject.  At  the  close  of  the  fall  quarter  it  was  found  that 
seventy-seven  only  of  our  first  year  boys  had  obtained  quarterly 
averages  of  60  and  upwards  on  a  scale  running  from  0  to  100  ; 
fifty  fell  in  their  averages  below  60  on  the  scale,  and  three 
withdrew  before  being  graded.  When  it  is  considered  that  65 
was  until  very  recently,  the  minimum  of  class  standing  in  the 
first  year,  and  that  a  considerable  number  of  those,  in  this  in- 
stance, who  reached  60  fell  below  65,  no  more  need  be  said  to 
show  that  there  was,  with  many,  great  deficiency  of  preparation 
for  entering  on  the  curriculum  of  this  school.  These  boys  are 
characterized  generally  by  sufficient  natural  intelligence,  and 
show  manifestly  that  with  one  or  two  years  more  of  prepara- 
tion they  might  have  pursued  their  studies  pleasantly  and  pro- 
fitably to  themselves,  and  so  as  to  have  done  credit  to  the 
school.  The  discovery  of  the  actual  state  of  things  was  very 
embarrassing.  To  return  the  boys  in  question  to  the  schools  in 
which  they  should  have  been  retained,  was  considered,  by  some, 
of  very  doubtful  propriety,  whilst  it  would  have  been  very  mor- 
tifying to  those  who  were  in  this  false  position  by  no  fault  of 
their  own.  On  the  other  hand,  to  carry  them  on  during  the 
year  would  almost  certainly  eventuate  in  many  of  them  being 
refused  promotion,  unless  a  worse  alternative  were  adopted, 
viz :  to  promote  them  irrespective  of  their  qualifications,  which 
no  intelligent  person  would  desire,  since  it  would  be  to  defraud 
them  of  all  chance  of  an  education.     After  much  consultation

with  the  Committee  and  the  Faculty,  the  present  understand- 
ing is  to  allow  them  to  continue  on  to  the  end  of  the  year,  and 
then  to  promote  only  those  found  duly  qualified.  Whilst  upon 
this  subject,  allow  me  to  urge  the  importance  of  adhering  rigidly 
hereafter  in  the  "  passing  n  of  candidates  to  whatever  may  be 
at  the  time  "  the  standard  established  by  the  standing  rule  of 
the  Board/'  To  such  a  standard,  whatever  it  be,  the  curriculum 
of  this  school  can  at  any  time  be  easily  adjusted ;  but  it  cannot 
*be  let  down  to  meet  the  actual  attainments  of  those  who  are  not 
educated  up  to  it.  So  that  no  greater  wrong  can  be  done  a  prom- 
ising lad  than  by  introducing  him  here  before  he  is  fit.  He  will 
commence  with  pride  and  hope,  he  will  engage  for  a  time  in 
his  studies  with  zeal  and  industry ;  but  before  long,  finding  that 
with  his  greatest  efforts  he  is  unable  to  keep  a  creditable  place 
in  his  class  or  to  have  any  clear  understanding  of  his  studies,  he 
will  feel  his  false  position,  become  discouraged,  flag  in  his 
efforts,  fall  finally  into  idle  habits,  and  in  most  cases  become 
so  loath  to  continue  at  school  that  he  will  be  removed  long  be- 
fore he  has  completed  the  required  course  of  study.  In  this  way, 
and  in  great  part  through  the  foolish  ambition  of  parents  who  do 
not  understand  the  business  of  education,  in  urging  their  chil- 
dren forward,  too  early,  to  studies  of  an  advanced  character,  to 
the  neglect  of  those  more  elementary,  thousands  of  youth  an^ 
nually  have  their  prospects  in  life  seriously  damaged  without 
any  fault  in  themselves.  Why  is  it  that  so  very  many  enter 
upon  a  liberal  course  of  education,  and  so  few  persevere  and 
succeed?  I  am  persuaded  by  long  experience  and  observa- 
tion that  the  true  answer  to  this  question  will  be  found  just 
here.  The  human  mind  is  natively  eager  for  knowledge  :  and 
if  knowledge  is  judiciously  communicated,  and  adapted  to 
the  age  and  attainments  of  the  pupil,  it  will  imply  in  him  a 
very  low  degree  of  intelligence  if  he  does  not  love  learning. — 
In  almost  every  instance  where  boys  acquire  a  disgust  for  books 
and  school,  it  is  because  they  are  groping  in  the  dark.  They  do 
not  understand  what  they  are  required  to  learn;  and  this  again 
is  because  they  are  engaged  upon  studies  unsuited  to  their  pres- 
ent attainments.   But  I  have  already  extended  these  remarks  far- 
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ther  than  I  designed,  and  I  forbear.     One  point  however  ought 
to  be  well  understood,  beforehand,  both  by  the  Board  and   the 
public,  and  that  is,  that  whilst  it  is  essential  to  the  very  exist- 
ence both  of  the  High  School  and  Grammar  Schools  as  such, 
that  the  present  existing  standard  be  rigidly  adhered  to  at  the 
next  examination  of  candidates,  the  result  no  doubt  will  be  the 
admission  next  summer  of  a  smaller  class  than  for  several  years. 
I  infer  that  since  so  many  not  fully  prepared,  have  been  taken 
from  the  Grammar  Schools  already,  those  schools  have  not  now 
the  material  for  a  large  class.     I  do  hope,  however,  there  will 
be  no  disposition  to  yield  the  least,  if  this  should  be  the  result; 
since  in  another  year  the  equilibrium  as  between  the  Grammar 
and  High  Schools  would  be  restored ;  and  since  this  objection 
must  be  encountered  whenever   it  is  proposed  to  elevate  the 
sphere  of  the  Grammar  and  High  Schools  respectively.     Espe- 
cially it  ought  to  be  well  understood  that  although  in  this  mat- 
ter the  interests  of  the  High  School,  the  Grammar  Schools,  and 
the  candidates,  are  happily  identical,  yet  these  latter  are  the 
parties  most  interested  in  a  rigid  adherence   to  the  standard. 
And  since  no  judicious  parent  would  knowingly  permit  his  son 
to  enter  this  school  whilst  unqualified,  should  parents  unreason- 
'  ably  think  they  were  endeavoring  to  secure  a  good  for  their 
sons  by  urging  such  premature  admission,  instead  of  yielding 
to  their  folly,  and  thus  doing  the  child  a  wrong  to  gratify  the 
parent,  charity  would  require  that  we  persist  in  pursuing  the 
interest  of  the  child  even  though  the  parent  may  not  see  clearly 
where  that  interest  lies.     In  Tegard  to  this  whole  subject  I  was 
gratified,  in  conversations  with  several  of  the  more  reputable  and 
intelligent  of  the  Grammar  School  teachers,  to  find  that  their 
views  are  coincident  with  my  own,  and  that  they  know  and  ap- 
preciate the  mutual  interest  of  the  Grammar  and  High  Schools. 
At  present  there  are  two  courses  of  instruction  in  the  School, 
Bach  covering,  a  period  of  four  years,  called   respectively  the 
r  Classical  "  and  the  "  English."     I  think  it  would  be  better  to 
lave  a  "two  year  course  "  and  a  "  four  year  course ;"  as  in  fre- 
pient  instances  the  choice  now  allowed  is  made  without  suffi- 
cient intelligence ;  but  the  choice  between  a  two  year  and  a 
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four  year  course  would  be  understood  by  the  most  ignorant. 
Other  reasons  I  could  urge,  to  the  same  effect,  but  shall  not 
now,  as  I  expect  soon  to  make  this  the  subject  of  a  special  report. 

Sympathizing  as  I  do  with  the  community  in  the  financial  * 
difficulties  in  which  they  have  become  temporarily  involved,  it 
is  with  a  feeling  of  hesitation  in  the  discharge  of  a  duty  that  I 
renew  at  this  time,  the  subject  of  a  High  School  Building. 
But  if  the  people  of  Baltimore,  generally,  knew  how  large  an 
interest  is  suffering  and  languishing  for  want  of  suitable  ac- 
commodations, there  would,  I  have  no  doubt,  be  a  prompt  and 
cheerful  alacrity  in  supplying  the  desideratum.  I  will  not 
consume  space  in  elaborating  all  that  has  been  said  hereto- 
fore, both  in  the  reports  to  you  of  my  predecessors  and  in  your 
reports  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council.  Adopting  as  my  own, 
all  the  arguments  which  have  been  thus  urged,  and  invoking 
for  them  renewed  attention,  I  will  confine  myself  to  the  simple 
statement  of  three  practical  disadvantages  of  the  present  build- 
ing  not  heretofore  particularly  mentioned. 

1.  There  is  not  in  this  building  one  room  large  enough  to 
accommodate  even  the  pupils  of  either  the  first  or  second  year, 
not  to  say  all  the  pupils  of  the  School,  so  as  to  be  addressed 
collectively  by  the  Principal  or  any  of  the  Professors  upon  any 
subject.  E.  g.,  it  is  very  desirable  the  Principal  should  fre- 
quently or  statedly  lecture  on  subjects  of  practical  morals;  but 
in  any  attempt  of  this  kind  he  must,  under  present  circumstances, 
address  himself  to  the  classes  severally,  consuming  eight  reci- 
tation periods  in  reaching  the  whole  school,  and  of  course  must 
repeat  the  same  discourse  eight  times ;  whilst  with  a  suitable 
Lecture  Room  he  could  accomplish  the  same  thing  much  better 
at  once.  This  is  a  point  of  much  importance,  and  refers  to  a 
source  of  great  and  daily  embarrassment.  It  is  of  unspeakable 
importance  to  cultivate  and  strengthen  the  moral  character  at 
the  same  time  as  the  intellectual ;  but  in  all  such  efforts 
we  are  opposed  at  all  points  by  the  peculiar  structure  of  this 
building  :  without  one  Lecture  Room  it  is  utterly  unsuited  to 
the  operations  of  a  School  such  as  this. 

2.  The  passages  between  the  recitation  rooms,  being  very 
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narrow  and  encumbered  with  many  angles,  it  is  extremely 
difficult  to  effect  the  transfer  of  the  classes  from  one  room  to 
another ;  and  as  there  are  six  recitation  periods  in  the  day,  and 
at  the  close  of  each,  this  transfer  has  to  be  effected,  the  securing 
of  order  and  quiet  is  rendered  ten  fold  more  difficult  than  under 
Ordinary  circumstances  it  would  be ;  and  did  not  the  students 
generally  co-operate  with  us  to  this  end,  it  would  be  wholly 
impossible.  8  or  9  classes,  containing  in  the  aggregate  300 
youths,  launched  at  the  same  moment  upon  the  narrow  passage 
ways,  intersecting  continually,  and  struggling  one  to  get  to  and 
another  to  get  from  each  room,  can  be  kept  in  order,  only  by 
constant  vigilance  on  the  part  of  the  Professors,  sustained  by 
a  sense  of  decorum  in  the  boys  themselves.  The  degree  of  or- 
der which  it  is  found  possible  to  maintain,  under  such  disad- 
vantageous circumstances,  has  been  to  me  a  matter  of  great 
and  gratifying  surprise. 

3.  The  recitation  rooms  are  so  small  compared  with  the  size  of 
the  classes,  that  the  atmosphere  is  kept  constantly  in  a  vitiated 
condition,  quite  unwholesome  to  breathe.  On  this  account  I 
am  sure  some  of  the  Teachers  are  suffering  in  health  ;  whilst  it 
is  a  matter  of  no  astonishment  to  me  that  frequent  cases  of 
slight  ailings  are  complained  of  by  the  pupils.  More  fre- 
quently than  I  have  ever  experienced  elsewhere,  pupils  after 
appearing  in  the  morning  are  taken  unmistakably  ill,  render- 
ing it  proper  to  excuse  them  from  attendance  during  the  re- 
mainder of  the  day,  and  after  an  absence  of  a  day  or  two  again 
appear  in  their  places.  After  revolving  the  subject  frequently 
in  my  mind,  the  cause  in  many  instances  seems  that  to  which 
I  have  just  adverted. 

Many  other  reasons,  in  addition  to  the  above,  might  be  urged, 
but  I  hope  it  is  unnecessary.  The  public  expectation  seems  to 
be  that  very  soon  this  work  will  be  entered  upon.  As  the 
High  School  so  the  Public  Schools,  may  be  set  down  as  a  just 
maxim ;  and  as  the  good  people  of  Baltimore  are  committed 
beyond  retraction  to  the  system  of  Public  Schools,  it  is  the  mere 
necessity  of  their  position  to  provide  a  High  School  Building 
worthy  of  their  zeal  in  popular  education,  and  worthy  of  the 
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fame  of  Baltimore  as  a  city  of  monuments  and  palatial  dwell- 
ings ;  nor,  I  am  sure,  will  their  proverbial  public  spirit  allow 
in  this  matter  much  longer  delay. 

I  would  also  suggest,  before  quitting  this  subject,  that  it 
would  be  very  easy  to  include  in  a  plan  for  a  High  School  Build- 
ing a  pier  for  the  support  of  an  Astronomical  Observatory,  and 
this  I  hope  will  be  thought  of  again  at  the  proper  time. 

It  is  my  grateful  duty  to  bear  testimony  to  the  excellent  dis- 
position manifested  by  the  students  of  the  school.  It  would  be, 
I  think,  difficult  to  find  as  many  youths  any  where,  gathered 
miscellaneously,  characterized  by  better  deportment.  To  this 
general  commendation,  there  will  always  of  course  be  some  ex- 
ceptions ;  but  the  actual  exceptions  now  in  the  school  could 
easily  be  numbered  on  the  fingers ;  whilst  the  great  majority 
of  our  students,  are  evidently  disposed  to  conform  entirely  to 
the  wishes  of  their  teachers,  and  to  avail  themselves  fully  of 
their  opportunities.  Some  changes  have  been  effected  recently 
in  the  mode  of  discipline  in  the  school,  which  so  far  as  we  have 
had  opportunity  as  yet  to  judge  seem  to  work  well.  In  order 
that  the  present  mode  of  discipline  may  be  understood,  I  append 
to  this  Keport  a  copy  of  the  rules  now  in  active  force.  In  this 
connection  it  becomes  me  to  put  upon  record  the  liberality  of 
George  Peaeody,  Esq.,  to  the  High  Schools  of  Baltimore.  In 
his  letter  to  the  " Trustees  for  the  establishment  of  an  Institute 
in  the  city  of  Baltimore,"  he  uses  the  following  language:  li  I 
desire  that  the  Trustees,  in  order  to  encourage  and  reward  mer- 
it, should  adopt  a  regulation  by  which  a  number  of  the  grad- 
uates of  the  public  High  Schools  of  the  city,  not  exceeding  fifty 
of  each  sex,  in  each  year,  who  shall  have  obtained,  by  their 
proficiency  in  their  studies  and  their  good  behaviour,  certificates 
of  merit  from  the  Commissioners  or  superintending  authoriti 
of  the  schools  to  which  they  may  be  attached,  may  by  virt 
of  such  certificates,  be  entitled,  as  an  honorary  mark  of  dis- 
tinction, to  free  admission  to  the  lectures  for  one  term  or 
season  after  obtaining  the  certificates.  I  also  desire,  for  the 
same  purpose  of  encouraging  merit,  the  Trustees  shall  make 
suitable  provision  for  an  annual  grant  of  twelve  hundred  dol- 
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lars ;  of  which  five  hundred  shall  be  distributed  every  year,  in 
money  prizes,  graduated  according  to  merit,  of  sums  of  not 
less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  for  each 
prize,  to  be  given  to  such  graduates  of  the  public  Male  High 
Schools  now  existing  or  which  may  hereafter  be  established,  as 
shall,  in  each  year,  upon  examination  and  certificate  of  the 
school  Commissioners,  or  other  persons  having  the  chief  super- 
intendence of  the  same,  be  adjudged  most  worthy,  from  their 
fidelity  to  their  studies,  their  attainments,,  their  moral  deport- 
ment, their  personal  habits  of  cleanliness  and  propriety  of 
manners :  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  to  be  appropriated 
to  the  purchase,  in  every  year,  of  gold  medals  of  two  degrees, 
of  which  ten  shall  be  of  the  value  often  dollars  each,  and  twenty 
of  the  value  of  five  dollars  each,  to  be  annually  distributed  to 
the  most  meritorious  of  the  graduating  classes  of  the  public 
Female  High  Schools  ;  these  prizes  to  be  adjudged  for  the  same 
merit  and  under  the  like  regulations,  as  the  prizes  to  be  given 
to  the  graduates  of  the  Male  High  School.  The  remaining  five 
hundred  dollars  to  be,  in  like  manner,  distributed  in  money 
prizes,  as  provided  above  for  the  graduates  of  the  Male  High 
School,  in  the  same  amounts  respectively  to  the  yearly  grad- 
uates in  the  School  of  Design  attached  to  the  Mechanics'  Insti- 
tute of  this  ,city."  A  knowledge  of  the  liberal  purpose  of  Mr. 
Peabody,  so  worthy  of  grateful  and  honorable  mention  here, 
with  the  expectation  that  it  will  be  made  available  to  the  pres- 
ent senior  class  at  their  graduation,  has  sensibly  co-operated 
with  the  efforts  of  the  Faculty  in  procuring  regularity,  order 
and  diligence  in  the  students. 

I  beg  leave  also  to  bear  testimony  to  the  cordial  and  faithful 
manner  in  which  I  have  been  sustained  by  my  colleagues  in  the 
school.  It  will  be  readily  confessed,  I  suppose,  by  every  libe- 
ral minded  person,  that  the  labors  of  these  gentlemen  are  not 
requited  at  present  in  proportion  to  their  value;  especially 
those  whose  services  are  of  a  kind  which  involves  many  hours 
of  study  and  much  expense  in  books,  &c,  for  an  adequate  dis- 
charge of  their  daily  duties.  Hoping  that  this  subject  will  soon 
meet  with  a  favorable  consideration,  I  commend  it  to  your  at- 
tention. 
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To  the  gentlemen  of  the  Committee  on  the  Central  High 
School,  especially  the  venerable  chairman,  I  embrace  the  pres- 
ent as  a  fitting  opportunity  to  express  my  acknowledgments  of 
their  kindness  to  me  personally,  and  their  evident  desire  to  co- 
operate in  every  way,  to  the  whole  extent  of  the  means  at 
their  disposal,  for  the  promotion  of  the  interests  of  the  school 
and  the  comfort  of  the  teachers.

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Tee  Government  and  Discipline  of  the  Central  High  School 
is  lodged  by  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners  with  the  Com- 
mittee, which  has  the  power  in  the  last  resort  of  final  dismis- 
sion or  expulsion,  including,  of  course,  all  minor  acts  of  disci- 
pline. The  Committee,  reserving  to  itself  the  right  of  final 
dismission,  has  intrusted  the  ordinary  routine  of  discipline  to 
the  hands  of  the  Principal  and  Professors ;  subject,  however, 
to  the  following  rules  : 

The  Students  are  required  to  be  punctual  in  their  attend- 
ance, diligent  in  their  studies,  respectful  and  polite  toward 
their  Teachers,  kind  and  civil  in  their  intercourse  with  each 
other,  and  are  admonished  to  avoid  every  thing  ungentleman- 
ly,  vulgar,  or  wicked. 

Offences  against  the  order  of  the  School  shall  be  classed  as 
ordinary  and  special:  the  first  including  every  thing  which  hin- 
ders the  progress  of  study,  or  is  in  its  nature  improper,  and 
which  might  be  avoided  by  due  attention  on  the  part  of  the 
Student,  but  which  does  not  imply  a  deliberate  purpose  to  com- 
mit an  offence ;  and  the  second  including  every  kind  of  inten- 
tional misconduct. 

I.  (a)  The  particular  acts  embraced  under  the  class  of  ordi- 
nary offences,  shall  be  made  known  officially  to  the  Students, 
from  time  to  time,  as  the  exigencies  of  the  School  may  require  ; 
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and  for  each  of  these  offences  there  shall  be,  in  the  first  in- 
stance, a  demerit  mark  of  1.  If  the  offence  be  committed  after 
a  special  warning  by  the  Professor,  it  shall  be  so  recorded,  and 
incur  a  demerit  mark  of  2,  and  an  additional  demerit  mark  for 
every  additional  warding :  also,  on  registering  marks  for  mis-* 
conduct,  the  Professor  shall  notice  whether  the  same  offence  has 
been  committed  on  previous  days,  and  shall  increase  the  de- 
merit mark  by  one  for  every  repetition  of  the  same  offence  : 
provided,  however,,  that  the  mark  for  this  class  of  offences  shall 
not  in  any  case  exceed  5.  (b.)  The  demerit  for  lateness  and 
absence,  when  the  detention  is  not  occasioned  by  sickness,  ne- 
cessary attendance  on  the  sick,  or  some  equally  imperative 
cause,  shall  be  as  follows  :  10  minutes  late,  1 ;  20  minutes,  2  ; 
the  whole  of  the  first  period,  3 ;  any  larger  part  of  a  day,  4  ; 
absent  a  whole  day,  5.  (This  does  not  include  "truant  play- 
ing," which  is  embraced  under  the  head  of  special  offences.) 
(c.)  Each  Professor,  daily  before  leaving  school,  shall  register  in 
books  prepared  for  the  purpose,  the  marks  for  misconduct  which 
he  has  made  during  the  day,  and  shall  read  them  in  the  hear- 
ing of  the  classes  respectively,  when  next  they  appear  in  his 
presence. 

II.  As  to  the  second  class  of  offences  :  (a)  The  Professor  in 
whose  presence  an  act  of  intentional  disorder  occurs,  will  record 
the  fact  in  his  Register  of  Conduct,  with  the  amount  of  his  cen- 
sure expressed  in  demerit  marks.  He  shall  leave  his  Register 
with  the  Principal  at  the  close  of  the  academic  exercises  of  each 
day,  and  receive  the  same  again  each  morning; — and  it' shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Principal  to  examine  such  entries,  and  ap- 
prove them,  or  on  consultation  with  the  Instructor,  make  such 
change  in  said  demerit  marks  as  in  his  opinion  shall  be  just, 
and  then  the  same  shall  be  carried  into  the  Demerit  Book. 
(b)  When  any  offence  is  committed  which  seems  to  require  more 
than  usual  notice,  the  Professor  in  whose  presence  it  has  oc- 
curred, shall  either  send  the  offender  at  once  to  the  Principal, 
or  cite  him  to  appear  before  the  Faculty  at  their  next  regular 
meeting,  according  to  the  grade  of  the  offence:  and  every  Stu- 
dent thus  cited  shall  appear   before  the  Faculty  at  the  time 
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specified  in  his  citation,  to  answer  for  his  offence,  (c)  Every 
act  of  "  truant  playing"  shall  incur,  in  the  first  instance,  a  de- 
merit mark  of  10  for  each  day  of  such  ahsence,  accompanied 
with  admonition ;  and  if  repeated  after  such  admonition,  the 
3ffender  shall  be  indefinitely  suspended,  and  his  case  reported 
to  the  Committee  at  their  next  stated  meeting,  (d)  Any  Stu- 
dent having  presented  a  note  or  other  writing,  falsely  purport- 
ing to  be  signed  by  his  parent,  guardian,  or  other  responsible 
person,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  very  grave  offence,  and 
shall  be  dealt  with  accordingly,  by  the  Faculty,  in  their  dis- 
cretion, (e)  For  any  one  gross  offence  which  seems  to  require 
it,  a  Student  may  be  suspended  by  the  Principal  until  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Faculty,  and  by  the  Faculty,  for  a  period  not 
nore  than  one  month ;  and  the  case  reported  to  the  Committee 
it  their  next  regular  meeting.  (/)  The  Faculty  may  at  any 
;ime,  and  during  any  stage  in  the  process  of  discipline,  recom- 
nend  a  Student  to  the  Committee  for  dismission. 

III.  When  the  number  of  a  Student's  demerit  marks  during 
me  Quarter  amounts  to  50,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Princi- 
)al  to  suspend  him.  If  then  the  Student  and  his  parent  or 
guardian  appear  before  the  Faculty,  at  their  regular  meeting, 
md  give  such  assurances  as  may  lead  the  Professors  to  believe 
here  will  be  a  decided  reformation,  they  may,  in  their  discre- 
ion,  re-admit  him  on  trial,  or  refer  his  case  to  the  Committee 
it  their  next  stated  meeting.  If  re-admitted,  whether  by  the 
faculty  or  the  Committee,  he  shall  nevertheless  be  deemed 
.isqualified  to  compete  for  the  highest  grade  of  honors. 
would  he  again,  after  such  re-admission,  accumulate  50  de- 
aerit  marks  during  the  next  Quarter,  he  shall  be  indefinitely 
uspended  by  the  Faculty,  and  reported  for  dismission  to  the 
Committee,  at  their  next  regular  meeting. 

IV.  (a)  All  suspensions,  whether  by  the  Principal  or  the 
'acuity,  shall  be  recorded  on  the  minutes,  (b)  In  making  up 
lie  "  graduating  or  final  average "  for  every  suspension  a 
tudent  may  have  incurred,  after  the  publication  of  these 
ules,  1  shall  be  subtracted  from  the  number  he  would  other- 
rise  have  received,     (c)  All  Students  under  suspension  will  be 
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permitted  to  attend  the  examinations  for  promotion  at  tin 
end  of  the  term,  and  in  case  of  their  not  doing  so,  when  thei:, 
suspension  is  removed,  they  will  be  put  back  into  the  nex 
class  without  examination. 

V.  A  Student  may  be  promoted  to  a  higher  class  at  am 
time  by  a  vote  of  the  Faculty,  if,  in  their  opinion,  his  age  ant 
attainments  are  such  as  to  make  it  expedient. 

VI.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Faculty  to  meet  regularlj 
once  a  week,  for  consultation  touching  the  best  interests  of  th^ 
school,  and  to  transact  such  business  as   may  come  properl; 
before  them,  at  such  time,  not  included  in  the  daily  sessions  q 
the  school,  as  they  may  agree  upon. 

VII.  (a)  Each  Professor  will  keep  a  daily  record  of  recital 
tions,  estimating  the  value  of  each  on  a  scale  running  from  0  t\ 
100.  At  the  end  of  the  quarter  these  numbers' will  be  aver 
aged.  From  the  averages  of  the  several  Professors  a  genera 
average  will  be  obtained,  called  the  "  Quarterly  Average  o: 
Scholarship."  At  the  end  of  each  term  a  rigid  examination  o 
the  classes  will  be  held  in  all  the  studies  of  the  term,  and  th< 
results  expressed  numerically  on  a  scale  of  100.  The  averag' 
of  these  results  combined  with  the  quarterly  averages  of  th' 
same  term,  will  give  the  "  Term  Average  of  Scholarship. 
"When  a  class  is  about  to  graduate,  an  examination  of  it  wi] 
be  had  in  all  the  studies  of  the  course,  and  the  average  of  th 
results  of  this  examination,  combined  with  all  the  term  aver 
ages  of  scholarship,  will  give  the   "Final  Average  of  Scholar 


(b)  The  marks  of  demerit  which  a  Student  may  have  incurred 
during  the  quarter  will  be  deducted  from  100,  which  will  giv 
the  "  Quarterly  Grade  of  Conduct."

iting  Average  is  second  in  order  of  merit,  shall  deliver  the 
iledictory  ;  and  the  one  who  stands  No.  3,  shall  deliver  the 
lutatory  Address ;  (unless  excused  by  the  Faculty.) 

(e)  Those  Students,  in  all  the  classes,  whose  term  average  of 
erit  is  not  less  than  90,  shall  be  pronounced  "  distinguished," 
id  those  whose  term  average  is  not  less  than  80,  shall,  in  like 
anner,  be  pronounced  "  meritorious."  No  Student  will  be 
Lowed  to  graduate  whose  final  average  of  scholarship,  or

To  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools  : 

Gentlemen, — I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  this  school 
closed  July  31st,  with  255  on  its  roll.  Of  these,  202  returned 
in  September ;  from  Female  Grammar  Schools  2,  3,  5,  7,  9,  11, 
13  and  14,  were  admitted  145;  from  the  Western  Schools  2 
were  transferred,  and  2,  who  had  been  absent  more  than  a  term, 
from  sickness,  were  re-admitted.  At  this  time  the  number  is 
338,  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  the  sum  of  withdrawals 
since  September  is  14,  an  amount  much  less  than  that  of  last 
year,  when,  during  the  same  period  18  out  of  311  left.  Until 
the  introduction  of  our  improved  system  of  discipline,  the  av- 
erage of  lateness  was  very  great  and  proportionally  injurious. 
Its  decrease  since  furnishes  a  strong  hope  of  the  power  of  that 
system  to  diminish  not  less  than  20  generally  and  sometimes 
30  per  cent,  of  absence,  since  it  recognizes  "  personal  sickness, 
necessary  attendance  on  the  sick,  death  in  a  family,  or  religious 
duty,"  only  as  legitimate  excuses,  and  consequently  denies  the 
right  of  parents  and  guardians  to  keep  their  daughters  or  wards 
away  from  School  for  any  other  cause.  A  rigid  adherence  to 
this  principle  has  decreased,  to  a  reasonable  amount,  this  great 
evil  in  the  Female  High  Schools  of  Cincinnati,  and  the  same 
system,  for  some  time  past,  in  operation  in  the  Central  School  of 
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this  city,  has  had  a  similar  influence.    From  the  same  cause  we 
also  may  anticipate  as  salutary  an  effect.    I  regret  the  necessity 
that  compels  me  to  state  that  the  scholastic  condition  of  this 
School  is  far  beneath  the  standard,  not  from  the  want  of  abil- 
ity, or  faithful  application  of  it,  by  those  who  justly  merit  your 
confidence,  but  from  that  immaturity  of  age,  want  of  prepara- 
tion, and  facility  of  admission,  that  have  been  the  prominent  i 
theme  of  my  previous  Reports.     Precisely  the  state  foretold  in  : 
them  we  hare  now,  under  a  continuance  of  these  causes,  but,    i 
unfortunately,  in  amount   so   great,  from  accumulation,  as  to 
require  your  decisive  remedial  action,  not  only  as  regards  the 
points  named,  in  order  to  give  us  proper  material  in  future,  but 
our  internal  policy  also,  or  the  purposes  of  the  High  Schools 
cannot  be  consummated. 

It  is  true  that  some,  who,  having  received  into  good  ground  the 
elements  of  our  liberal  course,  have  gone  out,  from  both  schools, 
calculated,  through  continued  self  culture,  to  fulfil,  creditably, 
the  mission  of  woman,  and  it  is  true  that  some,  in  School  now, 
afford  promise  of  as  successful  a  termination,  but  the  number  is 
insignificant  compared  with  that,  which  the  action  so  impera- 
tively demanded  would  insure,  for  the  admission  being  right,  i 
and  our  initiatives  being  capable  of  receiving  instruction,  which, 
with  a  majority,  now,  is  not  the  case,  the  application  of  our  in- 
ternal system  would  be  proportionably  easy  and  successful. — 
In  speaking  of  "  immaturity  of  age/'  the  first  cause  named,  I  beg 
leave  to  state,  for  a  corroboration  of  my  assertion,  that  it  has 
been  a  prominent  cause  of  the  condition  I  have  presented,  that 
the  number  of  the  deficient  includes  among  others  all  those  of 
12  years  and  under. 

To  deny  that  there  have  been,  and  that  there  are  instances 
of  sufficient  development  of  mind  at  12,  for  the  exactions  of  the 
High  Schools,  would  be,  I  suppose,  heterodoxical,  but  as  I  have 
never  had  such,  nor  have  them,  I  may  be  excused  for  stating  that 
such  experience  rejects  such  a  condition  at  that  age  generally, 
and  induces  me  to  more  regret  your  refusal  of  a  proposition  to 
admit  none  under  13.  But  you  have  said  12,  and  if  admitted  at 
that  age,  every  energy,  of  course,  will  be  exerted  for  them,  as  for 
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fa,  every  thing  done  in  School  that  can  be  done.  If  in  the  end 
uch  do  not  succeed,  this,  as  with  others  before  them,  may  be 
.nticipated  as  an  element  of  failure. 

Not  for  the  Board  then  but  the  consideration  of  parents,  who 
ook  to  this  School  for  the  final  education  of  their  daughters,  I 
nay  be  permitted  to  strengthen  my  position,  by  a  few,  of  many 
acts.  Chief  among  them  is  the  invariable  success  of  those 
>upils,  who  having  been  rejected,  have  gone  back  to  their 
grammar  Schools  in  order  to  return,  older  as  well  as  better 
prepared,  to  rejoice  in  the  failure  that  rejected  them,  because 
iuch  have  taken  and  maintained  a  reputable  position  which 
mder  the  former  circumstances  they  never  could  have  reached. 
Another  is  the  desire  of  pupils  themselves  of  this  age,  and  even 
Ider,  with  the  additional  solicitation  of  their  parents  for  a  re- 
petition of  the  studies  of  the  second  year,  and  still  another  is 
he  early  period  of  graduation.  The  next  graduating  class  now 
lumbers  88,  and  the  parents  of  some  of  them,  who  will  not  be 
,5  in  July,  have  already  asked  for  that  continuance,  which 
jLpder  the  rules  cannot  be  granted.  In  addition  to  these  facts, 
|  beg  leave  to  state  triat  of  every  class  who  have  left  this  School, 
lumbers  have  desired  to  return,  but  the  first  among  such  ap- 
plicants were  the  youngest  who,  in  their  petitions,  presented 
heir  youth  as  a  reason  for  a  favorable  consideration  of  their 
lequest.  I  am  well  aware  of  the  common  remark  that  she  is 
very  smart,"  but  my  experience,  which,  with  such  especially, 
tas  been  a  painful  one,  solicits  for  such  little  active  brains 
ecreation,  rather  than  mental  exaction. 

\  In  conclusion  upon  this  point,  I  may  at  least,  be  permitted  to 
ope  that,  though  successful  candidates  may  enter  at  12,  parents 
|ill  respond  to  the  truth,  that  in  "  slowness  there  is  progress," 
nd  conclude  that  an  older  period  is  more  reliable  for  the  sound, 
ilutary  and  even  accomplished  education  we  desire,  and  labor 
,)  give,  in  fact  pledge  to  every  one  of  proper  age,  with  proper 
ualification,  and  proper  disposition. 

To  speak  of  the  second  cause,  "  want  of  qualification,"  is,  I  am 
ell  aware,  an  invidious  task,  but  it  is  also  a  positive  duty 
rjoined  by  my  position,  by  my  deep  interest  in  all  committed 
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to  my  charge,  and  by  a  just  regard  for  the  deserved  reputation 
of  my  assistants,  and  from  it  I  shall  not  shrink. 

This  course  is  the  more  required  from  the  fact  that  a  large 
number,    in  School,  of  mature  age  even,  who,  though  they  may5 
by  a  laborious  course,  partially  succeed  yet  cannot  excel,  owe  to 
this  cause  their  condition.     When  to  this  number  those  of  thj 
class  are  added,  who  without  their  age  have,  with  the  former,'  r 
slipped  in  through  that  facility  of  admission  which,  in   Jul 
will  be  superseded  by  a  proper  test  of  qualification,  the  necessi 
becomes  more  urgent.     From  a  misapplication  of  ability,  int 
tion  and  energy,  and  not  from  a  want  of  these  qualities  t 
difficulty  emanates.     A  manifest  non-observance  of  the  2d  se 
tion  of  the  28th  article  of  the  Rules  of  Order  which,  in  letters 
of  gold,  should  be  on  the  desk  of  every  teacher,  declares  in  plain  *: 
terms,  that  the  memory  is  cultivated  in  utter  forgetfulness 
such  a  thing  as  the  understanding.     The  consequence  is  t 
much  of  the  time  in  the  High  School  is  necessarily  consumed 
teaching  more  than  one  faultless  recitationist  the  meanin 
oftentimes,  of  the  most  common  terms  in  which  the  principles 
of  their  studies  are  clothed.     If  this  is  requisite  in  the  minor 
branches,  gentlemen  may  well  imagine  the  hopeless  task  of  fully 
communicating  to  such  hearers,  the  more  intricate  truths  oft 
Natural  Sciences  and  more  advanced  Mathematical  studies, 
many  cases  of  strong  desire  and  hard  study,  I  have  suffered  fr 
a  sincere  pity  akin  to  that  which  a  humane  physician  may 
supposed  to  feel  for  some  patient  sufferer  whom  his  skill  can 
relieve.     The  Board  generally  may  not  be  aware  of  the  fact  f 
formerly  the  Natural  Sciences,  Algebra  and  Geometry,  w 
among  the  studies  of  the  first  year,  but  to  suit  the  state  of  p 
paration,  they  were   taken  out.     With  how  much  profit  t 
was  done  is  evident  from  the  fact  that,  even  after  a  year 
almost  elementary  study,  the  very  best  of  those  admitted,  t 
unqualified,  though   desirous,   anxious   and   laborious,  cannoi 
comprehend  the  truths  of  the  Sciences  they  try  to  study,  mucr 
less  can  they  master  the  fearful  array  of  signs  and  characters 
angles  and  lines,  which  a  question  in  Algebra  or  a  complex  the 
orem  in  Geometry  presents  to  them.    The  injurious  effect  of  this' 
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i  oftentimes,  an  abandonment  in  despair,  of  the  effort  to  under- 
hand, and  a  recurrence  to  the  old  habit,  of  committing  to  the 
lernory,  things  which  the  matured  reason  of  all  adults  cannot 
Bceive. 
The  necessity  for  curative  action  is  so  palpable  that  I  have, 
trust,  for  the  last  time  presented  this  great  cause  of  very  much 
f  the  scholastic  deficiency  of  the  High  Schools,  for  the  last  time 
ttered  my  solemn  protest  against  that  memory  cramming 
diich  common  sense  as  forcibly  rejects  as  a  correct  idea  of  what 
iucating  is. 

As  early  impressions  never  leave  us,  a  perfect  reformation 
lust  commence  in  the  Primary  Schools.  Taught  there  to  see  as 
rell  as  to  look,  to  think  as  well  as  to  recollect,  and  passed  into 
imilar  training  in  the  Grammar  School,  each  subsequent  step 
rill  be  progressive.  Taught  wrongly,  in  incipio,  each  after 
fcep,  in  a  majority  of  cases,  will  be  upon  a  rolling  stone  and 
etrograde.  That  the  thought  of  the  youngest  child,  through 
roper  teaching,  can  grasp  simple  facts,  and  the  simple  mean- 
ag  of  simple  words  and  things,  there  can  be  no  more  doubt, 
ban  that  the  well  trained  adult  understanding  can  comprehend 
lore  complex  truths  and  principles,  and  if  this  can  be  done  at 
tender  age  in  the  Primary  Schools,  more  easily  can  it  be  ac- 
omplished  at  a  more  advanced  period  in  the  Grammar  Schools, 
radually,  and  "pari  passu"  with  the  expansion  of  the  under- 
ending.  The  entrance,  in  fine,  into  the  latter  should  be  as 
uarded,  as  that  into  the  High  School,  not  only  by  a  standard 
f  study,  but  by  such  an  examination,  as  in  the  latter  case  we 
rust,  will  in  future,  test  the  qualification. 

I  have  thus  given  the  condition  of  the  School,  and  the  causes 

rhich  have  produced  it,  not  so  much  in  expectation  of  the  ap- 

lication  of  any  immediate  remedy,  to  existing  evils,  as  in  the 

ioption  of  means  to  prevent  a  recurrence  and  perpetuation  of 

•lem,  so  that  gradually  and  finally  being  relieved  from  present 

ifiiculty,  we  may  be  able  to  compass  the  full   purposes   for 

hich  the  Female  High  Schools  were  instituted. 

The  constant  and  most  faithful  supervision  of  the  committee 

as  accomplished  much  for  both  Schools,  and  their  adoption  of

the  new  rules  lately  sanctioned  by  the  Board  will  produce  a 
much  better  state  of  discipline,  but  there  is  another  reform  that 
is  necessary,  and  that  is  a  reduction  of  the  number  in  each  class. 
The  propriety  of  this  will  be  seen  from  the  following.  G.  46 ;» 
F,  42  ;  E,  58*;  D,  51;  C,  46;  B,  49;  and  A,  46.  Unfortunately, 
however  for  this  change,  we  have  no  room  for  another  teacher, 
though  by  the  rules  which  assign  35  to  each  we  are  entitled,  to  * 
2  more.  I  mention  it  therefore  more  to  exhibit  one  of  the  diffi- 
culties in  the  way  of  full  instruction,  than  with  a  hope  of  im- 
provement at  present,  but  that  it  must  be  done  at  some  time 
is  apparent.  Some  arrangement  also  must  hereafter  be  made 
to  afford  the  Principals  of  these  Schools  a  part  of  each  day  for  1 
general  supervision  and  attention  to  the  accumulating  demands 
upon  them,  which  confinement  to  their  classes  now  prevents. 
For  this  reason,  I  have  not  been  able  to  visit  any  room  or  de- 
partment officially  this  year.  I  beg  leave  to  again  submit  to 
the  Board  the  subject  of  a  four  year's  course.  Many  are  the 
reasons  for  such  a  measure  besides  its  positive  insurance  of  a 
more  thorough  education.  The  education  of  woman  is  cer- 
tainly as  important  as  that  of  man.  if  not  more  so,  from  the 
greater  influence  good  or  evil  which  she  exerts.  Into  snch  a 
period  more  studies,  if  needed,  could  be  put  to  constitute  a 
still  more  liberal  course,  and  in  fine,  the  necessity,  in  many 
cases,  to  continue  study  elsewhere  would  be  removed. 

In  reference  to  the  moral  condition  and  personal  deportment 
of  the  School  a  few  words  only  are  necessary.  With  me  they  are 
of  greater  importance  than  mental  acquisitions,  and  constan 
of  every  opportunity  I  take  advantage  to  present  this  truth. 
Continually  exhibiting  the  moral  virtues,  and  the  importance 
of  a  lady-like  bearing  and  character,  I  am  happy  in  the 
thought  of  a  generally  salutary  effect,  for  though  among  so 
many  some  may  be  beyond  the  influence  of  good  counsel,  still 
my  own  personal  and  watchful  observance  has  yet  to  record 
the  first  improper  word  or  act. 

The  5th  annual  commencement  of  this  School  was  held  in 
the  New  Assembly  Room  October  22d,  in  the  presence  of  a 
densely  crowded  audience.     The  exercises  were  of  the  most  grat- 
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ying  character.  The  theses  especially  exhibited  a  careful  and 
iccessful  cultivation  of,  undoubtedly,  one  of  the  most  accom- 
lished  branches  of  Female  education. 

The  address  was  delivered  by  J.  Morris  Cochrane  Esq.,  for- 
erly  a  member  of  the  Board,  and  an  active  member  of  the 
ommittee  on  the  Female  High  Schools,  and  was  beautifully 
lapted  to  the  occasion. 

Thirty-eight  young  ladies  graduated.  Eight  of  them  passed 
l  all  the  branches  of  their  examination,  and  the  balance  in 
irious  degrees  of  excellence.  All  for  their  uniform  obedience, 
aspect  and  propriety  of  conduct,  deserve  the  highest  approba- 
on,  and  have  our  fervent  prayers  for  their  prosperity,  useful- 
ess  and  happiness.

Baltimore,  Dec.  21st,  1857. 
To  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools : 

Gentlemen, — In  presenting  to  your  body  my  Fourth  Annual 
'Report  of  the  operations  of  the  Institution,  the  interests  of  which 
iare  committed  to  my  care,  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  state 
that  it  has  not  only  enjoyed  its  usual  prosperity,  hut  its  sphere 
of  usefulness  has  decidedly  increased.  No  clearer  evidence  could 
be  afforded  of  the  verification  of  this  remark,  than  the  fact,  that 
inew  arrangements  had  to  be  made  on  the  opening  of  the  present 
•session,  to  accommodate  the  largely  increased  number  of  pupils 
Admitted  to  the  School. 

To  provide  for  this  emergency,  it  was  found  absolutely  neces- 
sary to  transfer  Female  Grammar  School  No.  1,  to  their  old 
ipartments,  which  had  been  appropriated  to  Male  Primary 
School  No.  3.  These  changes  not  being  completed  at  the  ap- 
pointed time,  occasioned  some  delay  in  the  opening  of  our  session, 
vhich  did  not  take  place  until  the  14th  of  September.  We  still 
abor  under  great  inconvenience,  which  it  is  impossible  to  reme- 
ly,  so  long  as  we  occupy  the  present  building.  We  have,  how- 
sver,  no  disposition  to  complain,  as  we  hope  soon  to  enjoy  the 
nost  ample  accommodations,  in  the  massive  structure  now  in 
)rocess  of  erection.  This  edifice,  when  finished,  will  not  only 
>e  an  ornament  to  the  city,  but  also  a  monument  to  the  libe- 
ality  of  her  citizens.     Its  external  appearance,  will  be  beautiful 
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and  commanding — its  internal  arrangements  spacious  and  con- 
venient, and  will  contribute  greatly  to  the  health  and  comfort, 
both  of  teachers  and  pupils. 

I  cannot  refrain  from  calling  vour  attention  to  a  clause  in 
my  last  Annual  Report,  in  regard  to  the  establishment  of  a 
properly  regulated  gymnasium,  as  the^e  will  be  ample  room 
for  it  in  the  new  building,  and  its  advantage  in  promoting  the 
health  of  the  pupils,  would  fully  repay  the  expense  and  trouble 
required  in  making  the  necessary  arrangements. 

The  whole  number  of  pupils  in  attendance  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  present  session,  was  272;  of  these,  145  were  old 
scholars,  the  remainder,  127,  were  admitted  at  the  examination 
held  last  July.  Since  the  opening,  4  have  withdrawn,  2  on 
account  of  ill  health,  2  in  consequence  of  the  removal  of  their 
parents  from  the  city. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils,  rendered  the  appoint- 
ment of  an  additional  teacher  necessary.  It  was  also  deemed 
best  to  make  the  number  of  classes  to  correspond  with  the  num- 
ber of  teachers.  It  will  be  seen  by  comparison,  that  the  annual 
net  increase  for  the  last  four  years,  on  the  part  of  the  pupils, 
averages  34.  This  fact  affords  gratifying  evidence  that  a  grow- 
ing interest  is  felt  in  the  institution.  The  number  of  pupils, 
in  the  time  specified  above,  has  nearly  doubled. 

Another  fact  may  be  mentioned  which  gives  still  further 
proof,  that  a  deeper  and  more  general  interest  is  cherished  by 
the  community  in  behalf  of  the  school.  At  no  period  since  my 
connection  with  it,  have  we  had  such  a  large  number  of  visitors, 
as  during  the  past  year  ;  and  all  who  have  honored  us  with  their 
presence  have  expressed  themselves  as  being  highly  pleased 
with  the  plans  and  operations  of  the  institution. 

It  would  gratify  us,  still  more,  if  those  who  have  daugh- 
ters or  wards,,  enjoying  the  benefits  of  instruction  afforded  by 
the  School,  would  more  frequently  call  and  thus  manifest  a  per- 
sonal interest  in  its  welfare.  Occasional  interviews  between  the 
patrons  and  teachers  would  redound  to  the  benefit  of  both  par- 
ties Such  a  course  of  action  would  prevent  misunderstandings, 
remove  prejudices,  and  in  many  respects  result  in  good. 
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Our  Fiftli  Annual  Commencement  was  held  on  the  evening 
of  the  21st  October,  in  the  New  Assembly  Rooms.  There  were 
41  graduates  who  received  the  authorized  honors  of  the  institu- 
tion. The  spacious  hall  was  crowded  with  a  most  respectful 
and  intelligent  audience.  The  exercises  of  the  occasion,  though 
protracted  to  a  great  length  of  time,  gave  universal  satisfaction. 
After  the  close  of  these  exercises,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lefevre  delivered 

I  an  appropriate  and  eloquent  address,  which,  notwithstanding 
the  lateness  of  the  hour,  enchained  the  attention  of  the  entire 
assembly. 

It  is  a  matter  of  gratitude  to  every  friend  of  the  Public  School 
system,  that  in  the  princely  munificence  of  the  noble  and  gene- 
rous hearted  Peabody,  the  cause  which  they  so  deeply  cherish, 
was  not  overlooked  in  his  great  plan  for  the  dissemination  of 
knowledge.  The  High  Schools  are  embraced  in  his  liberal 
scheme,  and  if  it  be  carried  out  according  to  his  instructions, 
many  a  youth,  by  the  hope  of  reward,  will  be  stimulated  to  closer 
application  and  greater  diligence  in  study.  It  has  already  had 
an  effect  on  the  minds  of  some,  who  have  expressed  their  inten- 
tion to  strive  for  the  proposed  rewards  of  merit,  should  they  be 
distributed  at  the  next  commencement. 

The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Maryland  Institute,  at  their 
late  meeting,  passed  a  resolution  admitting  hereafter,  free  of 
charge,  25  of  the  most  meritorious  graduates  from  each  of  the 
Female  High  Schools,  to  their  regular  course  of  lectures.     The 

|  disposition  thus  manifested  by  those,  who  have  it  in  their  power 
to  extend  to  our  pupils,  additional  facilities  for  mental  improve- 
ment, merits  our  warmest  thanks.  The  inducements  and  en- 
couragements held  out  to  our  youth  to  prosecute  their  studies 
with  assiduity,  it  seems  to  me,  must  exert  a  salutary  influence 
over  their  minds. 

The  attendance  during  the  past  year,  compares  favorably 
with  that  of  the  preceding.  There  has  been  greater  regularity 
in  this  respect,  the  present  session,  than  previously.  There  is, 
however,  still  room  for  improvement.  The  plan  recently  adopt- 
ed by  the  Committee,  of  giving  demerit  marks  for  unnecessary 
absence,  which  are  to  affect  the  standing  of  each  pupil  marked, 
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not  only  at  the  close  of  each  sholastic  year,  but  also  at  their 
graduation,  will,  doubtless,  contribute  greatly  towards  correct- 
ing this  evil,  and  I  hope  it  may  be  rigidly  enforced. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  be  able  to  bear  testimony  to  the  good 
deportment  of  the  pupils.  Their  intercourse  with  each  other  * 
was  of  the  most  friendly  and  affectionate  character,  giving  evi- 
dence of  the  wholesome  moral  influence  to  which  they  arp 
subjected.  The  respectful  deference  which  they  at  all  times 
paid  to  their  teachers,  also,,  merits  commendation. 

I  cannot  refrain  from  expressing  my  thanks  to  the  Board  and 
its  Officers,  for  the  deep  interest  which  they  constantly  mani- 
fested in  the  institution — offering  every  facility  in  their  power 
to  improve  the  course  of  instruction  in  the  High  Schools,  and 
affording  every  opportunity,  to  obtain  all  necessary  information 
in  regard  to  the  entire  system. 

My  thanks  are  especially  due  the  gentlemen  composing  the 
committee  who  have  the  more  immediate  supervision  of  the 
Female  High  Schools,  for  their  counsel  and  co-operation  in  car- 
rying out  such  regulations,  as  were  deemed  necessary  and  im- 
portant in  advancing  the  best  interests  of  the  School.  I  like- 
wise cheerfully  bear  testimony  to  the  faithfulness  with  which 
the  teachers  associated  with  me,  have  discharged  their  respect- 
ive duties.  It  is  my  conviction,  that  no  body  of  teachers  could 
be  more  punctual  or  could  give  greater  evidence  of  being  will- 
ing to  fulfil  the  solemn  responsibilities  and  obligations  resting 
upon  them. 

As  our  number  is  rapidly  increasing,  I  cannot  too  strongly 
recommend  the  strict  enforcement  of  those  rules  which  have 
been  wisely  adopted  by  the  Board,  for  restricting  admissions  to 
the  High  Schools,  to  those  pupils  only  who,  by  superior  merit, 
when  at  a  proper  age,  ma}'  be  entitled  to  receive  their  advanta- 
ges. Without  this  every  other  effort  to  maintain  for  the  High 
Schools,  the  position  in  the  system,  in  which  they  can  the  most 
effectively  subserve  the  purposes  of  their  organization,  will  in 
a  great  measure  be  unavailing. 

In  closing  the  report  of  the  operations  of  this  Institution  during 
the  past  year,  permit  me,  gentlemen,  to  express  the  wish  that 
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it  may  go  on  enlarging  the  circle  of  its  influence,  until  it  shall 
be  the  means  of  extending  the  blessing  of  a  sound  education, 
to  thousands  who  would,  in  all  probability,  remain  in  compara- 
tive ignorance,  and  thus  be  deprived  of  that  best  of  earthly  ac- 
quirements, and  one  which  fits  its  possessor  for  distinguished 
usefulness,  and  for  every  elevated  and  ennobling  enjoyment.

Baltimore,  Dec.  27,  1857. 

To  Messrs.  Abbott,  Brown,  Plummer,  Griffin,  Pitt,  Courtney  and 
Thorns  en,  Joint  Committee  of  the  Floating  School,  of  Baltimore; 
appointed  by  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools  and  Board 
of  Trade : 

Gentlemen, — In  submitting  to  you  the  First  Annual  Eeport 
of  the  Floating  School,  allow  me  to  express  the  pleasure  it 
gives,  in  being  able  to  present  one  so  truly  favorable.  This 
useful  adjunct  to  our  excellent  system  of  education,  has  now 
been  practically  tested;  the  hopes,  which  it  elicted  from  its 
projectors,  have  thus  far  been  realized ;  its  efficiency  has  now 
been  made  thoroughly  apparent.  The  happy  experience  of  a 
few  months  past  gives  ample  evidence  of  what  may  be  antici- 
pated in  the  future. 

From  the  small  number  of  eight  pupils,  with  which  this 
School  was  organized  on  the  14th  of  September  last,  it  has 
speedily  increased,  until  in  the  short  space  of  a  little  more  than 
three  months,  there  have  been  enrolled  49  scholars. 

The  great  discrepancy  which  existed  in  the  scholastic  at" 
tainments  of  those  who  have  entered,  has  produced  considerable 
difficulty  in  the  arrangements  of  classes, — some,  in  fact,  not 
being  able  to  read,  and  a  few  unacquainted  with  the  alphabet. 
From  the  general  desire,  however,  for  improvement  which 
seems  to  pervade  their  minds,  we  soon  hope  to  remove  this  ob- 
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stacle.  As  to  the  behaviour  of  the  pupils,  concerning  which 
there  were  some  misgivings,  the  least  that  can  be  said  is  that 
it  is  good,  and  will  favorably  compare  with  the  deportment  of 
other  like  institutions  of  our  city.  The  general  attendance, 
which  forms  so  great  an  index  of  the  character  and  efficiency  of 
any  School,  has  always  been  punctual,  and  merits  the  decided 
approbation  of  both  Committee  and  Teachers.  Indeed  there 
are  some  instances  in  which  there  has  been  no  absence  since  the 
time  of  entrance.  The  complete  arrangements  for  the  success 
of  the  enterprise,  have  been  made  a  theme  of  admiration,  by 
all  who  have  visited  and  inspected  them.  Nothing  that  could 
add  to  the  comfort,  interest,  and  progress,  of  both  teachers 
and  pupils,  has  been  omitted  by  the  gentlemen,  who  have  so 
promptly  and  satisfactorily  attended  to  the  duties  committed 
to  their  care. 

To  the  Board  of  Trade  an  especial  amount  of  gratitude  is 
due  by  the  community,  for  the  active  part  they  have  taken  in 
a  project  so  fraught  with  good  to  a  long  neglected  class  of  our 
fellow-citizens,  and  connected  with  the  best  interests  of  our 
city,  the  American  Nation  and  the  World  at  large.  At  consid- 
erable expense  they  purchased  the  sloop  of  war,  Ontario,  pre- 
pared her  for  use  with  every  convenience,  provided  a  Nautical 
Instructor  and  accomplished  every  thing  which  their  particular 
province  required.  It  appears  almost  needless  to  speak  eulo- 
gistically  of  the  action  of  the  gentlemen  composing  the  Board 
of  Trade, — instigated  by  the  purest  motives,  for  the  ameliora- 
tion of  a,  hitherto,  neglected  class  of  men,  impelled  to  their 
action,  by  a  desire  for  the  improvement,  in  many  respects,  of 
the  city  of  their  residence,  their  deeds  stand  out  as  a  monu- 
ment of  their  magnanimity,  which  future  years  will  not  fail  to 
acknowledge. 

Still  to  render  the  success  of  the  enterprise  sure,  the  able  and 
necessary  help  of  the  Board  of  Public  School  Commissioners 
was  essentially  required.  To  provide  all  the  educational  pre- 
requisites, for  the  operations  of  the  School,  to  which,  it  was 
their  department  to  attend,  has  been  faithfully  and  satisfactorily 
performed.     Nothing  which  could  in  any  way  assist  in  render- 
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ing  the  School  effective  has  been  withheld,  and  to  this  fact  may 
be  ascribed  in  a  great  measure,  the  present  excellency  which  it 
now  enjoys.  Permit  me  here  to  mention  the  obligations  we  are 
under  to  Lieut.  M.  F.  Maury,  U.  S.  N.,  for  the  admirable  service 
he  has  rendered  the  School,  in  presenting  his  valuable  charts 
and  diagrams,  which  have  especial  reference  to  the  studies 
under  our  consideration.  Already  have  we  experienced  their 
usefulness,  which  will  become  more  obvious,  as  the  School  pro- 
gresses in  attainments. 

To  you,  however,  gentlemen  of  the  Joint  Committee,  is  due 
a  large  portion  of  the  honor  arising  from  the  successful  establish- 
ment of  the  Floating  School.  All  that  strict  attention  could 
bestow  in  behalf  of  the  Institution,  has  been  freely  given,  with- 
out regard  to  time  or  any  personal  sacrifices.  Without  your 
serviceable  aid  so  frequently  and  cheerfully  rendered,  it  might 
now  be  a  mooted  question,  whether  the  School  could  have  ar- 
rived at  its  present  position.  Justice,  therefore,  in  this  con- 
nection demands  that  to  you  should  at  least  be  applied  the 
expression,  "  well  done,  good  and  faithful  servants/' 

The  onerous  and  responsible  duties  of  the  ''Nautical  Instruc- 
tor" have  been  performed  by  Capt.  P.  S.  Marshall,  whose  ap- 
pointment to  the  post,  is  but  another  indication  of  the  wise 
discrimination  of  the  "  Board  of  Trade."  In  this  department, 
the  scholars  seem  to  take  a  deep  interest,  and  those  who  have 
witnessed  their  manoeuvres  in  the  various  manual  duties  rela- 
tive to  the  government  and  management  of  a  vessel,  can  easily 
conclude  that  the  duties  of  this  position  have  been  committed 
to  proper  hands. 

Mr.  Geo.  W,  Smithson,  the  Janitor,  who  resides  on  board 
land  has  charge  of  the  vessel,  I  would  commend  to  your  favora- 
ble notice,  for  the  faithful  manner  in  which  he  has  performed 
;the  duties  incumbent  on  him. 

The  few  facts  which  have  now  been  presented  to  your  con- 
sideration, will,  it  is  trusted,  tend  to  the  establishment  of  the 
ifact,  that  the  Floating  School  of  Baltimore,  is  not  to  be  re- 
garded as  a  failure.  May  we  indulge  the  earnest  hope  that  the 
day  is  not  far  distant  when,  by  its  operations,  the  "  world-wide 
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fame  of  the  Baltimore  Clippers,  shall  he  counterhalanced  by  the 
superior  intelligence  and  seamanship  of  the  gallant  souls  who 
shall  man  them  ?"  When  the  indomitable  energy  of  a  Kane, 
and  the  noble  manliness  of  a  Herndon,  shall  have  their  ana- 
logues in  the  students  who  may  pass  out  from  your  jurisdiction  ; 
and  when  the  broad  stripes  and  bright  stars  of  the  American 
nag  upon  the  "ocean  wave,"  shall  be  the  signal  that  under  its 
broad  folds  recline  the  hearts  that  have  the  courage,  and  the 
heads  which  have  the  ability,  to  preserve  its  credit  untarnished. 
That  the  combined  efforts  of  all  interested  in  the  Floating 
School  may  consummate  this  desirable  end,  is  the  sincere  wish

Gentlemen, — In  addition  to  the  foregoing  report  of  the  Prin- 
cipal of  the  School,  I  would  beg  leave  to  say  a  few  words  in 
regard  to  the  Nautical  Department  of  the  Institution,  which 
had  but  a  small  beginning,  as  you  are  all  well  aware.  As  in 
the  report,  which  I  submitted  to  you,  of  the  25th  of  November, 
I  would  here  again  take  the  liberty  to  remark,  that  of  all  the 
pupils  now  on  the  roll,  I  have  but  4  boys  that  have  ever  been  to 
sea,  and  that  only  for  one  short  voyage  ;  all  the  rest  being  en- 
tirely unacquainted  with  any  duties  appertaining  to  a  sea-faring 
life.  I  am  happy  to  say,  however,  that  there  are  some  of  them, 
that  have  made  great  progress  in  their  nautical  studies,  partic- 
ularly in  their  practical  operation.  Their  advancement  in  the 
short  space  of  time  that  the  Institution  has  been  working,  far 
exceeds  my  expectations.  I  would  furthermore  say,  that  the 
gentlemen  who  were  the  founders  of  the  School,  and  the  Joint 
Committee,  to  whom  its  affairs  have  especially  been  intrusted, 
have  spared  neither  labor  nor  expense  in  its  management. 
Every  facility  has  been  afforded  both  to  the  Principal  and 
myself,  for  the  proper  conduct  of  the  School. 

On  the  14th  of  September,  the  School  was  commenced  with  8 
pupils  only,  the  first  part  of  their  exercise  in  nautical  practice, 
was  the  learning  of  the  different  ropes,  spars,  &c.  On  the  19th, 
the  pupils  increased  in  number  to  14,  which  was  still  a  small 
ship's  company,  yet  in  a  remarkably  short  time  the  boys  were 
able  to  ascend  to  the  loftiest  part  of  the  ship,  and  they  soon 
learned  to  handle  the  mizen  topsail,  which  was  first  bent  for 
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practice.  They  continued  to  progress  until  nearly  the  entire 
suit  of  sails  were  bent,  when  the  weather  became  too  cold  for 
practice,  and  at  this  time  the  sails  are  unbent  for  the  purpose 
of  teaching  the  boys  the  use  of  the  palm  and  needle. 

I  am  proud  to  say  that  the  fame  and  credit  of  this  School, 
has  already  gone  abroad,  and  is  much  talked  of  by  many  sea- 
faring men.  It  is  highly  spoken  of  by  those  who  are  now  masters 
of  ships,  as  one  of  the  greatest  enterprises  that  Baltimore  and  her 
merchants,  whose  fame  has  been  extended  throughout  the 
civilized  world,  have  ever  undertaken.  They  deserve  high 
honor  for  the  effort  to  educate  and  elevate  a  class  of  men  which 
appear  as  the  bone  and  sinew  of  the  great  American  nation.  They 
would  do  good  to  the  sailor,  who  risks  his  life  for  his  country's 
cause  and  the  people's  benefit.  This  seems  to  be  the  only  true 
way  of  doing  them  service.  It  is  to  strike  at  once  at  the  foun- 
tain head,  and  give  direction  and  force  to  the  current  of  proper 
character  and  action.  I  fondly  hope  that  Baltimore  and  Balti- 
moreans,  will  never  regret  the  step  that  has  been  taken  for  the 
future  benefit  of  this  much  neglected  and  much  needed  class  of 
men.  Doubtless  many  of  the  pupils  of  the  School  in  the  expe- 
rience of  benefits  it  is  designed  to  afford,  will  at  some  future 
period  look  back  and  bless  the  day,  when  the  old  sloop-of-war 
Ontario  was  purchased  by  the  merchants  of  Baltimore,  and  eon- 
verted  into  a  School  for  training  the  hardy  and  fearless  sons  of 
the  ocean.  By  the  co-operation  of  the  Commissioners  of  Public 
Schools,  the  enterprise  has  been  thus  far  successful,  and  it  bids 
fair  to  accomplish  fully  its  intended  purpose.  With  the  worthy 
Principal  whom  the  Board  has  been  so  successful  in  selecting, 
and  the  Janitor  who  stands  also  in  the  capacity  of  first  officer 
of  the  ship,  it  is  with  pleasure  that  I  perform  my  part  of  the 
service.  I  can  see  no  difficulty  before  us  but  that  may  be  over- 
come, and  I  do  not  fear  that  our  joint  efforts  will  produce  a 
successful  issue.

Baltimore,  December '31,  1857. 
To  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools  : 

Gentlemen, — The  Eastern  Normal  Class  enrols  at  this  time 
forty-eight  members,  of  which  number,  thirty  are  in  profitable 
attendance.  This  is  an  interesting  Class  and  well  worthy  the 
fostering  care  of  the  Board.  And  the  fact  that  this  incipient 
School  is  still  in  progress,  notwithstanding  the  disadvantages 
under  which  it  labors,  is  incontestable  evidence  of  its  utility,  for 
it  has  sustained  itself  solely  by  its  own  merit  without  the  pres- 
tige of  extraneous  aid  or  halo  of  meretricious  popularity.  That 
the  exercises,  simple  and  hurried  as  they  must  necessarily  be, 
possess  sufficient  interest  and  advantage  to  retain  the  audience 
of  those  whose  term  of  required  attendance  has  expired,  is  im- 
portant testimony  to  the  fact  that  an  incompleteness  exists  in 
our  system  of  education,  which  no  provision  of  the  Board  has 
as  yet  met  or  anticipated.  We  require  for  the  perfecting  of 
our  system  a  department  of  learning,  in  which,  talent  that  has 
but  germed  and  evinced  its  existence  in  the  now  established 
Schools,  may  find  scope  and  leisure  to  develop  its  character. 
One  in  which  mere  text  book  recitation  shall  give  place  to 
rational  effort,  to  original  demonstration  and  the  concentration 
of  mental  power  connected  with  which  a  systematic  course  of 
training  in  the  theory  and  practice  of  teaching  would  elevate 
to  a  standard  of  marked  excellence  the  instruments  by  which 
you  propose  to  carry  out  the  important  object  of  education. 

The  great  obstacle  to  the  entire  success  of  this  class  under  the 
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present  arrangement,  is  the  limited  time  assigned  for  its  session 
To  review  profitably  a  three  years'  course  of  study,  and  take  up 
additional  branches,  in  six  months,  with  but  three  hours  a 
week  at  our  disposal,  were  impossible  ; — to  do  justice  to  mathe- 
matical demonstration,  that  alone  would  consume  the  allotted 
time ;  and  I  join  in  the  regret  expressed  by  the  class,  that  this 
important,  and  to  a  complete  education,  indispensable  branch, 
can  receive  so  little  attention  at  our  hands  ;  the  more  especially 
as  an  induction  into  principles  is  most  obviously  necessary. — 
But  the  more  multiplied  the  demands  the  greater  the  embar- 
rassment with  respect  to  opportunity  for  proper  and  profitable 
elucidation.  And  in  this  connection  I  beg  leave  to  remark  that 
I  regret  (because  I  see  the  consequence)  the  existence  of  the 
rule,  which  invests  with  eligibility  to  assume  the  important  po- 
sition of  teacher,  all  those  who  may  have  passed  in  the  Female 
High  Schools  the  collegiate  term  ;  whether  nominally  or  studi- 
ously. However  convenient  this  arrangement  may  be  to  those 
most  interested,  as  lessening  the  labor  and  anxiety  of  the  par- 
ties concerned,  it  is  certainly  pernicious  to  the  best  interests  of 
education,  and  detrimental  to  the  most  essential  efficiency  of 
the  system  which  we  are  laboring  to  enhance.  The  conferring 
of  a  parchment  will  make  neither  a  scholar  or  a  teacher,  and  I 
am  convinced  that  if  our  graduates,  who  aspire  to  the  position 
of  instructors,  were  compelled  to  evince  a  fitness,  by  special  in- 
vestigation, the  results  in  scholarship  would  be  vastly  superior 
to  those  which  we  now  accept.  The  stimulating  effect  of  this 
upon  mental  cultivation  would  prove  eminently  advantageous, 
because  furnishing  an  incentive  for  labor,  which  without  an  ad- 
equate inducement,  will  in  many  instances,  be  evaded.  I  am 
aware  that  this  expression  of  opinion  will  receive  the  disappro- 
bation of  those  with  whose  convenience  it  conflicts  ;  but  we  look 
to  the  broad  interests  of  educational  advancement. 

Our  graduates  accept,  and  many  remain,  in  the  most  obscure 
and  meagerly  compensated  positions  in  our  Schools,  while  the 
Private  Schools  and  Academies,  in  and  around  our  city,  obtain 
their  yearly  quota  of  teachers  from  other  parts  and  other  sys- 
tems of  instruction.     Not  one  of  our  graduates,  to  my  knowl- 
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edge,  has  at  any  time  assumed  a  prominent  position  as  teacher 
in  any  School  save  our  own.     These  facts  are  highly  suggestive. 

An  increased  vitality,  throughout  the  various  departments 
of  our  system  of  education,  is  essential  to  its  profitable  existence ; 
and  this  result  can  only  be  accomplished  by  carefully  selecting, 
and  preparing  the  agents,  to  whom  is  committed  the  arduous 
duties  which  such  a  consummation  must  impose.  The  daily  ses- 
sion of  these  two  Normal  Classes,  Eastern  and  Western,  into 
which  aspirants  for  the  teacher's  vocation  would  enter,  study 
and  practice,  until  ability  and  tact  shall  crown  their  efforts, 
would  place  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board,  a  corps  of  effectives, 
whose  well  appointed  labor  in  the  Schools,  must  tell  in  fruitful 
results  upon  the  best  interests  of  this  community.  And  these 
initiatory  organizations,  which  we  recommend  for  the  present, 
would  furnish  the  nucleus  of  a  more  important  institution,  sim- 
ilar in  character,  but  more  extended  in  operation,  when  it  shall 
please  the  Board  to  add  such  an  indispensable  finish  to  the 
perfect  development  of  systematic  education  in  Baltimore. 

We  gratefully  acknowledge  the  valuable  assistance  afforded 
by  countenance  and  attention  from  the  Committee,  and  the  in- 
terest evinced  for  the  successful  and  more  extensive  establish- 
ment of  the  Class.

To  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools  : 

Gentlemen, — There  have  been  connected  with  the  Western 
Normal  Class  during  the  present  year,  forty-eight  pupils,  four- 
teen having  withdrawn,  the  number  now  in  attendance  is  thir- 
ty-four, of  whom,  seventeen  were  members  of  the  last  gradua- 
ting class  of  the  Western  Female  High  Schools. 

The  course  of  instruction  has  been  but  slightly  varied  since 
last  report.  The  condition  of  the  Class  will  compare  favorably 
with  that  of  any  period  sin«e  its  organization ;  a  deep  sense  of 
the  importance  of  self  improvement  seems  to  pervade  it,  and 
the  deportment  of  the  young  ladies  is  unexceptionable. 

It  is  hoped  that  your  honorable  body  will  make  more  ex- 
tended provision  for  those  who  desire  to  qualify  themselves  for 
teaching,  the  necessity  for  which  is  apparent  to  all  who  are 
conversant  with  the  workings  of  our  system  of  Public  education. 

Our  grateful  acknowledgments  are  due  to  the  gentlemen  of 
the  Board,  for  the  preference  which  they  usually  give  to  the 
members  of  the  Normal  Classes  when  selecting  teachers,  thus 
affording  the  young  ladies  encouragement  to  devote  the  time 
which  an  attendance  on  the  Saturday  Class  requires,  and  we 
would  offer  the  same  to  the  Committee  having  the  immediate 
supervision  of  the  Class,  for  their  personal  attention  and  sup- 
port.

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TREASURER'S  REPORT. 


The  Treasurer,  in  submitting  his  Annual  Report  for  1857, 
deems  it  his  duty  to  direct  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  a  sub- 
ject which,  for  several  years,  has  pressed  itself  upon  his  consid- 
eration, and  which  perhaps  should  have  been  officially  brought 
to  notice  before  this  time.  It  is  well  known  that  the  "  Rules  of 
Order  "  for  the  government  of  the  Board,  require  of  the  Treas- 
urer the  performance  of  two  separate  and  distinct  classes  of  du- 
ties. The  first  of  these  refers  to  his  duty  as  the  financial  offi- 
cer of  the  Board — to  receive  and  disburse  the  funds  appropria- 
ted to  the  support  of  the  Public  Schools ;  the  second  requires 
him  to  visit  the  Schools  frequently  in  person  for  the  purpose  of 
obtaining  information  in  all  matters  relating  to  them,  &c,  and 
to  report  the  same  to  the  Board  whenever  called  upon  to  do  so. 

In  regard  to  the  first  class  of  duties  mentioned, — that  which 
appertains  especially  to  the  Treasurer's  office,  they  must  of  ne- 
cessity be  performed  to  the  extent  required.  The  funds  appro- 
priated for  the  support  of  the  Schools  must  be  received.  The 
accounts  against  the  Board  must  be  examined  and  paid,  and 
the  reports  of  receipts  and  expenditures  must  be  presented.  It 
is  obvious  to  the  members  of  the  Board  that  in  connection  with 
this  department  of  the  Treasurer's  office  there  is  a  large  amount 
of  business,  such  as  appertains  to  all  working  institutions,  and 
must  necessarily  be  a  part  of  a  system  of  Public  Instruction  as 
extensive  and  as  important  as  ours  has  become.  In  the  perform- 
ance of  these  duties,  the  necessity  of  which  is  absolute,  it  is 
impossible  for  the  Treasurer  to  visit  and  attend  to  the  Schools 
as  required  in  the  second  class  of  services  included  in  section 
fourth  of  the  third  article  of  the  "  Rules  of  Order."  When  the 
section  was  appended  to  the  Rules  of  Order,  the  number  of  the 
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Schools  was  but  one  third  of  what  it  is  at  the  present  time. 
Even  then  the  duties  of  the  visiting  department  could  be  but 
imperfectly  performed,  and  now,  when  the  system  has  become 
so  extensive  and  the  number  of  the  Schools  so  greatly  increas- 
ed, it  is  a  manifest  impossibility.  Since  the  Treasurer  has  oc- 
cupied his  present  office,  the  number  of  the  Schools  has  increased 
from  twenty-six  to  seventy-nine.  The  business  of  the  depart- 
ment has,  as  a  matter  of  course,  been  correspondingly  augment- 
ed. The  mere  mention  of  this  fact  is  sufficient  to  satisfy  any 
one  who  is  at  all  acquainted  with  the  subject,  that  the  duties 
especially  appertaining  to  the  Treasurer's  office,  the  necessity  of 
which  is  absolute,  and  the  visiting,  cannot  possibly  be  per- 
formed by  the  same  person.  In  fact  the  requisitions  of  the  Treas- 
urer's office  as  enumerated  in  the  first  class  of  duties,  and  the 
business  necessarily  connected  with  them  in  the  management  of 
so  extended  a  system,  demand  an  amount  of  labor  and  respon- 
sibility which  is  entirely  too  great  to  be  imposed  upon  a  single 
officer. 

In  the  year  1840  the  services  of  a  Clerk  were  found  necessary 
in  addition  to  those  of  the  Treasurer,  in  the  performance  of  the 
labor  necessarily  required  in  the  management  of  our  advancing 
system  of  Public  Instruction.  At  that  time  the  number  of  the 
Day  Schools  was  ten  ;  the  number  of  the  Evening  Schools  five. 
The  services  of  the  second  officer  were  then  necessary  for  the 
performance  of  the  required  labor.  In  1857  the  number  of  the 
Day  Schools  was  s eventy -three ;  the  number  of  the  Evening 
Schools  six  ;  whole  number  seventy-nine.  Although  the  num- 
ber of  Schools  and  the  amount  of  labor  have  increased  more 
than  five  times  since  the  services  of  the  Clerk  were  secured,  no 
addition  has  been  made  to  the  number  of  officers.  The  greatly 
augmented  labor  is  still  performed  by  two  persons, — the  Treas- 
urer and  Clerk  of  the  Board,  and  in  addition  to  the  duties 
especially  included  in  his  office,  the  Treasurer  is  required  to 
visit  and  give  personal  attention  to  the  Schools.  The  utter 
impossibility  of  the  service  must  be  apparent  from  the  state- 
ment. 

The  duties  of  the  Clerk,  as  specified  in  the  Kules,  are  suffi- 
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ciently  extensive.  The  imposition  of  further  labor  would  per- 
haps be  oppressive  upon  him.  The  necessity  therefore  of  an- 
other assistant  in  the  office  must  present  itself  to  every  member 
of  the  Board.  To  others  not  familiar  with  the  operations  of 
our  system,  the  bare  statement  of  the  facts  of  the  case  will  be 
sufficient,  and  they  will  doubtless  appreciate  the  necessity, 
which  impels  these  remarks  from  one  whose  greatest  desire  in 
this  connection,  is,  that  our  system  of  Public  Instruction  should 
be  rendered  as  efficient  and  prosperous  as  the  necessities  for  its 
service  are  imperative. 

When  it  was  practicable  it  afforded  the  Treasurer  much  sat- 
isfaction to  visit  and  give  his  personal  attention  to  the  Schools. 
It  was  with  pleasure  that  he  reviewed  the  operations  of  those 
Schools,  in  their  several  grades,  each  working  in  its  appropri- 
ate sphere  and  performing  its  appointed  service,  like  the  parts 
of  some  perfect  and  beautiful  arrangement  of  Machinery,  taking 
up  the  raw  material  and  impelling  it  forward  through  the  pro- 
gressive stages  of  its  improvement,  until  prepared  for  use  in 
the  various  pursuits  of  practical  life.  The  acquisition  of  mental 
power  as  witnessed  in  the  preparation  for  each  ascending  grade 
affords  an  exhibition  of  progress  in  the  contemplation  of  which 
there  is  a  high  degree  of  happiness;  and  when  considered  in 
connection  with  the  absolute  necessity  of  enlightenment  for  the 
use  of  his  privileges  by  every  citizen  of  our  free  government,  its 
importance  and  value  may  hardly  be  estimated.  In  thus  wit- 
nessing the  actual  working  of  the  Schools,  situated  as  they  are 
in  different  parts  of  the  city,  and  under  the  supervision  of  a 
large  number  of  instructors,  the  Treasurer  has  enjoyed  many 
opportunities  of  obtaining  information  which  is  of  essential 
value  to  himself,  and  of  presenting  suggestions  in  regard  to 
uniformity  and  efficiency  in  their  operations,  the  success  of 
which  is  still  progressive  in  a  perpetually  increasing  ratio,  and 
which  may  possibly  be  fruitful  in  prolonged  usefulness. 

Essential  relief  would  doubtless  be  afforded  in  performing 
the  services  of  the  commission,  not  only  in  responsibility  but 
also  in  labor,  if  the  disbursement  of  the  fund  appropriated  to 
the  support  of  Public  Instruction  could  be  imposed  upon   the 
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Register  of  the  city.  As  the  financial  officer  of  the  Corporation, 
it  would  seem  appropriate  that  the  disbursement  of  funds  ne- 
cessary for  the  support  of  all  the  departments  of  the  city  govern- 
ment should  he  committed  to  his  hands.  In  his  attention  to 
the  accounts  of  the  Board,  as  of  those  of  the  other  departments, 
nothing  more  would  be  required  of  him  than  their  payment. 
The  accounts  of  the  Board  may  he  presented,  as  now,  through 
the  committees  of  the  several  Schools,  properly  certified  and 
signed  by  commissioners  authorizing  the  same.  After  exam- 
ination by  the  Treasurer,  certified  by  his  signature  and  approved 
by  the  committee  of  accounts,  they  may  be  submitted  to  the 
Board  for  its  adoption,  and  when  passed  by  the  Board,  and 
signed,  as  at  present,  by  the  chairman  of  the  committee  of  ac- 
counts, and  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  they  may  be  presented  to 
the  Register  for  payment.  The  Treasurer  may  be  required  to 
receive  the  tuition  fees  and  pay  the  same  to  the  Register,  and  to 
keep  an  account  of  such  receipt  as  well  as  of  the  entire  expend- 
iture of  the  Board.  The  only  duty  required  of  the  Register 
by  this  arrangement  will  be  the  mere  payment  of  the  accounts 
of  the  Public  Schools,  ordered,  certified,,  approved,  passed  and 
signed  by  the  proper  officers  of  the  commissioners.  As  com- 
plete an  account  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  may  be  kept 
by  the  Treasurer  as  is  required  of  him  by  the  present,  rule  of 
the  Board.  It  may  be  a  matter  of  interest  to  persons  accus- 
tomed to  the  reading  of  our  Public  School  reports  to  know  how 
the  duty  of  disbursing  the  funds  is  performed  by  the  Board 
and  its  agents.  The  following  is  the  form  of  a  bill,  which  is 
required  to  be  presented,  properly  signed  by  the  commissioner 
ordering  the  expenditure.  When  presented  the  bill  is  ex- 
amined by  the  committee  of  accounts,  and  if  approved,  signed 
by  its  chairman.  It  is  then  laid  before  the  Board  in  a  report 
of  the  committee,  read  and  passed,  and  when  signed  by  the 
Clerk  it  is  ready  for  payment  by  the  Treasurer.  The  bills  re- 
ceived and  acted  upon  in  this  way,  containing  all  the  items  that 
make  up  their  amounts,  are  the  vouchers  of  the  Treasurer, 
which  are  presented  to  the  Committee  and  inspected  by  them 
whenever  his  accounts  are  examined.

One  of  the  best  features  of  the  proposed  arrangement  will 
be  that  of  confining  the  receipt  and  disbursement  of  the  City's 
funds  to  a  single  officer.     The  multiplication  of  agents,   for 
the  purpose,  of  receiving   and  paying   out  money,  is  an  evil 
which  has  always  been   acknowledged   by  governments,  and 
efforts  have  ever  been  made  for  its  removal.     The  policy  of 
the  government  of  the  United  States,  and  of  every  well  reg- 
ulated government  upon  earth,  is  that  of  allowing  their  funds 
to  pass   through  the  hands   of  as  few  disbursing   agents   as 
possible.     The  propriety  of  such  policy  is  too  plain  to  need  com- 
ment.    Another  advantage  and  a  very  important  one  is  that  of 
having  the  disbursing  agent  of  all  the  moneys  of  the  city,  near 
the  source  from  which  its  revenues  are  derived.     In  this  position 
he  may  be  enabled  to  discover  and  apply  the  corrective  to  any 
and  every  error  that  may  occur,  and  remove  obstructions  from 
the  channels  through  which  the  funds  are  received.     The  dis- 
parity which  now  appears  in  almost  every  year's  report  of  every 
department  of  the  City  government,  between  the  estimate  of 
necessary  expenditures  by  the  officers  of  those  departments,  and 
the  actual  receipt  of  money  by  them  from  the  Register,  may  be 
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prevented,  and  the  cause  of  present  embarrassments  to  which 
those  officers  are  subjected,  entirely  removed.  Under  the  present 
system  it  is  sometimes,  perhaps  not  unfrequently  the  case  that 
the  gentlemen  composing  the  Boards  of  management  of  the  va- 
rious departments  of  the  City  government  are  obliged  to  unite 
in  joint  obligations  for  the  purpose  of  raising  funds  to  meet  the 
engagements  of  the  respective  interests  intrusted  to  their  care. 
The  necessity  that  impels  this  onerous  service  is  occasioned  by 
the  non-receipt  of  the  amounts  estimated  as  probable  expendi- 
tures. The  estimates  are  not  always  satisfied  by  the  actual 
receipts.  The  resort  to  other  means  is  therefore  necessary  in 
order  to  make  up  the  deficiencies.  It  is  needless  to  say,  in  view 
of  the  embarrassments  that  so  frequently  occur  from  the  causes 
mentioned,  and  from  others  that  might  be  enumerated, — all  of 
which  are  produced  by  the  present  system  upon  which  the 
moneyed  relations  of  the  Corporation  are  managed,  that  the 
plan  proposed  would  insure  a  much  better  regulation  of  the  city 
finances  than  can  be  effected  by  the  one  at  present  pursued. 
Were  all  the  financial  relations  of  the  City  government,  thus 
not  only  under  the  supervision  of  the  City  Register,  but  within 
his  actual  control  and  7^esponsibilityT^there  can  be  no  doubt  that 
numerous  difficulties  would  be  prevented,  which  under  present 
arrangements,  at  different  periods,  embarrass  the  Treasuries  of 
the  various  departments  of  the  Corporation. 

In  connection  with  this  subject  a  reference  may  not  be  im- 
proper to  several  matters  connected  with  the  finances  of  our 
Board,  all  of  which  tend  to  enforce  the  suggestion  that  the  City 
Register  should  be  the  only  receiving  and  disbursing  agent  of 
all  the  funds  appropriated  to  the  use  of  the  different  depart- 
ments of  the  City  government. 

At  the  close  of  each  year,  it  is  usual  to  present  to  the  City 
Register  an  estimate  of  the  amount  required  for  the  support  of 
the  Public  Schools  for  the  succeeding  year.  The  same  course 
is  pursued  upon  a  general  plan  by  all  the  other  departments  of 
the  Corporation.  The  amounts  so  estimated  have  seldom  been 
received  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board.  Of  course  the  indebt- 
edness of  the  Board  for  the  year  could  not  be  discharged. 
10 
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An  instance  in  illustration  is  at  hand.  The  sum  allowed  by 
the  City  Council  for  the  support  of  the  Public  Schools  in  1857 
was  not,  and  could  not  have  been  received.  The  reason  why 
is  readily  given.  The  amount  levied  for  the  support  of  all 
the  departments  of  the  City  government  in  1857  was,  in  round 
numbers,  one  million  dollars.  The  appropriation  for  the  use  of 
the  Public  Schools  together  with  a  large  balance  overdrawn  in 
1855  and  1856  was  $218,418.89.  To  secure  this  sum  a  levy 
was  required  of  twenty  and  an  half  (20J)  cents  on  each  hundred 
dollars  of  the  property  of  the  City  assessed  for  the  purpose  of 
taxation.  The  proportion  of  the  levy  allowed  the  Schools  was 
about  one  fifth.  Of  the  one  million  required  there  was  collected 
the  sum  of  $567,590.29,  leaving  a  balance  uncollected  of  $432,- 
409.71  The  one  fifth  of  the  sum  collected  realized  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  Schools,  &c,  $120,036.83.  The  one  fifth  of  the  amount 
uncollected  shows  a  balance  of  $98,382.06,  which  although 
appropriated  to  the  support  of  the  Schools,  was  not  realized,  and 
therefore  could  not  be  used  for  the  purpose.  Thus  it  is  seen  that 
but  little  more  than  half  the  sum  levied  was  actually  obtained 
from  the  receipts  of  the  year.  The  statement  here  exhibited 
is  applicable,  in  a  greater  or  less  degree,  to  every  previous  year 
in  the  history  of  the  Public  Schools  of  our  city.  The  difficulties 
caused  by  the  deficiency,  however,  are  at  the  present  time  much 
more  formidable  than  they  were  when  the  Schools  were  less  in 
number  and  the  system  more  easily  managed.  Such  doubtless 
must  continue  to  be  the  result  as  long  as  the  present  mode  of 
collecting  and  paying  out  the  City's  funds  is  admitted.  On  the 
first  day  of  January,  1857,  besides  the  indebtedness  of  the  Board 
on  account  of  miscellaneous  supplies,  buildings,  &c,  there  was 
due  the  office  of  the  City  Register,  as  stated  above,  overdrawn 
and  on  bills  payable,  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  six  hun- 
dred and  eigtheen  dollars  and  eighty-nine  cents  ($25,618,89.) 
This  sum  was  retained  by  the  City  Register,  and  his  treasury 
reimbursed  in  its  amount  from  the  collections  of  the  year.  It 
was  this  reimbursement,  together  with  the  sum  of  ten  thousand 
dollars  ($10,000)  to  be  paid  during  the  year  on  account  of  the 
building  for  the  Western  Female  High  School,  that  rendered  it 
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necessary  that  a  levy  should  be  ordered  of  twenty  and  a  half  (20£) 
cents  on  each  hundred  dollars  of  the  assessment  in  order  to 
meet  the  expenses  of  the  Schools  for  the  year.  This  levy  is  much 
greater  than  that  of  any  previous  year  ;  the  cause  of  which  is 
obvious  in  the  necessities  above  stated  in  connection  with  an- 
other very  important  fact  of  similar  character,  that  the  levy  of 
1856  produced  but  a  fraction  over  half  its  amount.  As  a  mat- 
ter of  course  the  large  balance  in  the  indebtedness  of  that  year 
had  to  be  transferred  to  1857.  And  so  in  the  relation  of  1857 
to  1858.  A  large  balance  must  be  transferred  to  1858.  The 
indebtedness  thus  continued  and  transferred  is  continually 
charged  to  the  account  of  the  Public  Schools,  showing  heavy 
amounts  in  their  expenditures  which  are  entirely  fictitious. 
Of  the  twenty  and  a  half  cents  levied  for  1857,  but  twelve  and 
a  quarter  have  been  collected.  The  difference  between  the 
amounts  levied  and  those  collected  shows  a  large  balance  of  the 
sum  charged  to  the  account  of  Public  Education  which  is  not 
and  cannot  be  appropriated  to  its  use.  The  levy  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  Public  Schools  in  1856  was  eight  cents  (8  cts.)  in 
each  one  hundred  dollars  of  the  taxable  property  of  the  city. 
The  amount  actually  collected  represents  a  fraction  less  than 
four  and  a  half  cents  (4|)  on  each  hundred  dollars.  The  de- 
ficiency occasioned  by  the  non-receipt  of  the  sum  estimated 
by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  and  levied  by  the  City  Council, 
shows  that  the  remaining  indebtedness  of  the  year,  which 
must  be  transferred  to  the  next,  is  considerable.  The  account 
from  the  year  1850,  including  eight  years,  is  as  follows :

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The  result  of  the  foregoing  representation,  clearly  made  out 
by  the  figures,  shows  the  realization  of  but  a  bare  fraction  over 
one  half  of  the  amounts  allowed  by  the  City  Council  for  the 
support  of  the  Public  Schools,  for  each  of  seven  out  of  eight 
years,  and  less  than  one  half  for  one  year,  showing  but  little 
more  than  half  in  the  aggregate  of  the  whole.  The  entire 
amount  levied  by  the  City  Council,  is  set  down  as  the  cost  of 
public  education  for  any  given  year,  when  allowed  by  the 
City  Council,  is  deemed  sufficient  and  would  be  so,  if  re- 
alized. But  the  actual  result  in  every  instance  shows  a  large 
deficiency — a  deficiency  of  half  the  sum  estimated  and  admit- 
ted to  be  necessary.  The  very  considerable  balance  remain- 
ing uncollected  every  year,  is  therefore  improperly  charged 
to  the  account  of  the  Public  Schools.  It  is  positively  lost  to 
them,  and  that  it  ought  not  to  be  charged  to  their  account,  is 
clearly  manifest.  A  proportion  of  the  large  amount  of  uncol- 
lected taxes,  is  estimated  as  collectable  for  each  of  several  suc- 
ceeding years.  The  arrears  are  included  in  the  estimated  re- 
sources and  are  actually  required  to  make  up  the  amounts. 
The  sum  made  up  of  the  arrears  supposed  to  be  collectable  for 
several  past  years,  is  deducted  from  the  estimated  expenditures, 
and  the  balance  only  is  levied  for  in  the  given  year.  There 
are,  therefore,  no  offsets  to  the  calculation.  The  arrears  of 
past  years  supposed  to  be  collectable  in  1857,  were  estimated 
at  thirty-three  thousand  six  hundred  and  five  dollars  and  fifty 
cents;  this  amount  was  deducted  from  the  estimated  expenses 
of  the  year,  and  the  balance  included  in  the  levy  of  twenty  and 
one-half  cents  in  each  hundred  dollars  of  the  taxable  property 
of  the  city. 

Twenty  and  one-half  cents  in  the  hundred  dollars,  seems  to 
be  a  large  amount  to  be  appropriated  to  the  support  of  the 
Public  Schools.  And  it  is  really  so.  But  when  it  is  known 
that  only  about  one-half  the  amount  is  actually  received  and 
expended,  the  account  is  materially  changed  and  bears  a  very 
different  aspect.  If  the  collections  were  at  all  proportioned  to 
the  estimates  and  levies,  and  the  deficits  exhibited  in  small 
balances,  there  might  be  but  little  cause  for  complaint.    But 
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when  the  deficiency  is  nearly  equal  to,  and  in  some  instances 
greater  than  the  amount  realized,  there  is  sufficient  cause  for 
an  examination  in  regard  to  the  source  whence  the  discrepancy 
arises,  and  for  the  effort  to  apply  the  proper  corrective. 

The  facts  here  alluded  to,  show  that  there  is  evidently  an 
error  somewhere  in  the  system  pursued  in  the  realization  of  the 
revenues  of  the  Corporation.  This  error  can  hardly  be  made  to 
appear  in  the  estimates  of  the  different  departments  of  the  city 
government.  It  is  not  likely  that  it  will  be  found  on  that  side 
of  the  amount,  as  the  parties  interested  will  certainly  estimate 
for  a  sufficient  amount  to  meet  their  expenditures.  It  is  most 
probable  that  it  will  appear  somewhere  in  the  channels  through 
which  the  necessary  funds  are  received — perhaps  in  the  very 
basis  upon  which  they  rest.  If  the  assessment  is  in  error,  that 
error  must  run  through  all  the  channels  of  the  City's  revenues 
and  expenditures.  If  it  is  insufficient  or  a  part  of  it  unreal,  it 
cannot  be  productive  in  the  several  amounts  necessary  to  be 
realized  from  it.  The  difficulties  apparent  in  the  issue,  seem 
to  arise  from  this  source,  and  they  are  of  sufficient  magnitude 
to  prompt  an  inquiry  upon  the  subject. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  many  of  the  property  holders  of 
the  city,  upon  whose  bills  for  the  past  year  appeared  the  large 
amount  of  twenty  and  a  half  cents  on  every  hundred  dollars 
worth  of  their  property  for  the  support  of  the  Public  Schools, 
believed  and  felt  that  they  were  heavily  taxed  on  account  of 
their  system  of  public  instruction.  And  this  impression,  once 
produced,  in  nine  cases  out  often,  remains.  The  effort  to  remove 
it  is  not  effectually  made.  The  parties  have  no  opportunity  of 
learning  how  the  account  stands  between  estimates  and  actual 
receipts,  and  they  are  never  informed  that  the  sum  represented 
by  the  twenty  and  a  half  cents  is  not  realized.  Information 
is  not  communicated  to  them  that  the  amount  collected  falls 
very  far  short  of  the  levy,  and  that  one  reason  why  the  defi- 
ciency exists,  is  because  a  large  proportion  of  their  fellow- 
citizens,  enjoying  equal  protection  and  privileges  with  them- 
selves, do  not  pay  their  taxes.  The  cause  for  complaint,  if 
complaint  there  be,  is  fully  presented  to  their  view  upon  their 
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tax  bills,  but  the  mitigation  which  appears  in  the  show  of 
actual  receipts  upon  the  reports  of  the  Commissioners,  they 
never  see.  That  there  is  cause  for  complaint  there  is  no  doubt, 
but  it  is  not  in  the  fact  that  the  Public  {Schools  are  oppressive 
in  the  amount  required  to  sustain  them.  The  oppression 
appears  in  another  form  and  one  that  is  much  more  offensive  in 
its  nature,  and  that  is,  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  taxes  levied 
by  the  City  Council  is  never  paid.  If  the  assessment  is  correct, 
the  number  must  be  considerable  of  the  citizens  of  Baltimore, 
who  are  assessed  as  tax  payers  and  who  never  pay  their  taxes. 
In  this  result,  it  is  plainly  apparent  that  those  who  do  pay 
their  taxes,  are  obliged  to  make  up  all  deficiencies;  that  is,  the 
necessity  is  imposed  upon  them  of  paying  the  taxes  of  the  de- 
linquents. If  the  question  of  choice  were  admitted,  the  actual 
tax-payer  would  appropriate  the  amount  required  as  his  pro- 
portion to  the  support  of  the  Public  Schools  without  a  murmur, 
while  he  would  utter  just  and  well  founded  complaints  against 
his  paying  the  taxes  of  any  of  his  delinquent  fellow-citizens. 

The  whole  amount  appropriated  to  the  support  of  the  Public 
Schools  during  the  year  1857,  is  one  hundred  and  forty-three 
thousand  five  hundred  and  eighty-nine  dollars  and  fifty  cents. 
Of  this  amount,  the  sum  of  eighty-three  thousand  two  hundred 
and  seventy-one  dollars  and  ninety-six  cents  was  required  for  the 
payment  of  the  salaries  of  the  Teachers,  Janitors,  &c,  allowing 
but  one  Teacher  for  every  fifty  pupils  taught  in  the  Schools,  and 
one  Janitor  or  Janitress  for  each  building.  Sixteen  thousand 
five  hundred  and  seventy-eight  dollars  and  fifty-five  cents  was 
paid  on  account  of  new  buildings.  The  sum  expended  for  miscel- 
laneous supplies,  including  repairs,  books  and  stationery,  fuel, 
&c,  is  forty-three  thousand  seven  hundred  and  thirty-eight 
dollars  and  ninety-nine  cents.  This  charge  in  the  account  of 
miscellaneous  supplies,  is  the  only  one  in  which  extravagance 
could  have  been  indulged.  Other  charges  are  specific,  and  leave 
no  room  for  extraneous  allowances.  In  the  moderate  sum  en- 
tered to  the  account  of  miscellaneous  supplies  in  the  manage- 
ment of  an  interest  so  extensive,  it  is  not  only  apparent  that  no 
extravagance  could  have  been  indulged,  but  that  the  closest 
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economy  must  have  been  exercised  by  the  Board,  in  order  to 
keep  it  within  that  limit.  xAs  regards  the  application  of  the 
funds  to  their  severally  appointed  purposes,  the  public  ought 
to  know  that  the  Board  has  performed  the  duty  with  the  utmost 
care  and  caution.  The  expenditures  have  been  limited  strictly 
to  the  actual  necessities  of  the  Schools.  No  bill  would  have  been 
allowed  to  pass  the  Committees  and  the  Board,  that  included 
any  useless  article.  The  range  of  other  Boards  of  Education 
in  supplies  for  the  Schools,  &c,  would  not  be  tolerated  in  Bal- 
timore. A  brief  record  of  the  expenses  of  the  Public  Schools  of 
the  city  of  New  York,  as  reported  in  the  newspapers  of  that 
city,  contains  a  large  sum,  amounting  to  several  thousand  dol- 
lars, expended  for  pianos,  and  an  item  of  some  hundreds  for 
bouquets  to  be  distributed  among  the  Teachers.  It  was  argued 
by  the  Board  that  the  Pianos  were  an  absolute  necessity,  and 
the  bouquets  were  required  as  incentives  to  the  teachers  for  the 
attainment  of  excellence  in  the  faithful  performance  of  duty. 
No  such  items  are  admitted  in  the  expenditures  of  our  Board. 
The  necessary  funds  for  all  such  purposes  are  sought  and  se- 
cured altogether  outside  of  the  appropriations  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil and  the  receipts  for  tuition.  When  it  was  deemed  proper 
and  necessary  that  a  Piano  should  be  placed  in  each  of  the  Fe- 
male High  Schools  the  amounts  required  to  pay  for  them  were 
obtained  in  the  proceeds  of  concerts  given  by  the  pupils  of  the 
Schools.  Some  years  ago,  when  it  was  determined  by  the  Board 
that  the  Military  Drill  should  be  introduced  into  the  Central 
High  School,  it  was  ordered  that  the  proper  funds  of  the  Schools 
should  not  be  used  for  the  purpose,  but  that  if  a  sum  sufficient 
to  purchase  the  necessary  equipments  for  the  pupils  could  be 
procured  by  the  voluntary  contributions  of  our  fellow  citizens 
and  through  concerts  to  be  given  by  the  Schools,  then  the  said 
equipments  should  be  purchased,  but  not  otherwise.  Appeals 
were  made  to  the  friends  of  Public  education  in  the  city,  and 
concerts  held,  and  by  these  means  the  sum  of  about  one  thousand 
dollars  was  secured,  which  was  sufficient  to  furnish  the  Cadets 
of  the  Central  High  School  with  all  the  appurtenances  for  their 
drill.     In  the  result  of  this  effort  the  Board  realized  the  accom- 
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plishment  of  a  purpose,  not  more  intended  to  instruct  the  stu- 
dents of  the  School  in  the  drill  than  to  introduce  among  them 
a  mode  of  discipline  successfully  practiced  in  other  institutions 
of  the  kind.  This  reference  is  made  to  these  matters  for 
the  purpose  of  showing  how  exclusive  our  Board  is  in  the 
appropriation  of  the  educational  fund  to  its  legitimate  uses  and 
how  closely  that  fund  is  applied  to  its  purposes.  No  fault  is 
to  be  charged  upon  our  contemporaries  of  New  York  for  their 
liberal  use  of  the  funds  committed  to  their  oversight.  In  their 
wisdom  they  pursued  such  course  as  was  deemed  advisable  in 
the  premises,  and  their  liberality  is  to  be  approved  rather  than 
condemned.  The  comparison  serves  the  present  purpose,  which 
is  to  exhibit  the  consideration  and  prudence  of  our  School 
Board  in  the  application  of  the  School  fund. 

In  this  connection  it  may  not  be  improper  to  suggest  that  an 
important  and  desirable  object  would  be  attained  if  the  expen- 
ses of  the  Public  Schools  could  be  paid  promptly  as  they  arise 
during  each  year,  so  that  no  part  of  the  indebtedness  of  one 
year  should  be  transferred  to  another.  This  could  be  read- 
ily effected  if  the  annual  estimates  of  the  Board  could  be  real- 
ized within  the  year  for  which  they  are  appropriated.  The 
amounts  estimated  for  the  support  of  the  Schools  each  year,  in- 
cluding expenses  of  every  character,  are  amply  sufficient  for 
the  purpose.  If  received  during  the  year  the  entire  indebted- 
ness of  the  Board  for  that  period  might  be  removed.  This  is  a 
desideratum  which  under  the  present  arrangements  is  most  de- 
sirable. Its  accomplishment  would  afford  great  relief  to  the 
Board  and  remove  unpleasant  embarrassments  from  its  officers 
in  the  discharge  of  their  official  duties.  It  would  prevent  the 
mortification  that  so  frequent^  occurs  in  the  apologies  that  are 
required  for  the  non-payment  of  accounts  when  they  are  pre- 
sented, apologies  which,  when  repeated  in  the  same  issue,  are 
unsatisfactory  and  altogether  insufficient  in  many  cases  to  pro- 
tect the  financial  officer  of  the  Board  against  the  offensive 
reflections  of  the  disappointed  creditor. 

It  is  at  this  point  that  a  variety  of  existing  evils  seem  to  con- 
centrate.   Those  evils  appear  in  the  reluctance  of  mechanics  and

others  to  serve  the  Board,  when  they  are  not  certain  that  their 
bills  will  be  promptly  paid  ;  in  the  disposition  of  nearly  all  the 
persons  that  favor  the  Board  with  materials  or  work  to  make 
their  charges  exorbitant  because  they  apprehend  the  difficulties 
that  may  arise  from  the  non-settlement,  immediately,  of  their 
accounts ;  in  the  hurried  and  imperfect  manner  in  which  the 
work  may  be  performed  for  which  immediate  payment  is  not 
to  be  made;  in  the  loss  of  friends  to  the  great  cause  of  Public 
Education  in  consequence  of  personal  hostility  arising  from  fre- 
quent disappointments;  in  the  trouble  and  vexation  caused 
both  to  the  creditor  and  the  Treasurer  by  frequent  excuses  for 
not  being  prompt  in  the  discharge  of  the  Board's  indebtedness  ; 
in  the  accumulation  of  bills  and  consequent  multiplication  of 
the  labor  of  the  office.  These  are  evils  from  which  arise  dis- 
advantages as  various  and  unpleasant  as  they  are  numerous, 
and  propriety  as  well  as  common  justice  suggests  that  to  pro- 
vide proper  remedies  affords  a  subject  worthy  of  all  considera- 
tion. In  order  to  realize  the  funds  necessary  to  the  removal  of 
the  evils  in  question,  a  regular,  and  prompt,  and  systematic 
course  of  action  must  be  adopted.  The  course  of  the  difficulties 
must  be  traced  until  its  source  is  reached,  and  there  the  reme- 
dy ought  to  be  applied.  In  the  performance  of  this  duty  two 
prominent  and  opposite  considerations  are  presented.  The  pur- 
suit of  one,  or  the  other,  or  both,  may  lead  to  the  source  of  the 
trouble  and  suggest  the  manner  of  improvement.  Either  the 
assessment  of  property  upon  which  the  levies  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil are  based  is  too  large,  or  a  portion  of  it  is  unproductive ; 
or  the  amounts  levied  are  not  entirely  collected. 

If  the  amount  assessed  is  too  large,  as  a  matter  of  course  it 
cannot  produce  the  amount  required  in  the  levy;  that  is,  if  the 
assessment  reach  one  hundred  and  five  millions  and  but  ninety 
or  one  hundred  millions  can  be  found,  the  basis  is  evidently 
incorrect,  and  the  sums  required  to  be  raised  for  each  depart- 
ment of  the  corporation  in  the  twenty  and  a  half  cents  or  other 
ratio  in  the  one  hundred  dollars,  cannot  be  obtained.  A  part 
of  the  assessed  property  of  the  city  is  floating — it  is  movable  and 
thereby  frequently  becomes  intangible.  It  is  assessed  in  the  place 
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where  it  is  located,  and  when  looked  after  with  the  tax  bill,  it  is 
gone.  A  police  regulation  might  prevent  this  result.  The  mov- 
ing parties  might  be  followed  and  their  property  retained  in 
view  until  its  taxes  are  paid.  There  is  surely  sufficient  vigilance 
in  our  large  police  force,  if  brought  into  requisition  properly,  to 
put  an  end  to  this  difficulty  under  which  the  City  has  labored 
from  the  earliest  period  of  its  history.  Property  thus  situated 
cannot  be  productive  in  the  way  of  taxes,  and  dependence  upon 
it  presents  an  issue  that  is  palpably  false.  It  cannot  be  relied  ;< 
upon.  In  a  just  and  equitable  assessment,  all  the  property  of 
the  city  is  represented,  and  when  the  record  is  made,  it  appears 
as  the  main  resource  of  the  City's  life  and  action.  From  such 
record  the  tax  accounts  may  be  drawn,  and  from  the  property 
holders  the  several  amounts  may  be  collected  that  make  up  the 
sum  of  the  Corporation's  expenses.  Kigidly  applied  in  all  the 
processes  through  which  the  accounts  must  pass,  the  result  may 
sum  up  as  satisfactorily  as  the  revenue  arising  from  the  various 
possessions  of  any  individual  estate.  Nor  is  there  any  good 
reason  why  the  per  centum  on  the  city's  property  should  not 
be  collected.  There  is  no  just  plea  for  deficiency  upon  this 
point.  If  the  assessment  be  a  proper  one,  and  the  property  in 
view,  the  process  is  clearly  to  be  seen  and  easily  to  be  per- 
formed. The  tax  bills  of  the  City  are  judgments.  They  can  be 
collected  by  distraint,  if  the  parties  assessed  do  not  pay  them. 
The  oppression  of  this  process  is  almost  in  all  cases  imaginary. 
The  difficulty  lies  in  the  fact  that  a  large  number  of  the  taxa- 
ble citizens  of  every  City,  do  not  regard  their  taxes  as  debts. 
They  appear  to  them  as  charity  accounts,  which  may  be  legally 
enforced.  The  oppression  is  in  the  imagination,  and  it  arises 
from  the  idea  that  value  received  is  not  realized  in  the  pay- 
ment of  the  tax  bill.  With  this  idea  is  connected  that  of  con- 
venience, and  there  are  so  many  expenses  that  are  enforced  in 
the  process  of  living,  that  the  convenient  season  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  tax  bill  never  comes.  Any  one  that  owns  proper- 
ty, and  receives  protection  and  security,  and  the  innumerable 
blessings  that  the  communital  association  affords,  is  manifestly 
bound  to  regard  the  price  he  pays  for  these  rights  and  privi- 
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leges,  as  debts — aye,  as  among  the  most  sacred  of  all  debts,  and 
these  debts  ought  to  be  paid  without  a  murmur.  The  ideal  in 
this  almost  universal  evil  overrides  the  actual  to  such  an  ex- 
tent, that  in  every  year's  results  appear  the  evidences  of  the 
embarrassments  and  trouble  endured  by  the  officers  of  the  vari- 
ous departments  of  the  Corporation. 

The  considerations  here  noticed,  and  others  that  may  not  now 
be  considered,  may  be  presented  to  the  view  of  an  officer  whose 
position  may  be  near  the  sources  through  which  the  revenues  of 
the  City  flow.  Opportunities  would  certainly  be  presented  to 
him  of  examining  into  the  causes  of  any  and  every  obstruction 
that  may  arise,  and  of  applying  or  recommending  the  applica- 
tion of  the  proper  remedies.  By  such  means,  the  entire  mone- 
tary relations  of  the  City  may  be  regulated  and  a  healthy  ac- 
tion induced  throughout  all  the  departments  of  the  Corporation. 

In  the  absence  of  other  notice  of  this  important  subject,  the 
Treasurer  regards  it  a  necessary  duty  to  direct  the  attention  of 
the  Board,  to  the  several  matters  now  referred  to,  all  of  which 
are  involved  in  it.  He  can  only  regret  that  there  should  have 
been  any  loss  to  the  great  subject  of  public  education,  as  con- 
ducted through  the  excellent  system  pursued  in  our  city  by 
the  neglect  of  them  for  so  long  a  time. 

It  is  needless  to  add  that  the  Treasurer  holds  himself  in 
readiness  at  any  time  toco-operate  with  the  Board,  through  its 
several  committees,  in  every  measure  which,  in  its  wisdom,  may 
be  devised  to  remedy  existing  evils  and  to  render  the  Public 
Schools  of  Baltimore  thoroughly  efficient  in  their  operation, 
as  they  are  absolute  in  their  necessity  for  the  education  of  the 
children  of  our  fellow-citizens.

NOTES  EXPLANATORY  OF  THE 
STATISTICAL   TABLES. 


The  following  notes  are  explanatory  of  several  of  the  accom- 
panying tables,  They  contain  a  brief  review  of  the  establish- 
ment, removals,  etc.,  of  the  several  Public  Schools,  from  the 
introduction  of  the  Public  School  system  into  the  city  of  Balti- 
more until  the  present  time ;  tracing  the  system  from  the 
organization  of  three  Grammar  Schools  iu  1829,  through  sub- 
sequent improvements,  until  the  close  of  1856,  when  there  are 
seventy-seven  schools,  including  six  evening  schools  which  were 
organized  in  1856.  The  schools  are  of  three  grades,  Primary, 
Grammar  and  Hfgh  Schools. 

The  Male  Central  High  School  was  established  in  1839.  Its 
first  location  was  a  rented  building  in  Courtland  street.  It  was 
removed  in  1840  to  the  rooms  over  the  Firemen's  Insurance 
Company's  office,  F.  E.  corner  of  South  and  Second  streets.  It 
was  again  removed  in  1841,  to  the  building  on  N.  E.  corner  of 
Hanover  and  Lombard  streets.  In  1842,  it  was  removed  to  the 
building  at  first  occupied,  in  Courtland  street.  In  1843,  the 
building  known  as  the  "  Assembly  Buildings/'  on  the  N.  E. 
corner  of  Holliday  and  Fayette  streets,  was  purchased,  in  which 
it  has  been  conducted  since  that  time. 

The  Eastern  Female  High  School  was  commenced  in  1844, 
in  the  building  erected  for  its  accommodation,  on  the  N.  E. 
corner  of  Front  and  Fayette  streets.  It  was  removed  in  1852, 
to  the  more  spacious  building,  in  Aisquith  street,  which  was 
built  in  1851. 

The  Western  Female  High  School  was  started  in  1844,  in  the 
building  on  the  west  side  of  Paca  street,  one  door  north  of 
Fayette  street.  It  was  removed  in  1846,  to  the  building  erected 
for  its  use,  in  the  same  year,  on  the  S.  W.  corner  of  Green  and 
Fayette  streets. 

Male  Grammar  School  No.  1,  was  organized  in  1829,  in  the 
basement  of  the  Presbyterian  church,  in  Eutaw  street,  near 
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Mulberry.  Female  No.  1,  in  1830,  in  a  house  in  Saratoga 
street.  These  schools  were  removed  in  1832,  to  the  building 
erected  for  their  use  on  the  N.  E.  corner  of  Green  and  Fayette 
streets. 

From  1832,  when  the  building  on  the  N.  E.  corner  of  Green 
and  Fayette  streets  was  erected,  it  was  occupied  by  Male  and 
Female  Grammar  Schools  No.  1,  until  1846,  when  the  house  on 
S.  W.  corner  of  the  same  streets  was  built.  Since  that  time, 
Male  Grammar  School  No.  1,  and  Male  Primary  No.  3,  have 
occupied  the  building  on  the  N.  E.  corner,  and  the  Western 
Female  High  School  and  Female  Grammar  School  No.  1,  the 
new  one  designed  for  their  use,  on  the  S.  W.  corner  of  Green 
and  Fayette  streets. 

Male  and  Female  Grammar  Schools  No.  2,  were  opened  in 
1829,  in  a  frame  house  on  the  east  side  of  Bond  street,  between 
Canton  avenue  and  Alice  Anna  street,  (Fell's  Point.)  They 
were  removed  in  1830,  the  Male  School  to  a  room  over  the 
engine  house  on  Broadway,  (then  Market  street,) — the  Female 
School  to  a  room  over  the  watch  house,  N.  E.  corner  Broadway 
and  Canton  avenue.  In  1834,  they  were  removed  to  the  build- 
ing erected  for  their  accommodation,  and  in  which  they  con- 
tinue to  be  conducted,  on  the  8.  W.  corner  of  Broadway  and 
Bank  street. 

The  building  in  Aisquith  street  occupied  by  Male  Grammar 
School  No.  3,  was  erected  in  the  year  1830,  and  on  the  8th  of 
December  of  that  year,  the  School  was  opened.  It  has  been 
continued  ever  since  in  the  same  building. 

On  the  site  now  occupied  by  Female  Grammar  School  No.  3, 
there  was  an  old  one-story  building,  which  was  purchased  by 
the  Board  in  1831.  That  building  was  removed  in  1844,  and  a 
larger  one  erected,  two  stories  high,  for  the  Eastern  Female 
High  School  and  Female  Grammar  School  No.  3.  It  is  now 
occupied  by  Female  Grammar  No.  3,  and  Female  Primary  No.  9. 

Male  and  Female  Grammar  Schools  No.  4,  were  organized  in 
the  year  1854,  and  are  still  conducted  in  the  building  erected 
for  their  use  in  the  same  year  on  the  N.  E.  corner  of  Hanover 
and  Lee  streets. 

Male  and  Female  Grammar  Schools  No.  5,  were  commenced 
in  the  year  1840,  and  are  still  continued  in  the  building  erected 
the  same  year  for  their  accommodation  on  the  N.  W.  corner  of 
Monument  and  Forrest  streets. 

Male  and  Female  Grammar  Schools  No.  6,  were  opened  in  the 
year  1841,  and  are  still  conducted  in  the  building  erected  for 
their  use  the  same  year  on  Boss  street  near  Biddle. 
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Male  and  Female  Grammar  School  No.  7,  was  opened  in  1834 
in  an  old  frame  building  situated  in  an  open  lot  at  Canton,  the 
use  of  which  was  granted  to  the  Board  by  the  Canton  Company. 
This  house  was  occupied  for  several  years  by  the  School,  until 
the  new  building  was  commenced  in  1852,  upon  the  lot  on  the 
S.  E.  corner  of  Chesapeake  and  Hudson  streets,  given  by  the 
Canton  Company  to  the  city  for  that  purpose.  Shortly  after 
the  new  building  was  commenced,  the  old  frame  was  set  on  fire 
and  burned  down  with  nearly  all  its  contents  of  furniture, 
books  and  stationery,  &c.  The  School  was  conducted  in  two 
private  dwellings,  furnished  by  the  Canton  Company,  until  the 
building  was  completed  in  J  853,  when  it  was  removed  into  it. 
This  School  is  ranked  among  the  Female  Grammar  Schools,  in 
consequence  of  its  receiving  both  male  and  female  pupils,  and 
being  under  the  direction  of  a  female  principal. 

Male  and  Female  Grammar  Schools  No.  8,  were  commenced 
in  the  year  1843,  and  are  still  continued  in  the  building  erected 
for  their  accommodation  the  same  year  on  the  N.  W.  corner  of 
Freemont  and  Riclgely  streets. 

Male  Grammar  School  No.  9,  from  its  commencement  in  1843, 
until  September,  ]851,  occupied  a  part  of  the  building  pur- 
chased for  the  use  of  the  Male  Central  High  School.  In  Sep- 
tember, 1851,  it  was  removed  to  the  building  in  which  it  is  still 
conducted,  erected  the  same  year,  at  the  N.  W.  corner  Calvert 
and  Saratoga  streets. 

Female  Grammar  School  No.  9,  was  established  in  1845,  in 
the  basement  of  the  Universalist  church,  N.  E.  corner  Calvert 
and  Pleasant  streets.  It  was  reirfoved  in  1846  to  the  basement 
of  the  church  N.  E.  corner  of  Courtland  street  and  Dark  lane  ; 
in  1849  it  was  removed  to  the  old  dwelling  house  in  Fayette 
street,  near  little  Sharp  street.  In  September,  1851,  it  was  re- 
moved to  the  building  erected  for  its  use  in  connection  with 
Male  School  No.  9,  N.  W.  corner  of  Calvert  and  Saratoga  streets. 

Female  Grammar  School  No.  10,  was  organized  in  1815,  in 
the  Methodist  chapel,  S.  W.  corner  Light  and  Cross  streets. 
In  1846,  Male  Grammar  School  No.  10,  was  opened  in  the  same 
building,  when  the  Female  School  was  removed  to  the  base- 
ment of  the  new  Methodist  chapel,  on  Light  street,  south  of 
Cross  street.  In  1850,  both  Schools  were  removed  to  the  build- 
ing erected  for  their  use  on  the  S.  E.  corner  of  William  and 
Warren  streets. 

Male  and  Female  Grammar  Schools  No.  11,  were  commenced 
in  the  year  1846,  and  have  since  been  conducted  in  the  building 
erected  for  their  use  in  the  same  year  on  the  N.  W.  corner  of 
Bond  and  Jefferson  streets. 
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Male  and  Female  Grammar  Schools  No.  1-2,  were  organized 
in  the  year  1854,  and  have  since  been  continued  in  the  building 
erected  for  their  use  the  same  year,  on  Barre  street,  west  of 
Eutaw  street. 

Female  Grammar  School  No.  13,  was  commenced  in  the  year 
1851,  in  the  lower  story  of  the  building  on  the  X.  E.  corner  of 
Aisquith  and  MuljLiken  streets,  erected  in  1851  for  the  use  of 
the  Eastern  Female  High  School.  It  is  still  conducted  in  the 
same  building. 

Male  and  Female  Grammar  Schools  No.  14,  were  opened  in 
the  year,  1824,  and  are  still  conducted  in  the  building  erected 
the  same  year  for  their  use  on  the  N.  E.  corner  of  Stiles  and 
Gough  streets. 

Female  Primary  School  No.  1,  was  organized  in  1818,  in  the 
rooms  of  the  Second  Baptist  church,  in  the  rear  of  the  church, 
on  Canton  avenue.  It  was  conducted  in  those  rooms  until  the 
year  1851,  when  the  building  was  completed  on  the  corner  of 
Gough  and  Wolf  streets.  The  school  was  then  removed  to  the 
new  building,  and  Male  Primary  No.  1  commenced. 

Female  Primary  School  No.  2,  was  started  in  the  year  1849, 
in  an  old  three  story  building  in  Albemarle  street,  one  door 
south  of  Pratt  street.  In  1851,  it  was  removed  to  the  new 
building  on  Stiles  street,  near  High,  and  the  Male  Primary  of 
the  same  number  opened. 

Male  Primary  School  No.  3,  was  organized  in  the  year  1852, 
in  the  building  occupied  by  Male  Grammar  School  No.  1,  on 
the  N.  E.  corner  of  Green  and  Fayette  streets.  It  is  still  con- 
ducted in  the  same  building. 

Female  Primary  No.  3,  was  commenced  in  the  year  1S49  in 
the  school  house  on  Edward  street,  in  the  rear  ot  the  Presby- 
terian church  on  Aisquith  street.  In  1854,  it  was  removed  to 
the  basement  of  the  German  church,  corner  of  McElderry  and 
Short  streets,  where  it  is  at  present  conducted. 

Male  Primary  No.  4.  was  opened  in  1852.  in  the  basment  of 
the  Seamen's  Bethel,  Lee  street.  It  was  removed  in  1854,  to 
the  new  building  on  Hill  street.  The  building  was  occupied 
by  Male  Primary  No.  4,  and  Female  Primary  No.  14,  until  the 
year  1855,  when  the  number  of  the  Female  school  was  changed 
to  that  of  Female  Primary  No.  4. 

Female  Primary  School  No.  4,  was  established  in  1852,  in  the 
basement  of  St.  Stephen's  church,  Lee  street,  under  the  title  of 
Female  Primary  School  No.  14.  It  was  removed  to  the  new 
building  erected  on  Hill  street  in  1854,  and  the  number  changed 
to  that  of  Female  Primary  School  No.  4,  in  1855. 
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Male  Primary  School  No.  5,  was  organized  immediately  upon 
the  removal  of  Female  No.  3,  in  the  house  on  Edward  street. 
It  is  still  conducted  in  the  same  building. 

Female  Primary  No.  5,  commenced  operations  in  the  year 
1819,  in  the  school  house  on  Fayette  near  Caroline  street.  It 
is  still  continued  in  the  same  building 

Male  and  Female  Primary  Schools  No.  6,  were  opened  in  1855, 
in  the  building  on  Ann  street,  between  Canton  avenue  and  Alice 
Anna  street,  purchased  from  the  German  Methodist  Episcopal 
church.  The  Male  pupils  of  Female  Primaries  Nos.  6  and  19, 
were  organized  into  the  Male  department,  and  the  Female 
pupils  into  the  Female  department.  The  building  had  been 
previously  altered  and  repaired,  so  as  to  accommodate  the  schools. 
Female  Primary  School  No.  6,  has  been  conducted  since  its  or- 
ganization in  1850,  first  in  the  school  house  at  Locust  Point, 
and  the  building  in  the  rear  of  the  Second  Baptist  church,  on 
Canton  avenue,  until  the  year  1855,  when  it  was  removed  to  its 
present  location.  Female  Primary  School  No.  19,  was  estab- 
lished in  1852,  in  the  basement  of  the  Seamen's  Bethel,  Alice 
Anna  street,  near  Bond  street. 

Male  Primary  School  No.  7,  was  organized  in  the  year  1854, 
in  the  Sunday  School  room  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church, 
on  Fayette  near  Aisquith.  It  was  removed  in  1855,  to  the 
building  on  Aisquith  street  occupied  by  Male  Grammar  School 
No.  3,  where  it  still  continues. 

Female  Primary  School  No.  7,  was  opened  in  1850,  in  the 
school  house  on  Harford  avenue,  purchased  the  same  year  by 
the  Board,  from  the  North  Baltimore  Station  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church. 

Male  and  Female  Primary  Schools  No.  8,  were  commenced, 
on  the  22d  day  of  April,  1856,  in  the  buildings  erected  for  their 
use  the  same  year  on  Caroline  street,  between  Pratt  and  Lom- 
bard streets.  These  schools  were  formed  out  of  Female  Primary 
School  No.  24,  which  had  been  conducted  in  the  building  on 
the  S.  W.  corner  of  Bond  and  Lombard  streets.  This  school 
was  commenced  in  1853,  and  was  known  as  Female  Primary 
School  No.  24,  until  it  was  removed  to  the  building  in  Caroline 
street,  when  the  number  24,  was  transferred  to  the  school 
taught  in  the  building  on  Jefferson  street,  and  the  No.  27,  by 
which  that  school  was  known,  was  discontinued. 

Male  Primary  School  No.  9,  was  organized  in  1^53,  in  the 
basement  of  the  building  on  the  N.  W.  corner  of  Calvert  and 
Saratoga  streets,  erected  for  the  Grammar  Schools  of  the  same 
number.     It  still  occupies  the  same  room. 
16 
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Female  Primary  School  No.  9,  was  organized  in  1850,  in  the 
basement  of  the  Jewish  Synagogue  on  High  street  near  the 
bend.  It  was  removed  in  1853,  to  its  present  location,  on  the 
N.  E.  corner  of  Front  and  Fayette  streets. 

Male  and  Female  Primary  Schools  No.  10,  were  opened  in 
1856,  in  the  building  erected  for  their  accommodation  the  same 
year,  on  Hollins  street,  near  Schroeder  street.  They  were  or- 
ganized by  the  separation  of  the  Male  and  Female  pupils  of 
Female  Primary  Schools  Nos.  10  and  18.  Female  Primary 
School  No.  10,  had  been  conducted  since  1850,  in  the  building 
on  the  rear  of  a  lot  that  fronts  on  the  south  side  of  West  Balti- 
more street,  West  of  Fremont  street.  Female  Primary  School 
No.  18,  was  commenced  in  the  dwelling  house  on  the  JN.  E.  cor- 
ner of  West  Baltimore  and  Oregon  streets.  It  was  removed  in 
1855,  to  the  Republican  street  chapel,  on  Republican  street, 
near  West  Baltimore  street,  where  it  was  conducted  until  its 
removal  to  its  present  location. 

Male  Primary  School  No.  11,  was  organized  in  1855,  in  the 
building  erected  the  same  year,  on  the  N.  E.  corner  of  Schroeder 
and  Pearce  streets.     It  is  still  continued  in  the  same  building. 

Female  Primary  School  No.  11,  was  commenced  in  1851,  in 
the  school  house  on  West  Franklin  street,  West  of  Fremont 
street,  purchased  the  same  year  by  the  Board,  from  the  Fayette 
street  Station  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  It  was  in 
1855  removed  to  the  new  building  erected  for  its  use,  in  connec- 
tion with  Male  Primary  School  No.  11,  on  the  N.  E.  corner  of 
Schroeder  and  Pearce  streets. 

Male  Primary  School  No.  12,  was  established  in  the  year 
1854,  in  the  lower  story  of  the  building  on  Barre  street,  west 
of  Eutaw  street,  erected  for  its  use  in  connection  with  Male  and 
Female  Grammar  Schools,  and  Female  Primary  School  No.  12. 

Female  Primary  School  No.  12,  was  opened  in  1855,  in  the 
building  on  Barre  street,  occupied  by  Male  and  Female  Gram- 
mar Schools,  and  Male  Primary  School  No.  12. 

Male  Primary  School  No.  13,  was  commenced  in  1856,  in  the 
building  on  Jefferson  street,  near  Caroline  street,  purchased  in 
1854,  from  the  Jefferson  street  Station  of  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church.  The  building  which  was  one  story  high,  was 
occupied  by  Female  Primary  School  No.  27,  the  number  of 
which  was  changed  to  Female  Primary  No.  24,  until  September, 
1856,  when*  it  was  improved  by  the  erection  of  an  additional 
story.  In  the  upper  story  the  Male  School  was  opened,  when 
the  number  of  the  Female  School,  which  occupied  the  lower 
story,  was  changed  to  Female  Primary  No.  13. 
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Pemale  Primary  School  No.  14,  was  commenced  in  the  year 
1850,  under  the  designation  of  Female  Primary  School  No.  4, 
in  the  basement  of  the  Strawhridge  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
on  the  N.  W.  corner  of  Biddle  and  Garden  streets.  It  was 
known  as  Female  Primary  School  No.  4,  until  the  year  1855, 
when  the  number  was  transferred  to  the  Female  School,  occu- 
pying the  lower  story  of  the  building  on  Hill  street,  the  num- 
ber was  then  changed  to  No.  14. 

Male  Primary  School  No.  15,  was  opened  in  the  year  1855,  in 
the  building  erected  for  its  use  the  same  year,  on  the  south 
west  corner  of  Light  and  Poultney  streets. 

Female  Primary  School  No.  15,  was  commenced  in  the  base- 
ment of  Wells  chapel,  Light  street,  south  of  Cross  street,  in 
1853.  It  was  removed  in  1855  to  the  building  erected  the 
same  year,  on  the  south-west  corner  of  Light  and  Poultney 
streets. 

Female  Primary  School  No.  16,  was  commenced  in  1852,  in 
the  Sunday  school  building  on  the  N.  E.  corner  of  Constitution 
and  Falls  streets.  It  was  organized  under  the  designation  of 
Female  Primary  School  No.  20.  The  number  was  changed, 
December  31,  1856,  with  the  view  of  its  removal  to  the  new 
building  on  Hillen  street,  when  completed. 

Male  and  Female  Primary  No.  16,  will  be  organized  early 
this  year  (1857)  in  the  building  erected  for  their  use  in  1856, 
on  Hillen  street,  near  High. 

Female  Primary  No.  17,  was  organized  in  1852,  in  the  Sunday 
school  room  on  Madison  street,  near  Broadway.  It  was  re- 
moved in  1855,  to  the  basement  of  Chew  street  Chapel,  corner  of 
Chew  and  Bond  streets,  which  it  continues  to  occupy. 

Female  Primary  School  No.  18,  was  organized  in  the  year 
1850,  under  the  title  of  Female  Primary  School  No.  8,  in  the 
basement  of  Emory  Chapel,  Pennsylvania  avenue  near  Hoffman 
street.  It  was  known  as  Female  Primary  No.  8,  until  the 
opening  of  the  schools  in  the  building  on  Caroline  street,  when 
the  number  was  changed  to  that  of  18. 

Female  Primary  School  No.  19,  was  commenced  in  1856,  in 
the  lower  story  of  the  building  occupied  by  Male  and  Female 
Grammar  Schools  No.  7,  at  Canton.  The  number  had  been 
previously  used  to  designate  the  Primary  School  that  was 
opened  in  1852,  in  the  Seamen's  Bethel,  on  Alice  Ann  street, 
but  was  discontinued,  when  the  school  was  removed  to  the 
building  on  Ann  street,  and  the  title  altered  to  Female  Primary 
School  No.  6. 

Female  Primary  School  No.  20,  was  organized  in  1852,  in  the 
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Sunday  school  room  on  Central  avenue,  near  Orleans  street. 
It  was  then  entitled  Female  Primary  School  No.  16.  The  num- 
ber was  changed  December  31,  1856,  in  view  of  the  opening  of 
Male  and  Female  Primaries  No.  16,  in  the  new  building  on 
Hillen  street.  The  school  continues  to  be  conducted  in  the 
building  on  Central  avenue. 

Female  Primary  School  No.  21,  was  organized  in  the  year 
1851,  in  the  basement  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  S.  E. 
corner  of  Lombard  and  Green  streets.  It  was  then  entitled 
Female  Primary  School  No.  12.  The  number  was  changed 
after  the  Female  Primary  School,  now  known  as  No.  12,  was 
opened  in  the  building  occupied  by  Grammar  Schools,  and  the 
Male  Primary  School,  of  the  same  number.  It  continues  to  be 
conducted  in  the  rooms,  in  which  it  was  first  established. 

Female  Primary  No.  22,  was  organized  in  the  year  1853,  in 
the  Sunday  school  room  at  the  intersection  of  Poppleton  and 
Columbia  streets.     It  is  continued  in  the  same  building. 

Female  Primary  No.  23,  was  started  in  1853,  in  the  dwelling 
house  it  now  occupies  on  Centre  market  space,  near  Lombard 
street. 

Female  Primary  School  No.  24,  was  commenced  in  1852,  in 
the  upper  story  of  the  dwelling  house  on  South  Charles  street, 
nearly  opposite  Balderston  street.  It  was  organized  under  the 
title  of  Female  Primary  School  No.  13,  and  continued  the  same, 
until  December  31,  1856,  when  the  number  was  changed  to  24, 
the  designation  of  the  school  of  that  number  on  Jefferson  street, 
having  been  altered  to  Female  Public  School  No.  13,  so  as  to 
correspond  with  the  number  of  the  Male  Primary  School,  con- 
ducted in  the  same  building. 

Female  Primary  No.  25,  was  started  in  1853,  in  the  Sunday 
school  room  in  which  it  is  still  conducted,  on  Eastern  avenue, 
near  High  street. 

Female  Primary  No.  26,  was  organized  in  1854  in  the  large 
building  on  the  west  side  of  Paca  street,  near  Fayette  street. 
It  still  occupies  the  same  building. 

Female  Primary  School  No.  27,  was  commenced  under  the 
designation  of  Female  Primary  School  No.  6,  in  the  year  1850, 
in  the  school  house  at  Locust  Point.  The  use  of  the  building 
was  granted  to  the  Board  by  the  Cuba  Mining  and  Smelting 
Company,  free  of  rent.  The  school  declined  in  1851,  and  the 
few  pupils  that  remained  were  transferred  to  the  building  in 
the  rear  of  the  Second  Baptist  Church  on  Canton  avenue.  This 
building  had  been  occupied  by  Female  Primary  School  No.  1, 
and  when  that  school  was  removed  to  the  N.  E.  corner  of  Gough 
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and  Wolf  streets,  the  pupils  that  remained  were  united  with 
those  from  Locust  Point,  in  a  school  which  bore  the  title  of 
Female  Primary  No.  6,  until  it  was  removed  to  the  building  on 
Ann  street.  In  1852,  the  school  at  Locust  Point  was  re-opened, 
under  the  title  of  Female  Primary  School  No.  21.  A  few 
months  after  its  re-opening,  it  became  again  necessary  to  dis- 
continue the  school  in  consequence  of  the  removal  of  the  Cop- 
per Works,  the  greater  portion  of  the  inhabitants  having  re- 
moved at  the  same  time  from  the  neighborhood.  In  1853,  in 
accordance  with  a  request,  signed  by  a  number  of  persons  resid- 
ing in  the  vicinity,  the  Board  consented  that  the  effort  to  es- 
tablish the  school  should  be  tried  a  third  time.  It  was  not 
sufficiently  patronized  however  to  justify  the  expense,  and  the 
school  was  a  third  time  suspended  in  1854.  Again  in  1856,  the 
appeal  from  the  neighborhood  was  renewed,  and  urged  on  the 
ground  of  the  restoration  of  the  Copper  Works,  and  the  return 
of  a  number  of  the  Families  that  had  previously  removed. 
Again  the  Board  yielded  to  the  desire  of  the  people,  and  in 
1856  the  school  was  a  fourth  time  put  in  operation  under  its 
present  designation  of  Female  Primary  School  No.  27.  The 
promise  of  success  is  more  favorable  at  present  than  at  any  pre- 
vious period. 

Female  Primary  School  No.  28,  was  opened  in  1856,  in  Ches- 
nut  street,  near  Douglass  street.  The  number  28,  had  been 
previously  used  as  the  designation  of  the  Female  Primary 
School,  organized  in  the  building  on  Barre  street,  west  of 
Eutaw,  occupied  by  Grammar  Schools,  and  Male  Primary  School 
No.  12,  the  change  of  the  number  of  the  Female  Primary  School, 
from  28  to  12,  caused  the  discontinuance  of  the  number. 

Evening  School  No.  1,  was  commenced  in  January,  1856,  in 
the  rooms  occupied  by  Male  Grammar  School  No.  1,  N.  E.  corner 
of  Green  and  Fayette  streets. 

Evening  School  No.  2,  was  opened  in  November,  1856,  in  the 
rooms  occupied  by  Male  Grammar  Schools  No.  2,  on  the  S.  W. 
corner  of  Broadway  and  Bank  street. 

Evening  School  No.  3,  was  organized  in  January,  1856,  in  the 
building  on  Aisquith  street  occupied  by  Male  Grammar  School 
No.  3. 

Evening  School  No.  4,  was  commenced  in  January,  1856,  in 
the  rooms  occupied  by  Male  Grammar  School  No.  4,  N.  E.  corner 
of  Hanover  and  Lee  streets. 

Evening  School  No.  6,  was  opened  in  December,  1856,  in  the 
rooms  occupied  by  Male  Grammar  School  No.  6,  Koss  street, 
near  Biddle  street. 
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Evening  School  No.  7,  was  opened  in  October,  185B,  in  the 
building  occupied  by  Female  Primary  School  No.  7,  Harford 
avenue. 

An  effort  to  establish  Night  Schools,  for  the  education  of 
young  men.  apprentices,  etc.,  was  made  by  the  Board  in  the 
year  1840.  Six  schools  were  organized  that  year  in  the  build- 
ings occupied  bv  Grammar  Schools,  and  entitled,  respectively, 
Night  Schools  Nos.  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  6.  The  Night  Schools  were 
continued  in  operation  until  the  end  of  the  year  1843,  when 
they  were  discontinued.  The  reasons  given  by  the  Board  for 
their  discontinuance  were,  want  of  patronage,  expense  and  the 
application  of  means  for  the  education  of  apprentices,  etc.,  that 
ought  to  be  used  for  the  instruction  of  younger  pupils. 

The  Eastern  and  Western  Normal  classes  were  commenced 
in  the  year  1S51.  The  Eastern  in  the  building  occupied  by  the 
Eastern  Female  High  School,  on  the  N.  E.  corner  of  Aisquith 
and  Mulliken  streets;  the  Western  in  the  building  occupied  by 
the  Western  Female  High  School,  on  the  S.  W.  corner  of 
Fayette  and  Green  streets.  They  continue  to  be  conducted  in 
the  same  buildings.

IT  The  establishment  of  the  Male  Central  High  School  and  the  appointment  of  assistant  teachers, 
which  took  place  in  the  year  1839,  effected  an  entire  change  by  the  discontinuance  of  the  monitorial 
system  and  the  introduction  of  one  of  more  expensive  character,  yet  the  cost  per  pupil  does  not  ap- 
pear to  be  increased . 

§  There  is  probably  an  error  in  the  small  number  not  paying  for  tuition  this  year,  as  there  are 
doubtless  errors  in  the  greater  amounts  of  other  years  ;  but  those  errors  could  not  be  ascertained.

The  amounts  allowed  by  the  City  Council  are  intended  to  approximate  as  nearly  as  possible  to  those  estimated  by  the  Commissioners  of 
Public  Schools,  deducting  three-tenths  of  the  whole  as  allowance  for  losses.  In  some  instances  the  amounts  allowed  by  the  City  Council, 
exceed  those  estimated  by  the  Commissioners,  but  in  all  cases,  when  the  three-tenths  are  deducted,  the  amount  falls  considerably  below  the 
estimate.  From  the  gross  amounts  allowed,  the  arrears  of  taxes  or  such  amounts  as  may  be  estimated  as  collectable,  are  always  deducted. 
This  accounts  for  the  great  difference  in  many  instances  between  the  amounts  estimated  by  the  Commissioners  and  those  allowed  by  the 
City  Council. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  above  table  that  the  amount  of  seven-tenths  of  the  whole  levy  of  taxes  which  has  nearly  always  been  admitted  as 
collectable  by  the  City  Council,  has  never  been  realized.  The  nearest  approach  to  it  was  made  in  the  year  1841.  The  balance  uncollected 
of  $5731  18 ;  the  nett,  seven-tenths  of  the  levy,  was  but  $235  85. 


To  prevent  misapprehension  in  relation  to  the  cost  per  annum  of  the  education  of  each  pupil,  it  is  necessary  to  state  that  the  proper 
estimate  is  made  by  adding  the  interest  on  the  amount  invested  in  School  Houses,  Furniture,  &c,  to  the  actual  expenses  of  the  Schools  for 
each  year,  and  dividing  the  number  of  pupils  into  the  amount.  The  average  cost  of  each  pupil  in  the  Central  High  School  is  $33  72  :  in 
the  Female  High  Schools,  $19  37  ;  in  the  Grammar  Schools,  $6  38 ;  in  the  Primary  Schools,  $2  87.  This  average  is  taken  for  the  number 
of  years  that  have  elapsed  since  the  establishment  of  each  grade  of  Schools.  From  this  statement  it  will  be  seen  that  if  the  number  of  pupils 
be  divided  into  the  expenses  of  each  year,  as  contained  in  the  above  table,  the  result  will  not  produce  the  proper  cost  per  pupil,  as  the 
expenses  for  buildings,  furniture,  &c.,  are  included.  The  Evening  Schools  were  discontinued  in  the  year  18-14,  and  reorganized  in  the  year 
1856.     The  number  of  pupils  in  1856  was  larger  than  in  any  of  the  previous  years  except  in  the  year  1842,
